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PREFACE. 


The present volume of the Calendar covers the twelve 
months beginning 1 March, 1677. A new element in its 
contents are the confidential letters from the Earl of 
Danby to the Prince of Orange, including one which the 
Earl requested might be burnt, when read, and also the 
series of letters from the Duke of York to the Prince. 
Many of the latter have been printed in Dalrymple’s 
Memoirs, Vol. II, but, as the book is scarce and most of 
them are short, it has been thought advisable to give 
them here. 


THE KING AND THE ROYAL, FAMILY. 


The King went to Newmarket on 7 April to see a great 
cock fight (/. 95), and returned to London on the 30th 
(p. 99). . ; 

Early in July he paid a visit to Sheerness accompanied 
by the Duke of York (pp. 232, 234), and sailed on 5 August 
for Portsmouth and Plymouth (p. 294). He arrived off 
Dover early on the 7th, but was forced by wind and weather 
to return to the Downs (p. 296). He weighed early the 
next morning with the fleet that escorted him (. 297), was 
off St. Helens about noon on the 12th (p. 298) and left 
Portsmouth on the 13th (f. 311). He was delayed by 
contrary winds and storms and did not reach Plymouth 
till early on the 16th. He came into the port at 6. The 
Mayor and aldermen with the Train Bands escorted him to 
the citadel. When he came out, he gave his hand to the 
Mayor, aldermen, officers of the garrison and country 
gentlemen, and knighted the sheriff and Col. Piper, the 
deputy governor of the citadel. He went all round the 
works and then visited the island. After dinner he took 
boat and went shooting towards Saltash. At 7 next 
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morning he went up the Hamoaze to shoot and dined 
at Sir Richard Edgecombe’s (pf. 311). The gentry from 
all the western parts had flocked to Plymouth to meet 
him (p. 303). On the morning of the 18th he touched 
for the King’s evil in St. Andrew’s church, and sailed 
about 5 in the evening for the Downs. He was so pleased 
with his reception that he declared he would spend a 
month or two there every other year and ordered a draft 
to be prepared for a house which he had resolved to build 
there (p. 313). He passed Dover on the 20th (pf. 314), 
and was back in London late on the 22nd (pp. 317, 318). 
It was said, apparently erroneously, that he designed 
to make a long stay at Windsor (p. 318). He went to 
Newmarket the end of September on his usual autumn 
visit (p. 372) for racing and coursing (p. 378), and 
returned to London 12 October (pp. 396, 397). 

The Queen paid a visit to Bath the end of June or the 
beginning of July, returning to London on 16 July and 
spending two nights on the way at Marlborough and 
Reading (p. 244). The Mayor and Corporation of Bristol 
were charged with not treating her with proper respect 
when she visited the city on their invitation (p. 426). 
The high sheriffs of Berkshire and Wiltshire were 
reprimanded for not having waited on her when she 
went to Bath, and were ordered to do so on her return 
(p. 244). 

Of the King’s natural children it was expected that the 
Duke of Grafton and his brother, who had gone to France 
with their mother, the Duchess of Cleveland, in March, 
1676, would return in case of a war (p. 372). The Duchess 
returned in January, 1678, it was said to break off the 
match between the Duke of Grafton and Lord Arlington’s 
daughter (p. 694). The Earl of Plymouth went over in 
July as a volunteer to the army of the Prince of Orange by 
his father’s orders (pp. 278, 284), returning early in October 
(p. 395). The office of Custos Brevium was granted to 
trustees in trust for the Earl and Countess of Lichfield 
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and their children, the Countess being one of the King’s 
daughters by the Duchess of Cleveland (p. 454). 

The Duke of York accompanied the King on his voyage 
to Portsmouth and Plymouth. Early in November his first 
son by his second marriage was born and was created 
early in December Baron of Dauntesey and Earl and Duke 
of Cambridge (p. 490), but he died a few days afterwards. 
The news of his birth was received with great rejoicings 
at Dover (p. 451). 7 

The most important event in the Royal family was the 
marriage of the Duke’s daughter, the Lady Mary, to her 
first cousin, the Prince of Orange. Bentinck, the Prince’s 
confidant, afterwards the first Earl of Portland, had come 
over in June to negotiate it. Danby hoped that his 
coming might have been a happy beginning to a 
more happy end, the procuring of so strict a friendship 
betwixt the King and the Prince as might not only be 
of the greatest contentment to themselves but the greatest 
security against their common enemies (p. 691). At the 
end of September two English men-of-war were sent to 
Holland to convoy the Prince over (f.381). They returned 
to Harwich on 10 October (f. 395), and he arrived in 
London on the afternoon of the 12th (pf. 391). Everybody 
crowded to see him, and he appeared pleased with the 
King’s great kindness in his reception (f. 401). The news 
of the intended marriage was received with great joy both 
in England and Holland (f. 438). At Plymouth and 
Chester bells were rung, guns fired and the streets 
filled with bonfires (pp. 422, 427). The Prince was 
present at the Lord Mayor’s banquet on 29 October (#. 431). 
The marriage was celebrated privately in the Duke’s closet 
at St. James’s on the night of Sunday, 4 November (/. 445). 
Descriptions of the rejoicings at Yarmouth, Truro and 
Barnstaple will be found on pp. 452, 454, and the joy in 
Holland was general (pp. 449, 451, 455). The Prince and 
Princess were to be convoyed back to Holland by Sir John 
Holmes (p. 454). Their passage was interrupted by storms. 
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They were obliged to land at Sheerness (pf. 461) and thence 
proceeded to Margate, where they embarked on Sir John 
Holmes’ ship on 26 November (p. 472), but were forced 
by contrary winds to land again (p. 473). They landed at 
Scheveling on Saturday, 1 December (p. 490), and were 
received at the Hague with great joy. A Dutch pamphlet, 
giving an account of the marriage and of the arrival of 
the Prince and Princess at the Hague, is noticed on p. 538. 
Soon after their return there was a fire at her lodgings 
at the Hague (f. 600). The Mistress Villiers, for whom 
the Prince requested a gift of money from the King 
(p. 593), is probably Frances Villiers, who subsequently 
married Bentinck. 

A letter in French of the Duchess of Portsmouth, the 
King’s mistress, from Bath, is printed verbatim on p. 184, 
as a specimen of her remarkable spelling. 

A list of places in the Household in the Lord Chamber- 
lain’s gift is given on p. 20. Some are peculiar, such as 
those of Master of the Bulls and Bears, Master of the game 
of Cockfighting and Cormorant Keeper. 





































PARLIAMENT AND FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


Parliament had met after the 15 months’ prorogation 
a fortnight before the end of the period included in the 
last volume, and the four lords, the Duke of Buckingham, 
the Earls of Salisbury and Shaftesbury, and Lord Wharton 
had been committed to the Tower for asserting that it had 
been 1pso facto dissolved by being prorogued for more than a 
year. On20 March a motion made inthe House of Lords for 
their discharge was laid aside after some debate (p. 39). 
Buckingham was permitted in June to go to Cliveden 
for two days about some buildings of his there, 
and on his petition declaring his hearty sorrow for his 
indiscretion and rashness was released on 5 August, the 
King accepting his submission as to that part of the offence 
which related to him and expecting him, as to what related 
to the House of Peers to make the submission they had 
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enjoined on him, if they demanded it (f. 261). On 
2 November he visited the city of Oxford, of which he 
was Lord High Steward. An account of his reception 
will be found on ~. 441. Salisbury was allowed in March 
to pay a visit to his brother-in-law, Lord Kinnoul, who 
was dangerously ill, and on 1 June to go to Hatfield 
till the end of the month, his health being much 
impaired and his wife being near her confinement and 
endangering her life by remaining with him (p. 166). 
His leave was extended to 31 July, as his wife had not yet 
been confined (f. 215), and on 23 July he was released on 
the same conditions as the Duke (f. 262). On 21 April 
Lord Wharton was allowed to go to his house in Bucking- 
hamshire on account of his indisposition (p. 96), and on 
29 July was released on similar conditions (p. 274). 

On 28 January and 4 and 7 February the Duke and 
the other two lords, having acknowledged that their 
endeavouring to maintain that parliament was dissolved 
was an ill advised action and begged pardon of the King 
and the House, were restored to their places (pp. 606, 624, 
631). . 

The Parliament having adjourned the end of May, Lord 
Shaftesbury applied in the King’s Bench for a writ of 
habeas corpus. The case was argued on 29 June (pf. 216), 
and the application was refused. There was much 
murmuring at the refusal, but some sober people thought 
he had hugely worsted his concerns by his attempt to 
appeal from Parliament to any inferior court and must 
thereby incur the displeasure of the King and the House 
of Lords (pp. 226, 233). The House of Lords resolved 
nem. con. that it was a breach of privilege for any lord 
committed by the House to bring a habeas corpus to any 
inferior court to free himself from that imprisonment 
during the session. It was resolved nevertheless that the 
Earl should have liberty to make his full defence (f. 662). 
He was accordingly brought to the bar on 25 February. 
An account of the subsequent proceedings is given on 
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pp. 672, 673, and it was resolved that an address be made 
for his discharge, he having given the House satisfaction, and 
he was discharged the next day (p.680). He had petitioned 
in July for leave to go to his country house till Michaelmas, 
beth he and his wife having been very ill (p. 282), 
but he was continued prisoner in the Tower from the time 
of commitment till his discharge. He was, however, 
allowed to receive numerous visitors. 

There are many accounts of the proceedings in both 
Houses, but in most instances they add but little to the 
entries in the Journals. Those relating to the four lords 
in the Tower are an exception, as the entries of the pro- 
ceedings of the House of Lords concerning them were 
subsequently expunged from the Journals. There are also 
some interesting notes of debates. 

It was ordered on the report of the Committee on the 
pamphlet The Grand Question concerning the Prorogation 
of this Parliament, for which Dr. Cary had been committed 
to the Tower, that the Stationers’ Company put the Act 
against such things in execution and that Thompson, the 
printer, remain in prison (pf. 3). A copy of the pamphlet 
is noticed on ~. 11. Cary himself, after twice petitioning 
for his release and for remittal of the fine of 1,000/. imposed 
on him by the House of Lords (pp. 47, 135), was discharged 
on 10 June, giving security to surrender when required 
(p. 188). 

Imprisoned debtors in Ludgate petitioned for an Act 
discharging all poor prisoners that had not wherewithal 
to pay their debts (p. 17). ) 

A letter of 15 March mentions that the Commons were 
allowed no wages from the country, and that all things 
went on unanimously between the Houses (p. 27). 

In the Committee in the Lords on the bill for abolishing 
the writ De Heretico Comburendo,a proviso was added, 
saving the jurisdiction of the Ecclesiastical Courts in 
cases of atheism, blasphemy, &c., by sentences not extending 
to death (pf. 85), and, when the bill passed, the Lord 
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Chancellor observed and was hummed for it, that the 
Parliament had taken away Smithfield Purgatory (p. 95). 

Great alarm was caused by the taking of Valenciennes 
by the French early in March, and by the sieges of Cambrai 
and St. Omer (pp. 23, 37), both of which fell in April (pp. 84, 
88). The Prince of Orange endeavouring to relieve St. Omer 
was defeated with heavy losses at Cassel (pp. 76, 84). 

On 16 March both Houses presented an Address to the 
King representing the alarm in England at the progress of 
the French arms, and begging him to take into serious 
consideration the expediency of strengthening himself by 
such alliances as would secure the: Netherlands. The King 
returned an evasive answer. Don Bernardo de Salinas, the 
Spanish ambassador, said to Lord Cavendish that the 
King had remarked that the movers of the Address were 
but three or four knaves, who would engage him in a war 
and then leave him in the lurch. Lord Cavendish repeated 
this to the Duke of Monmouth, who told the King of it 
(pp. 30,58). Don Bernardo and Don Manuel de Fonseca, 
the Spanish consul, were ordered to leave the kingdom, the 
latter probably on account of his having been mixed up 
with the affair of Harrington and Murray hereafter 
mentioned. As Don Manuel did not leave London 
within the time prescribed, a messenger was sent to 
conduct him to Dover and see him embarked on the 
Flanders packet-boat (p. 82). Whatever the Spanish 
minister might say of these proceedings, the Duke of 
Alva told Baron de Vicque and Sir W. Godolphin, that 
the King ought to have taken off their heads (. 539). 

The amendment of the House of Lords to the bill for 
raising 600,000/. for building new ships (a draft of which 
is calendared on p. 24), that the Lords should be accounted 
to as well as the Commons, is calendared on p. 84, and the 
Commons’ reasons for disagreeing with the Lords’ amend- 
ments on ~. 87. On debate of these reasons the Lord 
Chancellor informed the House of Lords of the King’s 
resolution to pass what bills should be ready the following 
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night and to continue the Parliament till October, but that 
it should not sit for business in the meantime, unless 
affairs required it (p. 87). ‘The Lords finally, after several 
conferences, complied for the public good though the 
Commons would not, and on 16 April both Houses 
adjourned till 21 May. 

Parliament reassembled on that day. A report of the 
debates on that day, the 23rd and the 25th, on the Address 
for a league offensive and defensive with the Dutch and 
with the other confederates, is given on pf. 137-148. 
Unfortunately the names of the speakers are not given 
but only the arguments on either side. On the first 
two days the Secretary and others argued that, if alliances 
as desired by the Parliament should be made and made 
known, 600,000/. must be raised for preparations. ‘The 
King had the right of making peace and war and leagues as 
the House had that of giving money. The other party urged 
that alliances might be made forthwith and then money 
would be given forthwith. On the 25th the debate chiefly 
turned on the wording of the Address as drawn up by the 
Committee entrusted to prepare it. The grand objection 
was on the words desiring the King to make a league 
offensive and defensive with the Dutch and such other 
alliances with the rest as he should think fit. This was 
said to be an invasion of the prerogative of making peace 
and war and leagues, particularly by the distinction 
between the Dutch and the rest, by which an express 
direction being given as to the Dutch and it being referred 
to his discretion as to the others, it looked as if what he 
was to do was by the leave of the House. On the other 
hand it was argued the committee had only carried out 
what had been passed in a full debate and in a very full 
House only two dissenting, and that the prerogative was 
not at all entrenched on, the House only offering their advice. 

On pp. 156-158 are arguments of a debate in Council 
for and against a war, the latter being those adduced in 
the debate in the House of Commons. 
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The King on the 28th indignantly resented the invasion 
of his fundamental power of making peace and war by 
having the manner and circumstances of leagues prescribed 
to him by Parliament and ordered an adjournment, and 
the Speaker, notwithstanding the protest of several 
members that he could not adjourn, but they must adjourn 
themselves, and that he could not leave the Chair but 
by a question and the vote of the House, declared they 
were not to be heard and that they were adjourned till 
16 July, and so hastily left the Chair and the House. 
There was a similar scene on 16 July, when the Speaker 
declared that the House was adjourned till 3 December 
(p. 149). 

In anticipation of the Speaker’s conduct in thus adjourn- 
ing being questioned during the approaching session, there 
are two papers by Sir J. Williamson considering how the 
matter should be dealt with. First, an attempt might be 
made to persuade the Houseto lay the question aside in con- 
sideration of the other great matters depending, and the ill 
effect in Europe of a quarrel between the King and the 
Parliament. If the King were blamed, it might be argued 
that the King did not concern himself at all in the matter ; 
if the Speaker, that what he did being done in obedience 
to the King and according to what he understood to be 
the practice of the Chair, the King might concern himself, 
whereas otherwise he would not think himself concerned. 
The Speaker should be in town at least 10 days before 
the session (pf. 518). 

Again, if any business was allowed to intervene after 
the King’s pleasure was signified to adjourn presently, it 
would oblige the King either always to prorogue and so 
lose all the business depending, or else to let them sit and 
do what they pleased. Another result of the King’s 
being obliged, when he saw cause for the Parliament to 
separate, to prorogue, would be that the House would 
never finish and send up a money bill but in conjunction 
with bills of grievance, and so clog one with the other. 
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It was mutinous to call on another than the Speaker to 
the Chair, or to speak of putting in another Speaker. 
Precedents should be consulted to see what the usage had 
been, and it should be argued from them and from what 
other topics might be found as messages by Black Rod, 
messages from the Lords communicating the King’s 
pleasure to adjourn, &c. Should it be found that the 
constant or even the general usage had been that the 
House did not proceed to do any, even the least, business 
after such a signification of his Majesty’s pleasure, it 
would be most unadvisable and dangerous for the House 
to admit a change in this point (~. 587). 

Shortly after the adjournment there was a report that 
a great sum had been sent over from France to be distri- 
buted among some members in order to put off the 
Parliament, and that the King, hearing of it, had seized 
it (pp. 225, 271). Another version was that 600,000/. was 
to be sent from France, whereof half had come already, 
for adjourning or proroguing Parliament (pp. 199, 204, 
226). 

About 120 soldiers listed in Scotland for service in 
Holland had been arrested at Yarmouth (f. 10), their 
vessel having been stranded near that harbour (p. 40). 
The vessel was ordered to be discharged, and the soldiers 
to be put ashore to return to their own country. At the 
same time the release of Sir Robert Cary and two others, 
committed for listing soldiers for the States General, 
was ordered (p. 57). 

The Opposition endeavoured to make capital out of the 
recruiting in Scotland for the French service. One William 
Herriot with about 500 more designed as recruits for 
Lord Douglas’ regiments in France, was taken by an 
Ostend caper and carried into Ostend, where they were 
kept 9 or 10 days, after which they all, except 40 or 50, 
took service in the Scotch regiment in Flanders. The 
rest continued a few days in prison and then Herriot was 
released on condition of returning directly to England or

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Scotland. At Nieuport he was told to apply to the Spanish 
ambassador at Wild House, near Lincoln’s Inn Fields, 
and inquire for Monsr. Fonseca, the Spanish consul. 
He and his companion Dever did so and were given a crown 
by him and introduced to one John Harrington, who took 
them to his lodging, where were the Laird of Lamond 
and Robert Murray, who desired them to declare how 
they had been raised in Scotland, promising to give them 
money to take them home. Murray then carried them to 
Lord Cavendish’s, where they declared to him what they 
had said to him and Harrington. Lord Cavendish desired 
them to go with Murray, who carried them to the door 
of the House of Commons in order to have them examined, 
but they were not. Murray and Harrington with the Laird 
then took notes of Herriot’s and his comrade’s narrative 
describing how they had been raised in and transported 
from Scotland. Next morning they were again carried to 
the Parliament House but nothing was done. That evening 
they went to Fonseca’s house, who gave them another 
crown, and, seeming to be angry at their having been 
with Murray, declared he would not have anything more 
to do with them, and charged them not to mention his 
name. On 9 March Murray told them that the business 
they were about would be good news in Scotland, that an 
account of it was written to the Duke of Hamilton, and 
that he would get them some money from Lord Shaftesbury. 
Then Murray and Harrington took them before a person 
before whom they made a deposition on oath (calendared 
p. 12). It was that in 1675 above 2,500, and in 1676 
above 1,000 free Scotchmen had been carried over for 
the French service, most of whom were forced into it 
against their will, and imprisoned in the public prisons 
till transported. The ears of some of those who were 
most unwilling to go were cut off. These proceedings caused 
such terror in Scotland that, when the Scots officers came 
over to raise new men, the people quitted their villages 


and houses. This paper Herriot declared he had never 
b 
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read, though he had read the original from which Harrington 
made the copy he had sworn to. When next day he saw 
a copy of the paper he had sworn to, he excepted to it, parti- 
cularly to the clause about cutting off some soldiers’ ears, 
which he declared he never said (pp. 14-16). 

Murray was overheard on 7 March saying to the Marquess 
of Winchester that it wes expected by his friends, of whom 
he had a great many in Scotland, that he would now stir 
in that business, whereby he would make to himself 
many more (p. 16). 

Warrants were issued on 12 March for the apprehension 
of Murray, Harrington and the Laird of Lamond for 
subornation of perjury (f. 21). Further information was 
given against Harrington to the effect that he was a partisan 
of Jenks (about whom see the last volume), and that he 
had asserted that the Parliament was dissolved by the 
long prorogation (pf. 22). He and Murray were committed 
to the Tower (fp. 24, 29). Harrington, when examined 
before the Council, admitted having communicated what 
he had heard from the Scotchmen to some members, which 
he thought was according to the privilege of Parliament. 
He had the affidavit made by the Scotchmen to justify 
himself in reporting what he had said (pf. 27). 16 March 
he and Murray were ordered to be conveyed to the House of 
Commons for examination (p. 29). Harrington was to 
have been tried in July but the trial was adjourned by 
express order from the King (pf. 318). He was released 
before the following Christmas, as about that time he 
gave one Browne a copy of a pamphlet called Harrington’s 
Case (p. 683). A warrant was issued 28 January for 
seizing the said pamphlet as scandalous and seditious 
(p. 608). 

The Privy Council of Scotland on 21 June requested 
that Murray as a Scotchman should be sent to Scotland 
to be tried there (p. 204). He had been bailed (pp. 214, 
215), but a new warrant was issued on 29 June for com- 
mitting him to the Gatehouse (p. 217). A second warrant 
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was issued 10 August (p. 299) on information that 
he was in hiding at Sir Thomas Overbury’s house in 
Gloucestershire. He was apprehended there (p. 302) and 
again put in the Gatehouse (f. 318), but got out again 
on 23 August, by a habeas corpus, taking the oppor- 
tunity of the absence of the Court (p. 329). 

In September the ambassador of the States General 
presented strongly worded remonstrances against the 
King’s still allowing his subjects to continue in the French 
service. The States regretted that, though his Majesty 
had assured them that he would use all care to preserve 
the Spanish Netherlands, and though both Houses had 
unanimously declared themselves of the same opinion, 
no result had followed. They entreated him to send 
Sir W. Temple to declare positively his intentions for 
the preservation of the Netherlands. The States had 
not concluded anything with France but, if all their 
solicitations should not prevail to make the King put 
his hands vigorously to that great work, the loss of the 
Netherlands thereby becoming inevitable, they hoped 
they would not be blamed for seeking to save themselves 
the best they could and consequently entering into such 
engagements as the necessity of State should oblige them 
(p. 341). The Spanish ambassador, the Marquis de 
Borgomaniero, on the King’s refusing to enter into a 
treaty with Spain, was commanded to demand satis- 
faction for the great damage sustained by Spain from 
the vast number of English in the French service, and 
complained particularly that the Duke of Monmouth 
had actually gone over to fight on the French side (p. 346). 
The Marquis circulated a report that Spain intended to 
break with England and to begin by seizing the effects 
of the English in Spain. This threat was ridiculed by 
the Spanish ambassador at Nimeguen, so that the report 
was spread only to raise murmurs in England among the 
merchants (fp. 539). Sir J. Williamson complained of the 
unreasonable conduct of Spain in insisting that England 
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should go to war and refuse to make any peace except 
on the terms of the peace of the Pyrenees. The King 
had got no thanks from them for the Triple Alliance 
and the peace of Aix la Chapelle, which had saved Flanders, 
nay, Don John of Austria had declared that that alliance 
had been the ruin of the Spanish monarchy (pp. 539, 542). 
They scandalously reported that it was at the King’s 
instigation the Prince of Orange had raised the siege of 
Charleroi (pf. 540). They would neither say what 
conditions of peace were reasonable nor suffer the King to 
determine what should be such. The King had forbidden 
his subjects to assist the rebels in Messina, had induced 
the French King to send ambassadors to Nimeguen, had 
got the Duke of Lorraine his title in the passports and had 
patiently endured the insolence of the Ostenders in taking 
numerous English ships (p. 542). 

Count Wallenstein, the Imperial ambassador, declared 
that, though the King was a good prince, he was governed 
by the Lord Treasurer, Lord Arlington and Sir J. 
Williamson, and that they were all French. He even 
called Williamson a pensioner of France. They made 
no great store of the King’s mediation. They could, 
when they saw fit, lay him aside and of themselves make 
up a peace in the Empire and Borgomaniero said as much 
on the part of Spain (pp. 538, 540). 

In December Parliament was again adjourned till 
April, but was summoned for 15 January, but again 
adjourned till the 28th for reasons hereafter appearing. 
Under the influence of the Prince of Orange and the Earl of 
Danby a change took place in the King’s policy. Early 
in December Lord Feversham was sent over with proposals, 
which were rejected by Louis XIV (pf. 526). Danby 
wrote to the Prince of Orange on 24 December (p. 526) 
that the King was sending over Mr. Thynne, to get some- 
thing perfected that might justify the King in saying 
truly to the Parliament that an alliance was already 
made between him and Holland for the preservation of

Flanders. ‘The manner of doing this is difficult for us, 
because both the King and your Highness are greatly 
interested to have it secret, and we neither know whether 
your secret committee can conclude such a treaty, nor, 
if it can, do we know whether you will suffer it to go to 
their knowledge, so . . . the King has left it totally 
to your conduct . . . and I hope Mr. Thynne is so 
thoroughly instructed that he is able to let you know 
the King’s mind in most things that can be demanded 
on this occasion. You see we persevere as steadily as 
you could desire, and yet, I assure you, there is as much 
done of all kinds from France-to shake it as is possible, 
and truly it has all the appearances imaginable of coming 
to an absolute war.’ Danby thought it important that 
the ambassadors of Spain and Holland should, as soon 
as possible, present memorials to the King taking notice 
of his good offices for the peace of Christendom and hoping 
that he, having so seasonably called the Parliament, 
would do something which might contribute effectually 
to the safety of it, particularly of the Netherlands, which 
was in so imminent danger. Danby hoped that particular 
care would be taken to make the Dutch ambassador 
declare to all his acquaintance of the Parliament the 
great satisfaction he receives in all things which concern 
the States and their allies. While writing, Danby was 
called to the King on the occasion of a courier newly 
arrived to the French ambassador with powers to him to 
offer a general suspension of arms for 12 or 14 months. 
He told the King this master had answered Mr. Montagu 
that he could not accept the propositions, but would 
give such a suspension if the King pleased. The King 
replied that he could not answer without knowing the 
minds of the Confederates, but would take it well if the 
French King would forbear his arms in the Spanish 
Netherlands for two months, in which time he could 
inform himself of their minds as to the general suspension. 
The ambassador said that would be only to lose time. 
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The King replied that without time to find new expedients 
he could not depart from those he had offered. The 
ambassador said he would write, ‘‘ and so stands the affair, 
but with all the firmness of resolution of the King’s 
part that he will not hear of the peace on other terms, 
and I must do the Duke that justice as to assure you 
that nobody can carry themselves better than he does 
through this whole matter.”’ 

At a meeting of the Duke of York, the Lord Treasurer, 
the Duke of Monmouth, the two Secretaries and the 
Master General of the Ordnance, in anticipation of war 
it was agreed that in calculating the Navy charge in a 
war with France, it must be reckoned that the biggest 
ships were to be at sea all the winter for the reasons there 
given, and an estimate was made of the least possible 
naval force required and of the proportions the Dutch 
and English should contribute (f. 516). 

On 8 January Danby wrote to the Prince of Orange 
(p. 562) that Lord Ossory was sent over with a letter to 
him from the King to the effect that he had received such 
an answer from the King of France that he concluded the 
latter would no longer defer his march into Flanders, and 
that he gave only dilatory excuses, which had much 
dissatisfied the King and no less the Duke, who was 
wholly disposed for going into the war. ‘‘ The business 
will now be to adjust matters for the war so as to keep 
us in the same good humour and for that end the King 
absolutely insists on having Ostend in his own hands, 

insomuch that we have several times acquainted 
the Marquis de Borgomaniero with this demand 
and he still answers that he must first know the mind 
of the Duc de Villa Hermosa, though he has had three 
weeks to do it, and till that be consented, the King will 
not begin to make levies . . . but intends only a 
war by sea or in other places but not in Flanders. For 
what will concern Holland, the principal business will 
be to have the naval preparations very considerable, 
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viz., 70 capital ships at least, and in that particular his 
Majesty expects to be assured immediately on the part 
of the States.’’ As to the other matters necessary. to be 
concerted in order to the war, his Majesty desired that 
somebody be sent to England to adjust them as soon as 
possible, where the ministers of the Emperor and Spain 
would also be empowered to undertake for their masters. 
The King of France had replied to the King’s request 
for an armistice for two months that whatever he should 
take before 1 March should be restored, in case the general 
suspension be agreed to on all hands before that day, but 
would not agree to stand still-for two months. “ This 
expedient the King does not approve, nor will he, I am 
confident, any other they can make, unless either the 
Parliament fail him, or Spain shall refuse him Ostend and 
Port Mahon during the war or Holland shall not furnish 
a proportionable number of ships.’”’ Danby desired he 
would not take any notice of these propositions from France, 
but they had been received so very coldly in London 
that he was confident the Frénch King would thereon 
take all his measures for a war with England. Danby 
wished the Prince could get the King’s demands on Spain 
dispatched, because, till that was done, there would be 
such a backwardness in making levies, &c., as might lose 
the most necessary time of the year. Danby supposed 
no difficulty would be made in signing the defensive treaty 
which was to take place after the war, and it would be of 
use in Parliament to let them know such a treaty was made 
as well as the present treaty of alliance, and desired the 
Prince’s opinion of how the war might be made with 
most advantage against France. 

Danby wrote to the Prince the day after (p. 565) to 
say that Mr. Thynne had arrived with the Prince’s letter 
and the treaty with some alterations, which the King 
thought necessary to have again altered for reasons 
Mr. Hyde would explain, only that the King took his 
honour to be highly concerned not to have it thought 
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he knew the mind of Spain any more than that of France 
before signing the treaty and that, as concerned the 
Emperor, he thought himself at no certainty at all, as the 
treaty was penned. He intended to postpone the meeting 
of Parliament till the treaty was returned, because he thought 
it would do more harm than good, till he could assure them 
of an alliance perfected between England and Holland. 
All preparations for war were being made that were 
possible without the assistance of Parliament. M. de 
Borgomaniero had that day desired the King to send 2,000 
men to Ostend, saying they had not 500 there and therefore 
his Majesty would be master of the place, but that, though 
he had power sufficient to give it, he dared not without 
special order. Danby believed the King would send 
expressly the next day to the Duc de Villa Hermosa to 
know his mind about it. 

On the 23rd he wrote again (p. 592) that the treaty 
had been accepted without any alteration. Mr. Godolphin 
had returned that day from the Duc de Villa Hermosa, 
who had treated him civilly, but so very foolishly as to 
their own concerns in Flanders, that, unless some remedy 
could be found by the Prince’s influence on him, it might 
change all the English meastires, at least as regarded 
sending troops to Flanders. The King believed the 
Duke must be betrayed in his councils, otherwise it were 
not possible to do many of the things done or leave undone 
many things so necessary for their defence. It was most 
certain that they had now armed the burghers and seamen 
of Ostend, whose interest it was to be under France, so 
that Danby now looked upon it as a garrison kept for 
France. ‘‘ This had not only broke our measures as to 
Flanders but as to the Parliament, who will not at first 
believe it possible that they have refused to let us put 
auxiliaries into Ostend and Nieuport and will think we 
have some other design for those men and ships, which 
were to have carried 3,500 men to those places, the men 
and ships being both ready. His Majesty was very glad 
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to find that he had done what you say .. . would 
have been of more use now than 10,000 men a month 
hence, and certainly none but madmen could have thought 
otherwise ; but, since they must be saved against their 
wills . . . , I think it will be a principal step towards 
their salvation, if you can retrieve this false measure 
they have taken by sending some considerable messenger 
to get their error amended in time, for I fear the King 
will defer the Parliament anothe: week on it, and a little 
time now will lose the wholé benefit of the campaign 
- 2 The French King has answered that as to 
the return of our troops the capitulations shall be kept, 
which are, not to return till 30 days after the war declared 
betwixt France and England, and in the meantime he 
has ordered the regiment of Douglas to march towards 
Dauphiné.” 

Parliament did meet on the 28th, and notes of a debate 
on the 29th are given in #. 608. The country party 
insisted that no terms of peace would -be satisfactory 
unless France was reduced to the condition it was in 
after the Treaty of the Pyrenees, and that the trade 
with France must be stopped. An address to this effect 
was presented on 1 February (pf. 619). The Duke of 
York, writing to the Prince of Orange (p. 620), declared 
that, now the King had done all they desired by their 
former addresses, they flew off from what they had formerly 
said, attacked the prerogative and would impose on his 
Majesty such things as could not subsist with monarchy, 
all which would be very good news for France. However, 
on the 5th (p. 627) they voted a supply, and on the 
7th and 8th that they would provide money for 90 
ships and for 30,000 land forces (p. 637). Those who 
seemed most zealous for war with France the last session 
were those who now obstructed most the giving of a 
supply (p. 629). 

The Earl of Danby on the 9th advised the Prince 
of Orange against a peace on the terms of giving Charlemont 
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or some other place to France in lieu of Tournay. He 
was confident that the Parliament would vote additional 
men and money in case the King would go fully into the war, 
which yet they all doubted and not without cause. Monsieur 
de Ruvigny was to go to the French King with that 
proposal and was to return with an answer about the end 
of the month. The King had promised to make no 
declaration against France in the meantime on condition 
they should attempt no sieges, which would give both 
the Prince and England more time for preparations and, 
unless the Prince should consent to this new proposal, 
the King would not be engaged to the French at all. 
Danby hoped the Prince would not consent to any 
alterations of the first propositions made by Lord 
Feversham, but desired him not to send back the bearer, 
Mr. Godolphin, too soon, to prevent the King thinking 
he rejected any propositions from him without due 
consideration. On the other hand he should not be 
detained long, that he might be back before M. de Ruvigny’s 
return. Danby requested he might know the Prince’s 
sense fully on what he had written and that he would 
burn this letter (p. 639). 

Lord Ossory went over to serve in Holland on 13 
February (pp. 647, 649). Preparations for war were hurried 
on. ‘The companies of the old regiments were raised to 
100 men each (fp. 566), and 8 new companies added to the 
Coldstream Guards, the Duke of York’s regiment and 
the Holland regiment, raising the strength of each to 
20 companies and 2,000 privates. The companies in the 
Channel Islands, Portsmouth, Plymouth, the Isle of Wight 
and Gravesend were also augmented (fp. 574). The King 
desired that the Duke of Monmouth’s regiment of horse 
in France might be immediately sent over under the 
pretence of disturbances in Scotland. Lord Dumbarton 
went to bring over his regiment and orders were sent 
in January for recalling all the King’s subjects in the 
French service (p. 563). In addition there were raised 
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five new regiments of horse (pp. 639, 649, 650, 651) and 
three of dragoons (pp. 650, 659, 667), a new battalion 
was added to the Duke of Monmouth’s foot regiment 
(p. 641), and 13 new foot regiments were raised, of 
which Lord Dongan’s was to be raised in Ireland and 
Lord James Douglas’ in Scotland. Orders were sent 
for repairing and strengthening the works at Portsmouth 
and for fortifying Gosport, according to plans prepared 
by Sir Bernard de Gomme (p. 610), and to Col. Legge, 
the Governor, for the security of the ships in the 
harbour. 

Reinforcements were also sent to Guernsey and Jersey. 
Numerous letters from Sir Thomas Morgan, the Governor 
of the latter island, complain. of its defenceless state. 
Captain Martin Beckman was sent over in January to 
report on their condition as to safety and defence, and 
to prepare drafts of the castles and fortifications there 
(pp. 516, 520). 

A paper of 17 February (/. 652) refers to the quota 
of ships to be supplied by the Dutch. 

On the 19th the Duke of York wrote to the Prince of 
Orange (p.659) that, unless M. van Beuninghen could induce 
Borgomaniero to be more reasonable, the King would 
be forced to send one over to treat with the Duc de Villa 
Hermosa about Ostend. On the 23rd (pf. 668) the Duke 
of York regretted their preparations went on so slowly ; 
Parliament had been sitting near a,month, and not so 
much as a money bill had been prepared. He hoped 
the news of the siege of Ghent would quicken them. They 
were ready to send over men to Ostend and Nieuport, 
and, as soon as any of the money bills was advanced enough 
to get credit on them, no time would be lost. 

On 27 February the Earl of Feversham received a 
commission to command the forces sent to Ostend under 
the Duke of Monmouth (p. 682), which were sent over 
the beginning of the following month. 
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FINANCE AND TRADE. 

On 15 March a warrant was issued for drawing orders 
for payment to Sir R. Vyner of 2,531/. 9s. 10d. as interest 
under the letters patent of 23 July, 1674, by levying 
tallies in the Excise. This debt was made up of advances 
on the hearth duty, the Customs, a tally of loan on the 
Customs, fee-farm rents, and on the Exchequer in general, 
illustrating the variety of the branches of the revenue on 
which advances were made (p. 26). A similar order was 
made on 26 October in favour of Richard Kent (p. 421). 

An Order in Council of 23 May directed that the letters 
patent securing on the hereditary Excise the Goldsmiths’ 
debt and also providing for such as have trusted the said 
Goldsmiths should be printed and published (p. 152). 
This was the arrangement described by Dr. Shaw (Calendar 
of Treasury Papers, 1672-1675, p. xiv). 

Secretary Coventry’s objections to the bill about the 
hearth money are given on p. 66, the chief one being 
that thereby distress for the duty must be made of the 
goods of the occupier of the house on which the duty 
arises, and that consequently the duty must be lost on 
all empty houses and on all divided houses and on all 
let to paupers. 

Observations on the inequality of the apportionment of 
the land taxes (p. 51) show that 13 of the most southerly 
and easterly counties paid as much as the other 39, with 
further details. This inequality continues to the present 
day. This paper is wrongly calendared in its present place. 
It was really enclosed in a letter of 18 December, 1678, 
from Phineas Pett to Sir J. Williamson. 

Several defects in the Act for building 30 new ships 
are noticed by Sir J. Williamson (pp. 113, 125). None can 
be got to be receivers but on their own terms and without 
security. Nothing could be allowed for exchange, and 
therefore all must come up by wagon. No money could 
be borrowed to provide stores beforehand, as the Act 
did not allow any interest to be paid. The whole sum 
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given, being about 50,000/. short of 600,000/., would fall 
short by about 40,000/. of the charge of the 30 ships 
completely equipped. 55,000/. was estimated as required 
for the repairs of the 50 old ships. 

A detailed estimate by the Navy Board of the cost of 
the new ships occurs on #. 249, amounting to, for building 
557,104/., and for ordnance to 96,634/. 6s. 2d., in all 
653 ,738/. 6s. 2d., while by the Act only 584,978/. 2s. 24d. 
was given, the deficiency being 68,760/. 3s. 11}d. 

An account of the Customs collected from Michaelmas, 
1676, to Michaelmas, 1677, is given on #. 384. They 
amounted for London to 597,704/. 5s. 1ld., and for 47 
outports to 229,693/. 8s. 9d., and for foreign plantations 
to 803/. 2s. 8d., total 828,200/. 17s. 4d. Bristol came 
first of the outports and Hull second. The customs of 
Liverpool were considerably lower than those either of 
Lynn or Lyme. 

The manufacturers of leather petitioned Parliament 
against the revival of the bill permitting the exportation 
of leather, arguing that the price of leather before and after 
the Act was higher than when the exportation was per- 
mitted, and the danger of inducing English manufactories 
to be established abroad (pp. 1, 3). 

Lengthy arguments for and against a limited exportation 
of wool are given on pp. 36, 69, and petitions against 
permitting the exportation of wool from England and 
Ireland to foreign parts on pp. 241, 245. It was proposed 
that ld. part of the 4d. per stone allowed to the chief 
governors of Ireland for licences to export wool to England 
should be spent in watching Romney Marsh and along 
the English coasts, from which great quantities of wool 
were frequently and almost publicly exported. 

Patents were granted for inventions for dredging and 
pile driving (p. 4), and for making soap (p. 420). 

Samuel Hutchinson’s patent for his alleged invention 
of melting lead and other ores with sea coal was petitioned 
against (p. 40). Sir Samuel Morland’s invention of an 
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engine for raising water is described on #. 73. His engine 
at Windsor Castle by the labour of one man at 14d. a day 
supplied water for the household, which before cost 601/., 
while the Court was there, for bringing up Thames water 
in carts. 


UNLICENSED BOOKS. 


The vigilant search for unlicensed publications continued. 
Warrants were issued in March for the apprehension of 
Joseph Browne, clerk of the Coopers’ Company and for 
searching for unlicensed books and papers in his hands 
(p. 4, 5). Some were much concerned that he confessed 
and petitioned and said, if he had not done so, considerable 
persons would have assisted him, which might have proved 
better than his place at Coopers’ Hall, the loss of which 
he feared (p. 233). 

Nathaniel Thompson, printer in Lambeth, who had been 
apprehended in January for printing an unlicensed book 
(see last volume, ~. 525), was again apprehended in 
September for printing an unlicensed paper by George 
Carew, which was a libel on the Dutch ambassador (. 376). 
In October, John Starkey, bookseller, was apprehended 
for causing to be printed an unlicensed book called 
The Continuation of an Historical Discourse on the Government 
of England, by Nathaniel Bacon, the contents whereof 
were of a very seditious nature (. 402). Informations 
about it are given on ~. 409. His books that were seized 
were ordered to be burnt (p. 495). A warrant was issued 
in February to search for and seize Marvell’s pamphlet 
entitled An Account of the Growth of Popery and Arbitrary 
Government in England (p. 659). 


THE CHURCH AND ECCLESIASTICAL AFFAIRS. 


In January William Sancroft, D.D., Dean of St. Paul’s, 
was appointed Archbishop of Canterbury in the room of 
Gilbert Sheldon, decesased (pp. 533, 560, 568). He was 
succeeded in the deanery by Dr. Stillingfleet (f. 568). 
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Dr. Tillotson, Dean of Canterbury, was granted the 
prebendary residentiary of St. Paul’s vacated by the 
archbishop (pf. 614). 

At Bristol the Bishop quarrelled with the Corporation 
and with some of his clergy. It began by his arresting 
the Mayor for legally proceeding against a person who refused 
to pay poor rate on the ground that he lived within the 
precincts of the cathedral. He forbade the same person 
to be an overseer or churchwarden, pretending the place 
was extra-parochial, and he also upheld him in refusing 
to collect the money for building new ships. In his 
visitation speech in July he gave a quick reflection on 
such as prayed for coopers and heelmakers, meaning 
thereby the Mayor and Corporation, before the most 
dignified persons in the Church. He ordered his clergy 
to pray for himself and the other bishops before the Privy 
Council, the Mayor and the Justices. One of his clergy, 
who was prebendary and treasurer of the cathedral, he 
actually suspended. The Mayor and magistrates conse- 
quently gave up going to the cathedral and, when they 
desired some of the clergy to preach before them on their 
solemn occasions, the Bishop forbade them to do so on their 
canonical obedience. Were this admitted as law, he might 
silence all who would not preach what doctrine he pleased. 
He executed such an arbitrary power that he would put 
the mitre above the crown. Such a supremacy was never 
set on foot in England under colour of such a canonical 
obedience as he claimed (pp. 320, 351, 382). 

In October the Bishop of Norwich was at Lynn on his 
visitation. He was escorted by a considerable number 
of gentry and clergy and was nobly entertained by the 
Corporation. It being many years since a bishop was 
there, great multitudes of young and old came for 
confirmation (~. 400). 

In pursuance of the letters after the restoration to 
bishops, deans and chapters signifying that no leases of 
rectories belonging to them should be granted till vicarages 
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and perpetual curacies belonging thereto should be made 
up to 80/. a year, the Bishop of Lichfield and Coventry 
was ordered on his renewal of the lease of the rectory of 
Towcester, the tithes of which were let at 300/. a year, 
to apportion so much of the rent as would make the vicarage 
up to 80/. a year, it being at present only 33/., though 
the parish was 10 or 11 miles in circumference (p. 65). 

At Yarmouth, where the Dissenters were so numerous 
that their meeting-house was too small to hold them, 
and upwards of 2,000 of them sometimes met, complaint 
was made that one of the officers of the militia was 
Capt. Huntington, who maintained that the Nonconformists 
were as good subjects as Churchmen and that it was no 
offence to be a Dissenter if they paid the penalty when 
taken (pp. 18, 555). It was reported that this Capt. 
Huntington intended to stand for the town in opposition 
to Sir Thomas Medowes. Numerous petitions were 
presented to the Corporation for grants of freedom to 
capacitate the petitioners to elect, but Sir Thomas’ party 
being the strongest all the petitions were laid aside 
(p. 556.) 

Col. Blood informed Sir J. Williamson in October that he 
had met Fifth Monarchy men and the Atheists, who were 
designing something. They talked of an attempt on 
the Tower and had sent into Berkshire, Buckinghamshire, 
and Bedfordshire to get their friends to a head. Their 
plan was to set up Richard Cromwell at first as a stirrup 
to what they should afterwards set up and to give a shadow 
of title to their commissions, &c. (p. 388). 

On 16 May (p. 132) a warrant was issued for searching for 
and seizing John Mackernes, the author of A Commentary 
on the present condition of the Kingdom and its melioration, 
of which printed and MS. copies and drafts. exist among 
the papers. A summary thereof is given on ~. 128. He 
proposed to take away the Church lands and apply them 
to secular purposes, and that the tithes should be equally 
divided among the clergy, each to receive not more than

100/. a year. By the same person are a fragment Of the 
worship according to the Spirit and Truth and A Dialogue 
between Asthenes and Teleius. Some specimens of notes from 
his pocket-book are given on ~. 131 describing his stay in 
London and his journey to Bath, a prophecy in verse, 
his temptations by evil spirits, &. He observes he had 
had messengers of Satan often on him, especially when 
he had eaten with too much eagerness, a fault he was 
much inclined to. 

Many prophecies were in circulation. One given on 
p. 174 was that the late blazing star and the whale signified 
that the greatest person in the kingdom should be poisoned 
before Michaelmas, that there should be an alteration of 
the established religion, but that the Protestants should 
be delivered by the Dukes of Buckingham and Monmouth 
and the Earl of Salisbury. 

One Anne Wentworth prophesied that the severest 
judgment that ever was, was now coming on the nation. 
Her letters to the King and the Lord Mayor are given 
on p. 279. Her proceedings displeased her husband, who 
seized some of her writings (pp. 434, 435). 

A maiden gentlewoman had visions foretelling the 
Plague and the great Fire. In another she saw men 
with poleaxes filling the streets and killing all they 
met and setting the houses on fire. At another time 
she saw the King in a sad and unresolved condition 
scratching his head and quite at a loss what to do. She 
had also a vision of the Whore of Babylon riding into 
the City and crying out for drink and saw blood running 
out of her mouth after she had drunken. She also 
prophesied the conversion of the Turks and the Spaniards, 
and that the French should have the better in several 
fights, but at last should be utterly destroyed (p. 412). 

On Easter night the French ambassador’s chapel was 
robbed and the tabernacle and some consecrated hosts 
taken away. In the morning several pieces of the 


tabernacle were found scattered about and the hosts 
c 
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laid on the ground covered over with grass and unbroken. 
A Te Deum was sung in the chapel on Easter Tuesday for 
their recovery (p. 95). 

A French Protestant refugee described the efforts made 
to prevent him from asking the King’s help with regard to 
the persecution he had suffered in France on account of 
his children, because the King was not pleased with 
complaints of the Catholics. He was advised instead 
to go to M. de Barillon, the French ambassador (p. 407). 


OXFORD AND CAMBRIDGE. 


The Duke of Ormonde, the Chancellor of the University, 
stayed for a short time at Oxford early in August on his 
way to Ireland (p. 278). 

The city endeavoured to infringe on the privileges of 
the University, obtaining a rule mis? in the Common Pleas 
for suspending proceedings in the Vice-Chancellor’s Court 
to recover a fine imposed by a proproctor on a townsman 
for noctivagation. The Vice-Chancellor desired Sir J. 
Williamson to use his influence with the judges in favour 
of the University (p. 629). 

John Bradshaw, a scholar of Corpus, was condemned 
at the Oxford Assizes for a robbery from a member of 
the College to the value of 25/. (p. 278). He received a 
reprieve and eventually a pardon (pp. 280, 418). 

At the same College the majority of the Fellows refused 
to elect Matthew Curtois, a probationer Fellow, to a 
permanent Fellowship, charging him with several lascivious 
passages. The case was referred to the Bishop of Winchester 
as Visitor, who reported that he had been deprived by 
proceedings not in accordance with the statutes and that 
irregularities had been committed. The Bishop was there- 
fore ordered to determine the matter according to reason, 
justice and the statutes of the College (pp. 331, 497, 612). 

Sir J. Williamson also visited the University in August 
and received some English verses praising his buildings 
at Queen’s (p. 334). The Earl of Anglesey, while praising 
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Queen’s, as so fruitful a nursery of great men, hoped that 
his own College, Magdalen, might obtain some glances of 
favour (p. 347). 

At Cambridge, the Mastership of Trinity, vacant by the 
death of Dr. Isaac Barrow, was conferred on Dr. John 
North (f. 113), and Dr. Mapletoft, Master of Pembroke 
and Dean of Ely, died in August. John Spencer, 
Master of Corpus, succeeded him in the deanery and 
Nathaniel Coga in the Mastership (pp. 320, 394). 

Catherine Hall was being rebuilt, the former buildings 
being ruinous. To make the court convenient and regular 
they required the lease of a small parcel of ground, part 
of a garden devised to Queens’ College by Andrew Dockett, 
the late President. Queens’ College was accordingly 
recommended to grant a lease thereof (p. 159). 

Several letters and papers relate to the endeavours to 
procure the election of a son of Sir Mundeford Bramston 
to a Fellowship at Queens’ (pp. 78, 163, 164, 227). 

The dispensation for non-residence to Thomas Burnett, 
Fellow of Christ’s, afterwards ‘author of The Theory of 
the Earth, was extended for two years more (p. 372). 


THE CITY. 


The City of London desired some abatement of what 
they should pay in any future supply. In the Royal Aid 
and the 18 months’ assessment their proportion per mensem 
had been 5,091/. lls. 4d., and that of Westminster and 
the rest of Middlesex but 2,240/. 10s., though containing 
more than double the number of houses in London. Many 
calamities had befallen the City, particularly the Fire, 
and citizens were daily quitting the City for the outparts 
in Middlesex, partly because the trade had in great part 
gone into Middlesex and partly on account of the heavy 
taxation of the City (f. 36). Col. Birch was requested 
to appear for them, who at first pretty roughly refused, 
because they so oppressed one another, instancing a case 
of the Merchant Taylors’ Company casting one of their 
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members into prison for refusing to pay a fine, when he 
was to come on the livery (pf. 32). However, by a vote 
of 8 April the City was relieved of 400/. per mensem which 
was added to the assessment of Westminster and the 
Middlesex parishes within the bills of mortality (p. 82). 

Sir Thomas Player was re-elected chamberlain, his 
opponent being Henry Loades, who made the speech in 
Jenks’ business, viz., that, if they gave the King money, 
it was like him that gave one roast meat and beat him 
with the spit. It was said that the only hand held up 
for Loades was his own. One cause was a report of a 
letter from the Court to prevent Player being chosen 
(p. 226). 

A list of the officers of the Trained Bands of London, 
the Tower Hamlets and Southwark is calendared on 
p. 283. Divers field officers were wanting and several 
captains said that, unless the Militia were mustered before 
Michaelmas, they would lay down their commissions, 
and, unless the lieutenants that were alive were ordered 
to act till a new commission was issued, they would not 
proceed. The lieutenants owed 1,000/. to the com- 
manders of the Militia, and, though they had a warrant 
to raise a month’s tax, they would not do so, till they 
knew if the commission would be altered or not. A war- 
rant for a new commission of lieutenancy for London 
was accordingly issued on 22 September (. 372). 

On #. 430 is a description of the four Pageants performed 
on 29 October at the inauguration of Sir Francis Chaplin 
as Lord Mayor. These were to have been performed 
last summer at the Pageant of Empire, had it not been 
postponed in consequence of King Edward’s death. 

The 5th of November went off in the City with great 
rejoicing and quietness. A great number of people gathered 
about the Monument, but confined themselves to burning 
the Pope (p. 446). The King desired to speak with the 
Lord Mayor before he issued his precepts for the election 
of a new Common Council on St. Thomas’ Day (p. 507). 
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The Coachmakers’ and the Masons’ Companies received 
charters of incorporation (pp. 56,461). A caveat was lodged 
against the incorporation of the Sawyers’ Company (p. 163). 

An account of the state of the Tower will be found on 
p. 333, giving the names of all the officers, their duties, 
salaries, tenures, modes of appointment, &c. 

Lawrence Halsted gave an account of the condition of 
the Records in the Tower to the Committee appointed 
to inquire about the same (p. 416), and submitted pro- 
posals for the improvement of tthe office and for the more 
ready finding of records there (p. 483). 

A new grant was made to the Earl Marshal of the soil 
40 feet in depth from the wall of Arundel House all along 
the wall from Strand Bridge to Milford Bridge with some 
restrictive provisions (p. 153). 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTICES. 


The Archbishop of Samos and others, members of the 
Greek Church, having been granted the free exercise 
of their worship in England; and having procured a 
convenient site and obtained subscriptions from the 
archbishops and other bishops towards building a little 
chapel, the King subscribed 100/. towards it (f. 38), and 
a patent was granted to Lawrence Georgerini, late of Milo 
in the Archipelago, for his art of pickling mackerel, the 
proceeds to be applied to the maintenance of the said 
church (pf. 508). This church or chapel still exists in Soho. 

Sir J. Williamson’s assistance was requested for building a 
schoolhouse at Cockermouth, the school having an endow- 
ment of 25/. a year (p.39). He was also asked to contribute 
to the rebuilding of Dovenby school. The pulpit he gave 
to the church there was finished, for which the parish 
had sent him their thanks (p. 97). 

There was a project for enclosing Jarrow Slike, the 
bay on the south side of the Tyne, which was partly 
covered with water, and erecting ballast shores there for 
the use of the colliers (p. 45). 
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A new charter was granted to Newark (pf. 59), among 
other things changing the date of a fair there from Monday 
and Tuesday before Careing Sunday (7.e. the fifth Sunday 
in Lent) to the Friday and Saturday before that Sunday. 

On pp. 67, 68 will be found papers of James Percy, the 
claimant of the title of Earl of Northumberland and of 
the estates of the Percy family. 

In April John, Joseph and Philip Raicttinnt: the well- 
known engravers, were ordered to make a new great seal 
for England (p. 76). 

Towards the end of April a small comet was seen in 
the north-eastern sky early in the morning with a tail 
extending northwards (pp. 97, 102). 

The grant of the office of Postmaster-General to the 
Earl of Arlington, which would expire on 25 June, 1677, 
was renewed to him for his life (f. 123). 

An eruption at Fayal in the Canaries happened in 
April or May (p. 180). 

From the account of the trial of the Pyx it appears 
that from 20 December, 1674, to 14 June, 1677, gold 
was coined to the value of 396,467/. 16s. 94d., and silver 
to that of 638,913/. 15s. 8d. (p. 192). 

On 20 June a proclamation was issued offering 10/. 
reward to any one who should apprehend a highwayman 
before 1 February following (pf. 204). Confessions by two 
prisoners of various highway robberies will be found on 
pp. 255, 259. One of them confessed that he and two 
others had planned to steal the maces at Whitehall and 
the plate in the chapel there. A still more audacious 
project was to kidnap the Lord Treasurer and to extort 
from him a good sum for his ransom (p. 265). 

A warrant was issued in December to four of the Queen’s 
troop of Horse Guards to use all lawful means for taking 
highwaymen and robbers on the highways, and they were 
with their horses and arms to ride about the highways 
and apprehend such persons and bring them before a 
Justice (p. 508). 
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It was ordered that no coaches should pass into 
St. James’s Park except those of the King and the Royal 
Family, and that nobody should ride there but the troops 
of Guards attending them (/. 208). 

The son of Grotius was preparing a folio edition of his 
father’s works, which he intended to dedicate to the King. 
He submitted to Sir J. Williamson a draft of the proposed 
dedicatory epistle in Latin, which he requested him to 
alter as he thought proper (p. 230). 

A letter of Baron de Vicque describes his narrow escape 
from shipwreck in the Bay of Biscay. He had been 
obliged to work at the pump and had not closed his eyes 
for about three days and nights (p. 238). 

In requital of the services of John Lane of Bentley, 
Staffordshire, to the King after the battle of Worcester, 
his descendants were granted an augmentation to their 
paternal arms (fp. 244). 

An oak tree 66 feet long was fished up from the Goodwin 
Sands by some boats that were sweeping for lost anchors 
(p. 285). ; 

There are four letters in August (pf. 312, 317, 322, 327) 
from Robert Ferguson, afterwards notorious as the plotter, 
to his wife, who was visiting friends named Brindley at 
Wrexham and Shrewsbury. He was then a schoolmaster 
in London, and mentions he had contracted to receive 
a gentleman from Prussia who spoke no English. He 
speaks of their daughter walking in Gray’s Inn walks. 
He wished he was with his wife, but the town was so sickly 
he dared not leave his family. , 

On 1 September, at Yarmouth, one of the crew of the 
Falcon was put in the stocks between 10 and 11 at night 
for remonstrating with a constable for roughly handling 
a seaman of the town, who had been arrested by the watch. 
The coxswain and then the master of the Falcon demanded 
the release of their man and finally Capt. Booth, the 
commander of the Falcon, came up to the watch. A 
scuffle ensued, in which Ward,a butcher, was killed. The 
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captain and five of his men were tried on the 14th and 
sentenced to death, though it seems doubtful there was 
sufficient evidence that the fatal wound was given by the 
captain (pp. 348, 359, 366). 

The captain was hanged on the afternoon of the 27th 
before 4,000 or 5,000 people. He declared on the ladder that 
as to killing the man he did not know that he did it, nor would 
he say that he did it not. He carried himself with such 
cheerfulness and courage that he was admired by all and 
pitied by many (f. 381). His body by his desire was 
conveyed to Dover for burial (f. 388). The seamen 
convicted were pardoned (p. 433). 

One of the surveyors general of the Customs, after 
destroying tobacco planted in Gloucestershire, came to 
Lyme and had some tobacco planted in the neighbourhood 
destroyed (p. 363). 

In October near Wigan, above 20 men well armed 
broke into a rich farmer’s house and took 600/., which 
was to have been paid next day to a man that had married 
his daughter (p. 396). 

The middle of October there was a storm from the 
north of unusual violence on the east coast (p. 400). 

A great fish 224 feet long and 5 yards round the middle 
was taken by a herring boat off Bridlington. Its liver was 
as big as an ordinary ox and was sold for above 20s. (p. 408). 

A catalogue of all the books entered with the Stationers’ 
Company from 26 March, 1676, to 2 November, 1677, is 
calendared on p. 444, with the names of some of the most 
notable, among them being Tavermier’s Voyages, the third 
part of Hudibras and Cudworth’s Intellectual System of 
the Universe. 

Sir J. Williamson had some trouble with the wife of 
his friend William Morgan of Tredegar, who seems to 
have been deranged (pp. 460, 472). 

There was an unfounded report that at Towcester a 
man and his whole family had died of the plague (f/. 
495, 501). 
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A hard frost set in after the middle of December. The 
Tees was frozen over (p. 519). 

Several. butts of brandy came ashore near Milford 
Haven, which the owners of the lands claimed as their 
own, but the country people, calling it God’s goods, stove 
in the heads and drank it and carried it off to their homes. 
Three were said to have died on the spot (p. 525). 

A pamphlet tells of the wreck ofa Danish ship, the Cherry. 
The crew were all drowned but seven, who got onarock, and, 
being without any sustenance; the five strongest killed 
the other two and lived on them for a week. Boats then 
came and carried them ashore (p. 538). 

William van de Velde, senior, the marine painter, sent 
a list of his principal works (pf. 586). 

In January there was a great fire at Dover (p. 591). 

One of the 12 coffee-house keepers who had not obeyed 
the last order of Council was Edmund Chillingden (p. 683), 
perhaps the former officer of that name in the Parlia- 
mentary army, who was afterwards an Independent 
writer. , 

On 28 February an East Indiaman arrived at Dover with 
an elephant on board (/. 685). 


IRELAND. 


The most important event in Ireland was the change 
in the Lord Lieutenancy, the Duke of Ormonde being 
appointed in place of the Earl of Essex. It was un- 
expected in Dublin, but the Earl was well satisfied, as 
the only reason given for recalling him was that he had 
been longer in the Government than the King had been 
used to continue it in the same hands (/. 114). 

3,000/. was ordered to be paid to the Duke towards 
his equipage and transport to Ireland (pf. 184). Lord 
Essex stayed at Chapel Izod to allow the Castle to be 
prepared for the Duke (f. 219), and Lady Essex sailed 
for Chester on 29 June (pf. 220), arriving in London before 
9 July (p. 234). The Duke did not leave London till 
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3 August (p. 278), and after visiting Oxford (pp. 278, 293) 
left Chester on the 19th on his way to Holyhead (f. 313). 
Lord Essex reached Chester on the 27th (f. 330), having 
left Dublin immediately after delivering the sword to the 
Duke (p. 323). 

It was intended that the Duke should call a Parliament 
and ask for considerable supplies (p. 217), but this was 
never carried out, and in fact no Parliament sat in Ireland 
during the rest of Charles’ reign. 

In March Lord Ranelagh and his partners petitioned 
for an extension for two years further from Christmas, 
1677, of the time for the collection of debts and arrears 
due to them under their contract, which they had not 
yet been able to collect on account of the extreme and 
general poverty of the kingdom caused by the war with 
Holland and many other calamities (pp. 53, 56). The 
new farmers of the revenue on the other hand appeared 
to claim the 80,000/. left unlevied by Lord Ranelagh and 
his partners on their quitting their undertaking (fp. 598). 
In September a commission was issued for taking the 
accounts of himself and his partners (p. 379). 

The new farm of the Irish revenue was let for seven years 
from Christmas, 1675, at 240,000/. a year rent. 60,000/. 
was advanced by the farmers as a security, but from 
Christmas, 1675, to 30 April following they were to pay 
only 20,000/. rent by three instalments, though they 
had received four months’ rent and revenues. On every 
payment of rent they were allowed 30 days of grace and 
an additional 40 by forfeiting 500/., so, if they designed 
to break, they might run away with 20,000/. more than 
they had advanced. They were charged with having 
given the King false estimates of the revenue and with 
remitting considerable sums to England. They had really 
more of the King’s money in their hands than he had of 
theirs, whereby their pretended security to the King 
was in reality none. It was universally. agreed that in 
case of a war this farm must break, having no clause for 
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defalcations, only a provision they should have it for a 
year of peace after the war, which they would never be 
able to stay for, and a respite of the immediate payment 
of the rent. 

The last farm was let at 219,000/. per annum but only 
204,000/. was actually paid, to which in the new was 
added the casual revenue, which Lord Ranelagh made to be 
6,000/. or 7,000/. a year. The revenue had been increased 
above 20,000/. a year by the additional tobacco duty, 
the alteration in measures of liquors on some late judg- 
ments in a case relating to the Excise, &c. (p. 520). During 
the year ended Christmas, 1677, the present farmers had 
actually received 280,000/., and the rent being 240,000/. 
and the management 16,000/. yearly, they had made 
24,000/. profit subject to deductions for repayments, 
insolvencies, &c. (p. 598). 

On the complaint of William Rider and Stanhope Mills, 
two of the farmers of the revenue concerning a commission 
to Sir James Shaen and others to collect and manage 
all the Irish revenue contrary to the intent of the demise 
thereof dated 8 April, 1676, the said commission was 
superseded and notice was to be given to the farmers 
that they might have two commissions, one for the judicial 
part of the Excise and the other for doing such things in 
the Customs to which they were not sufficiently empowered 
by their grant (p. 465). 

The said Rider offered, if allowed to choose four others 
of the present farmers, viz., Farwell, Richbell, Stannian 
and Pigott, leaving out Sir James Shaen and Mr. Muschamp, 
to pay the present rent under the same covenants and to 
waive all claims to the 80,000/. left unlevied by Lord 
Ranelagh (p. 598). 

With the consent of the persons interested in the lapsed 
money, amounting to 30,000/., to be paid by the Roman 
Catholics, an abatement of 3,000/., was granted and two 
more years were added to the two years already given for 
levying the same (p. 33). 
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Before the Earl of Essex left he settled the dividing of 
the 4,000/. a year quit-rents to be abated on barren and 
unprofitable lands, which had to be done before 24 June 
(p. 202). 

The Lord Lieutenant was ordered in July to remit to 
England for the new buildings at Windsor certain sums 
computed to be in the King’s disposal (p. 264). 

The sum of 20,000/., reserved by the establishment, 
which commenced from Christmas, 1676, for such uses 
or to be paid to such persons as the King appoint, was 


‘increased to 27,000/. (p. 276). 


A third warrant was granted for payment to the Governor 
and assistants of the new plantation in Ulster of 4,000/., 
being what remained due to them for the purchase of the 
Customs of Londonderry, the former two letters having 
proved ineffectual (f. 100), and they were also granted 
a discharge of the arrears of the high rents of the said 
plantation payable by them up to Lady Day, 1665, which 
had been agreed to be remitted to them in part consideration 
of their interest in the said Customs, notwithstanding the 
claim of Lord Ranelagh and his partners to such arrears 
(pp. 237, 440). 

The Army was prejudiced by the great number of officers 
absent in England (p. 180). The pay for the quarter 
ended December, 1676, was not in course of payment till 
the following June, when near six months besides were 
nearly due, not to mention the postponed three months to 
December, ’75, which, it was hoped, would be paid shortly 
(pp. 185, 220). 

There is a long account of the causes which prevented 
Lord Ranelagh and his partners from clearing the pay of 
the quarter ending December, 1675 (p. 481). 

An advance of 36,565/. was obtained in September, 1677, 
which, with the monthly payments of the farmers, it was 
reckoned would be sufficient to clear the six months’ pay, 
which would be then due on the Military List, to be repaid 
by 18 equal monthly payments, and the lender to have 
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in consideration of interest, &c., 12d. in the pound on the 
first 18 months’ pay (pp. 315, 332). 

A considerable part of the surplus revenue was to be 
applied for constructing a fort at Kinsale and the Duke of 
Ormonde desired that 14 new companies should be raised 
in England and transported to Ireland, which, with those 
in being, would make up 100, which might at any time be 
completed to 10,000 effectives (~. 217). 

A brigade commanded by Lord Granard was sent to 
the North, to be ready to cross to Scotland in case of 
troubles there, which was to rendezvous at Lisburn on 
1 November (p. 398). Col. Jefferyes and Sir R. Hamilton, 
who had been sent to Scotland for intelligence, returned 
on 14 January with news of the assembling of the 
“Highland host’ at Stirling and that the Scotch Privy 
Council doubted not by them and the standing forces and 
some of the militia that they trusted, to disarm the militia 
and the disaffected without the help of the brigade. The 
six troops of the brigade were accordingly ordered to return 
to their quarters, but the foot were to remain about Lisburn 
(p. 622). : 

At the end of the year Douglas, a Scotch preacher, who 
had been proscribed in Scotland and had fled to Ireland, 
was arrested. He gave information of an intended rebellion 
in Scotland, and said the promoters of it had received 
2,000/. from friends in London and were promised more. 
He promised to procure their association signed by several 
gentlemen and others (fp. 550, 551). He was sent in 
January under a guard to Dublin, where he alleged his 
papers would be sent from Edinburgh by way of London 
to make good his information (p. 589). He was examined 
there by the Lord Lieutenant and the Lord Chancellor 
(p. 598). By advices from Scotland his discoveries seemed 
to be partly true and partly false (p. 597). Though no 
arms were found where he informed they were, yet it was 
hoped that by his informations a great mischief had been 
prevented in time (f. 598). He was still in prison in 
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February, but had made nothing good that he had deposed 
(p. 662). A Col. Mansell, who had conducted him to 
Dublin, was cashiered by a council of war for alleging that 
Lord Granard and Lord Lauderdale favoured underhand 
the Presbyterian party in Scotland and gave money 
to their ministers, which he suspected from something 
Douglas had said, which was, however, denied by Douglas 
(pp. 662, 670). 

Sir George Rawdon feared that, if there was a rising in 
Scotland, the North of Ireland would dance after their 
pipe, though Lord Granard hoped his influence with the 
ministers there would do much to prevent it (f. 561). 
Should there be a foreign invasion or a rebellion, never 
was a kingdom worse provided, no ordnance mounted 
in any strong place, no place fortified on the coasts, the 
stores of ammunition, &c., very ill-provided, the Presby- 
terian party numerous (fp. 623, 646). Several Irish 
officers from France had lately landed at night and 
dispersed into the country. Sir G. Rawdon had sent 
Lord Granard the names of 19 lately landed by night 
at Howth (pf. 646). Sir G. Rawdon was ordered to revive 
the militia in Antrim and Down, which had been so long 
dead, and who, he believed, had lost most of their arms 
(pp. 623, 670). 

One of the duties of the army was the pursuit of Tories 
or banditti. An officer writes that he was with his company 
in the mountains near Loughbrickland, Tory-hunting 
(p. 82), and there was a report that the Tories expected 
help from France (p. 84). Sir G. Rawdon hoped that his 
troop, which was ordered to Dundalk and Armagh, would 
bring in the heads of some Tories (pp. 219, 255). A great 
Tory, Hanlan, was in hiding in Kilulta (p. 623), and four 
parties were continually searching for him. Sir George 
hoped to have his head shortly, as his partner Fleming’s 
and eight more were brought in the week before (p. 670). 

Claims by the Duke of York’s agents for a sum due to 
Edmund Ludlow and for an adventure of Sir Arthur 
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Haselrig’s were admitted, but claims for a reprize for 
the rectory of Laracor, and for Henry Wallop’s forfeited 
estates in Ireland were rejected, the first because 
all rectories impropriate were by express words in 
the Act of Explanation appointed for poor vicars 
and other pious uses, and the second because Wallop’s 
estate was by a special clause vested in the Earl of 
Southampton and other trustees with no intention to 
have any reprize allowed for the same (p. 185). 

Orders were directed for discharging all lands granted 
to the Duke from custodium or other rents (p. 258). 

The Duke of Monmouth petitioned for a grant of the 
reversion in fee of several lands, rectories, tithes and 
ferries in Ireland (f. 378), and also for a grant of 
1,666/. 13s. 4d. for three years from Christmas, 1679, 
to Christmas, 1682, out of the 27,000/. per annum reserved 
on the Irish establishment (pp. 486, 514). 

Sir William Temple was granted in November the 
office of Master of the Rolls both as to the judicial and 
the ministerial powers thereof, with a licence of absence, 
as he was then ambassador in Holland and one of the 
plenipotentiaries at Nimeguen (p. 465). 

On the petition of the Countess of Clancarty, who 
designed to bring up her only son, now Earl of Clancarty, 
being about eight years old, in the true Protestant religion, 
but found she would meet with much opposition from the 
clergy and others of the Church of Rome because his 
father and grandfather were both of that religion, the 
Lord Lieutenant was ordered to cause any persons, who 
should attempt to take him away from her or to pervert 
him, to be prosecuted with the utmost severity of the law 
(p. 25). This was the Earl whose great estates were 
forfeited in King William’s reign, because he had espoused 
the cause of King James. 

A lease of the outgrounds and gardens of Chichester 
House, which was leased from the Bishop of Ossory for 
the use of the Parliament, was granted to William Robinson, 
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Superintendent General of the Fortifications and Buildings 
in Ireland, he paying all taxes on the said house and 
keeping it in repair. He was also granted the keepership 
of the house during the intervals of Parliament (p. 119). 

Richard Shirley was barbarously murdered in Dublin 
by John Murray (p. 337). At the Lord Lieutenant’s 
request a caveat was entered against any pardon to Murray 
(pp. 341, 343). 

A report that the prohibition of the importation of 
Irish cattle to England was rescinded made exchange fall 
from 8 to 5 per cent. When the news was contradicted 
it rose immediately to the former: rate (f. 107). 

An account of a disturbance at Brough in Cumberland 
caused by the seizure of some alleged Irish cattle is given 
on p. 414. 

The most interesting part of the Irish papers consists 
of the letters to Viscount Conway from his brother-in- 
law, Sir George Rawdon, who lived at Lisburn, and from 
his servants on his great estate there. 

The winter had been very hard, and the weather in 
March was very bad. On the 10th it snowed for 48 hours, 
followed by a hard frost. But little ground had been 
ploughed for oats and none sown, so it was likely to be a 
bad seed time (f. 29). A wet summer followed. The 
greatest part of the hay and corn was spoiled, and the 
cattle did not make near so much butter and tallow as 
in drier years (pp. 360, 378). Arrears of rent were in 
consequence difficult to collect (p. 384). 

R. Mildmay, Lord Conway’s receiver, when sending his 
accounts, admitted they showed great losses, but most of 
them were incurred in the bad year (1673-4) when most of 
the cattle died, and so many tenants broke and ran away. 
When they did so, and the lands or houses lay waste, he 
kept the same charged as in arrear, thinking other tenants 
might take the premises and pay the arrears, which some 
did, but most would not hear of anything of arrears, so 
he did not return anything as loss, till it was not to be 
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recovered (f. 192). He had not that year pressed the 
tenants for rent, being acquainted with the design of the 
Belfast merchants to beat down the price of butter by 
spreading reports of war with France and embargoes, 
and that they would buy no butter that year. He had 
informed the tenants of the untruth of these reports, and 
now in July the merchants were bound to buy and to 
give 23s. or 24s. per hundred, which was of great advantage 
to the country, for it was the only commodity that brought 
money and the quantity sold at Belfast was almost 
incredible (p. 228). 

Sir George Rawdon was still engaged in his design of 
bringing water to Lisburn (f. 81). Mildmay declined to 
build himself a new house at Lisburn as Lord Conway 
proposed he should do, as he had not yet finished that 
he had begun on his farm (pp. 115, 228). There was now 
a carpenter there, who was building a great house in 
Castle Street for William Benson, formerly Sir George’s 
cook, set out to the street with medallions and cornice. 
People, who had built before he came, were ready to hang 
themselves, when they saw his work and designs. The 
only drawback to him was that he was a little of a Quaker. 
The town was abundantly finer than when Lord Conway 
saw it last, many of the houses being whited and rough 
cast (p. 228). 

Coslett’s bridge was being rebuilt, which with many 
others had been destroyed in the last flood (p. 185). 

The new church at Aghalee, built by Lord Conway, 
was consecrated 1 May. ‘The service lasted four hours. 
The parish paid for the internal fittings, such as pews, 
pulpit and a large pew for Lord Conway, Sir G. Rawdon 
and their families. No glebe had as yet been set out, 
but there were resident ministers there and at Glenavy, 
who were good preachers, so the churches began to be 
filled (p. 106). 

Sir George Rawdon’s son, John, had died in Sep- 


tember, 1676, and another son, Edward, was killed in a 
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duel at Paris in February, to the great grief of his father 
(p. 4), who now of his eight sons had only one left (. 133), 
Arthur, a delicate boy aged about 16. He was then 
somewhere in France, but was daily expected at Paris 
(p.9). He came over to his uncle, Lord Conway, in London 
early in May (pf. 133), and arrived in Dublin in August 
(p. 307) and at his father’s at Lisburn a few days later 
(p. 322). His father employed Sergeant Tapp to teach 
him to handle pike and musket, and hoped Mr. Mildmay 
would mend his seat on horseback. There was a bowling 
green handy, and Sir George would have hounds for his 
hunting and hoped to mend his writing and to have a 
tutor for him. He intended also to take care of his diet. 
The music-master commended his skill on the guitar, 
which he practised with his sister Mary, and he was much 
pleased with his sisters and they with him (f. 323). He 
was active and desirous of exercise, of which he had choice 
in handling his musket and pike, fencing, shuttlecock 
and the like (p. 356). The doctor in October made him 
a pectoral opening drink, which he did not like nor anything 
of physic, but preferred blood letting, to which he had 
been accustomed since he had the smallpox (p. 398). 
Sir George wrote: “I allow him to hunt more than I 
like, which he minds more than his book and other things 
fit for him to learn. I am thinking of getting a man of 


‘learning to be with him and a French dancing master 


is here already that begins to put him into a better mien 
and mends his fashion and dancing. He grows, and 
coughs but seldom ”’ (. 511). His kennel and bows and 
arrows pleased him better than his chamber exercises 
(p. 670). | 

Much of Sir George’s correspondence relates to his 
troubles about the love affairs of his eldest daughter, 
Mary or Mall. About 18 months before (f. 510) there 
had been some proposals of a marriage between her and 
Capt. Forbes, Lord Granard’s eldest son, but his 
abominable slights and expressions that he would be 
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hanged rather than be imposed on to marry her and his 
wilful and brutish behaviour made him incapable of 
gaining any new treaty in that matter. Lord Conway 
seems to have suggested a Capt. M., who had two or 
three meals at Sir George’s, but there was no opportunity 
of any discourse, for he sat not near her and she was not 
of an humour to be easily acquainted with.. Lord Coloony 
in June proposed a match between her and his eldest son, 
Richard Coote, which Sir George had no reason to dislike, 
but told him Lord Conway had-the whole disposal of 
her and all his children, so he desired Lord Conway to 
declare as soon as possible how he liked the proposal 
(p. 219). 

Lord Coloony insisted on a greater portion ‘‘ and indeed 
more like bargaining for a horse than a marriage,” but 
Sir George believed, if Lord Conway -would give 2,500/. 
he would agree (p. 323). Sir George informed Lord 
Coloony of Lord Conway’s bountiful addition to her 
portion and believed it would be very acceptable to him 
and that he would shortly send his son to court her. He 
hoped Mr. Coote would wait on Lord Conway and, if not, 
that he would make inquiries about him, for it would be 
much to Sir George’s satisfaction to have it confirmed 
that he was of good discretion, temperance and humour. 
Sir George had had lately two or three other motions, 
one from Sir Oliver St. George for his son, and another 
from a young Mr. Ardington of Ardington, Yorkshire, 
who had been staying a fortnight at Lisburn (f. 355). 
The latter desisted on hearing of the treaty with Lord 
Coloony, who wrote full of desire to come to a happy 
conclusion and to say his son would very soon make his 
court himself (p.373). Mr. Coote arrived in November, two 
days after Lord Granard and his son, who had come with 
the brigade sent to the North in case of a rising in Scotland. 
He found his mistress more coy than Sir George expected, 
which made him melancholy. He was also much dis- 
satisfied that Capt. Forbes continued at Lisburn (A. 449). 
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Lord Coloony had informed Lord Granard in August of his 
intention to send for his son with a view to his marriage 
with Miss Rawdon, but having heard of a motion formerly 
for Lord Granard’s son, he desired to know if any such 
pretence was still on foot, and if so, he would desist. 
Lord Granard then assured him there was not (pf. 522). 
Meanwhile the Earl of Barrymore, who had come with 
his wife on a visit to her father at Dromore, saw Mary 
Rawdon and was so taken with her person, carriage and 
humour that he wrote to Lord Conway to propose a 
marriage between her and his son, Lord Buttevant 
(pp. 445, 446). 

Lord Granard on 19 November wrote to Lord Conway 
of his son’s great affection to his niece, declaring that they 
liked one another and that all would depend on his appro- 
bation. ‘This the lady had allowed him to acquaint him 
with (p. 459). Sir George was much troubled, considering 
Lord Granard’s importunities very unseasonable when he 
knew how far the treaty had gone. His daughter, by 
artifices and reports, he had since found out, had taken a 
prejudice against Mr. Coote. His son, too, had been won 
over to Capt. Forbes’ side by hunting with him and 
by a present of a nag. She, wrote Sir George to Lord 
Conway, ‘‘ either deceives me, as I doubt she will herself 
hereafter, or has a great aversion for them both and also 
professes she has not set her affections on any other. 
I showed her Lord Coloony’s letters and yours and your 
kindness to her as the treaty proceeded, and she expressed 
no dislike of it till after he came, nor can she give any 
exception against his person, humour, or education. He 
makes such show of his love that he becomes dejected 
with her coy behaviour, so I think shortly he will be wearied 
and what my troubles and difficulties will then ensue I 


* dread to think of, and could be well content she or I were 


in our graves. All this time the hurry of officers still in 
the house and charge of being an innkeeper puts me much 
by my way ” (p. 458). 
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Capt. Forbes challenged Mr. Coote privately in Sir George’s 
dining-room (p. 510), but the quarrel was made up before 
it came to a duel (pf. 479). A few days afterwards words 
of offence passed between Mr. Coote and Col. McDonnell, 
who was to have been Capt. Forbes’ second, in the 
lady’s chamber. She requested them to be reconciled and 
thought they were so, and they supped with Lord Granard 
and the officers, but presently after Robert Forbes, Capt. 
Forbes’ brother, called Mr. Coote out of the drawing- 
room, and he and Col. McDonnell fought by moonlight, 
Robert Forbes being the colonel’s second and Lieut. 
Harwood Mr. Coote’s. Both were severely wounded, and 
the colonel, though not supposed to be mortally wounded, 
died a few days afterwards (. 511). Mr. Coote recovered. 
Sir George was so overwhelmed that he knew not what 
to write. His opinion was, if Lord Conway approved, 
‘that his daughter should be sent out of the way to England. 
She declared she had no liking for either of them and said 
she would never have any for the captain, and professed 
to have no inclinations for any man in the world, and said 
her mind was to be disposed of by Lord Conway in England 
rather than in Ireland, or to live single (p. 480). Sir George 
desired of Lord Granard that neither of his sons should 
come to his house as it was no time for amours when 
the gentleman lay wounded in his house (p. 510). 

Lord Coloony wrote to Lord. Conway to procure, if 
necessary, a pardon for his son and his second. His 
ambition to have a real relation to him and Sir George 
had occasioned this unhappy accident. He did not doubt 
it was a picked quarrel on the colonel’s part (f. 491). It 
appeared, however, that no pardon would be required, as 
it would only amount to manslaughter and the Coroner’s 
inquest had found it homicide in self defence (pp. 511, 533). 

When Sir George asked Lord Granard why he had written 
that his daughter had a liking for his son, his only answer 
was that he was so informed, and she denied having any 
liking to either him or Mr. Coote, or that Capt. Forbes 
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i | ever moved it to her by himself or anyone else. “If,” 
| 1 wrote Sir George, ‘‘she have learnt the craft of women 
so soon and deceive me, I think I shall not easily forget 
her undutifulness. She pretends a desire to be absent 
and to go to England, and I think to get Lady Dungannon 
to take her into her protection at Dublin till the weather 
be more fit for such a voyage” (p. 511). 

Mr. Coote was sufficiently recovered to leave for Dublin 
on 17 December (f. 522). 

On 2 January Lord Granard wrote to Lord Conway 
to thank him for recommending his pretences to Sir George 
adding that the young couple had no aversion, he presumed 
more than ordinary affection (p. 551). Now that Mr. Coote 
was returned home, Lord Granard asked that his son might 
come to Sir George’s house, which he consented to, if he 
did not come as a suitor, so he and his brother supped 
there on New Year’s Day with their father. The younger 
brother brought a valuable diamond ring from Lady 
Granard, which the girl refused, and then Lord Granard 
himself took it and put it on her finger. She brought it 
to her father who advised her to seal it up and either to 
send it back at once or to write she would return it by 
the first conveniency. Sir George perceived she was so 
averse to Mr. Coote that she would never consent to 
marrying him, and that, if she did not dissemble strangely, 
she had not the least inclination to Capt. Forbes (p. 552). 

Lord Granard while at Lisburn was an importunate 
suitor, and more a courtier than his son, who was still 
staying there in February, but Miss Rawdon observed 
her uncle’s and father’s advice not to admit of any motions 
till the former treaty was ended one way or another and 
Lord Conway come over, yet Sir George perceived her 
inclinations were gained that way and that her aversions 
to Mr. Coote were greater (p. 646). Finally, a few days 
later, Lord Granard wrote to Lord Conway that his niece 
had declared to her father her affection for his son. Their 
inclinations were so mutually linked than nothing could 
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be more, and Sir George seemed satisfied and had dis- 
charged with Lord Coloony, so Lord Conway’s approbation — 
was the only thing wanting to make Lord Granard’s 
family happy in one of the best ladies he knew (p. 662). 

The marriage took place in October, 1678, and appears, 
from a letter of a younger daughter of Sir George’s, not 
to have been a happy one. 

Sir George enjoyed a day’s hunting at Portmore, where 
a buck took to the water and swam far into Lough Neagh 
but was brought in by a boat (p. 356). Another day 
he went up the river to the Maze and could not believe 
how pleasant the river was till he saw it himself (pp. 375, 
384). 

Presents of barrelled scallops, dulsk (a kind of seaweed) 
(p. 309), barrelled salmon, potted venison and eels (p. 384) 
were sent over to Lord Conway. 

Lord Conway in August fell and hurt his arm badly. 
Though there was no fracture, he suffered intense pain for 
some time, the injury being aggravated by unskilful treat- 
ment (pp. 305, 306, 321, 339). 


SCOTLAND. 


In March, John Slezer, the chief engineer for Scotland, 
was appointed lieutenant of the artillery there, all the 
gunners were to obey his orders and he was to examine 
and approve all gunners appointed thereafter. He was 
to train 20 men chosen out of the regiment of Guards, 
and the garrisons of Edinburgh, Stirling, and Dumbarton 
Castles. He was also to inspect twice a year all garrisons 
and castles (p. 6). 

The Duke of Monmouth in consequence of a letter from 
the Privy Council of Scotland ordered his agent, Sir James 
Stansfield, to suppress all unlawful assemblies on his 
property (p. 32). 

A riot in Edinburgh on 18 May was suppressed by 
the Lord Provost assisted by Sir James Foulis, Lord 
Colington, one of the Lords of Session (p. 156). 
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Sir John Nisbett, Lord Advocate, was accused of having 
in a cause between David Melvill and his father, Lord 
Melvill, as administrator for him and Sir William Bruce, 
on behalf of the Lord Chancellor, advised both parties 
and taken fees from them (fp. 207, 270). He resigned his 
office and the well known Sir George Mackenzie of Rose- 
haugh was appointed in his place (p. 320). 

In August the King wrote to the Privy Council (p. 320) 
that originally his commissions to the officers of State had 
been for life while there was no failure of serving him to 
his satisfaction, whereof he was the only judge, yet, lest 
the import of such commissions might have been mistaken, 
he had changed the later commissions to be only during 
pleasure. As now four such officers were in Scotland, 
namely the Chancellor, the Privy Seal, the Secretary of 
State and the Treasurer Deput, whose commissions were 
for life, they were to be asked if they were willing they 
should be only during pleasure, and, if they were, they 
were to sign a declaration accordingly (p. 320). 

The case of the members of the Town Council of Edin- 
burgh, who in accordance with the letter of 25 August, 
1675, had been removed and their places filled up, and 
who had since behaved soberly and inoffensively and had 
offered themselves to the exactest trial of their loyalty, 
was left to the Duke of Lauderdale’s discretion (p. 389). 

The Government was alarmed at the increase of field 
conventicles. Early in August a proclamation was issued 
requiring all masters of families to cause their servants 
not to withdraw from the established meetings for worship 
and to require their tenants to subscribe a bond not to be 
present at any conventicles either in houses or in fields 
(p. 285). 

The last Sunday in October a great conventicle was 
held, apparently at Girvan, presided over by Mr. Welch 
and five other noted ministers. At least 2,000 people 
received the Communion. Mr. Welch took for his text 
John xi., verses 34, 35, and said that the King, the nobles 
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and prelates were the murderers of Christ, and asked 
what good had the King done since his home coming, 
and whether he had not done all a tyrant could do both 
by his life and laws. At a presbytery the next day it 
was enacted the people should not rise in arms till they 
should be some way oppressed and provoked, and that 
then signs should be given them to make ready, that all 
might see they would not invade the right of the worst 
pretenders without just cause. The elders and others 
favouring the cause should dissuade the people from 
hearing the curates, but not hurt them or break their 
houses, till they be found acting against the cause of God 
by complaining to the great ones, and those who did 
should be fallen upon. This they warranted from the 
Israelites having destroyed the Canaanites who refused 
peace. Welch on Tuesday preached at Ayr against the 
takers of the Declaration. The regular incumbent at 
Girvan, not daring to stay in his house, was living with 
Ardmillan. Ayrshire and Renfrewshire were in a perfect 
distraction and still worse and worse. 

On Friday, 2 November, the heretors of those counties 
met by order of the Council at Irving. Lords Glencairn, 
Dundonald and Rosse were sent from the Council to 
require them to suppress the disorders. The reply of 
the majority was to petition the Council for a general 
Indulgence as the only means to settle that country 
(p. 442). 

Garrard, one of the Guards, who had been sent by the 
Archbishop of St. Andrews to apprehend Welch, was 
killed (p. 561). 

A few details of the occupation of the western shires 
by the Highlanders known as the Highland host occur 
in the letters of Sir C. Musgrave and those he forwarded 
from his correspondents in Scotland. A committee of 
the Council was to meet at Glasgow on 24 January, and 
the same day the Horse and Foot Guards, 16 foot com- 
panies belonging to Edinburgh and all the Stirlingshire 
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militia were to muster at Stirling. Two field pieces were 
to accompany them (f. 576). A week later these had 
increased to four brass cannon from Edinburgh and four 
from Stirling. The committee was empowered not only 
to denounce as fugitives and to sequester the estates of 
those who would not subscribe the bond, but, if they met 
with the least opposition in their march to put all to 
the sword (pf. 590). In place of Sir George Munro the 
Earl of Linlithgow was appointed Major-General to take 
the command of the expedition (f. 514). The committee 
summoned all the west country sheriffs and stewards to 
attend them at Glasgow, and Lord Queensberry, the 
high sheriff of Nithsdaleshire, summoned all the heretors 
and freeholders to attend him 10 miles from Dumfries 
on 4 February to signify to them the committee’s order 
(p. 621). Similarly Lord Nithsdale summmoned all the 
heretors and freeholders of the stewartry of Galloway 
to attend for taking the bond. The committee summoned 
all that refused to take the bond or were absent to attend 
them at Ayr on 25 February to declare on oath what 
conventicles they had been at during the last three years. 
Those who refused would undoubtedly be forfeited and 
declared rebels (f. 668). 

A proclamation was issued on 2 January forbidding 
all noblemen, heretors and magistrates of burghs royal 
to leave Scotland without special licence from the Privy 
Council (p. 552). 

The Earl of Argyle was granted a remission of all dues 
payable to the Crown in respect of the lands and estate of 
the Laird of Maclean, of which a signature of infeftment 
had been passed in his favour in 1674, up to and including 
July, 1678, he having been at considerable charges to procure 
and maintain his possession thereof (a euphemism for 
the private war the Earl had been waging with the 
Macleans) (p. 505). 

A pass was granted to Adolph Smith, a German, who 
had made an agreement with the Earl of Argyle for 
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recovering a wrecked ship at Tobermory, and was repairing 
thither from Holland with his ship, men and materials 
(p. 51). This is the Armada ship, the subject recently 
of so much correspondence in the newspapers about the 
renewed attempts to salve the treasure she is supposed 
to have had on board. 

An abatement of 1,600/. sterling for the past year was 
granted to the tacksmen of the Customs on account of 
several ships carried to foreign ports by privateers and 
of the stop of trade at Bordeaux caused by the French 
King’s quartering his forces there, and payment was ordered 
of the balance due to Sir John Falconer, Master of the 
Mint, for what he had disbursed for new buildings, tools 
and repairs (p. 168). 


CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


At the instance of Dr. Saumares, Dean of Guernsey, 
the King wrote to Lord Hatton, the Governor, and the 
Bailiff and Jurats directing that the civil magistrates 
assist in reducing to obedience contumacious persons 
excommunicated by the ecclesiastical court, that assess- 
ments be made for repairing the decayed churches of the 
island, that prayers be read morning and evening at 
the church of St. Peter’s Port, and that former orders 
_for suppressing conventicles. and for punishing disturbers 
of the peace of the church be duly executed (p. 53). 

A survey was ordered of all the revenue of the island, 
so that each person should be obliged to declare for what 
he paid, and a survey of the house or land out of which 
the rent issued (p. 242). | 

Lord Hatton complained that the Jurats had released 
a vessel seized by his officers for bringing wool from Ireland 
without a licence, not holding themselves obliged to put 
the Act in execution (pp. 498, 524). Nothing had been 
done to repair Castle Cornet since it had been blown up 
by the explosion of the magazine (pp. 498, 524). 
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Elie des Hayes, rector of the parishes of the Vale and 
St. Samson, accused John Martin, rector of the parish of 
St. Andrew, of saying that the King rightly bore the 
title of Defender of the Faith but was of that of his concu- 
bines, that he savoured strongly of their papistry, and 
that he feared he would soon act accordingly like his brother, 
that he allowed himself to be led by the King of France, 
and also on another occasion that his Majesty went every 
day from the Mass to the brothel and from the brothel to 
the Mass fp. 369, 408). Lord Hatton was assured that 
none in Guernsey gave any credit to des Hayes, Mr. Martin’s 
discretion being, however, very well known there and 
des Hayes’ passions no less (pf. 392). The information 
was transmitted to the Bailiff and Jurats with directions 
to enquire strictly into the matter (f. 407), who replied 
that, though des Hayes had been ordered to return to 
the island to prosecute the matter, he had not done so, 
which prevented them from ‘proceeding further. In July 
the Court had dismissed a similar accusation brought 
by des Hayes against Martin after hearing both parties, 
as the informer could not produce any witness besides 
himself. As soon as des Hayes should appear in Guernsey 
they would obey his Majesty’s commands (p. 419). 

Brooks or Brouike, the: captain of an Ostend privateer, 
who had been arrested with his ship the year before for 
plundering an English vessel, in December made his escape. 
by means of a rope from Mont Orgueil Castle in Jersey 


(p. 500). 
COLONIES AND EAST INDIA. 

Early in the year a fire at Boston in New England had 
destroyed 100 houses (#. 7). 

Though the great war with King Philip had ended in 
1676, the Indians in the East of New England were giving 
trouble and it was supposed they were supplied with 
a:nmunition by the French (pp. 8, 314). 

In April a ship full of Quakers sailed for New Jersey 
(p. 95). News came on 2 March that Bacon, the leader 
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of the insurrection in Virginia, had died from debauchery, 
and that a Colonel Washington was now head of his faction 
(p. 8). A ship that left Maryland in March reported 
that Sir John Berry had arrived but that all things were 
quiet before his arrival, only that the Indians had 
destroyed 16 families (f. 85). 

On 6 May Capt. Grantham arrived in the Downs from 
Virginia, who said that Bacon, being very sick, ordered 
a man very well known to Capt. Grantham to be general 
of the rebellion. He himself on his arrival went ashore 
and appeased the people on both sides and they made 
Col. Jeffreys their governor, all which was done before 
any of the King’s ships arrived. The soldiers were very 
sickly (p. 115). All things by the middle of April were 
in good order in Virginia, but the natives were doing much 
mischief in Virginia and Maryland, and half the soldiers 
sent over were dead (fp. 179, 180). In January the 
country was in great peace and quiet, the Indians not 
offering the least disturbance. The tobacco crop had 
been very good the last season (p. 647). 

Barbados was in a good condition, there being a great 
crop of sugar, and more money than ever, Spaniards 
trading there for their refuse negroes, some ships carrying 
off upwards of 300 at about 25/. apiece (p. 263). 

Jamaica was also flourishing (fp. 90, 331). On #. 433 
are notes by Sir J. Williamson about proposed changes 
in the constitution of the island, which fully appear from 
the Introduction to S.P. Col., America and West Indies, 
1677-80. Antigua was also in a thriving condition 
(p. 349). 

On #. 503 are opinions in favour of the validity of the 
charter of the Royal African Company, which gave them 
an exclusive right of trading and empowered them to 
establish a court of judicature and laws, with a statement 
that Serjeant Maynard concurred in those opinions. 

On #. 363 are notes by Sir J. Williamson about the origin 
and history of the East India Company. They employed 
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about 28 stout ships of from 250 to 650 tons and never 
used a ship more than seven years in that trade. They 
employed 3,000 tons of shipping in the pepper trade 
alone, though they lost rather than gained by it. They 
lost 40,000/. in an attempt to settle a trade with Japan, 
but were doing pretty well in China. On the same page 
are lists of goods of India to be sold at the East India 
House, containing many strange names such as betteelees, 
humhums, mullmulls, &c. 

On #. 190 are notes of arguments before the Privy 
Council in the case of Alvaro Perez, a Portuguese of 
Bombay, who complained that his estate there had been 
confiscated on the ground that being a captain in the 
-militia he had deserted the island in the last Dutch war, 
a Dutch fleet then lying before it. A warrant was issued 
to the Governor and Council of Fort St. George, Madras- 
patam, for the trial of John Hartley for the murder of 
William Gilbert and for that of Manuel Brandan de Lina, 
both of that factory, forthe murder of his Christian servant, 
and for their execution, if found guilty (. 493). A 
Carnarvonshire rector was sent out as chaplain to the 
company’s factory in the Bay of Bengal (p. 507). 200 
barrels of powder were delivered to the East India Company 
to be sent to the Sultan of Bantam in return for the present 
lately sent by him to the King, which was of the value 
of 600/. (pp. 203, 216). The Company, however, used 
only 150, judging the same to be a sufficient return for 
the present, and the remaining 50 were returned to the 
Ordnance Office (p. 432). 


ALGIERS, TUNIS AND TRIPOLI. 


Sir John Narbrough, the commander-in-chief in the 
Mediterranean, was empowered on 21 June, to treat and 
conclude with the Governments of Algiers, Tunis and 
Tripoli what should be necessary for strengthening or 
renewing the treaties with them, and a warrant was issued 
for payment for writing and embellishing a treaty with 
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Tripoli (p. 206). Pieces of fine cloth of various colours 
were ordered to be delivered to Sir John Narbrough as 
presents to the Bassa and Dey of Tripoli and their secre- 
taries (pp. 200, 234). On the other hand several English 
ships were plundered by Algerines, who sometimes alleged 
their passes were not in order (Pp. 263, 283, 324, 395, 400). 
An account of the capture off Tarifa of an Algerine man- 
of-war, commanded by a Ljiibeck renegado, by Sir J. 
Narbrough is given on p. 380. Capt. Canning was killed 
in the engagement. Two other Aigerine men-of-war were 
taken by Sir John Narbrough, and a captured English 
ship retaken (pf. 385). An engagement was reported 
between the Tiger and two Algerine men-of-war, in which 
Capt. Harman was said to have been killed (f. 413). In 
November there was a report from Lisbon (. 462) that Sir 
John had taken six Algerine men-of-war, and one from 
Holland, of an engagement between the admiral of the 
Algerines and Sir John, in which the Algerines, after putting 
up the white flag, treacherously killed a boat’s erew sent on 
board them, on which Sir John took the ship and drowned 
the Turks (p. 473). On #. 414 is a petition from several 
masters and mariners, who, not hearing of any war with 
Algiers, and having full confidence in their passes, were 
taken with their ships and were now slaves in Algiers. 
The Canary merchants petitioned that a ship or two _ 
might be sent to the islands, being in great fears for their 
ships on account of the state of affairs with Algiers (f. 391). 


THE WAR. 


There are some incidental notices of the war on the 
Continent. A master of a Bridlington ship was at Dunkirk, 
when the King of France was there in April. He saw 
him when he came in with 2,000 good horse, the men and 
horses bravely accoutred. The King himself was very 
plain in his apparel with a little hat with a silver edging, 
but his attendants were very gallant and rich in clothes. 
The King was four or five hours seeing a new gun tried. 
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They added every time to her charge, till she threw the ball 
further than they could see off to sea (p. 102). 

At the end of July the Prince of Orange besieged 
Charleroi (pp. 278, 285, 295), but had to raise the 
siege (pp. 296, 310). He was said to have satisfied 
the States concerning the raising of the siege (p. 319). 
The Prince afterwards visited the Duc de Villa Hermosa, 
where great civilities passed between them. The Prince, 
standing at the head of the Duke’s army, declared that 
one of his colonels had most scandalously abused him. 
He would even there break his head with his truncheon 
could he discover him (pf. 319). He afterwards reviewed 
his own soldiers and exhorted them to show themselves 
courageous at the next engagement, who instantly 
answered they would stand by him to their lives’ end. 
He then marched within two leagues of the enemy, 
resolving, if possible, to give battle. All the neighbourhood 
of Cologne was in great consternation, for the place was 
thronged with miserable wretches, who came for shelter, 
for the garrison of Maestricht had burnt many towns 
and villages, the inhabitants being very barbarously 
handled, and they threatened to destroy all as far as 
the Rhine (f. 325). It was thought that Luxembourg, 
the French General, would decline an engagement (p. 328). 

In July news came of the great defeat of the Swedish 
fleet by the Danish, 14 sail being taken and three more, 
which Van Tromp took after the battle, for he arrived 
too late to take part in it (pp. 256, 257). 

On the other hand in July the Swedes totally defeated 
the Danes in Schonen, the King of Denmark having two 
horses killed under him (p. 289). 

In September it was reported that Gyldenléve, the 
Danish general, who had been reinforced with 4,000 horse 
(p. 329), had inflicted a severe defeat on the Swedes, whose 
whole army would have been destroyed, had they not 
made good their retreat to a bridge, which they broke 
down behind them (. 361). | 
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The burghers of Stettin, when besieged by the Elector 
of Brandenburg, resolved to hold out to the last, making 
it death to speak of surrender (p. 329). Four months 
later the siege was being vigorously pressed by the 
Elector. A relieving army of 20,000 Swedes had been 
assembled, but the Poles refused to permit them to pass 
through Poland (p. 488).

Joint deposition by John Dever and William Harreot (Herriot). 
In 1675 above 2,500 of his Majesty’s tree Scottish subjects were 
carried out of Scotland by French officers for the French King’s 
service and in the present year 1676 above 1,000 more were carried 
out for the said service, most whereof were forced into the said 
service against their will, and compelled to leave their callings 
and families, and taken by force from their habitations, and 
imprisoned in the public prisons there and carried from one prison 
to another, and on such removals were publicly guarded and tied 
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two and two together, as malefactors are used to be tied, and in 
those prisons their friends and relations were denied coming to 
them, nor were they permitted to write to them, whereby all 
means of procuring their liberty were taken from them. The 
deponents jointly and severally depose that both in 1675 and 1676 
some, who were most unwilling to go, had their ears cut off, and 
were carried to the ships and publicly shown to the rest of the 
soldiers. About a week after the publication of the proclamation 
prohibiting the carrying away of any Scots to the French service, 
the vessels, in which these deponents were, with about 500 more 
intended for the French service, .being driven back into Leith Road 
by stress of weather ; the officers, or most of them, went ashore, 
but none of the common soldiers were permitted to do so. (About 
their being taken prisoners to Ostend and being permitted to return 
as in Herriot’s information post, p. 14). Herriot likewise deposes that, 
when such French officers raised more than their own complement, 
they sold the supernumeraries to the French commanders, as if 
they had been their slaves. They likewise depose that there was 
such a great fear on the inhabitants of Scotland, when the Scots 
officers came from France to raise new men, that in the part of the 
country they resided in the people quitted their villages and 
houses and that, when some of the soldiers of the ship where 
they were, knowing of the King’s proclamation, endeavoured 
to get ashore one of them was tied to the mainmast for an 
example to the rest.

The information of William Herriot taken before Sir J. Williamson. 
The informant, being servant to Capt. Ruthen (Ruthven) in Lord 
Douglas’ regiment in France, was taken with about 500 more, 
designed as recruits for the said regiment, by an Ostend caper 
and carried into Ostend, where they were all kept prisoners 
nine or ten days on the vessels that brought them from Scotland, 
till the Governor of Flanders sent an order about the disposing 
of them, on which they all took service in the Scotch regiment 
in Flanders, except 40 or 50, who were cadets or gentlemen’s 
servants, and these, because they would not enter into the same 
service, were put in prison at Ostend, where having continued 
five or six days the informant was granted his liberty, provided he 
returned directly by Nieuport to England or Scotland. At 
Nieuport he met Captains Douglas and Ennys, who desired him to 
make his address to the Spanish ambassador at London, who lived 
at Wild House, near Lincoln’s Inn Fields, and to inquire for 
Monsr. Fonseca, who speaks very good English, and gave him a 
note with the said direction. At London he found out Monsr. 
Fonseca and gave him the note, who desired him and his com- 
panion, who came with him from Ostend, to take a lodging, it being 
Sunday night, and gave them a crown, and said he would speak 
with them on Monday, and sent for them Monday evening to his own 
house, where was with him a Mr. Harrington, with whom he 
desired them to go, and who would have a good care of them. 
Mr. Harrington took them to his lodging, where were the Laird of 
Lamond and Mr. Robert Murray, who pretended to be their great 
friends, and desired them to show them in what manner they 
and the rest of the soldiers of Douglas’s regiment had been taken 
out of Scotland, which of them were pressed and which were put 
into the King’s prisons, and when they came from Scotland, 
whether before or after the proclamation, and Mr. Murray desired 
them to come to his chamber at 8 next morning, but they did 
not. The night following, the informant and his companion 
being in bed, Mr. Murray and Mr. Harrington came and desired 
them to come to Mr. Murray’s chamber next morning, which 
they did, and then Mr. Murray and Mr. Harrington pressed them 
again to declare how they had been raised in Scotland, and told 
them, if they would do it, they should want for nothing, should 
have money to carry them home and should need fear nobody, 
for it would be much good to Scotland. Then Mr. Murrav carried 
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them to Lord Cavendish’s lodgings and found him in bed, and 
desired them to declare to him what they had said to him and 
Mr. Harrington, which they did, and then Lord Cavendish 
desired them to go with Mr. Murray to declare the same where he 
should bring them; Mr. Murray afterwards promising them 
that he would get money from his lordship and others for them. 
Accordingly Mr. Murray carried them to the door of the House 
of Commons, in order to have them examined there, but they 
were not. In the meantime Mr. Murray and Mr. Harrington 
carried them to a neighbouring alehouse and there with the Laird 
of Lamond took severally notes- of the narrative they obliged 
the informant and his comrade to give them of their being raised 
in and transported from Scotland, and, to encourage them, that 
evening Mr. Murray and Mr. Harrington came to their quarters, 
and desired their landiord to let them want for nothing. Next 
morning they went to Mr. Murray’s lodgings, who gave the 
informant his campagne coat, as he had done several times before, 
desiring him to wear it over his red coat that he might not be 
known by any of the Duke of Lauderdale’s servants or people, 
nor by Sir Francis Ruth[{v]jen, his captain’s brother, Mr. Murray 
charging him and his fellow not to come near any of them or to 
speak to any concerning this affair, and then carried them again 
to the Parliament House, but nothing was done at that time 
either. That evening the informant understood that Mr. Fonseca 
had left word at his lodging that he and his companion should. 
come to Wild House or to his house at 9 that.night. They went 
to Mr. Fonseca’s house, who asked them where they had been, 
and gave them another crown, and, seeming to be angry they had 
been with Mr. Murray, bade them go their ways, for he would not 
have any more to do with them and charged them not to make 
any mention of his name. About 10 that night Mr. Harrington 
came to their lodging and desired them to come at 7 next morning 
to his lodging and to call Mr. Murray by the way, which they did 
viz., yesterday morning, and Mr. Murray told them that the 
business they were about would be good news in Scotland, for 
an account was written of it to Duke Hamilton, and added that 
he would go to Lord Shaftesbury and get some money from him 
for them. After which at Mr. Harrington’s chamber he desired 
them to sit still till he had copied their before mentioned declaration, 
and, without showing or reading to them the copy, he and Mr. Murray 
carried them to a house which he knows not, where two men in 
gowns were writing, one of whom administered an oath to them 
and asked the informant if he had read the said paper, to which 
he was then bid to sign and swear. He replied that he had, and 
accordingly was sworn to it, without reading it or having it read 
to him. Being further asked concerning the said paper, he says 
he never read or had read to him the paper he actually signed 
and swore to, but had read the original, out of which he saw Mr. 
Harrington transcribe the copy he signed and swore to. 

After he and his companion had signed and sworn to the said 
paper, Mr. Harrington gave two pieces of silver, which he supposes 
to be half-a-crown and sixpence, to the person that administered 
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the oath, and he and Mr. Murray bade them go to their quarters 
and keep all things close, saying they would come to their lodgings 
that day, and bade them say nothing to anybody and that they 
would change their lodgings. They did not come that day, but 
this morning, the 10th, the informant and his comrade went to 
Mr. Murray’s lodging, and seeing there a copy of the paper they 
had signed and sworn to yesterday, the informant, finding that they 
had both sworn to and signed jointly what they had declared 
severally, excepted against it, and said, if he had seen the paper he 
subscribed yesterday, he would tear it, seeing they had bound him and 
his comrade jointly, excepting particularly against a clause therein 
concerning the cutting off of some soldiers’ ears, which he declares 
he never saw, to which Mr. Murray replied that to go back of what 
he had signed was to take off his own ears. Mr. Murray gave him 
this morning a shilling for his morning’s draught and desired him 
and his comrade to be waiting near Westminster, lest there might 
be occasion to have them examined. Afterwards his comrade 
told the informant that they said they might go home, for nothing 
would be done to-day, and would come at 7 at night to their 
lodgings and bring them money, but would not tell them whom 
they had it from.

To prevent this the Parliament 
made an Act for the better ordering the militia, because many evil 
and rebellious principles had been instilled into the minds of the 
people, which, if not prevented, may break forth. Now how fit 
our militia is to prevent their breaking forth I leave you to judge, 
when such are put into command as are evidently known to be of 
evil principles, and have always favoured those that are so, 
who declared he could with as good a conscience hear a tradesman 
preach and receive the Sacrament from him as from a minister 
in orders, and justifies the Nonconformists to be as good subjects 
as those of the Church, and that it was no offence to be a Dissenter, 
if they paid their penalty, when taken. Much more I have given 
you an account of their principles and practices, by whose means 
the factious are grown so great that their meeting-house is not 
sufficient to contain them, they meeting upwards of 2,000 at a 
time, and so bold that, on the settlement of the militia in these 
hands, they took confidence to sing psalms which they had left 
off from the time their licences were recalled. Some of them 
then threatening said; these times would not last long, and that 
we were on the hill now, but they expected to see us down soon, 
and then encourage one another to meet in as considerable numbers 
as they could, and, if any came to disturb them, to beat them, 
saying ; this would put all in a flame, and that would do their 
work. I appeal to you, whether these things must not create 
great jealousies and fears in all the truly loyal there, and whether 
they might not fear to be surprised in their beds, when the factious 
met in these numbers at their conventicle house in the night and 
kept their doors shut, which, for ought we know, might be to 
muster and arm, as Venner’s crew did in London, and so surprise 
the town. Then and never before did I give them the least 
disturbance, which was coming down to their meeting-house all 
alone in my nightgown, which being discovered by some of their 
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scouts, they immediately broke up. Were it not safer for the peace 
of the kingdom and to remove the fears of those who are lovers of 
it to put such into command in the militia as: have been always 
faithful to the King and the Church’s interest than those of evil 
principles, fitter to head the factious than to prevent their breaking 
forth? You having required from me an account of what should 
pass amongst us relating to the public, I have for above 15 years past 
obeyed your commands, and about June last acquainted you with 
this our condition, which I am ready to make out, but, to the dis- 
couragement of all the loyal and the encouragement of the 
factious, a copy of one of my letters was sent to my adversaries, 


‘which not serving their ends, they strictly examined several in our 


town, whether they ever heard me speak anything against the 
Government or the Lord Lieutenant, or to speak what else they 
knew of me, but, nothing appearing that they could make advantage 
of, the Lord Lieutenant having written to them to prosecute me, 
they bound me over to the sessions, and, that nothing might be 
wanting to carry on their design, my original letter was delivered 
to them, and I must be tried in their Court where they must set 
judges in their own cause. To prevent this, I came to London 
to prevail that his Majesty might have the hearing of the whole 
matter, which you informed me he had so ordered. Then to keep 
up the spirits of my adversaries they were promised that their 
coming up should be prevented, and my Lord writes to them, that, 
he would «make me fly the corporation, and he heard I was sick, 
but he would make me vomit, and that whereas I had put a thorn 
in their foot, he would take it out and stick it in my sides, and he 
would make those that had subscribed a certificate on my behalf 
recant before he had done. Then they fall on my wife and put 
her by her trade and distrain and sell her goods, so that all art 
and industry has not been wanting to ruin me and my family. 
Whether I have most reason to complain of my adversaries or you, 
is yet a question. By delivering out my letter you brought me 
into all this trouble, which set my adversaries on me, who would, 
if they could, have ruined me out of hand, and you, for all I can 
see, would bring me to the same end in letting me wait here to 
waste my estate and neglect my occasions. Notwithstanding, I at 
first left myself to you to do what you pleased with me, and have 
to this very day begged of you only to free my wife from her 
troubles and let me defend myself, but, finding no hopes of being 
heard or the least kindness afforded me except in words, I must 
consult some friends about this, which out of respect to you I have 
hitherto concealed. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 392, No. 3.]

Another came out with her, but they were separated in foul 
weather, and they hear she is put into Dartmouth, and they 
stay for her, being both bound for Galicia on the States’ account.

Concerning his conduct in the case of Hugh 
Willoughby alias Revell, which fully appears from the next paper. 
(Printed in The Life of Sir L. Jenkins, Vol. II. p. 710.) [S. P. Dom., 
Car.

The case of the granting the administration of the personal 
estate of Hugh Willoughby alias Revell, a bastard. Sir William 
Willoughby of Selston, Nottmghamshire, had no lawful issue, 
but two base sons, Richard and Hugh Willoughby alias Revell. 
Sir William by his will devised 3001. per annum in land to the said 
Richard and to Hugh 5001. per annum and all the residue of his 
personalestate. This will was questioned at common law and in the 
ecclesiastical courts by Mrs. Dixie, Sir William’s sister, but its 
validity was proved. In 1675 the said Hugh died, a minor and 
intestate, so that his Majesty became entitled to his estate, who 
4 Oct., 1675, granted his right and title thereto to Henry Killigrew, 
and by warrant authorized and commanded his advocate-general 
and proctor to appear before Sir L. Jenkins, Judge of the 
Prerogative Court, to desire that the administration of the said 
Hugh’s estate might be granted to Killigrew. In this warrant his 
Majesty’s will and pleasure was signified that the said adminis- 
tration should be granted to Killigrew, at which Sir Leoline was 
displeased, but, being informed that it was drawn according to 
former precedents and that his Majesty might lawfully seize the 
estate without administration, he appointed a further day to hear 
the law, and accordingly counsel were heard for his Majesty, Mrs. 
Dixie, Sir William’s executors, and Anne Revell, the said Hugh’s 
mother, and the King’s title to the bastard’s personal estate was 
fully made out and, because the King never takes the execution of a 
will in which he is named executor, nor any administration in his 
own name, but appoints others against whom an action may be 
brought, the judge granted the administration of the personal 
estate to the said Killigrew, his Majesty’s assignee. [Ibid. No. 12.] 
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[March ?] Collection of Mr. E{lsd]’s testimony against Mr. Harrington. 
15 July, 1676. Mr. Harrington being in company with Mr. E. 
produced all Jenks’ examinations “te Bin the King and Council 
and each Lord’s reply and what the King said to Jenks and his 
reply, and said he had behaved bravely and like a true Englishman, 
and sent these with other papers that night into the country.

Falling into scurrilous language against the Lord Chancellor and 
Lord Treasurer, he said the Monday following he and others were 
to go to the Lord Chancellor to require Jenks to be delivered on 
bail, and, if he refused, he should hope to see him hanged the next 
session.

II. or III., there ought to be a parliament every year, and 
that now, it being prorogued above a twelvemonth, it was ipso 
facto dissolved. 


8 Aug. That Harrington afterwards repeated the same thing. 
The Friday before Dr. Frith told Mr. Elsd (sic) that he admired at 
Harrington’s madness, for, taking a copy of the affidavits by 
masters whose ships were taken by the French, he read and showed 
them to as many as he could on and about the Exchange in 
reflection on the Government. 


The Sunday after in Mr. E’s company he produced and read 
a dangerous book vindicating Jenks and proving the parliament 
dissolved. The following day he came again, exclaiming against 
the Government, saying that the King was bound to a law as well 
as others and that the Government was in the three estates, and 
that taking up arms unless against all three was no rebellion, whereon 
a Mr. Gere replied, Then you allow those hanged at Charing Cross 
were not for rebellion. Pish, quoth Harrington, that was only 
the opinion of 12 men. He said further that the Lord Treasurer 
was only kept in his place by a French whore. The 28th 
Harrington before that time said that, if Jenks had not been bailed, 
the Lord Chief Justice should have been forced to it, or else have 
hanged the next session, and the night before he told Mr. E. he 
was one that bailed Sir Philip Mountayne (Monckton) and that 
he and Freake and Radford with some others bought the faggots 
which made the bonfire for Jenks’ release. Mr. E. says that he 
constantly keeps intelligence with Lord Shaftesbury in all his 
mutinous collections. 30 Nov. Harrington told Mr. E. that by the 
corruption and baseness of two or three great ministers, we were 
bought and sold to the French, to which Mr. E. replying that he 
was always upon such mad discourse that he could not bear it, 
and that he met with none of the King’s servants but owned they 
were better paid than when his cousin Shaftesbury had to do with 
the Treasury, Mr. H. said it’s not matter for that, for he hoped 
to live to see them all hanged.

not above a twentieth of what the inhabitants of London have been 
assessed at. There has been lately a great improvement without 
the liberties of the City by the vast number of new buildings, 
which yield a far greater rent. than houses of the same dimensions 
in the heart of the City. Relief is therefore earnestly desired 
by the City.

We doubt not great regard will be had to the land, being the fund 
on which all taxes of late are charged, which has now for 30 years 
patiently laboured under this restraint without relief. If this 
source of all our riches be still neglected, it will be worth con- 
sidering how in future taxes shall be raised. 

3. A limited exportation will be of great advantage to his 
Majesty, who for want of it loses one-third in every land tax 
besides the customs of wool exported. (Reply to the objection 
of some that he will lose more in customs on cloth exported and 
clothing materials imported than he will get if wool be exported.) 

4. Notwithstanding the permission of exporting our super- 
fluous wool, it was unlawful to bring Irish wool into England 
unless to some staple towns in order to its exportation to 
foreigners, notwithstanding which we have vast quantities of it 
brought to England and wrought here to the utter ruin of our 
lands, which are hastening to an equality in value with those of 
Ireland. 

5. Considering the great quantities of Spanish and other 
foreign wool now used, the great increase of sheep by draining 
the fens, converting plowed lands to pasture, improvement of 
lands by cinquefoil and other seed, the vast quantity of Irish 
wool brought to England, and the small consumption of our own 
wool since our making thin tentered broad cloths, in which there is 
not one-third part of the wool formerly spent, it will be evident that, 
though our wool is much increased, our consumption is greatly 
lessened, and it is not without cause that landlords and tenants 
complain and implore redress, submitting what they shall do 
with the overplus of wool on their hands, that cannot be manu- 
factured in England, there being now four and five years’ wool in 
several graziers’ hands, though some has been lately sold at 41. 
the pack, which for many years yielded 12/. If there were an 
Act to prohibit all subjects transporting any wool and permitting 
all foreign merchants to buy and transport it, after the clothiers 
have had reasonable time to furnish themselves with as much as 
they can work, suppose from 1 Nov. to 25 March, paying reasonable 
customs, it is conceived the price of wool will be raised, the 
customs increased and the rents much improved. [Printed.

Case of the Borough of Newark-on-Trent. His Majesty having 
lately erected the said town into a borough with power to send two 
burgesses to Parliament, the freemen and freeholders, being un- 
willing that Sir Paul Neile should be imposed on them, importuned 
Mr. Peniston Whalley to repair to Newark on the day appointed 
for reading the King’s writ and to accept of their choice to one 
of their burgess-ships. Accordingly he went to Newark and was 
in August, 1673, with the Hon. Henry Savile chosen one of their 
burgesses by the major part of the freemen and freeholders present, 
though at the same time the Mayor and Aldermen, pretendi 
the power of electing was invested in them, chose the said 
Mr. Savile and Sir Paul Neile and returned them accordingly and 
refused a poll for Mr. Whalley, though demanded. There is since 
a petition to the House of Conimons in the name of the freemen 
&c., of Newark desiring that’ they may not be excluded from 
their votes, by which they mean a new election, which, it may 
conceived, there is no more reason for them for any other full 
borough, for, if the power of election be in the Mayor and Aldermen, 
Neile and Savile are duly chosen; if in the freemen and free- 
holders and such as pay scot and lot, then the said Savile and 
Whalley are duly elected.

Arguments to prove that the election [at Newark] is good 
without the Speaker’s warrant for issuing a writ for election as 
was done in the case of Tewkesbury. 

1. It is the King’s and the House’s right that all counties and 
boroughs, having right to elect, should do so and that the persons 
elected should serve. 

2. If the writ be omitted to be sent to a county and thereby 
there is no election in that county, the Chancellor may issue a 
writ without the Speaker’s warrant, for it was an omission of his 
at first or the messenger’s fault. 

3. If the writ is sent to the sheriff and he sends no precepts 
to any borough or only to some, the Chancellor may issue out a 
new writ requiring him to send his precept to the boroughs or 
to the particular one omitted, for it is the King’s right to have 
the attendance of all such as ought to attend, and it is not in the 
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power of the House to refuse such, as they may do, if the Speaker’s 
warrant were necessary, for what passes by his warrant ought 
to be on question, on which it may be resolved as well that no 
warrant should issue as otherwise. 

4. The case differs when the House is in possession of its 
members and knows them, for then they only can judicially tell 
whether a new election ought to be or a competitor before them 
with him that is dead ought to have the place, and the Chancellor 
in such a case cannot judicially know what member is wanting 
without the information of the House. In this case the House 
can never judicially take notice of a member they never had nor 
before had right to have, and, if they take any notice, it must bé 
on motion, but a motion may not be made and it is no reason 
that on such a contingency the King should want his burgess. 

On the whole case and precedents it is manifest there ought 
to be a burgess chosen as there has been, and though in the case 
of Tewkesbury the Speaker’s warrant was ex abundante cautela, 
and so it was endeavoured in this case, yet the election had been 
good without it. (Accounts of the cases of Tewkesbury and 
Bewdley.) Objection, that the writ ought to have been directed to 
the Mayor and Aldermen. Answer, that Tewkesbury charter 
was the same, but no writ was ever sent to them, but only a precept 
from the sheriff. Objection, that in the case of Tewkesbury the 
Speaker gave his warrant for the writ, but here he did not. 
Answer. It was confirmed by the House of Commons in that case 
that the King had a legal right to incorporate and give power 
to send burgesses and that the charter was good. As soon as 
the Newark charter was sealed, which was after the Parliament 
was adjourned, the Speaker was attended for his warrant, 
but his answer was, that it did not belong to him to 
grant it, since the House was never possessed of any member. 
So, the House not sitting, as they were in the case of Tewkesbury, 
and the Speaker during the adjournment refusing his warrant 
and Newark having an undoubted right to have burgesses in this 
very Parliament, the Lord Chancellor could not deny granting a 
writ when requested by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

(Proof that the King may restrain the election to a few.) 

Objection, that, if the King may make one borough with power 
to choose Parliament men, sitting the Parliament, and restrain 
the power of electing too, he may make a hundred, and so a major 
part of the House,and carry any question then in debate by the 
new members against the old. Answer. The King’s right is not 
to be taken away on the bare supposition of a possibility of using 
it ill, especially when, if he makes a new borough with power to 
choose Parliament men, he makes it not for the time only but for 
ever. The Lords’ House is much more liable to this, if it were 
an inconveniency, for the King can and does daily create lords, 
sitting the Parliament, to them and their heirs male and some- 
times also by writ calls persons to the House without giving the 
like right to their heirs male, and yet it is not disputed in the 
House of Lords that the King may do either, nor was it ever done 
to carry any particular question. Objection. That the Act of 23 
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Hen. VI provides that elections be made by citizens and burgesses 
and none other. Answer. First, it does not conclude that all the 
citizens and burgesses may choose and no one can say but the 
Mayor and Aldermen are burgesses of their boroughs. Secondly, 
that this statute was only for the election of cities and boroughs then 
in being, and had no intention to oblige the King not to restrain 
those created in future from choosing by all their citizens or burgesses. 
Thirdly. It is more probable that the election by the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall produce the choice of fit persons than by all the 
freemen, for commonly the former are men of the best estates and 
capacities in the borough and least apt to be swayed in giving 
their votes by hospitality and have more interest in the prosperity 
of the kingdom and the respective towns, as having more to lose 
than the ordinary freemen, and, if the elections in all the cities 
and boroughs were made by some of the discreeter men only in 
such, no doubt it would produce the choice of fitter persons to 
serve.

He said, I declare in 
the presence of God and as a dying man I am weary of my life, 
for I have been so wicked I am ashamed to live. Besides, I was 
so tired by this party in London that I was fain to leave the 
town, and so came down and drew Shepheard into this robbery, 
being of a desperate fortune. But I know I can do the King and 
kingdom good service, if I be heard. March 22. I advised him 
to consider the danger of a dying man’s concealing his sins and 
resolved him they were to die in the morning and that at his 
taking the Sacrament I should demand the truth of what he had 
said.

Objections of Secretary Coventry to the bill concerning the 
Hearth Money. The certificate directed to be made yearly into 
the Exchequer will be useless, except in the few cases where no 
distress can be had, for the duty is charged on each fire hearth 
and not on the certificate, for, if the certificate be mistaken and 
charge duty on 8 fire hearths, where there are but 6, and the’ 
officer distrains for 8, the certificate will not justify him and 
vice versa, and the charge of making the certificate will be more 
than the increase of duty can amount to. By this bill distress must 
be made of the goods of the occupier dwelling in the house from 
which the duty arises and not elsewhere, consequently the duty 
must be lost on all empty houses, and on all houses divided and on 
all let to paupers, and, if the tenant removes to another house, 
before the officer can get the duty, the duty and arrears due by 
such tenant will be w holly lost. If it be objected that in all these 
cases the King can sue in the Exchequer, the answer is that the 
charges of any suit in the Exchequer will be much more than the 
duty can amount to, and, where the King does get judgment, the 
defendant pays no costs, so that, when he cannot get his duty 
by distress, he had much better lose it than sue. 

The manner of collecting the duty is made much more dilatory 
and chargeable than in the first Acts, with arguments to show 
that this is the case. 

The bill exempts all great smith’s forges as anchor smiths, &c., 
who get great estates by their trade and ought to be chargeable 
for their forges as well as any other person. As to the small smiths, 
scissor makers, nailers, &c., the duty has not been demanded of 
them.

James Percy, claimant as cousin and next heir male to Joscelin, 
late Earl of Northumberland, to the King and the Houses of Lords 
and Commons. Complaint showing that the following printed 
paper was prepared since the last session and the first of them was 
presented to the King, and was intended only to inform the 
world that the claimant continues his claim. On a trial at the 
King’s Bench bar, 15 April, 1676, it was positively proved that 
he is cousin and next heir male to the said Earl. The Countess 
of Northumberland’s agents charged the jury to take notice that 
Percy’s name was not so, for he was an impostor-and a branded 
person. It is true he was born with a mole like a half moon, there- 
fore no brand but a crescent, which belongs to the Percys’ arms. 

The defendants in Trinity term, 1674, offered the plaintiff's 
counsel, if they would set aside the trial, they would own the 
plaintiff the true heir and assist him with their pedigree and 
records, but would give no security to perform their promise, but 
their word. He was nonsuited at the trial, his witnesses not 
appearing, yet Lord Chief Justice Hale said the plaintiff had 
proved himself a true Percy, and they believed he was cousin 
and next heir to the late Earl, only he had taken his descent a little 
too low. s 

(Demonstrations, of the innocency of the King and of the Duke 
of Monmouth in the matter.) 

In the former printed papers presented to Parliament the 
claimant prayed that no act might pass concerning the title and 
estate belonging to the Earldom till his title and pedigree were 
fully tried, and set forth how dubious it was for him to prove his 
descent, and prayed that Parliament would make some speedy 
provision therein, because the Court of Wards is put down, and 
there are now in such cases no inquisitions post mortem. When 
the claimant’s case was before the House of Commons, it was 
adjourned for a fortnight and on the day appointed Parliament 
was prorogued and nothing was done. He therefore prays that 
the King and the House of Lords would order a Committee of the 
House of Commons to examine his witnesses to preserve their 
evidence, and, if his pedigree be proved, that he may be recom- 
mended to the House of Peers to take the seat of his ancestors 
according to his title, and that the lands which were begged might 
be restored to the title and earldom of Northumberland without 
suits at law.

[March %] Reasons offered to the consideration of Parliament against the 
exportation of wool, yarn, &c., to foreign parts. Though the 
exportation of wool has formerly been allowed, when our manu- 
facture was not brought te the perfection it now is, it does not 
follow there should be no restraint to it in succeeding times. 
Experience has made out the consequence of that exportation 
to be injurious. (Quoting in support of their contention the 
preamble of 12 Car. II., c. 32, prohibiting the exportation of 
wool, &c.) Since these reasons are now of the same validity as 
when the Act was made, to give liberty to the exportation of wool, 
&c., will be contrary to the interest of the whole nation. 

The answer to the allegation that there is a superfluity of wool 
that cannot be vended, for want of a quick vent of cloth, and 
therefore necessary to be exported, is that exportation of wool 
is the grand cause thereof,as by means of one pack of English 
or Irish wool exported, our neighbours have improved a double 
if not treble proportion of their own, for they cannot have wool 
so good and so cheap anywhere else nor carry on that manufacture 
effectually without our wool, therefore it is contrary to our interest 
to dispose of it on any terms, how specious soever. 

If liberty of exportation be granted on payment of duty, if it 
be high, then our neighbours will clandestinely transport it ; if 
little, it will be easily balanced by their advantages in cheap 
diet and labour. 

Though it has been affirmed that a limited exportation would 
increase the customs and raise the price of lands, &c., it’s con- 
ceived the effects would be directly contrary, for the customs are 
not comparatively raised from the export, but the import, which 
must fall in proportion as the quantity of our manufactures fails 
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of exportation. The customs on our manufacture exported 
and the materials for making thereof imported amount to much 
more than in reason will be thought fit to be imposed on wool ; 
besides the customs of those vast quantities of other goods 
brought in by reason of our exported manufactures would be 
in great part lost ; for, allowing that the exported wool would 
bring in some such goods, yet a pack of wool unmanufactured at 
10/. cannot bring in so much as the same manufactured, which 
will be treble the value, and, if the kingdom lose 20/. on every 
pack exported, it is conceived that no man can maintain his 
Majesty will be a gainer thereby. If an exportation be allowed 
for some months, it will be the same as though there were no 
prohibition, for the foreigners, if permitted to buy and export 
at certain times, will not want agents to engross the wool against 
the times of allowance, whereby the whole trade of the kingdom 
will be lost and the multitude, which depend thereon, be con- 
strained to resort to where the work is to be manufactured, the 
consequence whereof will be the impoverishing and unpeopling 
of the kingdom. 

There is now a sufficient number of manufacturers in the 
kingdom and multitudes of poor, ready to starve for want of 
employment. It is therefore conceived it is our present interest 
to endeavour by all means to keep our wool and the manufacturing 
thereof to ourselves, considering how sad it will be, if, when the 
the French king and other neighbouring princes and states are 
endeavouring to erect and increase the woollen manufacture in 
their dominions, which without our wool they can never perfectly 
accomplish, we ourselves should contrive to bring their design 
to perfection. 

The first and principal reason of the present abatement of the 
price of wool is the French king’s extreme impositions on our 
manufacture, which are twice doubled since the restoration, so that 
several sorts of cloth pay from 25 to 50 per cent., whereby is 
prevented the exportation to his dominions in value above 400,000. 
per annum, and the exportation of our wool gives the occasion of 
this high imposition thereby to encourage his own manufacture 
and to increase his revenue. 

Another reason is his incursion into Germany and_ the 
Netherlands, to which places were shipped from London annually 
90,000 cloths, and for the last five years not above 20,000 per 
annum. 

The third reason is the not wearing and otherwise using our own 
wool or the cloth made thereof both by ourselves: at home and by 
the people in our several plantations. Here it is worth considering 
what encouragement his Majesty’s good example was this last 
summer to the English manufacture by his wearing it, whereby 
the market of Blackwell Hall for mixed cloths was improved to 
a greater height than it had been for many years precedent. 

What furthers the consumption of wool, conduces evidently to 
the advancement of its price. (Reference to the Act for burying 
in woollen, and calculation that, as about 20,000 die in London 
every year, which is a seventh part of the kingdom, about 140,000 
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die yearly in England, and that, allowing 3/b. of wool for a shroud, 
420,000/b. would be yearly buried.) Had that Act been duly 
observ ed, it is obvious what a quantity of wool had by this time 
been consumed and about 60,0001. per annum saved, which is 
laid out for linen cloth for that use. 

It is indisputable that the transportation of wool from Ireland 
to foreign parts is an occasion of the great decay of the woollen 
manufacture here and the impoverishment, if not ruin, of many 
thousand families heretofore employed therein. 

Notwithstanding the former good laws to prevent so great a 
mischief, abundance of wool- is still conveyed to foreign parts 
from his Majesty’s dominions, especially Ireland, and those who 
have made inspection into the practice of Irish traders find that 
of the prodigious quantity of wool exported thence, which is near 
four times as much as formerly, above the moiety has been con- 

veyed vo foreign parts, which, if continued, must of necessity 
speedily and inevitably prejudice, if not destroy, our gerne 

On consideration of the cause of so increasing a mischief, i 
appears that fraudulent persons by combination with or eae 
of customers frequently enter inso!vent or non-resident securities 
for returning certificates of their having landed their wool in 
England and sometimes produce forged certificates to the deluding 
of the judges, who cannot have time nor means to inspect into 
the same. Besides, by underhand prosecution of their own bonds, 
they produce no proof to the judges, but such as shall lead, on 
pretence of shipwreck, cross winds or the like, to the discharge of 
their bonds and judgment against his Majesty on the same. 

If the advancement of the woollen manufacture be the support 
of the glory of our nation and wil! prevent the impoverishment, 
if not the inevitable destruction, of thousands of families; if it 
will advance the price of wool and improve the rate of lands, it 
is presumed that this high court will take some speedy course 
for the redress of so national a grievance. (Apparently in answer 
to the paper of 19 March, calendared ante, p. 36.)

St. Omer in the possession of the 
French and that great king now at Calais, Duke of Créqui coming 
hither under character of an ambassador extraordinary and the 
great Archbishop of Rheims comes with him; will be this day 
in town. Lord Sunderland from the King and Lord Duras from 
the Duke gone to compliment the King of France. We are not 
well pleased here that that King should be so near. I believe 
we shall be quiet this year for all our noise of war with France. 
The King this day gone for Newmarket, I suppose to a great 
cock match there. Will return beginning of the week following. 
Not one word has been spoke about the Duke this whole 
Sessions. None of the bills-of Popery finished. I think they 
might keep cold, though the adjournment were longer, but the 
best news I can tell you is that the Duchess is with child. Mighty 
doings will be at Windsor on St. George’s Day by reason of the 
two new Knights of the Garter, Lord Newcastle and Lord 
Treasurer. The four lords continue in the Tower. An Act of 
Parliament passed repealing the old Jaw De Heretico Comburendo 
on which the Lord Chancellor observed and was hummed for 
it, that the Parliament had taken away Smithfield Purgatory. 
French ambassador’s chapel robbed last Sunday night, the 
tabernacle and seven consecrated hosts taken away. Next 
morning several pieces of the tabernacle found broken and 
scattered about, and the hosts laid on the ground covered over 
with grass and unbroke. Je Deum this day sung for the happy 
finding of them. P 

The shortest account I can give about the difference betwixt 
the two Houses is this, viz., a clause in the bill for an account of 
the money to be made to the House of Commons.

On some differences depending 
before his Majesty between Callaghan, late Earl of Clancarty, 
Capt. Owen McCarty and Charles McCarty concerning the said 
lands, it was by order in Council of 9 Dec., 1674, declared there

of several letters and orders she has to produce, and the expense 
she has been at in making out his Majesty’s title thereto, she 
apprehends that no other person has so much right to have a 
grant of the said lands as her said son, and therefore desires to 
be heard by counsel concerning her son’s right thereto, before the 
disposal thereof, which hearing, I conceive, may be reasonable 
to grant, and, if his Majesty on the said hearing shall find that the 
said lands are in his own disposal, I see no reason why the same 
may not be granted either to the petitioner or such other person 
as his Majesty shall judge most meriting his favour, so as the 
quit rent due thereout be reserved on such grant and such 
deficiencies be placed thereon as they are by the said Acts liable 
to satisfy.

The King to Thomas Elmes of Lilford, Northamptonshire. 
Whereas the late King James founded in Stamford an almshouse, 
consisting of a warden, confrater, and 12 poor and endowed the 
same very liberally, which warden and confrater are eligible by 
the Dean of Stamford and the Vicar of All Saints there, provided 
they make the election within 14 days after a vacancy and in 
case of lapse the heirs of William Browne, your ancestor, have the 
next 14 days, and whereas the said place of warden is become 
void by the death of William Stiles, clerk, who by the unhappy 
example of his predecessor has suffered the said charity to be 
much abused, contrary to the statutes and the founder’s pious 
intention, and by reason of the first 14 days’ lapse the nomination 
is in you, we most particularly and effectually recommend to you 
Francis Whatton, clerk, to be by you nominated and admitted 
warden of the said hospital. [S.P. Dom., Entry Book 47, p. 50.] 


Thomas Burrowes to James Hickes. To-day came in here the 
Hope of Barbados from Virginia, laden with tobacco. The two 
frigates and a ketch of the King’s are still in Virginia. Six of the 
heads of the mutineers are hanged and all quiet. [S.P. Ireland, 
Car. II. 338, No. 48.] 


Francis Bastinck to Williamson. This morning arrived the 
packet-boat from Calais. The passengers report that the burghers 
at St. Omer do not yet open their shops, that several of their 
magistrates are attending the Intendant of Dunkirk, who has 
the same power over those of St. Omer as he has at Dunkirk, 
in order to a reformation or a new sort of government to be 
established in civil matters, for which the city is to raise a great 
sum, to be paid before they will be permitted to enjoy any of 
their former privileges, and that several troops now quartered 
at Calais and other garrisons in the neighbourhood have order 
to march towards Champagne. There is also a report that the 
Prince of Orange is marched and that part of his army is at 
Vuerne and about Nieuport, of which we expect the certainty 
by the Nieuport packet, and wonder it is not arrived, the mail 
coming into Nieuport béfore noon on Thursdays, and since the 
weather has been very fair, the wind E. and N.E. 

Tis said an Ostender has chased a small French man-of-war 
ashore near Boulogne, being one of the three that convoy the 
billanders between that place and Dunkirk, and refused to 
strike to Capt. Crevate, whereupon they understood the English 
men-of-war had orders to bring them up, which, when the King 
was at Dunkirk, they acquainted the Marquis Seignelay with, 
to know his pleasure, who ordered them to avoid the English 
men-of-war, but, in case they could not, not to strike. [S.P.

Nathaniel Osborne to Williamson. There was no decision 
about the knight of our shire, but by consent the sheriff is to make 
a double return and the end is left to the Committee for Elections.

After his return from 
Holland he preferred me to the now Lord Lieutenant, on whom 
I have waited ever since as first gentleman usher, but, he being 
about to leave to make room for the Duke of Ormonde, I must 
now pray you to intercede for me to his Grace that I may continue 
in the same place under him, or, if the first be promised already, 
that I may be one of the three gentlemen ushers, or, if that fail, 
one of his Bedchamber. 

I earnestly beseech you to think of me, because I could never 
attain to any considerable settlement, my masters being called 
home just about the time I reckoned on obtaining something 
by their means. 

Lord Arlington on Sir W. Temple’s account about five years 
ago assured me I should not fail of any assistance he could give me, 
and perhaps, if he were informed by you of my request, he would 
speak a good word for me, too.

Your bill of exchange to Lumme is accepted and will be paid 
at the time. It seems the Bishop of Down’s desire to sell his 
house should import his mind to live in some other place, unless 
he will take Capt. Spencer’s that is mortgaged to him by Magee, 
wherein Bishop Taylor lived, for my sister Hill is removed to 
Thomas Abbott’s new house and William Benson has built a house 
for himself in part of Anthony’s Coslett’s ground, which will 
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be very handsome and is almost finished. 59 feet of that ground 
plot are to set, but I believe the Bishop will not take it to build 
for a successor. I projected your advising Mr. Mildmay to it, 
which he may and would do it handsomely, if you can persuade 
him to lay out some of his money so. 

Lord Massereene wrote to you long since about a presentment 
of the Grand Jury to raise 300/. for building a bridge over the 
Bann at Port Glenone without advising with him or me or the 
Marquess of Antrim, and indeed contrary to my advice, for I 
wrote to them to forbear imposing on the county so great a sum, 
and, as I think, so unnecessary a work, but such as live in the 
Root to get timber, &c., out of Londonderry persisted in levying 
the money on other baronies, but I stopped it here, and a certiorart 
is procured out of the King’s Bench to remove it, which will be 
disputed this term and doubtless be judged very illegal. 

Your nieces are gone to the burial of their mother’s old servant, 
Nan Breers. Her husband is very poor and unfit to execute the 
Seneschal’s place, which occasion much trouble and complaints 
to me. Mr. Harrison is at Dublin, so I intend to sit this leet with 
Mr. Breers myself, for which there is a necessity, else I should 
not, for business now becomes wearisome to me. 

Arthur Hoole is now recovering beyond expectation. His wife 
died last week and the grandmother has taken their four children 
into her care.

Richard Watts to Williamson. This morning arrived in the 
Downs Capt. Grantham; commander of a merchant ship from 
Virginia.

‘* A Commentary upon the present condition of the kingdom 
and its melioration’’ by J. M[ackernes] with sub-title ‘‘ The 
kingdom’s sickness and its cure,” the symptoms being, (1) want 
of money and trade ; (2) consequently people are of low spirits, 
like people expecting ruin; (3) fear of a foreign enemy. He 
attributes them to the Parliament having granted the king such 
immense sums, which moneys alone were capable to manage a 
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great trade, and besides the hearth money and excise, to which 
may be added the rebuilding of London. The remedy he proposes 
is to take away the lands of lazy and deceitful clergymen, which 
he will show may be done with honesty and honour, right and 
justice, with safety to the government and advancement of 
religion. The tithes should be equally allotted among the clergy, 
who should be kept from secular business and their lands and 
manors should be given to the public benefit. The revenue thereof 
may be employed partly in building ships of war and fishing vessels, 
repairing forts and walled towns and for the advancement of trade, 
for building workhouses, and in building houses for the improve- 
ment of the mineral trade whither might be sent to works of 
drudgery those now delivered to death on small offences. 
Therewith also Monts de Pieté might be established, men might 
be sent abroad for the improvement of trade, inventors might 
be rewarded, decayed gentlemen assisted and the King’s 
necessities relieved without burden to his subjects. Though our 
ancestors’ eyes were blinded to give the best of the kingdom to 
clergymen, we should be still blinder, if we suffer them to enjoy 
what was so exorbitantly given or rather gotten by fraud and 
collusion. (With arguments at great length to show the right 
and equity of this proposal and attacks on Episcopal government 
and bishops and a long dissertation on the true nature of religion, 
which is defined to be an internal exercise to keep the soul pure 
and free from inordinate desires, clean and immaculate from all 
pollution, and so is the mother of all moral duty.) A Christian 
Church is defined as the assembly of those who, denying the world 
and its corrupt inclinations, have believed in Christ and are 
regenerate by His Spirit, keeping their minds regular and pure 
from the inclinations to vanity. Their union is internal through 
the Spirit of God. They are of one mind, and in perfect love, 
being all cemented together by that one Spirit. In case of lapses 
the offender on his repentance is to be restored, but, if he continue 
impenitent, he is to be secluded and cast off from the company, 
but no external violence is to be used and no assistance from the 
secular arm. All its jurisdiction must be internal, but we have been 
long trained in a contrary doctrine, the ministers generally 
placing themselves in the room of Christ will be heads where they 
ought to be members. Their worship will be as agreeable as 
may be to their religion which is internal. There will not be 
need of any great pains or study to entertain the rest with a 
discourse an hour long, but whoever has a word of exhortation 
let the rest hear it. Tet him that has a mind to speak speak 
freely but humbly and be willing to forbear if it be signified to him. 
The minister or bishop, if this practice be maintained, ought to 
be he whose gifts, zeal, piety and wisdom shall be noted amongst 
the rest.

DOMESTIC STATE PAPERS. 








In proposing 100/. a year for the clergy I am so far from being 
beyond the mark that I am much short of it, and the danger is 
more in the largeness than the shortness of the revenue. I have 
known a minister, his wife and children maintained out of 301. 
a year with that contentment to themselves, and with such 
esteem amongst their neighbours that, though other clergymen 
exceeded him in wealth, he much exceeded them in the abundance 
of his enjoyments. In conclusion, 1. It appears that Christian 
religion is best upheld by small revenues in its ministers. 
2. That no pomp or ceremonies, no altar, no surplice, &c., are 
required in it, religion being an internal work. 3. Ministers 
or bishops have no concern in public affairs or in_ secular 
jurisdiction. 4. It is almost needless to say there is no such power 
of excommunication as is now in use. 5. That method of 
preaching is a prejudice to the life of religion wherein men set 
forth themselves by studied discourses, with ornaments of history, 
rhetoric, &c., for by these things the mind is taken up with 
circumstantial and external things. 6. The minister or bishop 
takes no honour to himself, seeks not reward, governs the people 
he is set over not with force but meekness, and uses no means 
of compulsion but draws them gently. 7. Lastly, it is impossible 
there should be any difference or sect in the Christian religion, 
and, if you find any, it is a stranger to the truth and proceeds 
from some other cause, for what occasion can be imagined of 
division or schism amongst those who all conspire only in this, 
to keep their minds pure and clean from corruption by faith in 
Jesus Christ and in the power of the Holy Spirit. 

Thus have I endeavoured to show with what plainness I could 
the nature of the Christian religion and to rescue it from the 
mistakes it lies under at this day, episcopal government, and 
shown that the necessity of the affairs of the nation conspire 
with religion to abolish it.

This day widow 
Carver told me of a revelation to her about 10 or 11 years since 
concerning the true worship of God, the greatest part of which 
before I conceived in my thoughts to be the truth. The spiritual 
people should meet and sit an hour or half an hour in silence to 
honour the Spirit and submit to his teaching. Afterwards one 
should speak, whomsoever the Spirit moved. Every man should 
have his whole loaf and cup before him and so commemorate the 
death of our Lord. Likewise three persons should be, as it 
were, his counsel], that whatsoever they determined of should be 
effected in the earth at what distance soever. A mighty power 
should be on them, that they should open and shut heaven and 
effect whatsoever in the will of God they desired. The whole 
loaves and cup peculiar to every one should represent Christ’s 
delegation or giving His whole power to every one. Those engaged 
in worldly affairs should retire on a day into their chamber and 
honour the Spirit sitting in an humble posture in silence, not 
giving way to vain thoughts. 

About 14 June, 1676, Mr. Domineel told me that before the 
fire in Sudderick his wife first and then himself saw great flashings 
of fire at their window as if some place near had been fired, which 
they found not so, but a day or two after the fire in Sudderick 
happened. Last Thursday morning he told. us his wife heard 
very terrible noises “fire, fire,’? with other hideous noises as of 
murder and drums beating, which others also heard, but nothing 
was found that might give occasion thereof. 

About Feb., 1675-6, I went to London, where I lodged at the 
Prince’s Arms in Paul’s Churchyard at Mr. Simon’s, a bookseller. 
The rent being great, I removed to Black Friars, where I per- 
ceived a whore to be lodged in the chamber above me. Thence 
I removed to Shoreditch where I stayed till 13 July, 1676, at Mr. 
Jackman’s, a gardener, where I was very civilly used for 3s. a week. 
The 13th a horse was proffered me to come out of London, when 
I had resolved to come out on foot. The first day I came to 
Windsor and came that night to Reading, where I happened 
to an inn where was good usage and was directed by the master 
to the Bear at Newbury and the Angel at Marlborough, and next 
day dined at the former and lodged at the latter. The 14th, 
from Marlborough I came through Calne to Chippenham, where 
I lodged the 15th and came to Bath the 16th.

I have had messengers of Satan often on me, but especially when

May 21.- Reports of debates in the House of Commons. 21 May the 
July 16. Parliament met. There was no speech from the King, but in 
the House of Commons the meeting was opened by a verbal 
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message delivered by Secretary Coventry, wherein his Majesty 
acquainted the House that, having according to their desire in 
their answer to his last message directed their adjournment to 
this time, because they alleged it unparliamentary to grant supplies 
when the House was so thin in expectation of a speedy adjourn- 
ment, and having issued his proclamation of summons that there 
might be a full House, he now expected they would forthwith 
enter on the consideration of his last message, and the rather 
because he intended there should be a recess very quickly. 

On this it was moved that the King’s last message of 16 April 
and the answer thereto be read and they were read accordingly. 

Thereupon, after a long silence, a discourse began about their 
expectation and the necessity of alliances, and particularly it was 
intimated that an alliance with Holland was most expedient, for 
we should deceive ourselves if we thought we could be otherwise 
defended, for we alone could not withstand the French, his purse 
and power was too great, nor could the Dutch alone, but both 
together might. 

The general discourse was that they came with an expectation 
to have alliances declared, and, if they were not made so as to be 
imparted, they were not come to that purpose they were desired 
and hoped to meet upon, and, if some few days might ripen them, 
they would be content to adjourn for that mean time. 

The Secretary and others said these alliances were things of 
great weight and difficulty and the time had been short, but, if 
they were finished, yet it was not convenient to publish them 
till the King was in a position to prosecute and maintain them, 
till when he could not so much as_ speak out, insisting on his 
words that without 600,000/. it would not be possible for him to 
speak or act those things which should answer the ends of their 
addresses without exposing the kingdom to much greater 
dangers. 

By others it was observed that they met now on a public notice 
by proclamation, which proclamation was in pursuance of their last 
address, in which they desired the King that they might adjourn to 
such a time as within which they hoped the alliances might be fixed 
so as to be imparted. They mentioned not any particular day ; 
if his Majesty had not thought this time long enough for his 
purpose, he might have appointed their adjournment for a longer 
time, or he might have given notice by proclamation that on this 
account they should readjourn to a yet longer time. But surely 
the time has been sufficient, especially considering the readiness 
of the parties to be allied with. It is five weeks since our recess. 
He that was a minister chiefly employed in making the Triple 
League has since published in print that that League was made 
in five days, and yet that might well be thought a matter more 
tedious than this, for, when a people are in profound peace, as the 
Dutch then were, it is not easy to embark themselves presently into 
leagues; they have time and may take it for great deliberation. 
But here the people are in distress of war and need our alliance 
and therefore it might be contracted with ease and expedition, 
were we as forward as they; neither is five weeks the limit 
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of the time that has been for this purpose, for it is almost ten weeks 
since we first addressed for these alliances. As to the objection 
that it was not fit to make them known before preparations are 
made, it was said that the force of that lay in this, that the French 
would be alarmed. It was answered that they asking and giving 
money for this purpose would be no less an alarm, for the French 
could not be ignorant what addresses and answers have passed, 
and, if money be granted to make warlike preparations for the 
ends therein specified, it is rather a greater discovery and 
denouncing of what we intend against the French. 

Grotius (De Jure Belli et Pacis, Lib 2, cap. 2, sect. 39, et alibi) 
Lord Bacon, (Essay of Empire) said that, if a prince make 
extraordinary preparations,-a neighbour prince being affected 
by them may expostulate and demand an account of the purpose 
they are intended for, and, if he receive not satisfaction that 
they are not to be used against him, it is a cause of war on his 
part, so as that neighbour may begin as he think fit, and is not 
bound to stay till the first preparer begin actual hostility, and 
this is agreeable to reason and the nature of government. Now 
the French King is a vigilant prince and has wise ministers, on 
which general account (though he had not, as we have seen, an 
extraordinary embassy here during our recess) we should suppose 
that he has demanded an account of our King’s purpose and 
whether the extraordinary preparations that are begun and to 
be made are designed against him or not, in which case his 
Majesty could give but one of these three-reasons :— 

1. They are not designed: against him, and then his Majesty 
may acquaint us with the same, and then there’s no reason of 
giving money. 

2. They are designed against him, in which case his Majesty 
may very well impart the same to us, for it were in vain to conceal 
it from us to the end the French might not be alarmed, when it is 
before expressly told them that the design was against them. 

3. To give a doubtful answer, but that resolves into the 
second, for when a prince out of an apprehension that extra- 
ordinary preparations may be used against him desires a clear, 
categorical and satisfactory answer, a dubious answer does not at 
all satisfy his inquiry nor allay the jealousy, but in that case it. 
is and is used to be taken and understood that the forces are 
designed against him. If his Majesty has given no answer at all, 
which is not probable, it is the same with the last, so that by one 
means or other the French have the knowledge of the King’s 
purpose, and, if it be known to or but guessed at by them, why 
is this concealed from the Parliament? Why this darkness 
towards us ? 

Besides we expect not so much good as we would hope for, so 
long as we are afraid the French should know what we are doing. 

In this state of uncertainty and unripeness the House adjourned 
to Wednesday morning, having first ordered the Committee for 
the bill for recalling his Majesty’s subjects out of the French 
King’s service to sit this afternoon, which sat accordingly and went 
through the bill. 
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May 23rd. His Majesty sent a message for the House to attend 
him in the Banquetting House, where he made a speech to them, 
after which the Commons returning to their own house and the 
speech being there read after a little while resolved into a 
Committee of the whole House. 

The Secretary and others propounded the supplying the King, 
wherein they said they did not press the House, but they might 
do as they pleased, but, if it were expected that alliances should 
be made and made known, 600,000/. must be raised to make 
preparations before, for the King declared without it, it would 
not be possible for him to speak or act, &c.; he could not safely 
go a step further. The King had the right of making peace and 
war and leagues, as this House has of giving money. He could not 
have money without them, nor they alliances without him. The 
King had considered this matter, and this was his judgement that 
he ought by such a sum to be put into a posture to maintain and 
prosecute his alliances before they could or should be declared, 
and truly otherwise our nakedness and weakness would be exposed. 

Tis true, as has been objected, asking and giving money for this 
purpose would alarm as much as the declaring alliances, but then it 
would defend too. A whip may alarm a wild beast, but it will not 
defend a man, but asword will both alarm a beast and defend the man. 

We know the King would strip himself to his shirt rather than 
hazard the nation. He has done much already. He has set out 
and made ready to set out 44 ships, but they must be distributed 
to several places for convoys, &c. It may be 40 more in a body 
would be needed, and it is difficult to get seamen. Many are 
gone into the service of the French, Dutch, &c., and the King is 
forced to press now. The King has not had any fruit of the 
200,000/. credit provided on the 3 years’ excise. He tried the 
City to borrow money thereon, and the Lord Mayor answered 
that he had endeavoured, but could not encourage his Majesty 
to depend on the City for it. 

Several others somewhat differing spoke to this effect: We 
should consider in this case, as in that of the King’s letters patent, 
proclamations, &c., if anything in them be against law and reason 
the lawyers and courts judge it void and reckon it not to be done 
by the King, for he can do no wrong, though his council may, 
so we must look on the King’s speeches and messages as the product 
of Council, and therefore, if any mistake be, it must be imputed 
to the error of his Council and it must be taken that he never said it. 

Now to apply, certainly the treating and concluding of alliances 
requires not a previous sum, however the King’s Council may 
misinform him. They may be propounded and accepted here by 
means of the foreign ministers even without an embassy to be 
sent hence, and yet, if that were requisite, it were not an 
extraordinary charge. 

Alliances may be made forthwith and then money would be 
granted forthwith. If they were declared to-day, the 600,0001. 
should be given to-morrow and more as occasion should require, 
and there is no fear but money would be found for this purpose. 
Our own extravagancies would maintain a war. 
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The money which has been provided the King already this 
session is sufficient for all preparations that can possibly be made ~ 
before these alliances be made. Forty ships of war with the help 
of the Dutch are a good defence against the French King at sea, 
now he is so entangled in Sicily, the West Indies, &c. In the 
Triple League it was stipulated that 40 of our ships and 40 of 
the Dutch should be provided, and they were thought sufficient 
for the purpose. 

Were it requisite that 40 more ships should be set out, 600,000/. 
is enough to maintain and pay them a whole year. For the 
carpenters’ work and such like as should presently be requisite 
a little money would serve, and surely this is the only preparation 
that can be meant, for, if it should be meant that we should fortify 
the land with forts and garrisons, walled towns, &c., it is not six 
— will do it, but our strength, force and defence is our 
ships. 

The debate of this day is as great and weighty as ever was any 
in England. It concerns our very being, includes our religion, 
liberty and property. The door towards France must be shut 
and guarded, for, so long as it is open, our treasure and trade will 
creep out, and their religion creep in at it, and this time is our 
season. Some mischief will be done us and so there will at any 
time when the war is begun, but now the least. The French 
King is not very dangerous to us now, nor to be much feared, 
but we ought to advise and act so now, as we need not fear or 
despair hereafter, when the French will make peace beyond sea 
and likely he will make alliarices with those people with whom we 
defer to make them. How ripe and great will our misery be then ! 
The power and policy of the French is extraordinary, and his 
money influences round about him. 

We are glad to observe on what is said by the King that he 
agrees with us in the end, and hope he will be convinced of the 
reasonableness of the means, which is to make and follow these 
alliances without which plainly we can give no account to 
ourselves or those we represent of giving money. 

We have made several addresses about some of the King’s 
ministers, their management, &c., of which we have seen little 
fruit. There have been continually almost to this hour gone out 
of England succours to France of men, powder, ammunition, 
ordnance, &c. Not to rake into the matter how far the ministers 
have been active or passive in this nor to mention any other 
particular, we must say that, unless the ministers or their minds 
are altered, we have no reason to trust money in their hands, 
though we declare we have no purpose to arraign or attempt on 
them, but would rather propose to them an easy way how they 
might have an oblivion, nay and the thanks of the people, viz., 
that they should endeavour and contend who could do most to 
dispose the King to comply with this advice of his Parliament. 

We think the prosecuting these alliances the only good use our 
money can be employed in, and therefore, before we give, we would 
be secure it should be employed to this purpose, and not by 
miscounsels be diverted to others. This is the mature counsel 
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of the Parliament and no cross or other counsel is to be received 
or trusted for attaining those great ends which the King and 
parliament are agreed on. To part with money before alliances 
are made is needless and to no purpose. At best, it would be 
the way to spend that money before hand in vain which we shall 
need hereafter, when we shall be forced to enter into this defence 
against France. 

It would be like an error committed in the late King’s time, 
which looks as if men had given counsel on purpose to destroy 
that good King. He had by the care of Bishop Juxon and others 
collected and preserved a good sum before the Scottish rebellion. 
In 1639 on that rebellion he was advised to raise an army at land, 
which indeed was necessary, but he was likewise advised to set 
out several of his great rate ships. This appeared in the papers 
of Sir Robert Long’s office and may be seen there still, if the 
papers are not scattered. A man cannot tell to what end this 
advice was given, unless to spend the King’s money, for the 
Admiralty of Scotland is not now and much less was it then so 
considerable as to require any such force against it, and, if their 
design was to hinder their commerce and succour by sea, the charge 
of one of these great ships might have been applied to setting 
out five or six less ships, each of which was capable of doing as much 
for that service as such a great one, and could keep at sea longer. 
This is a plain case that, unless the power of France be lowered, 
we cannot be safe and without our conjunction with other 
confederates that cannnot be done. 

The question is whether this time be a proper one for this work. 
Certainly it is, for now there is a happy confederation against 
the French which we cannot so well hope to have continued 
without our coming into it, much less can we ever hope to recover 
it or reunite it, if once the same be broken. The very season 
of the year favours the very business. It’s proper and safe to 
begin with the French in the summer, now he is engaged and not 
at leisure, whereas in the winter, when the armies are drawn out 
of the field, he will be able to apply himself to us. 

As to the citizens not advancing money on the late credit, we 
are informed they were never regularly or effectually asked. The 
Lord Mayor indeed was spoken to and perhaps some of the 
Aldermen, but they are not the City. He sent about cursorily 
to some of the citizens to know if they would lend, of which they 
took little or no notice, it not being agreeable to the usage, for 
the custom has always been that some of the Lords of the Council go 
down to the Common Council, which is the representative body 
of the City, and there propound the matter. 

Besides in this particular case the citizens generally asked the 
same question we do, Are the alliances made, and said, if they 
were made, they would lend money, but, if not, they saw no cause 
for it. 

Philip II. of Spain in his will or some last memorial since pub- 
lished in print observes the vanity of any prince’s aspiring to the 
universal monarchy, for it naturally made the rest of the world 
jointly his enemies, but ambition blinds men and suffers them 
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not to look back on such experiences. But this observation shows 
what is natural for others to do in such a case, and that the way 
to repel and break such a design is by the universal confederation. 
Philip II. was most capable of making this observation, for in 
his hands perished the Spanish design of the universal monarchy 
and that chiefly by the conjunction of the Dutch and English 
against him. 

In the process of this debate several more particularly 
explained themselves and propounded to address their desire 
to the King for a league offensive and defensive with the Dutch 
and against the French power, against which a specious objection 
was made, that the Dutch were already treating with the French, 
and ’twas likely they would slip the collar, make a separate peace 
for themselves and leave us engaged in a war with France. 

"Twas answered that there was no just fear of that; the Dutch 
were interested to repress the power of France as well as we, and 
they knew their interest. It was reasonable for them to say, if 
England, which is as much concerned in this danger, will not 
assist us, we will make the best terms for ourselves we can. There 
is yet a seam of land between the French and us, we may trade 
by or under the French, &c., but, if England will join with the 
Dutch, they cannot find one syllable of reason to desert the common 
cause. They have observed a propensity in the people of 
England to help them, but not in the Court. If they can find that 
the Court heartily joins, it will above all things oblige and confirm 
them. ' 

In 1667, when the Dutch were in peace and plenty, when Flanders 
was a greater bulwark to them (for the French had not pierced 
so far into it), and when the direction of their affairs was in the 
hands of an inveterate enemy to the Crown of England, John 
de Witt, yet then their interest so far governed him and them as 
to enter into the Triple League against the growth and power of 
France. Certainly therefore, now they are exhausted by a war 
and stand in need of our help, now the French have approached 
nearer the limits of their country and are increased in naval 
forces to the danger of their trade and navigation and now their 
affairs are chiefly directed by a kinsman of the Crown of England, 
the Prince of Orange, they cannot deflect or part from a league 
they make with us against our common enemy. 

It was moved that there might be a league offensive and defensive 
with Spain and the Dutch and other convenient alliances with 
the rest of the Confederates, but the particular concerning Spain 
was retracted and laid aside by the concurrent discourse of the 
members to this purpose. We do covet an alliance with 
Spain above others, for they are the owners of the Netherlands, 
for whose preservation we have addressed. It is with Spain we 
have the most, if not the only, profitable trade, and the Spaniards 
are good, gallant and sure friends, but they are remote, and we 
know not whether there are full powers here or at Brussels for 
this matter, and to wait for their coming from Madrid would make 
Church work of it, as they call it, whereas we need the swiftest 
expedition. 
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Therefore they voted their address to be particular and 
expressly for such a league with the Dutch and as to the 
Spaniards with the other Confederates in general. .This passed 
with a very good consent, there was an extraordinary full house, 
and on putting the question there were but two negative voices, 
Other more ordinary particulars were appointed to be in the 
address but no contest or debate about them. The vote was 
as follows :—(Printed in Commons’ Journals, Vol. [X., p. 424.) 

To which, the Speaker resuming the chair and this being 
reported, the House agreed and appointed the Committee and 
adjourned over Ascension Day to Friday. In the interim the 
Committee met and drew the address according to the afore 
mentioned order. 

Friday, May 25. Sir John Trevor reported from the said 
Committee the address, as *twas drawn by them, which was read, 
and it was moved to agree with the Committee, but, before it 
was agreed to, there was a debate and a division. 

It was objected there was but one reason given herein for de- 
clining the granting money and that is the unprecedentedness, 
and as to one of the instances to this purpose mentioned, viz., 
the King’s first Dutch war, it was said to be mistaken, for the 
250,0007. was voted before the war was declared, but it was 
answered, if the declaration were not before the grant of the 
money which remains a query, yet ’twas certain the war itself 
and great hostilities were before the money. 

Some said there might be other reasons assigned against giving 
money before those alliances, but they rather desired to spare them, 
only in general they said, it was not reasonable to grant money, 
before there was a change, they would not say of counsellers but of 
counsels, and the hearty undertaking those counsels would be 
the best demonstration of that change, for the swerving from that 
interest and part was the step by which we went away and the 
returning thereto would restore us to our right place or way. 

A gentleman read the King’s Speech made on 10 Feb. 1667[-8], 
wherein he speaks chiefly of the league, which afterwards, when 
the Swedes came into it, was called the Triple League. It begins 
thus: (printed in Lords’ Journals, Vol. XIJ., p. 181), which 
shows the proper course and practice, that Kings communicate 
first their alliances, before they demand supplies on account 
of them, so that exception was let fall. 

But the grand objection managed against it was on the main 
point of the address, in which they desire his Majesty to make 
a league offensive and defensive with the Dutch and such other 
alliances with the rest as he should think fit. 

Those who were against this particularizing in the address spoke 
to this effect. This is an invasion of his Majesty’s prerogative 
of making peace and war and leagues, and it is the worse for the 
distinction used in respect of the Dutch and the rest, by which, 
you giving him an express direction as to the Dutch and referring 
to his discretion as to the others, it looks and gives an umbrage 
as if what he was to do was by your leave. The ancient landmark 
and boundary between the King and people must not be removed. 
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This power is one of the few things reserved entirely to the Crown. 
Parliaments are summoned to treat De arduis, but it is but De 
quibusdam arduis. This is unprecedented. 

The marriages of the royal family is such a peculiar thing 
reserved to the King, and the matter of the Lady Arabella is an 
instance. ; 

Queen Elizabeth resented it high that the parliament should 
propound her marriage, and said however ’twas well they did not 
name the person. If they had, it had been intolerable. Now here 
you name the persons with whom you would have the King ally. 
If you may go so far, you may come to draw up a treaty and 
propose to the King to sign it. 

Lawyers can acquaint you with a precedent wherein the King 
nominated to the Commons a matter of peace and war to be 
treated on and they referred it back to him as a thing not fit for 
them to consult of. 

By this you will put a great indecorum on the King. He is now 
concerned as a mediator at Nimeguen, and it would be an 
undecent thing for him at the sanie time to declare himself a party. 
Tis believed the House of Austria, though they sent full powers 
to Nimeguen for that purpose, never intended to conclude a 
peace, but it were an absurd thing for them to have declared so 
in public. There must be a public decorum. 

This is the way for a King to have the worst bargain with the 
Confederates, for the observing how he is importuned and, as it 
were, driven to make these alliances will slacken and lessen those 
advantageous offers, which otherwise they will be forced to 
give. 

And again and again they said his Majesty agreed with this 
House in the end and did not doubt he would prosecute it by the 
same means as was desired, but his prerogative was not to be 
encroached on. This manner of proceeding would never obtain 
with the King. 

On the other side several spoke to this effect: We ought to con- 
sider we are on the question of agreeing to an address drawn by 
our Committee by our order.. If they have not in matter or 
manner corresponded with our direction or intention, we have 
cause to disagree, but here the exception taken why we should 
not agree with them is because they have observed the very words 
and substance of our order. It exactly justifies this draft. This 
passed on Wednesday on a full debate and a very full house, two 
only contradicting, but not one then speaking or thinking that 
the King’s prerogative was touched, and therefore it is strange 
it should be made the great objection and question of this day. 

But the prerogative is not at all entrenched on, nor do we pretend 
to treat or make alliances. We only offer our advice about them 
and leave it with the King to do with it as he pleases, either make 
or not make them. It is no more than other persons may do 
with the King. Doubtless the Privy Council may advise in this 
particular, and why not his great Council. This rate of discourse 
would make the King’s prerogative consist merely in not being 
advised by his parliament of all people. 
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There are manifold precedents of such advices. Leagues have 
been made by advice of parliament and have been ratified in 
Parliament in Edward III, Richard IT and especially in Henry IV’s 
time, and particularly Sigismund, the Emperor and King of the 
Romans, and Henry V was a magnanimous prince not to be 
imposed an. 

18 James the Parliament advised the King about making and 
managing a war, and we may well remember our own advising the last 
Dutch war and making leagues is lesser than war. But, if there 
were no precedent in this particular case, it was no good objection, 
for matter of advice is not to be circumscribed by precedent. 
If there be a new case, there must be a new counsel. Perhaps 
there is no precedent of such a case that a prince should join in 
a war with another prince, when that other prince was too potent 
before, and that, when this was discovered and a peace made, 
yet succours should continually go out of the first prince’s 
dominions to the service of that other prince, and that notwith- 
standing several: addresses and advices to the contrary. 

"Tis true, as objected, that the Commons have sometimes 
declined advising in the matter of war when proposed to them. 
But that shows, not their want of right to meddle therewith, but 
rather the contrary. The very truth is, it has been the desire 
and endeavour of kings in all ages to engage their Parliament 
in advising war, &c., that so they might be obliged to supply the 
King to their utmost for and through it. But they out of a 
prudent caution have sometimes waived the matter, lest they 
should engage further and deeper than they are aware or willing. 
Since his Majesty is treating as mediator about the general peace, 
it is a great reason why we should specify the alliances desired, as 
we ‘have done, that we might make it known we are far from 
desiring such alliances as might be made by and with a general peace, 
but on the contrary coveting such as might prevent and secure 
us against that dangerous and formidable peace. Doubtless the 
Confederates will offer honourable and worthy terms. Their 
necessity is too great for them to boggle or take advantange nor 
will they think this league the less worth, because we advise it, 
but rather value it the more, because it is done unanimously by 
the King with the advice and applause of his people in parliament. 

We cannot suppose that our propounding this to his Majesty 
will prejudice our address or endanger its miscarriage, since it is 
for his Majesty’s advantage, in that it obliges us to supply him 
to all degrees through this affair, and, the more particular it is, 
the more still for his advantage, for, if it had been more general, 
and the King had thereon made alliances, whatever they were, 
a man might have thought and said they were not alliances 
intended, and it might be used as an excuse or reason for their 
not giving money to supply him hereafter, but this, as it is now, 
most expressly, strictly and particularly binds it up. 

We reflect that a great deal of time and precious time has been 
spent since and in our addressing on this subject and finding no 
effectual fruit, especially of our last address, we have cause to 
apprehend we are not clearly understood. Now it is the ordinary 
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way in such a case and it is proper and natural to us to speak out 
more explicitly and to tell his Majesty that what we have meant 
is a league offensive and defensive, &c., and to persuade us again 
to address in more general terms as before is to persuade us that, 
as we have done nothing these ten weeks, so we should do nothing 
still. 

Since his Majesty in his last message and last speech has de- 
manded 600,000/. for answering the purpose of our addresses and 
assures us that the money shall not be employed to other uses 
than we would have it employed in, ’tis most seasonable for us 
to declare plainly the use and purpose we intend, that so it may 
be concerted and clearly understood of all hands, and therefore 
it is well done to mention these express alliances, we thinking 
no other alliances worth the said sum or any sum, and we withal 
promising and undertaking that his Majesty shall have this and 
more for his ends, nor have we any cause to apprehend that his 
Majesty will take amiss our advising leagues in this manner. 
We have presented more than one address against the growth 
and power of the French and his Majesty has received and answered 
them without any exception, and, if we may address for alliances 
against a particular prince or state, why not for alliances with 
a particular prince or state? It cannot be less regular or particular 
than the former. 

And, moreover, though we know the punctual precedents are 
on our side besides our commissions by our writs to treat De 
arduis et urgentibus negotiis, &c., and besides the King’s general 
intimations in his printed speeches, yet, if it be said to be a decent 
and proper thing to have his leave and consent before we proceed 
on such a matter in such a manner as we now do, we say that 
that in effect is with us too. For consider all our former addresses 
and his Majesty’s answers and messages thereon, and it will appear 
he has engaged and encouraged us to and on this subject and 
would have us not to limit or check our advice but to open and 
enlarge our gift. His Majesty appears content to be thoroughly 
advised, provided he be proportionably furnished and enabled 
with money, which we being now ready to do, we clearly and 
conclusively present him our address for the application of it, 
to prevent those mistakes and distrusts, which he says he finds 
some are ready to make, as if he had called us together only to get 
money for other uses than those we would have it employed in. 

And truly the advising these alliances together with assuring 
his Majesty thereupon to assist and supply him presently and 
plentifully to prosecute the same is our only way of complying 
and corresponding with his last speech, for these followed and 
supported by those supplies are the only means to put him into 
the best condition both to defend his subjects and offend his 
enemies and so there will be no fault in his Majesty nor us, but 
his and our security will be sufficiently provided for. 

Besides it will be worse, it will be a very bad thing indeed not 
to make the address for this particular league now, since we have 
resolved it already, our intention being to have the Dutch, &c., 
comforted, encouraged and assured. We ordered this on 
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Wednesday and public notice is taken of it abroad. If we should 
now on solemn debate set the same aside, it would beget a great 
doubt, discomfort and discouragement to them. It is one thing 
never to have ordered it and another to retract it. Also it is said 
that this was necessary but was not all that was necessary. For 
suppose (which is not credible) the French should be prevailed 
with to deliver up all Lorraine, Flanders, Alsace and other 
conquered places, are we safe? No, he has too many hands, too 
much money, and this money is in great measure, a million 
sterling yearly, supplied him from hence. We must depress him 
by force as far as may be, but further we must have leagues and 
laws to impoverish him. We must destroy the French trade ; 
this would quiet and secure us. This would make our lands 
rise, and this would enable us to set the King at ease. 

After this long debate the House divided on the question whether 
this particular of a league offensive and defensive with the Dutch 
should be left out in the-address. Yeas, 142; Noes, 182, so that 
it was carried by 40 that it should stand. Then the main question 
was put for agreeing with their Committee to the address, which 
passed in the affirmative without a division. Then it was ordered 
that the members who were of the Privy Council should move 
his Majesty to know his pleasure when the House might wait on 
him with the address. 

(Report of the Committee on the bill for recalling subjects from 
the French service as in Commons’ Journals, Vol. 1X., p. 426.) 

Saturday, May 26. (About the address and the bill for recalling 
subjects from the French service as in Commons Journals, Vol. IX., 
p. 426, and giving the effect of the said bill, which is calendared 
post, p. 154.) 

Then it was ordered that Mr. Powle should carry up the bill 
to the Lords and put them in mind of a bill for the better sup- 
pressing the growth of Popery, which they had sent up before Easter, 
which was forthwith done accordingly. 

As soon as this was ordered, several other bills were moved to 
be read, &c., but the members generally said No, they would 
proceed on nothing now but the French and Popery, and so 
adjourned till the afternoon, when they attended the King with 
their address at the Banquetting House, which being presented, 
the King answered that it was long and of great importance, that 
he would consider it, and give them an answer as soon as he could. 

Monday, May 28. The House being sat received notice by 
Secretary Coventry that the King expected them immediately 
at the Banquetting House, where he made a speech to them on 
the address, which to prevent mistakes, he read out of his papers, 
and then delivered the same to the Speaker, and added a few words 
about the adjournment. On this, they returning to the House, 
the Speaker read the King’s speech and reported what he had 
added by word of mouth. 

Then, a member standing up to speak and many calling for 
him to be heard, the Speaker said, None ought to be heard after 
the King had ordered their adjournment, and said that the King 
had commanded him to adjourn them, whereupon several said 
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he could not adjourn, but it was they must adjourn themselves, 
and that he could not leave the Chair but by a question and the 
vote of the House, and offered to show a precedent of sitting after 
such direction from the King to adjourn, but the Speaker said 
No, they were not to be heard, since the King had determined 
as he had, and said they were adjourned till 16 July next, and so 
hastily went out of the Chair and the House. 

Monday, July 16. The Parliament met again, but only in order 
to adjourn. In the House of Commons prayers were read, and 
therein the ordinary prayer for blessing the counsels of the 
Parliament, and then the Speaker took the Chair and Secretary 
Coventry signified his Majesty’s pleasure that they should adjourn 
themselves immediately till 3 December, which message the 
Speaker reported and then sat down again, perhaps in expectation 
of a motion to be made to adjourn accordingly, but there was 
not any such motion expressly made, only some cried, The 
question, the question, &c. 

Lord Cavendish moved that their last order might be read, 
meaning the order about the last adjournment, to the end that 
they might take notice of the authority by which they meet here 
now and this was said to be usual and regular. Mr. Williams 
seconded the motion, and said he did it the rather because there had 
been some discourse of some informality in the last adjournment. 
Thereupon presently the Speaker rose up and said, Gentlemen, 
the King has commanded that the House be adjourned till 
3 December and then immediately went from the Chair and 
out of the House in the same manner as the last time, several 
members saying it ought to have been done by a question, and 
some casting some hard words after the Speaker.

A small vessel laden with soldiers bound for 
Holland was taken by a Dunkirk man-of-war, but retaken by 
an Ostend caper and came in there. They say that the 
Flanderkins in those parts are inclinable to live under the French, 
being so much disheartened in this long war, and it is supposed 
in other parts they are the like or else so many great towns could 
not be taken so suddenly. 

There is a report of four Turks men-of-war on this coast and 
that they are very civil to the English merchantmen. Wind now 
N.N.W. [S.P. Dom., Car.

Articles in the Council upon the division about the war. 
Reasons against a war. 

1. To press the King to make further alliance with the Con- 
federates against the French was in effect to press him to a 
war, that being the unavoidable consequence thereof. 2. The 
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consideration of war was most proper for the King who had the 
intelligence of foreign affairs and knew the arcana imperii. 
3. That it was a dangerous and adventurous thing to invite the 
King to a war. 4. That our merchants’ ships and effects would 
presently be seized in the French king’s dominions. 5. That he 
would likewise send out abundance of capers to take and disturb 
all our trading ships in these seas and the Mediterranean. 
6. That we had not so many ships of war as he, and that those 
30 that are to be byilt with the-600,000/. would not be built in two 
years. 7. That we have not naval stores, viz., ammunition, &c., 
for such an enterprise, and, if we had, yet the season of this year 
was too far advanced to set out a considerable fleet. 8. That, 
when we were engaged in a war, the Dutch would in all likelihood 
ship the collar and, by leaving us, gain to themselves the singular 
advantage of only trading in peace, 2 privilege we now enjoy and 
should not be weary of. 9. That it was next to an impossibility 
to make alliances, with the several princes, such and so various 
were their interests amongst themselves, viz., the Emperor, Spain, 
Dutch, Dane, Brandenburger, together with the lesser princes 
of Germany and others. 10. That we might easily come into a 
war, but it would be hard to find the way out. 11. Finally, 
that a long war would be destructive to us, for, though the 
Emperor, French and Spaniard use to maintain war for many 
years, yet a trading nation as England is, would by no means 
endure a long-winded war. (Noted that these were the heads 
of the arguments in the House of Commons against the last 
Address that House proceeded to.) 
To which it was answered. 

1. That they did not address for making war but leagues, which 
might be a means to prevent war. 2.~That the best way to 
preserve peace was to be in a preparation for war. 3. That, 
admitting a war should hereupon ensue, as wes not unlikely, yet 
even that war would tend to our peace and safety in the conclusion, 
for it must be agreed that, if the power of the French be not 
reduced and brought into a more equal balance with its neighbours, 
we must fight or submit, first or last. 4. It was commonly the 
fate of those that kept themselves neutral, when their neighbours 
were at war, to become a prey tothe conqueror. 5. That now or 
never was tke critical time to make war on him, whilst we may have 
for that auxiliaries, and, if that be a dangerous thing to encounter 
now, how much more would it be so, when this opportunity was 
lost, the Confederates disbanded and a peace made on the other 
side the water, and we left alone to withstand him single. 6. That 
as to securing our merchants’ effects, it is the same now that it 
would be three years hence or at any time, when war should 
commence. 7. Thanks to our plantations and trade, we must 
consider that, though the French king is powerful, he is not 
omnipotent, and that we might as well defend them as the Dutch 
do theirs by guards and convoys, &c., and chiefly now, when the 
French have so many enemies and we shall have so many friends 
as no other time is like to produce. 8. That they were sorry 
to hear we had not ships, stores, &c., equal to the French and 
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to our present occasions and hoped it would prove to be otherwise 
and that the season was not so far spent, but that a complete fleet 
might be sent out this summer, and that, howsoever disfurnished 
we might be in that kind, the Dutch were forward and ready to 
make in that behalf an effectual supplement. 9. However 
false or treacherous some may esteem the Dutch, their interest 
is so much to confound and bring down the French, that it is not 
to be apprehended but that they will faithfully and steadfastly 
adhere to every alliance they shall join with to that purpose. 
10. That however cross and diverse the Confederates and their 
interests were, yet 2 common alliance might be made with them 
against the French. As well as they have allied (?) themselves 
already, so well may the alliance be extended to one more, the 
King of England. 11. That a numerous and vigorous conjunction 
against them was the only way to shorten the work, whereas, if 
he should hereafter attack us singly, he would continue the war 
as long as he pleased, or till at last he should make an end of it 
and us together by our total destruction. 12. If we should neglect 
this opportunity, till a general peace be concluded, and then be 
left a prey to the French, the Confederates had little reason to pity 
us, being highly provoked and disobliged by the great number 
of English, Scotch and Irish which daily serve in the French 
camp. 13. And, as we have unwarily contributed to the French 
greatness by the selling of Dunkirk and breaking the Triple 
League, we have much to redeem and retrieve by our future conduct 
and policy. 14. That enmity against the French was the 
only thing wherein this divided nation was united, and this 
accordingly was to be laid hold on as an opportunity of a most 
advantageous union. 15. That the fierce (?) bent and inclination 
of the people leaned this way, and that was a strong inducement 
and most powerful motive to incline their representatives. 
16. That the over balance of the French trade was at least 
900,000/. per annum, that the importage out of France was merely 
of unnecessaries, viz., wine, silk, ribbons, feathers, points, laces, 
embroideries, women’s and children’s baubles. The retrenching 
and prohibiting would in a great measure maintain the charge of 
the war. 17. Lastly, this would give reputation and comfort 
to the Confederates, our best and surest friends, for the present 
and in all human probability secure the future peace and safety 
of ourselves and posterity.

Statement by (?) Sir John Bramston. In Queens’ College, 
Cambridge, it has been usual, time out of mind, on the vacancy 
of a Fellowship to pre-elect one or more to the next vacancies. 

Last January, there being likelihood of a vacancy, Sir Mundeford 
Bramston having a son, William, in the College qualified to be 
ace pee save only that by the College statute the number is 
imited as to counties and dioceses, and the number being full as for 
the county where his son was born, besought his Majesty to dispense 
with the statute in that particular, which he did. That dis- 
pensation was faulty, dispensing only with the county, whereas 
it should have dispensed with the diocese. Application was 
again made, and a dispensation was granted for counties and 
diocese, with a mandatory clause in Mr. Bramston’s favour. 

The Master (sic), Mr. J&mes, when the King was at Newmarket, 
taking advantage of the said mandatory clause, besought the Duke 
of Monmouth to prevail with the King to write the second letter, 
which his Grace was inclined to, Mr. James assuring him that it 
was not to put Mr. Bramston by, but, there being a Mr. Wells, who 
was much Mr. Bramston’s senior, and who had been put by twice 
by recommendations of his Grace, Mr. Bramston should be chosen 
in the second place, so his Grace wrote to the College his Majesty’s 
meaning to be only to capacitate Mr. Bramston to be elected, not 
to impose him on the College, and so revoked the second letter 
as to the mandatory part. 

Shortly after, there being a vacancy, the Master tries the 
Fellows for Mr. Wells and also for Mr. Sparrow, a kinsman of the 
Bishop of Norwich, and defers going to an election, till the Duke 
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of Monmouth sent to him to go to an election forthwith. The 
course in that college is, that the Master must nominate or write 
for a person, or the Fellows cannot choose, for they have no 
power to name or write without the Master. The Master on the 
Duke’s letter calls the Fellows to an election and writes for Mr. 
Wells ; the Fellows reject him. Then the Master writes for Mr. 
Sparrow, but the Fellows would not choose him, whereupon the 
Master broke up the election and would not name Mr. Bramston. 

The vacancy being filled by a pre-elected Fellow and there 
being now no vacancy, there cannot now be any pre-election, unless 
his Majesty by dispensation empower the Master and Fellows 
thereto. Sir Mundeford is a humble suitor for such a dispensation 
with a clause commanding the Master to name Mr. Bramston, 
and hopes his Majesty will be inclined thereto, because, by 
breaking up the election without naming him, his favour to him 
is made fruitless. The dispensation imposes him not on the Master 
and Fellows, for, after he is named, he may be rejected as Wells 
and Sparrow were. Without a command to the Master to name 
Mr. Bramston, there is no assurance that he will name him (he 
having promised it before and yet performed it not) and that he 
should be named is all that is desired. It is also conceived that 
a mandamus will be much for the quiet of the college, for, as it 
takes no right either from the Master or Fellows, so neither he 
nor they can be said to be overruled or overpowered by the other.

T. Blarnes] to — As to the late great transactions at 
Westminster and the reasons of them, I believe you already 
know, and, it may be, the discourse ont also more than I can 
acquaint you, but here in town there are various discourses of 
it. Some say they, that were instrumental to keep in with the 
French, have done well at this juncture and seem to render many 
sober reasons for it, but others talk against it and much about 
the Kfing]’s speech and of the putting it in the Gazette. Others 
seem to applaud the reasons ‘to assist the Confederates in the 
address. Here are -divers discourses about the disgust many 
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of the Pfarliament] men took at the adjournment and at the 
Speaker. Some say that most of them will stay in and about 
the town till 16 July, but truly there seems a great consternation 
in many at the present face of the times. Here is a report as if 
some considerable action was not long since at Edinburgh 
betwixt the people and some soldiers, and that many were 
killed. Here also begin to be dispersed abroad many discourses 
as if the late granted money would not be paid, at least not without 
distraining, and many of those are such of our friends as question 
the being of the P{arliament]; as you cannot but be acquainted 
that there are some such. Nay, some say some of those Lords in 
the Tower have given order to their servants and tenants not to 
pay it and that they will by law bear them out, but really some, 
as one would think, sober persons say that, as affairs now stand, 
*tis wisdom not to differ with the French, only some others fear 
he may in time make peace with the Dutch and then they think 
it may be worse, but others say ’tis not possible for them to do 
it nor consistent with their interest, nor some others. Thus many 
persons are exercised in words and a great deal more, as if they 
were statesmen, and yet, although one would think there were 
troubles enough in the world already, some are so malcontent that 
they seem to desire more. But blessed are the peacemakers, 
for aught I know, upon all true accounts. 

I do not yet hear the speech I sent you last is like to be 
printed, but there is some talk of printing the address.

At Morlaix a week since 
they had news of the Duke of Lorraine taking two or three castles 
and forts on the Saar and putting all to the sword, and his army 
is great and mostly old soldiers, which puts them into great 
apprehensions what he may do this summer. The last came 
from Croisic in a week. The master says five Turks men-of-war 
were about Belle Isle, some of them being admitted to water 
there. Two of them he was on board of are as high as 40 guns 
apiece. 

The wind is E.S.E. Eight or ten great ships are in this bay

The King to the Lord Lieutenant. Whereas we have seen 
a paper sent from you intituled, “Doubts on some particulars 
claimed by the Duke of York’s agents in their last claim,” viz. :— 

The first particular is claimed as a debt due from the pretended 
parliament to Owen Row, a regicide, and by him assigned to 
Edmund Ludlow and, by several orders of the said parliament 
in 1653 and of the pretended Council in Ireland in 1658, the same 
was to he satisfied in Ireland and part thereof, having been 
accordingly satisfied by the late powers, is granted to and enjoyed 
by his Royal Highness by virtue of the clause of the Act of 
Settlement which grants him all lands whereof the regicides therein 
named were seised or possessed or which were assigned to them 
for any debentures or arrears or for other recompense or reward, 
which clause extending only to lands already set out to them, 
the remaining part of the 5,065/., which was never satisfied, is now 
claimed by his Royal Highness’ agents on the clause of the Act 
of Explanation, whereby all deficiencies happening to any persons 
whose estates are granted to him, are to be fully satisfied out of 
other forfeited lands, &c. But, in regard that the said 5,065l. 
did not appear to be either an adventure or an arrear for service 
in Ireland or money lent for provisions for the army in Ireland, 
but either some reward or other debt due to the said Owen Row 
from the said pretended parliament, it is doubted whether the 
unsatisfied part thereof be comprehended in the word Deficiencies 
aforesaid, which throughout both the said Acts is understood 
only of deficient adventurers and was never construed by the 
late Court of Claims to extend to any unsatisfied arrears for 
service in Ireland, much less to other debts or duties not satisfiable 
within the intention of the said Acts. 
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The second particular. The lands of Duigen, Adamstowne, &c., 
were granted in fee simn.c to Daniel Axtell, a regicide, by pretended 
letters patent from the late usurpers with all and singular 
rectories impropriate, tithes impropriate, advowsons and rights of 
patronage to any churches within or belonging to the said premises. 
His Royal Highness has been already by the late Commissioners 
confirmed in the forfeited part of the said lands and reprized for 
the restored part of them, but did not then claim any reprize for 
the said tithes and rectories, and, in regard the same were only 
inserted in the Habendum as appurtenant to the said lands and 
are by the aforesaid Acts restored to the Church, it is doubted 
whether his Royal Highness shall now be reprized for the same. 

The third particular. The Act of Settlement grants his Royal 
Highness the estates only of the regicides therein named, amongst 
whom Sir Arthur Hassilrig is not included, the Act of Explanation 
confirms the same and adds those of all other persons excepted 
in the Act of free and general pardon, whose estates are not 
otherwise disposed, &c. Now, in regard Sir A. Hassilrig is not 
absolutely excepted in the said Act of Pardon, but in respect only 
of such pains, penalties and forfeitures not extending to life as 
should be inflicted on him by an Act intended to be passed, and 
that by the said Act of Pains and Penalties in England (13 Car. IT. 
c. 15) the estate of the said Sir Arthur is forfeited to and vested 
in his Majesty, first, it seems doubtful whether the said Sir 
Arthur be a person excepted out of the Act of Pardon within 
the intention of the said clause in the Act of Explanation; 
secondly, if he be such a person, whether his estate be not 
otherwise disposed of by the said Act of Pains and Penalties and 
thereby exempted out of the grant to his Royal Highness. And, 
whereas it is alleged that, admitting them given to the King by 
the said Act of Pains and Penalties in England, the King by his 
assent to the subsequent Act of Explanation has granted his right 
to his Royal Highness, it might possibly be so, if the same were 
admitted to be clearly and expressly granted to him by the Act of 
Explanation, but the doubt is, not whether the grant by a subse- 
quent Act may alter a former Act, but whether the subsequent 
Act granted them, and, in regard the said debt appears only by 
an entry in the Book of Adventurers and that it does not appear 
that the said Sir Arthur took out any certificate for the same from 
the Committee at Grocers’ Hall or otherwise sought for any 
satisfaction thereof in Ireland, it may be presumed to have been 
satisfied to him by Crown or Church lands or other lands formerly 
exposed to sale in England, according to the exception in the 
Act of Settlement. 

The fourth particular is in all points on the clauses in the Acts 
the same with the precedent of Sir A. Hassilrig’s, for, first, the 
said Henry Wallop is not named amongst the regicides whose 
estates are granted to his Royal Highness ; secondly, he is exemp- 
ted out of the Act of Pardon in respect only of such pains and 
penalties as should be inflicted, &c.; thirdly, his estate is not 
only adjudged forfeited to and vested in his Majesty by the Act 
of Pains and Penalties, but also by the Act of Explanation the 
same is expressly granted to and vested in the Earl of Southampton 
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and others, whereby it seems more plainly otherwise disposed 
of, and, although the Commissioners of the late Court of Claims 
judged his Royal Highness a reprize for the lands of Sir Hardress 
Waller, notwithstanding the same were otherwise disposed of by 
the said Acts, yet that case seems to differ from those of Hassilrig 
and Wallop, in regard Sir H. Waller’s estate is granted to his 
Royal Highness by express name in the Act of Settlement and these 
words of restraint in the Act of Explanation “ whose estates are 
not otherwise disposed of ” relate only to the immediate precedent 
clause, viz., and of all other persons excepted, &c., and were not 
intended in the Act of Settlement nor seem to extend to the persons 
particularly named therein. 

And whereas the same was feferred to the Lord Chancellor, the 
Lord Treasurer, the Duke of Ormonde and Secretary Coventry, 
who reported 6 April, 1677, as follows :—We have considered the 
several queries of the Lord Lieutenant unto four particulars of 
his Royal Highness’ additional claim lately put in by Sir William 
Talbot, his principal agent in Ireland. As to the first, a claim for 
5,065/. 17s. 6d. due to Edmund Ludlow, and, as to the third, being 
a claim of an adventure of 1,600/. heretofore made by Sir A. 
Hassilrig for certain lands in Ireland, we conceive the same 
ought to be allowed to his Royal Highness, both the said claims 
being deficiencies intended to be reprized to him by a clause in 
the Act of Explanation, which is penned much larger in favour 
of his Royal Highness than other clauses of the like nature are, 
and extends to all deficiencies whatsoever that happened to any 
of the persons whose estates were vested in his Royal Highness by 
by either of the Acts of Settlement or Explanation as we conceive Sir 
Arthur’s was, he being excepted in the Act of Oblivion. But as 
to the second and fourth particulars, being claims, one of a reprize 
for the rectory of Lanraghcor (Laracor) and the other for 
Henry Wallop’s forfeited estate in Ireland, we conceive that his 
Royal Highness’ agent ought not to insist on any reprize for the 
same, in regard all rectories impropriate are by express words in 
the Act appointed for poor vicars and other pious uses, and 
Wallop’s estate is by a special clause vested in the late Earl of 
Southampton and other trustees with no intention to have any 
reprize allowed for the same. 

We are satisfied with the said report and signify our pleasure 
that according thereto you admit the claim made by the Duke’s 
agents as to the first and third particulars above mentioned, and 
that you give them all necessary orders and assistance for 
procuring full and effectual satisfaction therein, but, as to the 
second and fourth, for the reasons in the report the said agents 
are to desist and pursue the same no further.

Sir Gervase Lucas, 
when Governor, seizes on this estate. 1671,the Company coming 
to be lords of Bombaim, their Governor gives the petitioner parts 
of the estate, but seizes the rest to the use of the Company. 
Nov. ’72, the petitioner was forced to an agreement. The 
Company’s Governor afterwards seizes on all his estate on pretence 
that he had withdrawn himself out of the island and abandoned 
his post as a captain of the militia, and now the Company insist 
that the petitioner should come and be tried on the island 
per medietatem. It is answered that he had leave in ’73, that he 
did what but others did, &c. He dares not go into the island 
to be tried, &c., but prays justice from the king here. He insists 
that he had licence from the Governor to go off the island. 

The Recorder.—That for the quieting of the many controversies 
the Governor of the Company found among the Portugaleses as to 
rights and possessions, &c., a general meeting in Nov., ’72, came 
to a final settlement of all titles, &c., and upon this foot all 
possessions now stand, and this person’s was so too. In the last 
Dutch war this person, being an officer in the militia, deserted 
the island, the Dutch fleet lying before it. A proclamation com- 
mands all to return on pain of confiscation of their estates. 
Most returned, only this person did not, on which a particular 
proclamation issues for his return, giving 40 days time, &c. 
His estate is in his brother’s and sister’s hands, &c. He is 
proceeded against upon the place to an outlawry. Let him go 
and be tried by a jury, &c. The King’s patent gives the Company 
the justice of the island, and it is hoped the Lords will not take 
cognizance of cases fallen out there. 

Query. Had he leave from the Governor to go off or not? 
Possibly he may show the Governor’s permission to carry off his 
goods as he did to several others, but not to go off themselves. 
He was at the head of all the force of the islands. N.B.—At 
the same time he produced to the Governor a leave to carry off 
his goods, which the Governor signed. He also tendered another 
to go off himself, which the Governor being extremely incensed 
at, tore it before him.

509) of Viscount Iveagh’s petition, which was that 
he had referred his pretensions to the Commissioners for 
determining the claims of transplanted persons in Connaught 
and Clare, and also of their report.

The said report dated 26 April. On hearing the claim of 
Giles, the relict, and Edward, the second son, of Arthur 
Geoghegan, mentioned in Viscount Iveagh’s petition, to part 
of the lands in the schedule annexed thereto, in the presence 
of the counsel of the said Viscount and also of the claimants, it 
appeared that the said Arthur, being seised in 1641 of 3,289 
acres or thereabouts in the barony of Moycashel, Westmeath, 
obtained a decree from the pretended Commissioners at Athlone, 
23 April, 1656, for 1,500 acres to be set out in Connaught 
or Clare to him and his heirs in lieu of two thirds of his said 
estate according to the eighth qualification, wherein he was 
then adjudged to be comprised, and in pursuance thereof 
had the lands in the said schedule mentioned set out and 
assigned to him, amounting only to 600 of the said 1,500 
acres, which were enjoyed by him during his life and by the 
said Giles and Edward since his de ease, the remnining 900 
acres or any part thereof being never satisfied. It also 
appeared that Edward Geoghegan, grandson and heir of the 
said Arthur, was by the late Commissioners for executing 
the Acts of Settlement adjudged innocent, and restored to 
the possession of 672 acres, part of the ancient estate of the 
said Arthur, and decreed in remainder expectant on the death 
of the said Giles to 1,966 acres more of the said estate. It 
further appeared that by letters patent of July, 1672 (in 
pursuance of the letter of 28 June, calendared in S.P. 
Dom., 1672, p. 287) the said 600 acres, inter alia, were 
granted to the said Viscount and his heirs on his suggestion 
that the same were in his Majesty’s disposal by the resto- 
ration of the persons to their ancient estate, to whom the 
same was set out in transplantation.

transplantation as aforesaid, and 651 acres of the ancient 
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estate of the said Arthur Geoghegan are excepted out of the 
said decree of innocence and 1,966 acres more thereof still 
unrestored to the heirs of the said Arthur for the life of the 
said Giles, all which are granted by certificate of the said 
late Commissioners to several adventurers and soldiers who 
are possessed thereof, we conceived that the said claimants 
were, according to the intents of his Majesty’s declaration 
and the Acts of Settlement and Explanation justly entitled 
to the said 600 acres now claimed and possessed by them 
in satisfaction for the said lands so excepted and unrestored, 
which were more than sufficient to support their title to the same 
according to the rules of transplantation, and we accordingly 
confirmed the same to them, but in obedience to his Majesty’s 
commands have forborne granting any certificate or further 
proceedings therein, till his pleasure be further known. 


Christopher, now Lord Slane, by his guardian, the Countess 


Dowager of Drogheda, exhibited his claim to the lands

in fee simple 1,000 acres in Connaught or Clare in lieu of 
two thirds of her jointure, in pursuance whereof the said 
lands were amongst others set out to her and possessed by her, 
and that by indenture dated 1 Oct., 1658, she conveyed the 
same to the use of herself for life and after her decease to 
the use of Randall, late Lord Slane, in fee simple, that, the 
said Anne being since dead, the said Randall, Lord Slane, 
entered into the said lands and died also seised thereof, whereby 
the same descended to the claimant as the said Randall’s 
son and heir, except Nadneveagh and part of Lisiquirk and 
Lisaloge, which are returned by the survey to be the property 
of Viscount Lanesborough or his ancestors and are now 
in his possession by virtue of the said Acts of Settlement, 
against which it was objected in behalf of the said Viscount 
Iveagh that the said decree to the said Anne was irregular, 
in regard that, her old estate being only an estate for life, she 
ought not to have had satisfaction for two thirds thereof in fee, 
for, although the said pretended Commissioners sometimes 
granted an estate in fee of one third to widows who had only 
an estate for life wn their dower or jointure and sometimes an 
estate for life in two thirds thereof, to grant an estate in fee 
in two thirds thereof was not warranted by the rules of 
transplaniation, in regard the same, if of equal value 
yearly per acre, would be much more considerable than the 
whole old estate being but for life, so that by the said rules 
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and by the said eighth qualification, wherein the said Anne 
was adjudged to be comprised, she ought to have had only 
two thirds thereof for life, which, being determined by her 
death, ought not now to be confirmed to the claimant, to which 
it was answered that, though the lands so set out were 
mentioned by the said decree to be in liew of two thirds of 
her jointure, yet it is apparent that the same being but 1,000 
acres were not re vera one full third of her old estate, which 
was above 3,000 acres, and by the restitution of the said lands 
to the said Lord Lanesborough, which contain about 270 
acres, the claimants now enjoy but about 730 acres, which is 
much less than their due satisfaction. But in obedience 
to his Majesty’s commands that no further proceedings be 
made in order to the grant of the premises till his pleasure 
be further signified, we have suspended our judgment therein 
and submit the same to your Excellency’s consideration.

ancient estates according to the suggestion of the said Lord 
Iveagh’s petition, that the said estates set out to them in 
transplantation will remain liable to the satisfaction of 
other deficient transplanted persons according to the uses 
in the said Acts of Settlement and Explanation notwith- 
standing the grant thereof to the said petitioner, and 
therefore submit it to your Ezxcellency’s consideration, if 
his Majesty shall confirm his intended favour to the 
said petitioner, that he may be admitted to apply such 
deficiencies to the same as aforesaid or to so much thereof 
as shall be found to remain undisposed of to the said uses 
and to pass a certificate and new letters patent thereof 
pursuant to the said Acts, that so the same may be regularly 
and legally confirmed to him and his heirs. [4 pages.

Stanley, Pargiter were by all the while. 

Bankes.—Says Pargiter said he was by all the while, but this 
witness was not. 

Parry.—Hutchinson and Colston had been playing at dice 
some time before, on which were several borrowings between 
them, which not agreeing of, a lawsuit followed, which was 
very scandalous, so as at length it was burnt (?). Hutchinson 
owned it to Parry that he was friends with Colston. He had 
sought Colston all day all over the town; at last found him. 

First witness.--He remembers Colston did indeed answer 
Hutchinson that he would not fight him, but does not own that he 
said he would not fight with’a child, nor did he give Hutchinson 
any blow. 

For Hutchinson.—Was cleared by a jury of 35. That being 
excepted to, another at the request of the English merchants 
was chosen, half Portugueses and half English, who agreed with 
the former verdict. After which on a trial Hutchinson was 
acquitted. Therefore that this acquittal may be pleaded here. 
For, seeing they had a jurisdiction to acquit him, it were very 
hard, if they should not be able to acquit him, &c. 

Mr. Solicitor—The ground of the acquittal is, that a blow 
was given, &c., which is falsified by a witness now present. 

Parry.—The two witnessés by whose testimony Hutchinson 
was acquitted, were afterwards prosecuted for a false oath in 
this case, so the justice himself told Parry. 

Holt for Hutchinson.—The statute is not to this case, it is 
of cases committed within the King’s dominions, and, if he be 
triable, it must be before the Constable and Marshal by the civil 
law. 

Lord Chief Justice.—If the Prince of Portugal had given 
Hutchinson a pardon under the great seal, should that have 
foreclosed a trial here ?

Christmas next.

I have not been pressed for money this year and 
therefore have given the tenants notice from time to time of all 
the false reports dispersed from the Belfast merchants, as of 
war with France, embargoes of their ships, that they would buy 
no butter this year, &c., and now they are forced to buy and 
to give 23 or 24s. per hundred to begin with, which is of great 
advantage to this country, for it is the only commodity that 
brings money, and the quantity vented at Belfast is almost 
incredible. 

(Hoping his lordship is satisfied about the head of money 
remitted, of which the accounts were sent by Robin Moody). 

I most humbly thank you for your great kindness about assisting 
me to build another house, but I have not yet finished what 
I began last year on that little farm I took of you, which has cost 
me a great deal. He that projected that to you might well 
undertake the project himself, being abundantly more able than 
I am, and having done nothing as yet towards beautifying the 
town. The ground you write of is designed for three houses, 
two are already set and will be finished next summer and I 
doubt not before then the other third part will also be set ; for, if 
a governantie of this town can be disposed to it, her husband 
is inclined already, and we have now a carpenter here, who 
much more encourages those that have money to build than ever 
Sir George has done, and all those that built before he came are 
ready to hang themselves to see his work and designs, but he 
is a little of a Quaker. He is now building a great house for 
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Will. Benson, that was some time Sir George’s cook. It is next 
to Thomas Abbott’s in Castle Street. It is very fine work, set 
out to the street with medallions and cornice. One of those I 
said were ready to hang themselves is Anthony Wrightson 
who built a great house last year and now has pulled down the 
upper part of the street side for this carpenter to new build, which 
he has almost finished with a handsome architrave and cornice 
without which it could not be kept dry. This carpenter has taken 
a third of this waste ground you write of to build a house for 
himself, which, I believe, will be a fine piece of work and three 
stories high. In short this town is abundantly finer than when 
you saw it last, many of the houses being whited and new 
rough-cast. Your house looks a little I dare not say, scandalous, 
but a man may almost venture to swear the peace against part

The fleet I advised last post was so near us was the Dutch 
fleet from Cadiz, about 20 sail, the admiral for convoy Capt. 
Tobyas, 56 guns, one more man-of-war, 46 guns, two merchant- 
men of the like force and some others of smaller force. The 
lst instant they met nine French men-of-war off the Land’s End, 
and fought next morning six glasses very briskly. The Dutch 
had two sunk and four taken, but killed a great many French, 
and say the admiral of the fleet for one. Out of one of the 
Dutch merchantmen landed last Friday at Burton, a creek three 
leagues to the East of this, four Barbary mares for the Duke of 
York from Lord Dongan and by the person concerned in the 
care of them I heard this relation and also that Tobyas is an 
Irishman, and was chief leader in the business at Chatham. This 
fleet also soon after coming out of Cadiz met with 11 Algerines 
and acquitted themselves from them without the loss of one ship. 
They came out of Cadiz near seven weeks ago, having sometimes 
contrary winds and sometimes but little.

Many of the Dutch merchantmen were of good force also. The 
day before she came in she met off Scilly the St. David, 
Sir Richard Munden commander, and the Kingfisher, a fly-boat.

Sir Richard says that, if he meets with the French fleet and they will 
not strike, he will make them or else will sink by their side.

pursuant to the said agreement, a reference thereof to the Lord 
Lieutenant and his report dated 21 May, 1677, that the Privy 
Council by letters of 28 July, 1668, signified his Majesty’s gracious 
intentions to the then Lord Deputy for remitting to the said 
Society the high rents of their said plantation with the arrears 
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thereof till Lady Day, 1665, in part consideration for their 
interest in the customs of Londonderry and Coleraine and that 
orders were thereupon issued by the said Lord Deputy to the 
Barons of the Exchequer for stopping all proceedings com- 
menced or to be commenced against the petitioners for payment 
thereof, that, process being notwithstanding afterwards issued 
to levy the same, the petitioners made their further address for 


a more effectual discharge (recital of the letter of 12 Nov., 1669, 


and of the order to the Barons and their order in Hilary term, 
1669-70, for stopping process as above recited), and that he is 
of opinion that, since the remitting of the said rent and arrears 
is part of the consideration for which the petitioners were to 
convey the said customs to his Majesty, it will be for his 
service that they be discharged thereof and that to that end 
his Majesty may grant letters to the Chief Governor in Ireland 
for passing letters patent to the petitioners for their release 
accordingly or any other way as counsel may advise, but, in 
regard Lord Ranelagh and partners may perhaps on some of 
the covenants in their contract pretend to a defalcation for the 
same, he conceives it reasonable they be heard concerning their 
claim, before any such letter for their discharge be granted, and 
a further reference of the said petition and report to the Lord 
Treasurer and his report dated 3 July, 1677, Wallingford House, that 
having spoken with Lord Ranelagh therein his lordship conceives it 
necessary and prays that his partners who are now in Ireland 
may be heard before the Lord Lieutenant there: signifying his 
pleasure that he call before him such of the said Lord Ranelagh’s 
partners as are now in Ireland and hear what pretences they have 
to any defalcaticn by virtue of any covenants in their late 
contract, if the discharge desired by the petitioners be granted, 
and, in case it appears that they have no right to any defalcations, 
then that he cause letters patent to be passed to the petitioners

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I had to work at the pump and the rigging with my servants like 
the lowest of the sailors to try to save my life without being able 
to eat or to close my eyes for almost three whole days and nights. 
It is a miracle that we escaped, and we were on the point of 
perishing on the rocks of Mount’s Bay the day before yesterday. 
We could not get into the harbour or that of Falmouth, and 
with great difficulty we got in here yesterday towards evening. 
With the first fair wind we shall put to sea again. If I were at 
London or the Downs, I would have made the journey by land. 
The danger has been so great that I have made a vow never to 
go by sea to any place when I can go by land after this voyage. 
All our provisions have been completely spoiled. Thinking to 
make more speed one makes less.

I hope you received mine in answer to Lord Granard’s renewing 
the former motion, that it will be no way convenient to proceed 
in it any more for other reasons also as well as those I gave you, 
whose advice I desire as soon as may be about the other person, 
Lord Coloony’s eldest son, I acquainted you with, whose father 
is very inquisitive if I have received your pleasure therein. My 
affair here has gone very ill to my loss of near 500/. and, though 
we have a remedy in prospect by a bill of review and reversal, 
yet it is not yet put in a method, and I am so weary of such 
trouble and of any lawsuit in my old age, when it is fitter for me 
to employ my time and pains in devotion than contention, that 
I think I shall not attempt it. I find my health rather better 
than ever it was since I lost my chief comfort and after that 
suffered such other successive afflictions that they pressed on me - 
very sore. But it was my infirmity, and since I have considered 
that Our Heavenly Father chastens every son that he receives, 
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When Arthur arrives here, I shall immediately send up horses 


‘ for him, for it will be no advantage for him to make any stay

Mr. Thomas Bate, who was grown a famous painter and settled 
in Magheramesk and had begun to build a new house there, 
was buried four days since and Mr. Breers got a fall from a horse 
and is in danger. The keeping of the Court of Record is in dis- 
order and must be trusted in some other hand, for Mr. Harrison 
grows very infirm and complains much that his memory fails 
him, yet remembers to get in his debts with diligence. I hope 
you received my letters from Dublin, and that I shall receive 
your advice about your niece ere long, and also that I may 
hear of Arthur’s landing at Dublin, which everybody here 
inquires after. Our assizes are not till after the landing of the 
Duke of Ormonde, if he come’before the end of August or there- 
abouts. My troop is ordered to Armagh and a squadron of them 
to be at Dundalk to secure passage on the roads and to do what 
service they can in those parts to bring in the heads or apprehend 
Tories.

The information of Edward Courtenay taken before the 
Secretaries of State. Two gentlemen came to him about a fort- 
night ago at a tavern in Bridges Street, and told him they wanted 
horses, for they had an opportunity of seizing a great man, 
naming the. Lord Treasurer. They asked him to join in it, 
but he excused himself, saying his fortune was not so desperate. 
Before they would say anything to him of it, they engaged him 
to secrecy, which he entered into, having drunk a glass of wine 
with this imprecation that it might be his damnation, if ever 
he discovered the persons.

They had been 
soldiers, reformadoes at sea heretofore, not ever with any com- 
mission that he knows. 

He found that their doubt was how to execute their design, 
whether in his chair as he came home at night, or whether when 
he is abroad on horseback or in coach, which they seemed rather 
to incline to, and designed to have a led horse to set him upon. 

He had not seen the persons for four or six months before 
and where it was, he does not remember. He was at this tavern 
with Mr. Hutchins, a Devonshire man, the same that offered him- 
self to the farm of the law farm, and Singleton of the King’s 
music, when these two came to inquire for him. 

The late Duke of Albemarle took the informant from his place 
at the Customhouse, where he kept the stores, and carried him 
to sea with him as his muster-master.

From the 
two lists he received from Hodges and Kennyon he knew 
Goodwyn was as much concerned as Shepheard and Moore. 
From hence and the promise Hodges had made to discover 
his confederates Richardson might well imagine that, when the 
judges went the circuit, the discoverers would be particularly 
examined on their lists and then every offender’s crimes 
would be made known. For this reason only Richardson 
might have detained Goodwyn as well as Shepherd and 
Moore, had he pleased, who the sessions before was prisoner 
without bail. Griffith came to Newgate the beginning of the 
sessions intending to acquaint Richardson with what he had 
from Hodges but he rejected it. Griffith told Richardson at 
Secretary Williamson’s office 4 or 5 days before Goodwyn 
was discharged that the Secretary had received a list which 
was sent to the judge. Richardson said he knew it well 
enough and would take a time to attend the judge about 
it, and said he knew of some that would discover, if Hodges 
did not. What Griffith had done was not out of obliga- 

‘ tion to the malefactor, but out of the respect he had for 
his suffering father, for which reasons he leaves it to the 
world to judge if Richardson’s information be not more 
malice than matter, because application was first made 
to his Majesty and not to him, and whether he might 
not have obtained Goodwyn to remain prisoner till the 
assizes were over, as well as Shepheard and Moore.

83d. as appears 
by an account signed by the Chancellor and Barons of the 
Exchequer there, and whereas by an indenture of 4 Aug., 1671, 
we covenanted with Lord Ranelagh and his partners that all the 
said farm rent should, as it should grow due, be paid into the 
Exchequer at Dublin to be applied to the uses therein mentioned, 
which has not yet been done, but the said sum of 19,6331.

sum several officers, soldiers and.others are unpaid what was 
due to them the said 25 Dec., 1675, and whereas Sir James Shaen 
and others, the present farmers and commissioners of the revenue of 
that kingdom, have agreed with Sir James Hayes for and on behalf 
of the said Lord Ranelagh and partners that the said Sir James 
Shaen and partners on the credit of the said arrear or balance 
will advance a considerable sum to the said Lord Ranelagh and 
partners to enable them to pay and clear what was due 25 Dec., 
1675, as aforesaid, provided they be authorized to detain by 
equal proportions out of their growing rent that will be due 
30 April and 30 June, 1678, whatever part of the said balance 
we shall allow, remit or discharge (for which the said Lord 
Ranelagh and his partners are by their covenants to have any 
allowance or defalcation) ; we, being fully satisfied that it much 
concerns our service to have the debts due to the establishment 
on 25 Dec., 1675, speedily cleared and that the security desired 
by the said Sir James Shaen and partners is reasonable and 
just, require and empower you to cause letters patent to be passed 
to the said Sir James Shaen and partners authorizing and 
empowering them, in case we shall allow, remit or discharge 
any part of the said balance to the said John Forth and his partners 
(for which the said Lord Ranelagh and his partners by their coven- 
ants are to have any allowance or defalcation) to detain by equal 
proportions out of their growing rent due 30 April and 30 June, 
1678, such sum so allowed, remitted or discharged as aforesaid 
with interest at 10 per cent. per annum, and to have the same 
allowed them on their accounts accordingly, and no advantage 
shall be taken by reason of such detainer or forfeiture for non- 
payment of so much rent as they shall so detain. [24 pages.

I lately transmitted a 
petition on which I desire by your mediation a reference from 
his Majesty to the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, who is at no time 
unwilling to rectify any mistake or error committed by himself, 
and must think that a less dishonour than to have his judgment 
corrected by another judicature. Therefore it will not displease 
so wise and good a man to rectify the mistakes of the officers or 
other assistants in his Court whereof my petition complains, and 
whereof the redress must regularly move from his Majesty, nor 
can it in the least offend his Grace, since the petition desires a 
reference to himself alone to examine and thereon to do what 
shall be thought fit and just on hearing what shall be offered, so 
there is no imposition on him nor any distrust of his judgment 
or integrity. Therefore I hope no scruple or difficulty can remain, 
especially since we have many precedents here of complaints 
against his decrees and orders from his Majesty thereon for 
a rehearing and sometimes orders from his Majesty and Council 
for a rehearing before all the judges of the kingdom after a decree 
given, and, because this was in my own case, I have sent a 
copy of the order for your satisfaction. [2 pages. S.P. Ireland, 
Car.

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T. Blarnes] to ——. As I have been, so I am as careful in 
your concerns as is in my power and hope all will succeed well. 
There is little news at present. There was some talk of those

The enclosed I hear 
either yourself or friends have seen, but, it coming to my hand, 
I thought it my duty to send it. °Tis not public. The person 
I know, and am promised to know more of the circumstances 
of it that are to be told to the person one of them is directed 
to, and, if you judge it of any use, when I have it I shall send 
it to you faithfully. I endeavoured several times to see and 
speak with you, but could not have opportunity. I have also 
sent many letters, which I hope you received. 

A friend of yours that you know hopes you will be mindful 
of him to do him some kindness that is in your power, for 
really he has urgent occasions.

Sir Thomas Overbury to Williamson. I was not more sur- 
prised with the sight of your warrant for apprehending Mr. 
Murray than I was at his coming to my house last week, being 
a person with whom I have no other acquaintance than what 
meeting him sometimes in Westminster Hall and his neighbour- 
hood in Covent Garden, where I lodged, gave me. Though I 
was not ignorant of what he was lately accused, for which he 
was some time prisoner in the Tower, yet, being since discharged 
by the Court of King’s Bench, I thought he had been a free man 
again.

Dr. Lancelot Addison to Williamson. Being now at Salisbury, 
giving them a homily at the great church, my friends inform me 
that by the death of Mr. Hawton of Brasenose a small prebend 
is vacant, and that they hope the Bishop in its disposal will take 
off his pre-engagement and be at liberty to bestow the next. 
The prebendary I last mentioned to you is still in being, but so 
weak that ’tis thought impossible he should endure above a month.

Since I came to town, I went to 
Sir Alexander Frazier’s lodgings, but could not find him to receive 
his advice, but certainly you were let blood, which I know will be 
the first thing that will be here.advised.

I came to. town to advise with 
Sir A. Frazier and to write to you and to-morrow I will take leave 
of the Lord Treasurer. Mr. Bertie came to me from him four 
days ago, that I should not go out of town till I saw his lordship. 
What it is I cannot tell, but, be it what it will, I will suddenly 
wait on you, whom I prefer beyond all persons in the world. 
I did not forbid Lord Ranelagh, because this indisposition and 
Sir John Champante’s coming over will take him up that time 
you mention. Lord Donegall is your faithful and hearty servant, 
and desires you esteem him so. What private news I can learn 
I will bring with me. I wrote to the Speaker, but he intended 
not to Ragley till Lord Ranelagh came, which I was to give 
notice of. [Conway papers. Ibd. No. 189.] 


Dr. William Johnston to Viscount Conway. To-day I received 
your letter and was extremely surprised and not less truly 
concerned at your unhappy accident. I wish to God I had been 
present, that my gratefulness for your extreme favours to me 
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might have been demonstrated by my faithful and ever willing 
service, but, I hope the sickness of my family and some dis- 
appointments I have had since my arrival will beg your pardon 
for my absence. I am glad to hear there is no fracture or 
dislocation, and that you begin to find some ease. However 
I will not fail, if I possibly can, to wait on you at the time 
appointed, but, should I be forced to come later, I beg, if you have 
ease and your pains will permit it, to defer the opening of it till 
I arrive.

But his own men, 
being no longer able to endure the fight, against their captain’s 
consent, struck their topsails to the French and others ran into 
the hold, which when the captain saw, he blew up his ship, 
wherein he perished with the rest of his company, save 13 which 
the French took up.

The other is the Arms of Calais taken by the Dutch and carried 
into Cadiz. They came in company with Capt. Tobyas and the 
rest of the ships that fell in with the seven French men-of-war, 
laden with salt and oil bound home to Holland. Last Sunday 
came in here the Invincible of 28 guns belonging to the French 
king. They took a Dutch ship from Greenland laden with oil 
and whalebone and brought her in here. To-day came in here 
the Hope and the Jane, both of Flushing. They brought in with 
them a French prize laden with sugar from Martinico bound 
home to Nantes. They took her off Ushant. They have been 
but 5 weeks from Flushing.

I wearied you, I believe, with a long 
relation of what passed between Lord Coloony and me and 
desired to know your pleasure about that affair as soon as 
conveniently may be. John Totnall told me to-day and not 
before that he heard the four small vessels of scallops sent over 
long since and a bag of dulsk were not come to you. I wrote to 
Mr. Matthew Anderton by one of your tenants that delivered 
them and my letter at Chester Pair and charged him to send them 
by some safe carrier to Coveritry and to leave them there and 
to write to you where they were left, that you might send for 
them, which, it seems, he has neglected and that they are still 
with him at Chester. Two barrels of the best made salmon in 
Coleraine will come to Belfast, perhaps within two or three days, 
and will be sent over the first’ opportunity. Our best news here 
is the hopes of finding coals in Dunkilmuck. If Mr. Hill 
be so fortunate, his neighbours will share in the benefit. They 
gave over one pit by too much water and have begun another. 
Water also has been a great prejudice to these parts. The 
c ntinued rains have spoiled much hay and laid much corn. 
Lord Massereene is gone already and the Marquess of Antrim and 
Mr. Hill go within two or three days to Dublin to perform their 
attendances at the Duke of Ormonde’s landing, which I will 
desire to be excused from by a letter to his Grace, being unfit for 
along journey. I wish Arthur’s age were capable of commanding 
my troop. I desire your advice how you think best his time 
should be employed here. I know not what seat he has gained 
on horseback, but I believe exercise in that kind would tend 
to his health. I think I wrote that Laurence Kinley of your 
troop died lately. We are well here and busy in taking down 
one of the high chimneys over the old room where Lord Granard 
lodged, which was in danger of falling and breaking down that 
end of the house. The Bishop of Down’s coming down is uncer- 
tain. [Conway papers. S8.P. Ireland, Car. II. 338, No. 83.] 


Lord Chief Justice Sir Francis North to Williamson. There 
is a mastership likely to fall void by the death of Dr. Mapletoft, 
Master of Pembroke Hall, who lies at the point of death. The 
college has some apprehension that his Majesty will be moved 
for a mandamus and they have a great desire to prevent it. 
The Duke of Monmouth promised this university to interpose 
on all such occasions, and they could not doubt to obtain his 
favour, if he were now in England.

I doubt not you have had 
from his Majesty by the express that went yesterday an account 
of the difficulties he met at sea in his passage hither from strong 
contrary weather. When we were in despair of him on Thursday, 
because a packet came from Portsmouth on the Monday adver- 
tising that he put to sea that’day, which was the great day of 
storm, and we had neither sight nor news of him all that while, 
Mr. Wynne, Lord Bath’s gentleman, came to us overland at six 
in the evening, and assured us all was well but the Kitchen yacht, 
which was left aground at Portsmouth, and that his Majesty 
would be with us next day. His good news raised us all from the 
dead, and his Majesty accordingly came the next morning tide 
at 3 with three yachts only and dropped anchor in the road 
over against St. Nicholas Island. At six he weighed and came 
into the port, the island first and then the citadel and Mount 
Batten saluting him with all their guns. The Mayor and 
aldermen met him in their robes at landing and with all the 
Train Bands brought him up to the citadel and at his entry 
the cannon discharged another round. He withdrew into his 
bedchamber and only changed his linen, and immediately went 
all round the works, and, that done, took boat and visited the 
island. At his return he retired to write and sent away the 
dispatch. When he came out of the bedchamber, he gave his 
hand to the Mayor, aldermen, officers of the garrison and country 
gentlemen and knighted the Sheriff, Mr. Bastard, and the deputy 
governor of the citadel, Col. Piper. After dinner he took boat 
again and went shooting towards Saltash. This morning at 
seven he appointed his boats to be again in readiness and went 
up the Hamoze to shoot and dined at Sir Richard Edgcombe’s. 
To-morrow he has appointed a healing, and, we conceive, will 
return towards you on Monday by sea, at least, if the Kitchen 
yacht get off and come up to him, for his Royal Highness presses 
much his departure. His Majesty and his Royal Highness are 
wonderfully satisfied with the works and the situation and no 
less with the entertainment which Lord Bath has made him.

The Duke of Monmouth 
happened to take Lord Ossory’s cloak with the star, when the 
Prince of Orange removed from Charleroi, Luxembourg possessing 
the place.

Viscount Ranelagh to Viscount Conway. I cannot easily tell 
you how concerned I was at your late misfortune. Had not the 
news of it found me in a very bad condition of health, I would 
not have delayed waiting on you, but I was about ten days since 
taken with a violent cold, which I increased by making a visit 
to Wimbledon on a very raw and wet day and came home with 
a great quinsy and very feverish inclinations, which turned to 
a great dozedness, for which I was blooded no less than 22oz. 
in less than 12 hours, and I am now well enough to drink the 
waters, which I have done these three days and intend to do 
so three or four more. 
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To send you excuses that I have stayed all this while from 
Ragley I do not design, nor will I, though much business I have, 
desire you to dispense with my waiting on you there this 
summer, but excuse me you must, if I do not begin my journey 
so soon as you expect, for on many reasons I found it absolutely 
necessary to send for Sir John Champanty to step over to me 
for four or five days, longer he cannot conveniently stay, and 
I hope in that time to give him such instructions as shall prevent 
the traps that are laid for him and consequently for my ruin, for, 
though my Lord of Ormonde and I parted with great professions, 
yet I have more than a little’reason to conclude he will lose 
no opportunity to destroy me, and I apprehend Sir John, 
except forewarned, will give him too many occasions of attacking 
us, for, though he is very honest, he is not the wisest nor the 
discreetest man alive. 

I suppose you know ere this that Mr. Sheridan put in a pro- 
posal by which, on pretence of advancing a sum of money, he 
would have been paymaster of the army, that he was owned in 
this design by my Lord of Ormonde and that I had much ado 
to defeat it. But I undertook, if the King would have a sum 
advanced, I would procure those who should do it on much easier 
terms than were proposed, and these the King agreed to, where- 
upon the next day I brought in a proposal from Mr. Bridges, who 
offered to lend 36,565/. being full three months’ pay, and as much

Sir Ellis Leighton since his Majesty’s arrival sent a very 
submissive message beseeching him to admit him to his presence, 
and he doubts not to give such a clear demonstration of his 
transactions that it would quite take off the aspersion and 
calumny that now lies against him, and desires leave to put in 
bail till a day of hearing, to which his Majesty returned no other 
answer than that he must there abide till his pleasure shall be 
further known. 

Mr. Finch, one of the Commissioners of the Excise, is lately 
deceased, and Mr. Frederick Thynne is put in his room. Mr. 
Elliott being dead, his Majesty has made Mr. Porter Groom of 
the Bedchamber. 

The reports of the Earl of Mulgrave being killed prove false, 
for he is on his return hither with the Duke of Monmouth. 

The treaty at Nimeguen goes slowly on, expecting his Majesty’s 
ambassadors. 

Last week Mr. Murray, who-formerly with Mr. Harrington 
was put in the Tower for suborning false witnesses against 
the Duke of Lauderdale, but obtained his liberty on bail, was 
fetched out of the country by # messenger and put in the 
Gatehouse. The Council of Scotland have sent to his Majesty 
desiring the said Murray to be sent to have his trial there, he 
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having done likewise some mischief to another peer there, 
which his Majesty, ’tis thought, will not grant, which if he does, 
Murray will lose his life. 

The Prince of Orange has in all points satisfied the States of 
Holland concerning raising the siege of Charleroi, which they 
well approve of. It has much abated the fury of the people. 
That no animosities should arise betwixt him and the Duke of 
Villa Hermosa for the future, the Prince visited the Duke, where 
great civilities passed betwixt them. The Prince standing at 
the head of the Duke’s army declared that one of his colonels 
had most scandalously abused him. Could he discover him, he 
would even there break his head with his truncheon and with 
so much courage expressed himself that he would dare to show 
his face against any one that should accuse him, nay his greatest 
enemies, and wished that none. of the Duke’s officers would on 
the next occasion show themselves less courageous than he himself. 
After this he took his leave, and they parted such friends that 
they promised to unite their armies on any occasion of action 
against the enemy. The Prince after his return took a review 
of his soldiers, and found them to be 26,000 foot and 8,500 horse, 
and that the Duke of Villa Hermosa had likewise near 20,000 
men.

Secretary Coventry to Guy, Bishop of Bristol. The Bishop 
of London has reported on your Lordship’s complaint that the 
Corporation of Bristol will have their preachers, in the prayer 
before sermon, to pray for the Mayor and every member of that 
Corporation before they pray for the bishop, dean, and canons, 
and that even in the cathedral, and threatened their ministers that, 
if in obedience to their bishop they do otherwise, they should not 
have a penny maintenance from the city. I desire you to inform 
me whether the Bristol magistrates require their ministers to 
pray for them before archbishops and bishops in general, or only 
before the bishop and clergy of the city; and that the ministers 
give me an account what orders they received and from whom. 
When fully informed, I will represent the matter to the King, 
and there shall be no want of zeal in me, to do the Church all 
right. [Ibid.] 


The King to the Privy Council of Scotland. We at first by 
our commissions to our officers of State authorized them to serve 
in those offices during life, implying their continuance in that 
service, whilst there was no failure in serving us to our satisfac-

and, if you find them willing, then that each sign and declare that 
their said commissions, though for life, shall endure only during 
pleasure.

very agreeable to his health. Sergeant Tapp, an expert soldier, 
is to teach him his postures of pike and musket within. I hope 
Mr. Mildmay will mend his seat on horseback on a horse I have 
fit for it, and the bowling green and gamesters are ready often at 
the gate. I shall have hounds for the exercise of hunting, and, 
I hope, shall mend his writing and have Mr. Wilkins to spend 
time with him in books. He has showed me the plot he took, 
but must renew what he learnt in mathematics, when I can get 
any to help him. Also I intend to take care of his diet. He 
says our wine is better than in England or France, but I allow 
him only one glass at a meal which I drink to him- I have read 
Dr. More’s advice for his temperance, etc., for which and 
abundance more care and pains he has taken with his brothers and 
him I am infinitely obliged and pray you to mention my most 
grateful acknowledgments to the doctor, if he be still with you. 
Your nieces’ music-master commends Arthur’s skill on the guitar, 
which he practises with his sister Mary, and they are all much 
pleased with their brother and he with them. I believe you may 
by this time have received my long narrative of passages between 
Lord Coloony and me, who still writes to me and insists on a 
greater portion and indeed more like bargaining for a horse 
than a marriage, but I believe, if you condescend to 2,500/., he will 
come to a close, which I am pressed by him to know your mind 
in as soon as may be, for I will not move a foot therein nor in 
any of my children’s concerns without your direction, as long as 
it pleases God to continue mé on this uncertain stage in the 
world. 

I am informed to-day out of Scotland that they begin to be 
very insolent and high there, and have great meetings against 
their Acts of Parliament by thousands together, most of them 
armed, for their religious worship, since Duke Lauderdale came, 
and that Duke Hamilton retired from Edinburgh ten days before 
the Lord Commissioner came and refuses to come to the Council, 
and also Lord Rothes is discontented, who understood the 
government there best. Of these passages I intend to acquaint 
Lord Granard, and correspond in kindnesses with him as 
formerly, though I hear he is troubled at the disappointment 
of his hope to pay for his purchase of the Duchess of Cleveland 
with a portion of some daughter-in-law. We hear not yet that 
the Duke of Ormonde is landed, but believe he may be yesterday. 
The Earl of Essex lodged in Mr. Solicitor Temple’s house in the 
Inns to be in readiness, and, I believe, will not stay many hours 
in Ireland after delivering the sword, if the wind serve. Will. 
Temple has seen all your stud and purposes to set out on Monday 
sennight towards Dublin with all he thinks fit to be taken over 
with him. Arthur’s plot has described your buildings and works 
there very plainly and particularly by his description and your 
cornet’s discourse, which I think will be very noble and con- 
venient and doubtless very costly, which is not so considerable 
to one in your condition as to be regarded, since it is a diversion

Newsletter. The Prince of Orange, after Binch was surren- 
dered to him, marched towards Charleville, and there drew up 
his army in battalia, exercising his soldiers, and there took an exact 
review of them, displacing several officers and putting others more 
capable in their room, exhorting his soldiers to show themselves 
courageous at the next engagement, first saying before them 
the great disadvantage it would be to their country, if they were 
worsted, and also the eternal dishonour to their nation, since 
they have always hitherto acquired not only riches but freed 
themselves from the Spaniards’ tyranny, and that by their man- 
hood and prowess, and have enlarged their dominions to the 
uttermost parts of the world, being able to stand in opposition 
with the greatest monarchies at sea, and therefore he willed 
them to show themselves no less courageous on land, and many 
more exhortations did the Prince encourage them with, who 
instantly returned for answer that they would all stand by him 
to their lives’ end and each endeavour to excel one the other 
in valour and true loyalty, giving so great a shout that they 
were heard some leagues off, and, when the Prince had given 
orders for distribution of three days’ provisions, he marched 
onwards and is come within two leagues of the enemy, resolving, 
if possible, to adventure a battle, having signified to the Duke 
of Villa Hermosa that he should keep as close to him as con- 
veniently he could, that upon an opportunity they might join 
themselves together, that they may be of some strength. 
From Cologne [they] are all hereabouts in a great consternation 
that ’tis almost beyond expression, for this place is thronged with 
so many poor miserable souls that daily come for shelter, that we 
cannot scarce find room to harbour one-tenth (?) part of them, 
besides victuals grow excessive dear, for the garrison of Maestricht 
has set many towns and villages on fire, so that many stately 
buildings and places lie in ashes, the inhabitants being very 
barbarously and cruelly handled by the insulting enemy, they 
flinging some of the children into the fire, while they force their 
mothers to act uncleanness with them, and they threaten to 
destroy all as far as the Rhine, which has caused such a horror 
amongst the people that they know not either what to do or 


whither to fly. 
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From Nimeguen we hear that the peace goes but slowly for- 
wards, for the Ambassadors have made a stop to it. [S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Sir W. Swann, Resident at Hamburg, to Sir Richard Floyd, 
one of the Judges of the Admiralty. Understanding by 
Mr. Chare, whose petition is now under your consideration, that you 
desire to be satisfied of some matters contained therein and 
desire my opinion, I would have attended you myself, had you 
been in town, and therefore take the liberty to acquaint you, 
that, whenever the Senate of Hamburg pronounce any sentence, 
as in Mr. Chare’s case they have a very illegal and unjust one, 
and such sentence comes to be questioned, they usually send the 
case to some university for their opinion in point of law, but 
that their opinion is not any sentence or judgment given that 
can bind any party, but is merely a rule for the Senate to proceed 
to give judgment on, till which sentence passed the opinion of 
any university is no way binding on any party. - 

Such is the injustice to Mr. Chare and his principals by the 
Senate’s sentence that I, having given in many memorials to 
the Senate about the same, am not only of opinion that his 
Majesty may honourably grant such a letter as is desired, but 
am in hopes that when granted it may prevail with the Senate to 
do his subjects right. Prefixed, 

Thomas Chare and others of Hamburg and London, merchants, 
tothe King. Petition stating that the petitioners, his Majesty’s 
subjects at Hamburg, about four years since contracted with 
a burgher there to freight two vessels of Hamburg, after they 
should have delivered their lading at Dublin, which vessels, 

" instead of applying to the correspondent of the said Thomas 
Chare and Co., or staying a due time for the lading, or making 
protest for want of the said lading, though by charter party 
they were to stay three weeks and afterwards to be 
allowed demurrage till the ladings were ready and also 
were to be wholly for the use of the freighters, take in 
goods from others and so sail without making any pro- 

test, so that the freighters, Thomas Chare and Co., could 
have no benefit by the said vessels, that, notwithstanding, 
the burgher at Hamburg sued the said Thomas Chare and 
Co. in the Court of Admiralty there and surreptitiously 
obtained a decree, against which the said Chare and Co. 
appealed to the Senate, who are the supreme judges, that the 
Senate, instead of deciding the matter, permit the case to be 
sent up to the University of Jena, where they understand little 
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of sea affairs or affreightment of ships and there they pro- 
cured a@ confirmation of the former sentence, that on this 
the said Chare obtained of Sir W. Swann to give in a memorial 
to the Senate, as also the judgment of the most knowing and 
eminent merchants of their own burghers and the Senate 
seemed to acquiesce and so the matter was stopped, but that 
about a year and a half afterwards, without any consideration 
of the case or of the Résident’s memorial or having any 
regard to the law and custom of merchants, they on a sudden 
opened the university sentence and so suffered condemnation 
against the said Chare “and Co., and praying, forasmuch 
as the petitioners are advised the sentence of condemnation 
will be speedily executed on their estates, unless by his 
Majesty’s «interposition the same be reversed, a letter 
to the Senate, signifying his Majesty’s just resentment 
of this illegal and injurious proceeding and requiring that 
they forbear putting the said sentence in execution, but 
reverse the same and discharge the parties condemned with 
such reparation as may recompense the cost and charges 
they have been put unto.

The French faction 
rejoices and hopes to dash all in pieces.

The King refuses to grant Sir E. Leighton his liberty on bail 
till the merchants be consulted. 

Baron Schwerin is come here from the Flector of Brandenburg 
and another envoy from the Bishop of Miinster is following and 
one from the Duke of Liinenburg. Their errands are said to 
be the same as the Imperial Minister’s, viz., to induce his Majesty 
to declare war against the French King. 

Last Thursday Mr. Murray, the Scotchman, got out of the 
Gatehouse by a Habeas Corpus taking the opportunity of the 
Court’s absence. - 

His Majesty has revoked his general order for bringing in 
French privateers except such as refuse to strike. 

The Duke of Lorraine has-again passed the Moselle intending, 
if possible, to take up his winter quarters in Lorraine or between 
it and Cologne. 

The Prince of Orange endeavouring to fight Luxembourg, 
he retreated over the Sambre and the Prince. having passed the 
same, followed him so close that he was come within two hours 
march of that army, but the Duke having sent some detachments 
from his army it is judged he will avoid an engagement. 

The citizens of Stettin called an assembly and are resolved to 
hold out to the last, making it death to speak of surrender. 

The Turkish army, consisting of above 60,000 men, had passed 
the Danube and had marched ten days towards the enemies, the 
Muscovites, who were likewise ready expecting them, and they 
are approached so near each other that the vanguards begin to 
skirmish and a battle is daily expected. 

The Prince of Orange they say is called home. 

The French King last week cailed a council of all his chief 
ministers, where were M. Colbert and many more. It was con- 
troverted a long time how to carry on this war with the greatest 
advantage. At last *twas resolved that money should be forth- 
with levied from the convents and religious houses, and that 
immediately two fleets should be prepared, one for Tobago of 
10 men-of-war and another for the Mediterranean of 32 ships, 
12 galleys and some fireships, their design not being known, and 
that the land forces be on foot by 1 February, designing to fall 
on some very considerable place, before the Confederates can 
make head against them. 

There is much discourse at Court that the treaty is not to 
continue at Nimeguen, but be transferred to London, and there 
may be likelihood of the conclusion of a peace this spring to the 
satisfaction of all parties. 

The King of Denmark has made an agreement with the three 
brothers, the princes of Liinenburg. Each of them are to send 
4,000 men and to quit the Duchy of Bremen. That King has 
sent 4,000 horse to Guldenl[ew] (Gyldenléve) and they intercepted 
several parties stealing into that city. The whole Swedish army 
followed which left Schonen.

The duty of the 40 Yeoman Warders. In summer at 5, the 
bell ringing out, six warders come from their watch, two of 
which repair to the Lieutenant’s bedside, from whom they receive 
the keys, and the deputy gentleman porter with the wardens and 
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two files of musketeers unlock the gates and, the drawbridge being 
let down, the warders for the day’s wait, being six, attend at the 
guard house on the wharf till 11, and then, on tolling the bell, 
they draw up the bridge and open the Byeward gate till 12 with 
a sergeant and two files attending there for the labourers of the 
Mint and Ordnance Office to go to dinner and the warders to 
refresh themselves till 1, when, on tolling the bell again, the 
bridge is again let down and the Byeward gate locked, and, at 
the tolling of the bell again at 5, the bridge is drawn up and the 
Byeward gate opened, an officer with two files of musketeers 
attending as aforesaid, and at 7 the bell tolls again and half an 
hour after the bell rings out till 8, to give notice that all strangers 
are to depart the Tower, and for the warders on the night watch 
to come to their duty to relieve the day’s wait. Then at 9 the 
deputy gentleman porter calls the warders, who, after inquisition 
made what strangers are within, lock up the gates with -two 
files as aforesaid, and after some ceremony the keys are brought 
to the Lieutenant’s hands and remain by his bedside till 5 next 
morning. This course is also taken in winter time, having respect 
to the season of the year. 

The day’s duty of the warders beside what is above expressed :— 

They examine persons, take their names, their business and to 
whom they go, which is commonly done by him that holds the staff. 

They disarm them and, if they have any jealousy, they search 
them for other arms besides swords. 

A warder goes with every company, not well known, for fear 
of danger and waits till he sees them out of the Tower again, 
and, if they seem to be persons of great quality, two or more 
go with them. 

Others attend the gates to let out coaches and carts. 

They are at all times to attend ambassadors at their audience 
and other occasions with the Yeomen of the Guard at Whitehall, 
when required by the Lord Chamberlain. 

The night’s duty of the warders besides what is already 
expressed :— 

After they have delivered the keys to the Lieutenant they, 
with a sergeant of each company, receive the word from. him, 
after which they repair to their watch house and there remain 
till 5 next morning. . 

They obey none besides the Lieutenant on their watch and 
on his command they open the gates with a guard of soldiers 
in the night to receive prisoners and messages from his Majesty.

He hunts as often as the weather 
allows and has two young gentlemen lately come out of my 
neighbourhood in Yorkshire on a visit to me, Mr. Ardington and 
Mr. Kirk, that admire this country. They go abroad with him 
and are very civil and well bred and fit company for him. He 
has been very well since he came and coughs very seldom. Our 
harvest both of hay and corn is in a sad condition in this neigh- 
bourhood by continued rains.

I am obliged by the express orders of my masters to 
represent that my said Lords, having not failed, since they saw 
peace re-established with you, to communicate to you their just 
troubles at the so great power of France and the fatal resolution she 
threatened, also earnestly prayed you not to suffer your subjects 
to serve to augment the Common danger in passing in very 
numerous troops into the ‘service of that crown, as they have 
done, but rather to hinder them and procure repose to Christen- 
5 dom by a ready honest and sure peace. And, though your 
. Majesty after many applications caused to be published divers 
: proclamations to deprive France of the support of the said troops, 
nevertheless they have not left staying there, signalizing them- 
selves in the most considerable posts and occasions to the great 
advantage of a neighbour who is already more than dangerous, 
and some persons of great quality in your Court have made no 
scruple to follow them. 

That the great progress of the French armies having rendered 
more and more evident how just the said apprehensions were 
and that the application of those remedies you should judge 
necessary to the preservation of the Spanish Netherlands could 
no longer be deferred without exposing them to an inevitable 
loss, made my Lords redouble the said remonstrances and offer 
to enter into all engagements with you which in good reason you 
could desire, to hinder so pernicious an increase of a power 
so near, but they have not been happy to find you resolve so to do. 

That, though your Majesty comforted them with very positive 
assurances that you laid very much to heart the affairs of the said 
Netherlands and that you would use all care to preserve them, 
and my Lords thereby encouraged have done their utmost 
endeavours to sustain things there in a condition capable of 
being remedied, yet your good intentions have had no other 
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consequences hitherto, though they have never ceased pressing 
you thereto, and remonstrating to you with all sincerity that 
it would become altogether impossible to them to continue 
their said endeavours, and that it was so much the more needful 
you would no longer delay to employ yourself with the efficacy 
and promptitude requisite for removing the imminent danger, 
not in intention to oblige you to a rupture with France, if it 
could be avoided, my Lords having always preferred a speedy, 
honest and sure peace before the continuation of war, but that 
you would effectually undertake the procuring such a peace 
either by amicable ways, or, if they should not get the desired 
effect, by stronger means. But, notwithstanding that the said 
declarations of the good and strong intentions for the conservation 
of the said Netherlands have been often entreated by (? from) 
your Majesty, especially since the beginning of this year, and 
that, your Majesty having communicated your troubles for the 
affairs of the said Netherlands to your Parliament, the two Houses 
unanimously declared themselves to have the same thoughts with 
you, my Lords to their great regret have yet seen the good 
resolutions, which might have been hoped for from so happy a 
consonance, become abortive. Thereupon their said enemies 
have not neglected to push their designs as forward as they could, 
and finish putting the said Netherlands into so deplorable a 
condition that scarce anything considerable is left to perfect its 
conquest. 

That your. Majesty having since declared to my said Lords 
that you made Sir W. Temple your ambassador to instruct him 
with your intentions on the subject of peace, thereby to bring 
it to a good and sudden end, they have also seen the effect of 
that resolution deferred, and finding themselves besides so 
drained by the miseries and weight of the war that they could 
not thus prosecute it any longer, and on the other side France 
being increased by her conquests, while their forces, which should 
resist her, are so weakened, that ’tis not possible to prevent the 
utmost misfortunes, unless you will now at last undertake strongly 
to support and by a ready and punctual execution of your said 
declaration deliver their spirits from a very prejudicial appre- 
hension, as if you were not so much against delays as the matter 
in itself is become adverse, so that my Lords find themselves 
infinitely necessitated to have recourse to you, and most humbly 
and earnestly pray you to cause the said Sir. W. Temple to 
depart with orders and instructions necessary to declare ex- 
plicitly and positively your intentions for the conservation of the 
Spanish Netherlands and to establish the peace of Christendom 
on conditions which may secure it and render it durable and 
permanent, wherein your glory and the good of your estates 
is so powerfully engaged. 

That my said Lords can assure you they have not concluded 
anything with France, and hitherto they have no further end but 
to see its neighbourhood by the said peace covered from a total 
oppression by France, they being entirely resolved to persist 
in contributing all they can to obtain that good end, and that 
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they cannot without great injustice be suspected, as if the agree- 
ment with France was for advantage, and thereby scruples raised, 
as if it were less sure for you to engage yourself with them and 
their allies, for you may be most assured that nothing in the 
world shall be dearer to them than to concur with you in procuring 
such a peace to Europe by all the means that are most efficacious 
for the prompt and most sure attaining it. But, in case all their 
remonstrances, offers and solicitations and the imminent dangers, 
whereto the common interests are exposed, shall not be capable 
to make you put your hands really and vigorously to this great 
work and to dispose you to break all delays, the loss of the said 
Netherlands for want of that becoming inevitable, my said 
Lords hope at least that you will not judge it strange and less 
impute it as a fault to them, if in such a case they, being destitute 
of your help, without which nothing is to be done, do not 
persevere any longer to drain and ruin their estates by unprofit- 
able endeavours and to endanger themselves in vain, but seek 
to save themselves the best they can and consequently to enter 
into such engagements as the necessity of state shall oblige 
them, and that the said issues and inconveniencies, which 
will undoubtedly then arise, may not at all be imputed to them, 
who have tried all sorts of ways and means and particularly that 
of alliances and assistances of your Majesty to prevent them, but 
to their extreme grief have not been therein successful by reason 
of obstacles which they have had the misfortune to meet with in 
your Majesty’s spirit.

I have sent several letters and 
some papers about the concerns you know and some of late 
when you were. out of town.’ The person concerned in them is 
now retired for a time, but has scattered strange hard words, of 
which you may have more at large in a little time the particulars. 
The matter begins to be discoursed on much now in town. There 
is little news at present, but discourses as if we should differ 
with the Spaniard &c., and of their manifesto and of the answer

old minister (a preaching one) of the Hague. The story, as I 
have it, was thus. The parson sent his maid to buy meat for 
his dinner. She came to a place where she saw three persons 
at least in disguise and heard them discourse of killing Dfe] 
Witt. She comes home and tells her master, and he also goes 
and finds much that she had said was true. He presently 
acquaints D[e] W[itt], who answered that he had a promise of 
a guard from the Pr[ince] and would go that day to his brother, 
and (if he had a thousand lives) would adventure them on such a 
promise.

Whereas the Marquess 
Burgemaine (Borgomaniero) had in the name of the Catholic King, 
his master, exhibited, 5 June last, to your Majesty a memorial by 
virtue of the power transmitted to him from the Duke de Villa 
Hermosa, who had received it from his king, and had earnestly 
desired to enter into league with your Majesty, and whereas your 
Majesty replied his power was not sufficient, he persuaded himself 
there was no other hindrance, but when the Marquess, 6 August last, 
exhibited a new memorial to your Majesty, declaring that he 
was now entrusted with full power from his master, and that all 
things offered by virtue of the first power were approved and 
confirmed by this, offering to your Majesty all that is fit to grant 
in like treaties, which can be no otherwise interpreted but that 
whatsoever securities shall please you shall be given together 
with the caution of some one most fortified place, and, whereas 
your Majesty is not pleased to admit of and join in this treaty, the 
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Marquess is commanded by his master to express in his name how 
much he resents that your Majesty has not removed according 
to several treaties the forces of your Majesty, which are now to 
his great damage fighting in the French army, notwithstanding 
that for the effecting thereof Don Pedro Ronquillo, Don Bernardo 
de Salinas and the Count of Bergeick have several times used 
their endeavours with your Majesty, and for the executing of 
which the Marquess now signifies that there is absolute necessity 
for his master to demand due satisfaction, such as the great 
damage requires which he has hitherto sustained and now sustains 
by the vast number of your subjects under the command of the 
Most Christian King, and this.so much the more grieves him, 
because in the heat of the-summer expedition the Duke of 
Monmouth, a prince of so great reputation and most approved 
valour, has betaken himself to the military service of France, 
and thence it appears that, instead of forcing your subjects to 
leave the French service according to the tenor of our treaties, 
your mind is wholly bent in detaining them there, and there is 
no doubt, but your proclamation, as report is, for calling home 
the said forces is wholly void, and that the proclamations that 
shall be made for this end will be void and ineffectual, when it 
is manifest that, instead of punishment of the disobedient, now 
a prince of very great reputation is sent as commander of a legion 
that fights for the French, whereas he was bound to forsake them, 
when he came thither, that he might teach them by his example 
obedience to your commands. Hence it arises that the con- 
ditions offered by the King, his master, so congruous to the 
public good of the Christian world, yea and to your Majesty, 
serve rather to confirm the French King and that is so much the 
more grievous in that his master is forced to see his army warring 
with a nation which is. of great repute with his Majesty, and for 
the concord with which he professes himself willing to grant all 
those things which shall be desired by your Majesty. All which 
the said Marquess gives your Majesty notice of, in obedience to 
the commands received from his Majesty.

Richard Bower to [Williamson]. I cannot find any agree- 
ment in the relations about the late sad accident by the spectators 
of it. The best information I can gather is, that Capt. Booth, 
as they call him, coming ashore for a pilot, being at the Angel 
in our market place, a seaman of this town, being taken up by the 
watch between 10 and 11 at night, in bringing him through the 
market place, cried out for the seamen to help him. One 
of the captain’s men hearing the cry went up and asked what was 
the matter. The constable said, Sirrah, what is that to you ? 
on what the captain’s man told them, they need not drag him 
so like a dog, on which they laid hold of him and put them both 
in the stocks. Certainly, if the captain’s crew had been then 
together; they might have fallen on the watch to rescue the 
seaman. It being market day, they could judge no other but 
that they were some countrymen and townsmen together by the 
ears, there being nothing like a constable or a watch, they having 
then neither bills, halberds, or constable’s staff, only walking 
cudgels in their hands, and some had swords as the constable. 
The captain, being ready to go on board, sends the coxswain to 
get the boat’s crew ready, who hears one of them was in the 
stocks, on which he went to inquire how he came there, and 
desired they would set him free, for his captain was going aboard, 
which he refusing, he came afterwards begging of the constable 
to let him go, as it would put his captain in a passion to keep 
his man without a cause. The constable replied, he valued not 
his captain, and, if he met him, he would lay him by the heels. 
The master then came and entreated the constable, desiring to 
know the occasion of his securing the man. He told him, for 
affronting the watch, on which without any further examination, 
he fell on the fellow in the stocks, laying on, till he broke a great 
cane about him. Then the master desired him to let him go with 
him, as his captain was going aboard, but, he refusing, whether 
any provoking speeches passed I cannot learn, but it is thought 
his men might inform him some such thing, but, those not 
prevailing, the captain came up to the watch with his men follow- 
ing. The rabble, that have given evidence against him, say that 
he came through the market place with his sword drawn, but 
Ward, a chirurgeon who stood about the place where the man 
fell, says his sword was not drawn, for he hit him on the head 
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with his sword in the scabbard, and that on his asking him what 
he meant he then offered to draw it, but did not. Some say 
he quarrelled with the constable and drew, others that he was 
no sooner come up but the constable laid hold of him crying, 
Knock him down, but it seems the constable and the captain 
were drawn one at the other and parted not, till the man that 
was killed fell down. Some say the captain killed him, others 
that he was killed by stepping between the captain and the 
constable, but, whoever killed him, he no sooner fell but most 
of the watchmen ran away. “The captain and the constable 
stayed some time talking on the occasion of this accident, after 
which the captain and his company went to the seaside to their 
boat, but were soon pursued by the people, who were got armed, 
Bayliff Huntingdon going down with them, where he no sooner 
came but with a partizan he struck the captain on the breast, 
and the next blow knocked him down, and, the like being done to 
some other of the company, they surrendered. It is said the 
captain fired a pistol at the bayliff, but that was a mistake, it 
being judged some stones might hit their swords, or one weapon 
hitting against another. Mr. Bayliff was blamed for running 
down without his gown, bands or krevet (? cravat), by which he 
not being known might have got a mischief. They were all 
brought up and committed, and I doubt that the evidence given 
being at that time done in heat and passion by the rabble may 
fall short of what is made of it, Our sessions begin next Wednes- 
day.

Statement by Samuel Crossman, B.D., prebendary of Bristol 
and vicar of St. Michael’s there. The Bishop of Bristol forbids 
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a layman living within the precincts of the cathedral to pay any 
rates to the poor, which till then had been usually paid. The 
person refusing is prosecuted by the City, for which prosecution 
the Mayor himself is arrested on the Church’s account. The 
Bishop requires the Dean and Chapter to bear the charges and 
to indemnify this man in the whole suit. While these disconteuts 
lay unhappily broiling in men’s minds, our Bishop in his visitation 
speech last July gave a quick reflection on such as prayed for 
coopers and heelmakers before the most dignified persons in the 
Church. Now it has been the custom of this city, as the Dean 
and some others relate, to pray for the magistracy and in the close 
for the clergy through the succession of eight or nine bishops 
without any offence taken at it. On this and some other passages 
in the Bishop’s speech, delivered in a mixed audience, the 
city became further distasted, some in magistracy proverbially 
laughed at, the general talk in the streets, Who said his prayers 
right or wrong? and the ministers at an utter loss what to do, 
not without some indecencies in their proceedings hereupon. 
The Bishop being offended, I sought access to him at his house, 
but could not be admitted. He told me afterwards in open 
court, that he would not have such things taken up in private. 
Accordingly he sends his apparitor to cite me to appear next day 
at court to answer articles. and to show cause, if any, why I should 
not be suspended for not obeying his monition (that is, how 
I prayed). I appeared, no articles were exhibited, but the Bishop 
tells me in open court, I was a perjured person, deserved to have 
my gown pulled off my back and the like. I was amazed, and hope 
I have given no just cause for such severe language. He 
appointed me, after these heats were over, to certify my observing 
his said monition the Saturday followi ing. I certified that 
I prayed as I conceived I lawfully might. Now it was thus: 
Having prayed for the King by all his titles, I prayed for the 
Queen, the Duke of York and all the royal family, his Majesty’s 

most honourable Privy Council and all that are put in authority 
under him, the ministers of God’s holy Word and Sacraments 
as well Archbishops and Bishops as other pastors and curates 
in those very words, without mentioning either Mayor or Cor- 
poration here, for avoiding offence to the Bishop, because he told 
me, I served my Mammon to humour a company of schismatics, 
who had excommunicated themselves out of the Church of God. 
But this satisfies him not. He cites me afresh on pain of 
suspension and tells me, I was a saucy proud fellow of a Presby- 
terian hypocritical heart, upbraiding my preaching, praying, 
speech, face and whole ministry very opprobriously before all 
the people, at which uncomfortable posture my case now lies. 
After four court days of appearing in person and divers others 
by a proctor I cannot obtain to be dismissed, but am at length, 
as I am informed, decreed to be suspended. I have many times 
preached before the Bishop; he never expressed any offence 
at my order in prayer till now. He singles out me alone for 
prosecution in this unhappy difference, though he knows most 
of the ministers of the city still pray for the Mayor and 
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Corporation here in terminis, before they mention any of the 
clergy. yet none of them are cited by him. If my offence 
be, as his Chancellor tells me, that I pray not for the clergy before 
the Privy Council, I answer the Dean, the Surrogate, and probably 
others also have so prayed at the cathedral in the Bishop’s audience 
even since his admonition without any blame from him, and 
how frequently the method is used at Whitehall and elsewhere 
is known to all observing persons. I acknowledge I have feared 
such an alteration thus violently set on foot at this juncture 
in our city might rather conflare invidiam than promote the real 
concerns of the Church. I neither did nor do intend any obstinacy 
in it, if greater wisdom shall-see it needful. The real truth is, 
many serious persons grow even distressed at the great increase 
of disobligements amongst us. The Mayor and magistrates have 
already left off coming at their usual times to the cathedral 
with other like evidences of very high disrespect. I can no way 
justify many renitencies of the city in these heats, but could on 
some experience say, mild steady practice mixed with some personal 
condescensions, as it best becomes the Church, so it soonest wins 
that people. I lay myself and case at the feet of my superiors. 
Our Bishop is pleased to pursue me even to ruin, because I cannot 
keep pace with all his actings, and some of them, which I forbear 
to mention, I freely confess I cannot. I have assured both him 
and the chief of the city that I will animate no faction, whatever 
displeasure he may take against me. I have had no hand in 
fomenting these differences between the Church and the city. 
How far and how faithfully I have laboured to allay them, persons 
of repute and integrity both in the Church and the city will, if need 
be, attest. As to my ministerial carriage, I have, since my first 
coming hither, now near ten years, constantly officiated the whole 
Liturgy every Lord’s day myself, I have used the vestments ap- 
pointed and read Common Prayer thrice a week in my parish 
church. I have not neglected nor scrupled any ceremony or appear- 
ed in the city at any time but in aclergyman’s habit. In the cathe- 
dral, being Treasurer, whereas I found that church in debt and 
confused in their accounts ever since the restoration, I not only 
adjusted all accounts and cleared off their debts, but brought in also 
a church stock and a dividend, both in ready money, and have 
since given to the cathedral two Bibles and two large Common 
Prayer Books, all very fairly bound, the only books of ornament 
at this day there. I am become a fool in mentioning these things, 
but my present joyless circumstances constrain me to it. My 
dilemma is hard ; returning to Bristol, I am likely to be suspended, 
staying here, I am far from my family, at expenses here, at charges 
there, to provide supply for my cure, and not without some 
sad apprehensions how little benefit the Church is like to reap 
by any such unhappy jars in the bosom of it. If I be, as our 
Bishop so openly says both to me and of me, unworthy to be any 
longer of the clergy, I will betake myself to some honest secular 
employment, but,.if I have consisted with my duty and have 
uprightly served the Church, I crave my person and ministry 
might not be thus exposed and vilified before the people, but

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encouraged either for the better continuing my service where I am 
or some more quiet disposal elsewhere as to greater wisdom shall 
seem meet.

He is gone abroad to-day with Mr. Kirke, that came with him, 
with Arthur to visit Lord Massereene’s son and son-in-law 
(Mr. Houghton) and to hunt in the park at Antrim. They both 
performed a visit to nim here and he is gone thither to repay it. 
I have charged him and those with him to be careful and 
moderate in riding and his diet. I do not find him cough often 
now and he is active and desirous of exercise, of which he has 
choice in handling his arms (musket and pike), fencing, shuttle- 
cock and the like, and, when this company is gone, I intend with 
Mr. Wilkins to have set times for his books, and that he ride the 
manace to gain a good seat on horseback. The day after 
I received your letter, which altered the case and much rejoiced 
me, I went with these youths and many more, that had notice 
and came after us of my going to killa buck at Portmore, and the 
hounds ran down a brace, one of which took the lough, and swam 
far, but was brought in with a boat. It was very good hunting 
and I found myself better able to ride than I hoped, for I rode 
to and from Portmore, and almost as much in the chases.

I do not expect these young men home till to-morrow, 
so Arthur, who intended his letter should have gone with mine 
when I should write next, will be disappointed. Since I knew 
ycur mind I acquainted Mall with it, who is very thankful for your 
bounty and concern for her and says she will be wholly observant 
to your advice and mine and would have endeavoured to comport 
with the former motion, though she was not inclined to a Scots 
family. I desire that to-morrow or Monday I may be comforted 
with the news of your increase of strength and _ health.

About noon Thursday they came on their trial, where the constable 
and some of his watch gave evidence that, the captain and his 
company coming to the guard, the captain came between the two 
reformadoes, there being many people got together about the 
guard on the noise of the men’s being put in the stocks. The 
captain no sooner came amongst them but Ward, the butcher 
who was killed, struck at Stephenson, the reformado on the . 
captain’s left, on which the captain thrust at him and so passed 
towards the constable, who was drawn, who swears the captain 
and the two reformadoes fell all three on him, and that after 
some time the captain asked him who he was. He replied the 
constable, on which the captain embraced him and told him there 
would be some mischief done, if they did not part them. Some 
then crying out, there was a man killed, the captain immediately 
drew off his men and went down to his boat. Those who gave 
this evidence against the captain confessed that, after they had 
put his man in the stocks, the coxswain and some of the company 
came to desire his release, after which one of the reformadoes 
did the like, and that the master also came to know the reason of 
the man’s being in the stocks, and, when informed that he had 
affronted the watch, fell on the man in the stocks, beating him 
till his cane broke, after which he desired the constable to let 
the man go to the captain, which he would not grant, whereon the 
captain came and what then passed according to the evidence is as 
aforesaid. There was no evidence of a pistol; the woman, 
who gave that evidence on their apprehending, confessed she did 
not know what she then said. I doubt not but the messenger 
who brought the letter from Mr. Secretary to the Recorder can 
attest the truth hereof, whom I saw very attentive in the court. 

Postscript.—The captain and five more this day received their 
sentence todie. The captain is to die Thursday sennight, for the 
rest no day is set, they waiting the king’s pleasure.

Notes by Williamson about the East India Company. Several 
stocks have been raised for this trade, the first in King James’ 
time. One in his time was of 1,600,000/., in which most of the 
nobility were deeply engaged. This stock, after 14 years’ trading 
for want of right methods [was much lost so when they] divided 
the principal they had but 70 per cent. of their money, not having 
had one dividend in all those years. Their error, amongst others, 
was that they laid out at one time 300,000/. in building shipping, 
which was more than King James had then in the Navy. They 
went to war with the Portuguese, Indians, &c. The united stock 
was begun’ in the time of the rebellion. Before the King came in, 
less stocks were made up under the main stock by way of licence 
and permission, as one of about 150,000/., in which the Houb- 
lons’ father was, by which money was got but not much. 

The present stock begun in 1657 is reckoned the sixth stock 
raised in the trade but of 400,000/., but is now worth 
1,200,000/. 

They employ about 28 stout ships from 250 to 600 and 650 tons, 
that is 14 sent out every year or thereabouts. They never use 
a ship above 7 years in that trade, but then turn her off to other 
trades, whereas one built of the force and strength of those in the 
East India trade will serve well 30 years in any other trade, by 
which it appears how this trade fills the nation with great ships. 

They employ 3,000 tons of shipping in the pepper trade alone, 
though by that trade they rather lose than get, doing it only 
for the good of the public, that Holland may not be sole masters 
of that spice. 
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They laid out 40,000/. in an attempt to settle a trade in Japan 
and lost it all, but hope in time to do something. In China 
they do pretty well. 

The united stock never carried out 2,500 cloths, now the 
Company carries out, etc. 

When the interlopers had wearied out the last stock, and all 
was brought to an open trade, the very open traders themselves, 
finding they were undone by it, became the suitors to have a 
joint stock set up in 1657. 

Calicoes are their great riches, and in which they infinitely 
outdo the Hollander.

Order in Council. On reading the report of Sir Richard 
Lloyd, surrogate judge of the Court of Admiralty, dated 18 Sept., 
which was as follows :—In obedience to the Order in Council 
of 2 May last, I have examined the whole matter concerning the 
Duke of Holstein and the Hope, so far as the petition to your 
Majesty, the charter parties and the sentence of the Court of 
Admiralty at Hamburg give light thereto, and find that the 
said ships, whose owners are burghers in Hamburg, were in 1673 
in France taking in their lading of wine for Dublin, and in May 
Thomas Chare, merchant in Hamburg, for himself and company, 
merchants of London, took them to freight by charter party, 
viz., that, when the said ships should unlade in Dublin, the 
factor of the said Chare and company should relade them within 
three weeks for Ostend or Rotterdam, and, if they should stay 
longer, then to pay demurrage. The owners did not demand 
the name of the said factor, nor did Chare acquaint them 
therewith, which it was an omission on both parts. The ships 
continued in Dublin above three weeks and no lader appeared. 
Then the masters, without making any public protest on the 
Exchange against Chare or his factor for not appearing to lade, 
took in a lading from others and sailed away. The owners sued 
Thomas Chare and Co. in the Admiralty Court at Hambur 
and obtained sentence against them for the full freight 
by the charter party and for demurrage and to pay within a 
month. Chare and Co. appealed to the Senate of Hamburg, 
as they had just cause to do, first considering that masters to 
make their freighters liable are by the custom of merchants bound 
to protest, or at least, if possible, to advise their owners and send 
to them for directions, which these masters might have justified 
without prejudice, as the days of demurrage were unlimited, and, 
secondly, considering they are condemned in the whole freight 
agreed to by the charter parties, when the owners could be but 
partly damnified, some lading being taken on board at the same 
port. The Senate sent the case to the University of Jena for 
their opinion, which was that the Court had passed a good 
sentence, whereon Sir William Swann gave in a memorial to 
the Senate, setting forth the illegality of the sentence and annexing 
the judgment of some eminent merchants of their own burghers 
in favour of the freighters, notwithstanding which the Senate 
confirmed the sentence. Chare, having deposited 5 per cent., 
has obtained a revision of the sentence of the Senate, and now 
supplicates your Majesty for himself and company for your 
recommendatory letter to the Senate, which, if you grant, Sir 
William Swann is of opinion it will be of advantage to your said 
subjects and prevail with the Senate to do them justice: 
Ordered that Secretary Williamson prepare a letter for his 
Majesty’s signature to the Senate recommending the petitioners’ 
case as desired. [24 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 396, No. 170.] 
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The case of Mr. Feilding. His Majesty from the beginning of 
Mr. Feilding’s troubles promised to save the estate, and that 
for the sake of seven other fatherless children, who will otherwise 
be left destitute, their father dying suddenly without a formal 
will. What Mr. Feilding now petitions for is no more but the 
saving his estate in the very same manner as did Matthew 
Coppinger in 1669, who killed Timothy Norwood and fled. He 
was tried for it 7 July at the Old Bailey. As to the murder, 
he pleaded Not Guilty, but as to the manslaughter he produced 
a pardon of 28 June, pardoning all acts and deeds as to the killing 
the said Norwood, with this proviso, that, if found guilty of 
murder, this pardon should be of none effect. He was tried 
for the murder and acquitted, and by this pardon his estate was 
not forfeited, for without it, the minute the jury had brought 
him: guilty of manslaughter, all his personal estate had been 
forfeited to the lords of the manor. If he had had no estate, 
no such pardon had been needed, for he might have had the 
benefit of his book and so been acquitted. This is exactly Mr. 
Feilding’s case, and he petitions for such a pardon for the 
manslaughter, but Secretary Coventry says that about a year 
since then was an order in Council that no pardons should be 
granted before trial, and, unless his Majesty declares in Council, 
as is usual in other cases, that he excepts Mr. Feilding out of 
that order, he cannot offer his petition. This the whole family 
beg his Majesty to do, as this order is severe only to those who 
have estates, for those who have none may have their book and 
so be acquitted in case of manslaughter and they who have estates 
will lose them. Endorsed by W. Bridgeman, ‘ The King after 
speaking with the Lord Chancellor put this paper into Mr. 
Secretary’s hands with directions it should be done. The

crime that there are no hopes of pardon, at which, he being 
a stranger here, I could not but inquire a little into the 
matter, knowing that the constable has a prejudice against 
the King’s captains, hav-ng been sent for to London on the 
complaint of a captain of a former Iceland convoy, so no 
doubt he would give such evidence as should do the captain’s 
work as you may see by the copy of a certificate I gave the 
captain to send to the Prince to-night, and, that you may see the 
constable’s evidence to be notoriously false, I also send a copy 
of an information of three persons present, who observed all 
that passed. If these are not sufficient, I shall procure others 
to prove the evidence of the constable and his accomplices was 
false. To this certificate and information oath shall be made. 
I observed that endeavours were used by some of the witnesses 
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to make out that the captain had a pistol and fired at Mr. Bailiff 
who knocked him down. That it was Mr. Bailiff was not to be 
understood, he having neither gown, bands or krevett (? cravat), 
but a halberd in his hand, with which at his first coming up he 
knocked the captain down. As to a pistol, it was so light that 
the constable swore he could read a letter, yet none at the trial 
could swear they saw a pistol, only would make it out by some 
sparks appearing, which might be either from the stones flying 
about, which might hit their weapons or others’ weapons hitting 
against the captain’s, he having several about him when 
knocked down. I only wish the captain had more time given 
him to discover the malice of his enemies. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 396, 
No. 172.)

imagine the captain to be the death of Ward, the constable and 
he never parting till they joined hands, and on some discourse 
between them parted. The captain commanded his men away 
and went down to his boat.

Thomas Leighton to —— At daybreak this morning, 
as we lay cruising in the Straits’ mouth a little eastward of Tarifa, 
we made the Rose of Argiers, formerly commanded by Canary 
but now by a Liibeck renegado, of about 40 guns and 350 men, 
most Levantine Turks and the rest renegadoes, plying to wind- 
ward, wind E., an easy gale. On our commanding him to send 
his boat on board, he immediately ran out his lower tier of guns 
and put himself in order to fight, on which we fired six or seven 
shot through him, which he only answered with a like number 
and a volley of small shot and clapped his helm a weather and 
bore away. We continued the chase and fired guns to give notice 
to Sir J. Narbrough and the rest of our fleet then at Tangier, 
who all weighed or cut and spread themselves in a line from Cape 
Spartel almost to Cape Trafalgar, in all near 40 sail, some 
merchantmen, the rest frigates, fireships and shallops. The 
Turk haled to the northward, thinking to run out ahead of them 
all, but, finding Sir John Ernley to reach upon him, after several 
shot received from and returned him, tacked and stood away to

the southward, receiving each ship’s broadside and himself 
continually firing great and small shot, and had certainly escaped, 
had not Capt. Canning, who was the southernmost and leewardest 
ship, poured a broadside into him and shot away his maintop- 
mast, after which he continued fighting and bore away under 
the James’ stern, who presently stood with him, and laid him 
on board on the luff on the larboard side, and soon after the 
Charles on the starboard quarter and lay board and board 
above an hour and a half, continually firing broadsides into each 
other, and, having entered a considerable number of men, both 
steered off, the Turks still keeping the lower gun deck and 
firing small shot out of their ports at our boats sent to 
enter more men, their great guns being all dismounted. Capt. 
Canning was killed in laying her on board by a small shot in his 
breast and David Floyd’s brother was killed in entering and 
cut to pieces by the Turks. I can give no account of what 
number we have lost, but am sure they are a great many by 
what I saw killed on board the prize. The galleys were bot 

very much disabled and are ordered to be towed into Tangier, 
we being sent to convoy the Malaga fleet. [14 page. Copy.

Richard Bower to Williamson. About four yesterday afternoon 
was Capt. Booth executed, there being about four or five 
thousand spectators. He declared on the ladder, that he had

The Bishop has very much abused the Mayor and the rest 
of the Justices here. Some time since by his means the Mayor 
was arrested for legally proceeding against a person for not 
paying to the poor rate, pretending the land was within the 
precincts of the Church, which the Bishop would fain exempt 
with the Dean and Chapter from paying to the poor and make 
their precincts a kind of sanctuary and free from the course 
of his Majesty’s laws, and he has also forbidden the same person, 
though legally made, to be an overseer and collector of the poor 
or to be churchwarden, pretending themselves to be out of any 
parish, and since also he has upheld him from collecting the 
money for the ships, so that by his means here is a failure of 
justice. 

At a visitation lately he commanded all the clergy under 
their canonical obedience to pray for himself and the bishops 
before the Lords of the Council and the Mayor of this city, that 
is his Majesty’s lieutenant here, and before the rest of the 
Justices out of malice to them, a thing never done for 60 years 
before in the time of seven bishops before him, saying that they 
prayed for coopers and heelmakers before him, rendering by it, 
as much as in him lay, the government contemptible and, to 
trample them under foot, even in a manner to make them come 
to hear it, or not to go to church at all, which sort of penance 
they think they ought not to be enjoined to bear. He has since 
questioned some of his clergy for not obeying his illegal commands, 
and actually passed a decree of suspension, not as yet published, 
against one, to bring the rest to obey. This affront put the 
magistrates to choose some of the clergy to preach before them 
lately at their solemn occasions, but the Bishop, by several 
letters I have by me, forbad them to preach before us, so that 
he will not let us have a chaplain to preach on solemn occasions, 
which by law every private gentleman may have in his chapel. 
This he puts on his clergy under canonical obedience, which 
‘if admitted for law, as I am sure it is not, he may at any time 
silence all such as will not preach what doctrine he pleases, and 
so ruin the established religion, a point never pretended to 
before. I could tell you of so many imprudent acts he has lately 
done that are of so ill a consequence to the government in Church 
and State that it ought not to be borne with or passed by. He 
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went away last Tuesday to Newmarket to complain to his 
Majesty against us. but, I presume, he is so well known that 
his complaints will find small or no credit there against us. 
I may safely say, it had been good for the Church of England 
he had never been born, he executing such an arbitrary power 
that he would by his actings put the mitre above the crown 
and himself above the reach of his Majesty’s laws and govern- 
ment. Such a supremacy was never set on foot in England 
under colour of a canonical obedience that he claims, that must 
not be yielded to. I therefore in behalf of this city, who are now 
all in peace [ask you] not to give credit to his complaints nor 
to countenance him that has done so much wrong to Church 
and State. If thought fit, some of us will attend whenever his 
Majesty and Council shall appoint, to answer his clamours and 
to make good what I have.set down. [Nearly 2 pages. S.P. 
Dom., Car. II. 396, No. 204.] 


James Welsh to Williamson. Yesterday morning went hence 
for France the Duchess of Southampton. To-day came in here 
by reason of contrary winds about 120 ships and pinks from 
London, Yarmouth, &c., bound to the Bay of Biscay and other 
parts to the southward.

They also broke up the trunk of a mer- 
chant, who intended to come over with them, and carried away 
several things out of it, but what the master does not know, for 
he was then on board the three gun man-of-war, whose captain gave 
him a note for the brandy taken out. Last Wednesday off Ushant 
he met with two men-of-war, whose men said they belonged to 
St. Malo, but the master believes they were Ostenders, seei 
the men all in Dutch habits and speaking Dutch, though the 
commanders spoke French. He judges they had 14 or 16 guns 
each. They also took away two quarter casks of brandy, bringing 
the empty cask from one of their ships and filling them out of 
a pipe. They also took about eight kid skins, but nothing of the 
company’s. A Diepper lately come from Martinico and put into 
this road was going away yesterday, but, seeing a couple of sail 
in the offing, supposed to be Ostenders, came back here, and will, 
as I hear, stay for a convoy. [Jbid. No. 206.]

of ships and stores renders it necessary for me to set out early 
this morning towards Newmarket.

Sir John Narbrough to S. Pepys. Since my last of the 
31st by the Cadiz post informing you of my arrival at Tangier, 
I have in my possession two Algerine ships of war, the Date 
Tree of 18 guns and about 100 men and the Orange Tree of 
22 guns and about 110 men. The latter was in the English 
Channel lately and there took two small English vessels. One we 
have retaken ; I have sent Capt. Canning to chase after the other, 
who, I hope, will recover her. Sir Robert Robinson in the 
Assurance seized the Date Tree and retook the small English 
vessel near Cape Spratt (? Spartel), Capt. Harman in the 
Sapphire seized the Orange Tree in the channel of the Straits. 
I hope we shall get hold of more of them. I keep cruising in 
the channel of the Straits’ mouth, so that no ships can pass but 
we see them. It’s the only place to annoy the Algerines. I 
want extremely clean frigates that sail well and provisions 
and stores to be lodged at Tangier. I wish the Kingfisher 
with me and some frigates that sail well large. We took 
those by outsailing them. These Turks tell me there are five 
or six men-of-war in the great sea. I am laying wait for them 
in the mouth of the Straits.

He is much a servant to Duke 
Lauderdale and reports all will be peace and the turbulent party 
easily quieted, but my intelligence is otherwise and says these 
insolent demands were presented, to which the Duke returned 
a seeming inclination to mediate for granting of the two first 
with some limitations, but that he could not undertake to move 
for the last. Whether this answer was only in policy to gain time, 
I know not. But these counties near the sea coast may well 
be named Nova Scotia now, and the indulgence allowed them 
here and horning in Scotland has blown over the greatest bigots 
amongst them. 

The Earl of Barrymore and his lady came to Dromore a 
fortnight since and he wrote for a doe and said you told him 
your park should be at his command, so I sent him a fat doe, and 
they came since and dined with us here, and he engaged me to 
present his service and thankfulness to you. Arthur is often 
abroad and has a pack of hounds, and Capt. Wilkinson and Major 
Hacket are his companions and tutors, and he has perfected 
in the postures of his pike and musket and tells me he will show 
it me in the garden here, for hitherto the serjeant, his master, 
taught him in the market house and suffered none to be with them. 
He desired me to present his humble duty to you, and, if any 
conveniency happened of sending his trunk mail and books in it, 
or if it could be sent to Chester, that Mr. Anderton might send 
it to Alderman Jervis’ to Dublin. 

Mr. Brookes has made him a pectoral opening drink, which he 
does not like, nor anything of physic as he calls it, but thinks 
rather of letting of blood, which, it seems, he has been accustomed 
to since he had the smallpox, which Mr. Brookes thinks not so 
convenient in this cold climate. In Mr. Dethick’s time, he says, 
he still kept in a chamber and walked not abroad and very little 
in Mr. Mansell’s but in journeys, which, I think, could not 
contribute to good health, and is very disagreeable to his humour, 
for he would be on horseback every day, so he has three good 
horses fit to hunt upon. 

Lord Coloony’s son is not come over that I hear of yet. His 
father went into Connaught and writ to me with great kindness, 
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when he took his journey, and the satisfaction it would be to him 
that our treaty should come to a conclusion, and that his son 
would certainly be here the end of this month. I now wish he 
were come, before her former servant come with the brigade. 
I have heard, but not from my lord himself, that Lord Granard 
will incline rather to make this the headquarters than Belfast. 
Our two neighbours, the Countesses Dowagers of Donegall and 
Gowran, begin their journey next Monday to Hillsborough 
and on Wednesday thence to Dublin. Mr. Hill and his lady 
and Col. Cromwell and his and much other company were four or 
five days with them at Belfast last week. Our harvest weather 
has been very unseasonable, yet plentiful, if much of it be not 
spoiled in the inning. Wheat is now 10s. the barrel and malt 
12s. or 13s. the sack. This market is full every market day. 
The wind has been so cross that the vessel with John Totnall’s 
provision of potted venison and eels for you did not arrive at 
Dublin till last Saturday.

and sent some of his people on board the Constance, where besides 
his own men were 18 passengers, which he brought from Newfound- 
land and which the master thought to be all of Guernsey and 
Jersey, some of whom they carried on board the man-of-war, 
but four of them confessed themselves to be French, whereupon 
the captain beat the master because he had told him he had none 
but English on board and examined him what Dutch and Spaniards 
he had, but the master told him he had none, and did not know 
till then that any of his passengers were French. In conclusion 
the captain told him that he and his ship were his prize, and if 
he had 50/. worth of goods in his ship, he would have carried them 
away to Algiers. The men, sent on board the ship took away 
6 cwt. of bread, about 3 cwt. of cordage, their deep sea line, 
& Waggoner compass, 7 or 8 quintals of fish with part of his and his 
company’s linen clothes and stockings and what else they could 
find fit for them. They also searched all their train casks, to see 
what was therein.

Report by the Earl of Essex, Lord Lieutenant. According 
to his Majesty’s letters of 28 April, 1676, to me grounded on 
a petition of Sir William Petty and Robert Marshall, I 
have examined the matters mentioned in the said petition, 
and, as some of them cannot be settled here without further 
directions from his Majesty, at the desire of Sir William 
Petty I certify as follows :— 

1. As to the misnomers alleged of several lands passed to the 
petitioners by certificates from the late Court of Claims or 
letters patent thereon and double charges of the quit rents on 
such lands, I conceive his Majesty may order the Barons of 
the Exchequer here to rectify all such double charges as they 
shall find to be on any of the said lands and may also empower 
the Chief Governor here to pass to them and their heirs new 
letters patent of such lands as shall appear to have been 
intended to be passed to them by their former certificates or 
letters patent and not therein rightly named, reserving the 
quit rents now due thereout. 
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2. As to the valuation desired by the petitioners of the lands 


passed to them in Kerry, they preferred a petition to the 
Commissioners lately appointed for reducing quit rents 
concerning the abatement of the quit rents out of the lands 
passed to them in the baronies of Glanarought and Dunkerron 
in Kerry, wherewpon a commission issued to commissioners 
named by the Farmers of the revenue and the petitioners 
for examining the value of the said lands, and on return 
thereof the Commissioners for the Abatement of Quit Rents 
valued the lands passéd to Robert Marshall in Glanarought, 
containing about 39,000 acres, at about 4501. per annum, 
and those in Dunkerron, containing about 21,000 acres, at 
about 375l. per annum, and according to those values the 
quit rents of the said lands were ordered to be reduced to two- 
fifths of the values thereof, which comes to about 1801. per 
annum for the said lands in Glanarought and 1501. per 
annum for the said lands in Dunkerron, and, the present 
Farmers making some exceptions to the reducements, the 
certificates have been hitherto respited, but the said Com- 
missioners have not ordered anything concerning the reducing 
of the arrears of quit rents due out of the said lands, they 
having been required by his Majesty’s letters not to reduce 
any of the said arrears till he shall declare his further 
pleasure concerning the same, and I conceive it necessary 
that a reducement should be made of such part thereof as 
his Majesty shall think fit or otherwise the said lands cannot 
be planted or improved or the growing quit rents answered 
thereout, whilst they continue charged with so great an arrear 
as is now in charge thereon. 


. As to the undisposed lands in Kerry, which the petitioners 


desire may be granted them in reprizal for the lands due to 
them by the Acts of Setilement and Explanation, by order 
of the late Commissioners for executing the said Acts, dated 
4 May, 1668, on Sir William Petty’s desiring the lands in 
the stock of reprizals.lying in the Barony of Iveragh, in 
satisfaction and reprize of such interests as were to be 
satisfied to him according to value, forasmuch as no person 
deficient in the said Barony would accept of the said lands 
acre for acre, it was ordered by the said Commissioners 
that the said Sir William should be allowed all the undisposed 
forfeited lands, so far as they would satisfy him what he was 
to be reprized in value, on which order a report was made 
by the sub-commissioners attending the said Court of Claims 
of all the undisposed-of lands in the said Barony in order 
to passing a certificate for the said lands to the said Sir 
William Petty, a great part of which lands contained in 
the said report has been since passed in certificate to the said 
Robert Marshall, but some of the coarsest lands, which were 
not looked wpon as worth the charge of passing a certificate 
and patent thereof, were left out of the said certificate and 
are now held by the said Sir William by virtue of a custodium. 


By another report of the said sub-commissioners several lands 


in the Baronies of Dunkerron and Glanarought were certified to 
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the said Court of Claims as claimed by Robert Marshall in 
right of soldiers and were allowed by the said Court to be 
confirmed to the said Robert Marshall and his heirs, of 
which lands the said Marshall passed a certificate only of 
some part, and the residue thereof remains undisposed, and 
some of them also are now held in the said custodium by 
the said Sir William. 

Sir William desires that he may pass letters patent to him and 
his heirs of such of the lands appearing by the said two 
reports to have been allowed by the Court of Claims to be 
confirmed to him or to the said Marshall, as have not yet 
been passed to him or Marshall in any former certificate or 
letters patent and are now held in custodium by him.

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Deposition of Jacob d’Agar sworn before Williamson. I told 
M. Desmarais, the minister of the Savoy, that the day before, which 
was last Monday, I received a reprimand by way of good advice 
from one Cascar in Lestrefile ( ? Leicester Fields), who told me 
I had made a great error in so pressing the King of England in 
asking his help with regard to the persecution I had undergone 
in France on account of my children, because the King was 
not pleased at people coming to him to make complaints 
of the Catholics, and that, though he had agreed to my 
petition, he would do nothing for me. I replied that 1 did not 
believe it, for he had asked Prince Rupert to have me put into 
the hands of the Secretaries of State, and it was doubtless to 
have the matter examined in the Council or the Parliament, 
and that so I thought well of my business. Cascar answered 
that that would be to ruin me with the King, and to make 
me his enemy, because he apprehended that the Romans were 
not treated reciprocally here, and so I should lose my fortune, 
considering that the King would do me a disservice here, and also 
that I should be ruined in France, not daring to return thither 
any more, and further that the King would arrest me and have 
me punished. It was good advice he was giving me, as coming 
from people who knew the affairs of this country and those of 
France very well, and that he advised me not to return to the 
King, but only to M. de Barillon, and that I should do well to 
reflect on what he had told me, lest I should make the King of 
England my great enemy. I thought myself obliged to answer 
that nothing worse could happen to me in France than what had 
happened already, but that as to the King of England I was 
persuaded he was too good a Protestant to do against me as he 
said, and that I believed I had done nothing which would 
disoblige him. 

M. Desmarais has obliged me to inform you of this, saying it 
was pretended to give me advice, but that this advice was 
scandalous against the King, and that I should be reprimanded, 
if I did not tell you of it. He also ordered me to inform you 
that there are people who most cleverly get information of where 
my children have taken refuge, which makes us fear it may be 
in order to carry them off, if possible, for those people are Roman 
Catholics. I therefore most humbly entreat you to take such 
steps that these children may live here safely without being obliged 
to conceal themselves.

being sent for, we, the said Mesurier, Beavis, Martin and 
I, went into a gallery or balcony, where Mr. Mesurier entering 
into discourse with Mr. Beavis at one end, and Mr. Martin 
with me at the other, he, after some discourse of the King 
and government told me, when his Majesty was in France 
about Sedan, “‘ Quw’il alloit fregquemmant de la Messe au 
bordel, et du bordel a la Messe avec un gentilhomme 
Frangois,” on which I desired him to desist from any such 
expressions.

Mr. Starkey told the informant it was licensed, adding 
that Mr. Rawlins, the printer, had printed likewise part of it, 
but that, it being a law book and he lately entered into the law 
patent, he would go no further with it.

The confession of William Rawlins. About Jan., 1675[-6], 
I agreed with Mr. Starkey to print part of a book in 4to, 750 of 
a sheet. He told me it was a licensed book, a history of old 
times. I desired tosee the licence. He bid me goon with the book, 
and told me I should have the licence, and some time after. gave 
me the copy of an old licence, of what date I do not remember, 
nor the licenser’s name. I told him that old licence would not 
do, it must be new licensed. He told me he would endeavour 
to get a new licence for it. I had printed 14 sheets, and, being 
unwilling to go on, I told Mr. Starkey I conceived it was a law 
book, and would not print any more of it, for a patent had been 
granted for printing law books and I would not print any book 
to the prejudice of the said patent, which, and because there was 
no new licence, were the reasons I would print no more of it. 

I had received paper for 72 sheets, the remainder of which 
and the printed sheets I delivered according to his order. Some 
time after Mr. Holt, a printer, asked me what price I had for the 
book I did a part of for Mr. Starkey, and why I had refused to go 
on with it. I told him the price, and that I had refused to go 
on with it, because it was a law book, but knew nothing further 
of it, and I believe Mr. Holt printed the rest of it. The sheet 
I began with had on the first page An Historical Discourse of 
the Uniform Government of England, page 1, and over all the other 
pages I printed either Britons or Saxons, page 112 being the 
last page of what I printed. I did not print the title or any preface 
or tables to any part of the said book.

The King to the Lord Lieutenant. Whereas Giles Geoghegan, 
the relict, and Edward Geoghegan, second son of Arthur 
Geoghegan, have by their petition informed us that the said 
Arthur Geoghegan, late of Castletown, co. Meath (Westmeath), 
in his lifetime obtained a decree from the pretended Commissioners 
at Athlone for 1,500 acres to him and his heirs to be set out in 
Connaught and Clare in lieu of two-thirds of his ancient estate 
in Leinster according to the 8th qualification of the then Act of 
Settlement, wherein he was adjudged to be comprised, that in 
pursuance thereof 600 acres and no more were set out to the said 
Arthur Geoghegan in Connaught, which have been accordingly 
énjoyed by him during his life and by the petitioners since his 
death, the remaining 900 acres never having been satisfied, that 
the petitioners claimed the said 600 acres before the present 
Commissioners for determining the claims of transplanters in 
Connaught and Clare, which claim was long depending from 
opposition thereto by Viscount Iveagh, pretending a grant of the 
said lands amongst others, that, on full hearing of the said 
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claim in the presence of counsel for the said Viscount, the said 


.Commissioners, finding the petitioners were justly entitled to the 


said 600 acres, by their decree last December confirmed the 
petitioners’ title to the said lands, that afterwards the said Viscount 
petitioned setting forth among other things that the grandson 
and heir of the said Arthur Geoghegan was restored to the ancient 
estate for which the said lands were set out in transplantation, 
and praying a revocation of the said decree of confirmation, 
which petition was last January referred to the Earl of Essex, 
then Lord Lieutenant, and in the meantime orders were given 
that no grant should pass of the said lands to the petitioners, 
that the said Commissioners were required to examine the matter 
and to certify to the Lord Lieutenant the true state thereof, 
who certified accordingly, whereby it appears that the petitioners 
are justly entitled to the said lands, and that in obedience to our 
commands they have forborne granting them any certificate till 
our pleasure be further known, that the Lord Lieutenant trans- 
mitted to us his report and opinion, but that the signification of 
our further pleasure is yet suspended to the petitioners’ great 
incommodement, and therefore praying us to signify our pleasure 
for allowing them the liberty common to other transplanters of 
passing certificate and patent of their lands pursuant to the Acts 
of Settlement and Explanation as likewise for their more quiet 
settlement to apply deficiencies to small fractions and surplus of 
acres in their possession according to the rules and practice of the 
said Court of Claims, our pleasure is that you direct the present 
Commissioners for determining the claims of transplanters to 
proceed immediately in the petitioners’ cause according to justice.

T. Bfarnes] to I have sent you from time to time 
several letters and papers; which I hope you received, about 
your concerns, and neither the bearer nor myself, though I have 
been there several times, could have opportunity to speak with 
you. There is little news at present, but many friends are 
under some consternation about what may fall out for the 
future. There have been some odd discourses about the putting 
Sir T. Player and others out of the Lieutenancy. Some talk 
as if most of the ministers for peace at Nimeguen were to come 
here to negotiate the same. “Tis said a Spanish courier came 
lately over and that the Prince of Condé and other great persons 
are coming and some also from the Emperor and others, and 
that our K{ing] shall have the balance amongst them. There 
are many discourses about the Prince of Orange’s business here, 
and one told me yesterday he saw two letters from Holland 
wherein some of them are jealous of what may be done here, 
but also that the commonalty are for a peace almost on any terms, 
and some say that they believe that all that were concerned are 
inclinable to peace. The predictions of Mrs. A. W[entworth] 
are to be heard next.week by some in town. Several papers 
are dispersed about it, which, as soon as I can get, I may send. 
There is much talk of it. The enclosed is said to be from a 
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maiden gentlewoman that lodged in Durham Yard, of which no 
question but you have already heard some things. 

In my last I told you how it had been with a friend of yours 
and a request therein for him, which he hopes you will remember 
effectually at this time. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 397, No. 58.] 
Perhaps enclosed, 

Before the plague a@ lovely virgin appeared to her, mixing a cup, 
and said, Come with me and thou shalt see me pour this cup 
of bitterness and death on the City. So she went with her 
into the City, where she poured it forth in the streets, and 
immediately she saw the said virgin toll a bell very dolefully, 
and thereupon she saw abundance of graves open along the 
streets. The year after she was led into the City and saw 
it all in flames. Another time she was led into the City and 
her guide bade her enter a cellar and see how well it was 
furnished with wine. She answered, she never drank any 
and therefore needed not to look, but, being bid the second 
time, she entered and found a large vaulted cellar full of 
long knives and other murthering instruments, which when 
she looked on with horror her guide said, Alas for thee, for 
thou art sold and betrayed into the hands of thy enemies. 
Another time, being in the City in a vision she saw great 
crowds of armed men filling the streets and killing all they 
met and setting houses on fire, crying out, Fire, kill, slay, 
spare none. These men carried a kind of instrument 
like a pole-axe, on their shoulders. Her guide told her that 
four nations were to be employed in this bloody massacre, 
French, Scotch, Irish and... . She has had the King 
represented to her in a@ sad and unresolved condition, 
scratching his head and quite at a loss what to do and that 
upon occasion of these tumults. Another time her guide 
told her, Come, thou shalt go along with me to the King and 
hear the contest I have with him. On this they both entered 
his bedchamber, and she, being placed on the other side of 
bed over against her guide, saw the King lying in his bed 
very pale and without motion as if he had been dead. Then 
her guide began to enumerate the many mercies bestowed on 
him and upbraided him with his unthankfulness and 
particularly that he by his example had encouraged wicked- 
ness in his dominions and had given way to introducing the 
Romish abominations amongst his subjects, signifying that 
his ruin was at hand. Her guide likewise signified to her 
that the Treasurer should come toa badend. Very often the 
most secret and cabinet counsels of the Jesuited and Frenchi- 
fied party have been discovered to her and often she has seen 
a representation of the execution of the massacre, and that 
those ruffians came into the very churches, murthering all 
without difference. In the midst of those tumults she heard 
the D{wke| of M[onmouth] called on very earnestly, as if 
some help were expected from him against these ruffians, at 

least as she conceived. Most of these visions she had in her 
sleep, but had several of them awake when she was in the 
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church, so she saw in a@ vision at church @ youth with fair 
hair standing at the altar and leaning on a Bible. She 
heard him say, I am young, but shall be old, I am weak, but 
shall be strong. This youth, her guide told her, would be 
the instrument of our reformation and restoration. Another 
time she saw a great number of Turks coming into the church 
and worshipping, and it was told her that the Turks would 
be converted by the English after their restoration and that 
Spain should be the first nation which should be converted 
and leave popery after England’s delivery. Her guide told 
her that the King of F[(%)rance] was here himself with the 
noblemen and that all things were concluded and agreed on, 
and that the King was going to visit hts strong places which 
were in the hands of sworn Papists. She was present in the 
church where Lord Duras took the Sacrament, but her guide 
appearing to her [said] that he was a bitter Papist in his 
heart. Another time her guide gave her a sight of the Whore 
of Babylon, clothed in purple and scarlet, riding into the 
City, crying for drink, that she was athirst. She saw her 
going into dark places to drink, and, when she returned, she 
saw blood running out of her mouth. She says the French 
shall have the better in several fights, but that at last they 
shall be utterly destroyed. It was revealed to her that the 
massacre will be as universal in England as it was in Ireland, 
but after all these horrid troubles a blessed time of peace shall 
ensue. She has been used to these visions from a child. [Over 
two pages.

Christopher Harison, minister, William Brinskell and Francis 
Blenkinsop, churchwardens, and Richard Comston and 
Christopher and John Jackson, constables, to Williamson. Such 
a disturbance has happened here by the occasion of surprised 
Irish cattle here arrested, that the inhabitants apprehend it neces- 
sary for their defence to have you acquainted with it, and also on 
the certificates of the churchwardens and constables with 
myself desire what lawful assistance you may give us. 

Last Wednesday Gilbert Wakefield, commissioned by the Earl 
of Carlisle, attached 18 bullocks for Irish, transported and sold 
contrary to the Act. The drover that brought them hither 
affirmed he bought them of Lord Morpeth, who also by letter 
certified so much to the constables here. But, no oath being 
made within 48 hours, the time limited, that they were not Irish 
cattle, the seizer and the parish proceeded to the slaughter and 
have to-day killed 14 of them. My lord has now sent Squire 
Dacres and another gentleman with very great threatenings to 
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the parish and committed Wakefield to a constable to answer 
for felony. No doubt the cattle are Irish and, besides the 
warrants of both Sir George Fletcher and Sir John Lowther, we 
conceive nothing is done but what is according to law. They 
threaten the parish to bring the matter before the Council, and, 
if they do, we pray for your favour. The confusion and tumult 
here have been very great, but we are unwilling to mention the 
circumstances of it. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 397, No. 65.] 


Nathaniel Osborne to Williamson. A small vessel of London 
came into our road Saturday night. She came out of Cales 28 
days ago, and came in company most of the way with the 
Dragon. Attheir coming out they saw the Portland and Newcastle 
turning into Cales. Forty leagues to the westward of the Northern 
Cape they met a pink of about 100 tons without men or sails, 
which the captain of the Dragon put men into and furnished her 
with sails and brought her with him for England.

all in their proper places with good substantial vellum covers, 
as such records ought to be kept. 

2. All the bundles of inquisitions post mortem, ad quod damnum 
and selecta brevia regia in the above reigns I have endorsed and 
new covered as required, containing 382 bundles. 

3. All the rolls of the reigns of Edward III, Richard II, Henry 
IV, V and VI and Edward IV lying in their respective presses, 
which for want of good forrells have been much prejudiced, I have 
new forrelled, and endorsed and tied them all about with tape, 
in all 1447 rolls. 

4. There being likewise great want of new forrells for the 
preservation of the rolls entituled Carte Antique, I have new 
forrelled them all to the number of 42. 
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All and only which, the time being so short, is all I can at 
present give an account of, but there being many records and rolls 
of the above reigns as yet to be sorted, filed and calendared 
according to your order, I shall with my utmost endeavour 
cause them to be dispatched with as much expedition as may 
be, considering the time and trouble such things require. [S.P.

Many attempts have been made to jostle us out here, which 
has put me on as many addresses to the Bishop of Winton for 
preserving our collegiate as well as my personal interest, which 
I have hitherto done, though with much detriment to myself. 
I am informed by some of the place that they have attempted 
to engage our Governor, Sir Robert Holmes, in the quarrel, who 
has promised, as they pretend, to procure them a minister to 
officiate here at West Cowes, where I must unavoidably bear the 
burden of the poor and ‘another carry away the profits and 
perquisites of the place. What way he designs, I know not, if 
any such thing should be; however, it has necessitated me to 
implore your favour and assistance in this affair, which so much 
concerns the College interest as well as my own particular, if the 
Bishop of Winton should erect a peculiar within the verge of their 
presentation, for that’s their design. If this business should be 
presented at the Council table, I question not you will use the 
utmost of your interest to prevent anything that may tend to the 
prejudice of our College concerns.

to carry on the entail to her issue by any other husband, if she 
should have none by my son, which would be a very considerable 
advantage to her, and, I suppose, will easily pass with the King, 
who, I know, has been drawn to settle this office on my son’s 
children merely on her ‘account. Yet, apprehending it might 
be too great presumption to add anything to the first grant, I 
have ordered two warrants to be brought to you, which I desire 
may be presented to the King, to choose which he pleases to sign, 
though my wishes are he may pitch on that which is most full 
for Lady Lichfield’s interest. They were both penned by the 
Attorney-General and one of the King’s serjeants, who will be 
ready to give an account of them, if called on.

Richard Ellsworth to Williamson. Sir Humphrey Hooke, one 
of our citizens of parliament, died last Tuesday sennight, and 
it is given out already that Sir Robert Cann will endeavour to 
be elected in his stead on the parliament’s next sitting, which, 
whether fit or no, or whether it may stand with the honour and 
justice of his Majesty to suffer it (the Act of Indemnity notwith- 
standing), or whether it will not be a discouraging of true 
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loyalty, I submit to your prudence. The contrary will un- 
doubtedly be the consequence, for his father, being sworn mayor 
of this city Michaelmas Day, 1648, before the murder of his sacred 
Majesty, took the oaths of supremacy and allegiance to him, and 
yet on his unparalleled decapitation this Sir Robert Cann, his 
eldest son, instigated his father to proclaim that traitorous usurped 
authority’s Act against all future kingly government and the 
disinherison of his now Majesty, aggravated by these words, that 
his father should not run the risk of losing his estate for all the 
Charles Stuarts in the world. I lived then at Lisbon, a merchant, 
but on my return home in June, 1649, to the best of my remem- 
brance, it was then so spoken and I believe it, insomuch as it is 
very like him and the rather because Major Lawford this day 
said that his brother, Alderman Lawford, had acquainted him that 
Sir R. Cann desired his father thereto or it had not been done, and 
because, if my memory fails not, I heard Mr. William Colston say 
about the time of the restoration that he dared to say, in discourse 
of his Majesty’s banishment, very slightingly and thus impiously 
of him, What difference is there between Charles Stuart and 
myself ? and I have also heard Mrs. Yeomans relate that, on their 
talk of his Majesty’s being restored and of the great compensation 
that would be made her husband for his sufferings, he retorted : 
Pish, you say thus and thus and what mighty things your king 
will do for you, when restored ; if ever it be, I shall have more 
honour for my money, than you for all your loyalty and services. 
But, admitting these particulars be not true, but raised of him, 
as he was ever of a proud carriage towards all men, one of 
greatest avarice and greedy of gain, scornful and scorning every 
one, yet most true it is that his father, when mayor, proclaimed 
that said traitorous Act with all manner of ceremony as used 
here on the proclamation of kings on their vesting with royal 
authority, viz., he and his brethren in their gowns standing nigh 
to and opposite the High Cross with the sword of authority 
borne before him, whilst the same was by the sheriffs then and there 
published. Surely the son of such a father should not be 
suffered to sit in parliament during the reign of that great and 
prudent Majesty, whom his father had so impiously and trea- 
sonously, his oath of allegiance even recently taken, proclaimed 
to be in the nature of what I dare not, but even blush to mention, 
should he attempt to regain his kingdoms, yea even his 
disinherison too. Richard and Henry Cromwell were, all his 
Majesty’s exile, persons of much more kindness to all his Majesty’s 
suffering subjects than this superbous person no other than the 
extract of a butcher by his mother and of I know not what by his 
father, and for their civilities’ sake merited much more than he ever 
did. May it not then be wondered that he was suffered to receive 
the honour of his now Majesty’s sword of authority to be carried 
before him after his restoration, that dared to confront the justice 
of heaven in drawing parallels with and speakng so blasphemously 
as he did of his sovereign. If true, what was it but abetting those 
usurpers in their abominable villanies. Or to be one of the 
magistrates of that city, where his father did such a notoriously 
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treasonous act, not to be remitted or passed by as not done by 
any other mayor, as I heard, save Alderman Pennington of 
London, one of his martyred Majesty’s judges, who, having had 
his diabolical hands dipped in the blood of his sovereign, .was 
made Lord Mayor for that purpose on the refusal of him who was 
then in being. Beyond all doubt it was high treason in Sir 
Robert’s father of a scarlet dye, as he had received of his then 
Majesty the sword of authority in his life time and was on his 
oath to bear true fealty to his heir, notwithstanding such his 
murder, and by such his voluntary proclamation of his butchered 
Majesty’s murderers’ aforesaid Act, he gave his assent thereto 
and justified them in that their piacular crime, so that it. may 
not admit of the least palliation by saying he was commanded 
it by the power in being. The mayor and sheriffs of Exeter 
were under the same, yet they courageously refused it and were 
ever honoured for so doing, even by the military forces them- 
selves. What was this, other than to assent to what had been 
treasonously done on his sacred person and was designed against 
his rightful heir by his then summoning the Court of Aldermen 
to attend the sword and be present thereat without the least of 
force upon him? and it might therefore have been a just cause of 
his exemption from pardon, had he been then alive, and was 
and is as just a cause to lay aside his son from the exercise of any 
civil office whatever as a mark of exemplary justice for what his 
father had so palpably done at noonday in the sight of the sun ; 
especially considering that, ever since he has been an alderman, 
he has above any of his associates here strengthened the hands 
and countenanced the practices of Dissenters and the Fanatic 
interest, and, when ht was last mayor, he gave all imaginable 
slights to the Bishop, both at the Tolsey and at their sessions on 
his studious endeavours to suppress their conventicles, so that, 
albeit by the Act of Uniformity the bishop may associate 
himself with the justices at their sessions as to all matters 
within that law, yet, whenever the Bishop came there, whatever 
business they were on, he would adjourn the court, which not 
only put a slight on the Bishop and the force of that law, but gave 
life and courage to the delinquent to confront authority and the 
hierarchy of the Church, and occasioned even their laughter at 
his carriage towards him, so that thereby they became and 
are now incorrigible, and he justly has deserved his Majesty’s 
severest censure and to have the sword secured from him, and 
so insolently proud was his carriage towards the Bishop that he 
thereon left the city as unable to bear it, and went for Durham, 
and in truth it was beyond all sufferance, my lord’s desires being 
only the due execution of the laws against the meetings, which 
ought narrowly to be inspected into or ere long they will grow 
into a new rebellion, for I am informed they now enter into a 
covenant amongst themselves and subscribe their names in @ | 
book and take the Sacrament to live or die in their judgements 
and to defend the same to the utmost of their lives and fortunes, 
to all which they must vow themselves, and, had I his Majesty’s 
or the Lord Chief Justice’s warrant, I could, I suppose, meet with 
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all their such books of subscription, so as Sir Robert Southwell 
knows not thereof, lest he should be agent for Mr. Thomas Earle, 
one of their heads and supporters, and one Jekyll of London, 
their visitor-general and a dangerous person. It was that 
traitor Cromwell’s maxim that to know the company one kept 
was sufficient to make known their judgements, and, if so, Sir 
Robert Cann’s measures must be Oliverian, for no sooner came his 
daughter to lodge here for the Hotwell water but the very next 
day he as mayor waited on her ladyship, and invited her to his 
house, but, on the Countess of Arran’s like coming hither, he made 
no such haste nor visited her at all, albeit her father-in-law, the 
Duke of Ormonde, was and is their Lord High Steward, and 
neither he nor any of the aldermen waited on her Majesty at the 
Bath in several weeks after her coming thither, and, when on their 
invitation she came hither, they very mannerly rode all of them 
with their hats on their heads before her, sergeants, beadles and 
all, which they durst not. do before their Recorder, for, should 
they, he would lay a good fine on their masters, nor would they 
have furnished any mat for her Majesty to go on from her coach 
to the Hotwell saying why could she not go in Lady Cann’s chair. 
I did that of myself and procured her a Turkey carpet and three 
Turkey chairs for her repose whilst there in the day, for they 
had only provided three or four joint stools without as much as 
one cushion, and some deals to place thereon as forms, and neither 
Mayor, Aldermen nor Sheriffs to attend her Majesty thither 
save Sir John Knight, who, as the rest, rode with his hat on 
before her coach. Neither did they: present her, as they ought, 
with a purse of gold, when least of 100 marks, nor did Mr. Mayor 
attend her with the sword of authority at dinner, and, as to 
their invitation, it was no other than their duty at all times, if her 
Majesty comes within 10 or 20 miles thereof. 

Postscript.—Sir Robert Cann will be chosen by the Presbyterian, 
Independent, Anabaptistical and Quakers’ party, which are two- 
thirds of this city, unless it is interdicted by his Majesty’s order 
or order of Council, or unless his Majesty renews the com- 
mission granted in 1660, by order of Sir Edward Nicholas for the 
administration of the oaths of allegiance and supremacy unto the 
whole city, whereby on the order of Lord Chief Justice Foster we 
suffered no one to vote in the election of our citizens of Parliament 
but such as had taken these oaths and thereby secluded Alderman 
Joseph Jackson on that only reason that he was one of the Court 
of Aldermen and present when Sir Robert Cann’s father pro- 
claimed no kingly government and his Majesty’s disinherison, 
of which commissioners are only alive Alexander James, William 
Colston and myself, and, if your Honour direct all or any two 
of us a new commission to that end, I will take on me this 
burden, to see it effectually executed for the prevention of Sir 
Robert’s election. But the purport of this letter must not come 
to the Attorney-General’s cognizance, inasmuch as he will concern 
himself much for Sir Robert Cann as his eldest daughter lives 
with him. I hope this letter may not be known to be written 
by me, unless necessity requires, and that its purport may be 
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signified to his Majesty for his order therein. [S:P. Dom., Car. IT.

Warrant, after reciting that the King has been informed by 
the petition of masters and owners of ships on the northern 
coast between London and Newcastle and by a later petition 
from them and others that they with many other merchants, 
masters and owners have had great losses at sea and especially 
of late near the mouth of Humber on a broad long sand lately 
thrown up, commonly called the Dread of Humber, and that, 
considering that a light on the Spurne Head at the mouth of 
Humber would prevent such dangerous losses and be a great 
safety to the petitioners and others passing that way, the 
petitioners applied to Justinian Angell of London, merchant, 
the proprietor of a fit piece“of ground there, and proposed to him 
that, if he would erect a light there, they would pay him towards 
the maintenance of the same one farthing per ton, and that the 
said Angell has accordingly erected a light on the said piece of 
ground, which proves of very great benefit and of absolute safety 
for the preservation of all navigators on that coast, and specially 
to traders of Newcastle and into Humber in stress of weather, 
there being no other ground where any light can be erected to 
preserve them from the danger of the said sands, and that, since 
the grant to the said Angell of one farthing a ton, he has built 
another house to the high light house, the same being formerly 
fixed to a pole, the alteration being much to the advantage of 
all traders on that coast, and that there are not any two lights 
on that coast, though but a fire and candle light, that receive less 
than a halfpenny a ton for all English ships and a penny per ton 
on all foreign ones, and that these lights, being both fire lights, 
require more than double the charge for maintaining them, and 
that, the said Angell complaining to the said petitioners and 
others on that coast that one farthing a ton will not maintain 
the same, the said lights must fall to the ground, unless there 
be an additional supply for their maintenance, which will be a 
very great mischief to all navigators and traders on that coast, the 
said petitioners by their late petition have supplicated a renewal 
of the grant to the said Angell, praying that the rates on them 
for the future maintenance of the said lights might be one half- 
penny per ton on all English ships trading on the said coast 
or crossing the said lights and one penny per ton on all 
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such foreign bottoms, and that both English and foreign 
ships might be rated according to their burden, and that the 
Master, Wardens and Elder Brethren of the Trinity House at 
Newcastle, on a reference to them of the said petition, certified 
the necessity of the said lights and on greater experience have 
certified that the renewing the grant and advancing the toll to 
one halfpenny per ton for English and one penny per ton for 
foreign vessels was reasonable : for a grant and licence to the said 
Justinian Angell, his heirs and assigns, to maintain the said lights, 
with power to receive for every English ship that shall pass by or 
cross that way one halfpenny per ton and for all foreign ships 
passing by or crossing the said lights one penny per ton, 
according to their respective burdens, with a proviso that the 
grant shall be void, if the King shall at any time hereafter adjudge 
the same inconvenient.

Thomas Holden to Williamson. I had nothing worth advising 
these several posts, which occasioned my silence. Since last 
Thursday came in here about 130 English and Scotch ships, 30 
from Bordeaux, the rest from other ports in France and outward- 
bound. Those from Bordeaux report a very great vintage there 
this year, the wines generally very good. There were in that 
river 4 or 500 English and Scotch ships, which made freights 
very low. Some of those that came in first from France reported 
they were chased in by four Turks men-of-war, but those that 
came in since advise they are French men-of-war that lie off 
Ushant, on what design is not known. The wind is still E. so 
that more ships come in daily, and, if it holds three or four days 
longer, what ships are ready at Bordeaux will all be here. A 
vessel of Fowey foundered off Ushant, all the men saved. [S.P. 
Dom., Car. II, 397, No. 89.]

If any dissatisfaction now 
appear, certainly all will conclude them ill and selfish persons. 
I am glad the Parliament’s meeting is deferred till after Christmas, 
because Mr. Wharton, with whom I drank your health in your 
old Moselle, declared he could not move for money till after 
Christmas. My father in the day has reasonable health, but 
in the night is forced to sit up an hour at least in his bed with 
much pain and trouble. On Friday the Lord Marshal dined 
here, and so went southwards. I observed your commands to 
Mistress Ardrey, who I found in good health and would be very 
glad to hear you were married; time steals on.

Thomas Denton to Williamson. The bearer has been 
heretofore solicitous with you to show some kindness to Gregory 
Simpson, whose mother was of your family. I fear his waiting 
on you so unadvisedly last year may have given you some 
disobligement. Had. I known his intention, I had stopped his 
journey and studied more proper methods for his advantage, 
for I am sure he did himself much prejudice thereby. He is my 
near neighbour, he married my tenant’s daughter, and one for 
whom I have a good respect, but I doubt his capacity may not 
be suited for employments of advantage, but he has children, 
who by good education may be capable of preferment, and we 
have the best school in the North at Appleby, where I have three 
boys, who will give them their help.

This place is a most barren part for news, otherwise my 
correspondence should be mire constant. Last Friday arrived 
a small vessel, the Rose and Crown of Neath, from Croisic. The 
master and company affirm that about six weeks ago, as they 
were sailing from Belle Isle to Croisic, having sold their coal and 
going for salt, they met a vessel of the Groyne, who boarded them 
and handled them very roughly to confess where their stock lay, 
and, not prevailing with blows to make them confess, took the 
master, a man of threescore at least, and put a rope round his 
neck and trussed him up, till he was forced to confess where his 
stock lay, which was about 27/., which they took and several 
other things and the company’s small stock, and so dismissed 
them; but took away their pass, as the master and mate have 
made oath of. Another small vessel of this town from Conquett 
met with some bad usage as blows, and was plundered of some 
rugs and other things by the same vessel or some of the same 
subjects of Spain, which puts a terror into the people here that 
they are unwilling to venture to sea. 

The beginning of last week was so great a storm as has not 
been known for a long time, but we hear of no damage, save only 
two small vessels of Barnstaple were run ashore within a league 
of this, but no great damage done them. The wind continues, 
as it has done for six or seven days, at E., blowing pretty 
briskly. [Jbid. No. 96.]

There is some other and greater thing than private 
differences between her and her husband, that has raised such a 
storm, against her and exposed her to such unmerciful usage and 
oppression.

12 Nov., 1669, before the commencement of the said contract, 
expressed his intention of remitting the said high rent to the said 
Society, and ordered the Barons of the Exchequer in Ireland 
to stop all proceedings to be commenced against the said Society 
by reason of their non-payment thereof, yet, there never being 
any actual discharge or release granted of the said arrears, and it 
being none of the sums excepted in their contract for which 
they are to demand no defalcation, that he conceives, in case 
the said Society be now discharged thereof, Lord Ranelagh, &c. 
will be entitled to a defalcation thereon, and a further report of the 
Lord Treasurer, dated 30 Oct., that he was of opinion that his 
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Majesty might be graciously pleased according to his former 
orders in Council to remit the arrears of the said high rent, not- 
withstanding that Lord Ranelagh, &c., will be thereby ent’tled 
to a defalcation, and that the said high rent and arrears were 
agreed to be remitted to the said Society in part consideration for 
their interest in the Customs of Londonderry and elsewhere, 
and that then it was really intended a quietus should have been 
issued for the discharge thereof: signifying the King’s pleasure 
therein, and requiring and authorizing him to cause letters patents 
to be passed to the said Society, containing a full and effectual 
discharge and release and quietus to them of the high rents of the 
plantation aforesaid, and the arrears thereof, any defalcation 
to the said Lord Ranelagh, &c. or any former letters to the contrary 
notwithstanding.

He was at Carfax met by that loyal person Sir Sampson White, 
who in the mayor’s sickness was his deputy, and all the aldermen 
in scarlet, all orders in their’several robes. After a short speech 
by the town clerk he was conducted to the Council chamber, 
and thence to dinner, which was exceeding rich and plentiful 
of all sorts of wines and music. He highly commended all things 
and expressed a high sense of their kindness and a readiness 
to serve the city. After drinking the healths of his Majesty 
and all others of the royal family he took his leave about 7 in 
the evening towards London, intending to lie at Mr. Wherwood’s 
four miles from hence.

Richard Watts to Williamson. Yesterday afternoon Laurence 
Franking, part owner and commander of the Speedwell of 
London, protested before me as a public notary that 11 Sept. 
last near the Scaw, as they came from Riga, a ship in which were 
Captains William Boswell and James Seaton, both Scotchmen, 
of whom one had a commission from the French, and the other 
from the Swedish king, took Franking, cut him in many places, 
abused his men, plundered their clothes, kept three of the men 
on board and on shore at Malbrook 11 days, because they would 
not serve in the privateer, took away their pass, sent the fly-boat 
away without the master, who was taken by two Danes and carried 
into Musterland (? Monstersund) and afterwards meeting an English 
fly-boat bound to Musterland was put on board her, and after 
11 days imprisonment on board and on shore sent the three men 
away, not suffering them to make any complaint. It cost the 
master 130 dollars to clear his ship at Musterland. The whole 
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loss, they say, will be 1,000 dollars. The ship is now in the 
Downs and the master gone up to make his complaint.

Nathaniel Osborne to Williamson. Yesterday was brought 
in here a small French vessel of Port Louis laden with French 
wine from Bordeaux bound for Brest, taken by an Ostender in 
Cameret, where they also seized another French barque. This 
one has only four Ostenders in her. Mr. John Clement, assistant 
to the Surveyor General of the Customs, has been on board and 
sealed up the hatches that they may not sell any wines here. 
We have had very stormy weather all last night, and it yet 
continues, the wind S. and about that point. [S.P.Dom., Car. II,

“An account of the present posture of affairs in the shires 
of Ayr and Renfrew.” Sunday sennight a great conventicle 
was kept in the new meeting house, where were Mr. Welch, 
Dick, Cunningham, Gilchrist and Gilbert and Robert Kennedy, 
preachers, with upwards of 7,000 people. The Communion was 
celebrated with silver cups and at least 2,000 people received. 
They distributed tickets to the people by some chosen to be 
elders. Many scandalous persons were admitted, such as 
William Kelso in Ayr, who since rides well armed in Welch’s life 
guard. 

Sunday morning Welch preached on St. John X1I., verses 34, 35, 
and delivered amongst other villainous things that the King, 
the nobles and prelates were the murderers of Christ, and said ; 
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“T will be silent. Speak, O people, what good the King has done 
since his home coming, yea, hath he not done all the mischief 
a tyrant could do, both by his life and laws ? ”’ 


He told them that solemnity was appointed to restore Gilbert 
Kennedy to the church of Girvan, and this was more Christ-like 
than an Erastian Indulgence, and accordingly he was prayed 
for as minister of that place. 


The people’s promise was taken before their admission to the 
Sacrament, never to hear curates again, but they should ever 
adhere to their League and Covenant. 

On Monday they kept a Presbytery, when Welch was 
Moderator, and there were many lay Elders. Welch was appointed 
to dispose of the money collected at his pleasure. Gilbert Kennedy 
was removed and censured for not preaching warmly enough 
against the wicked ways of the nobles, the prelates and their 
adherents, and Mr. Cunningham made his repentance for having 
owned and served under episcopacy, and get the right hand of 
fellowship, and is to receive new ordination. It was also enacted 
the people should not rise in arms till they should be some way 
oppressed and provoked, and that then the signs should be given 
them to make ready, that all the world might see they would 
not invade the right of the worst pretenders without just cause, 
and that the Elders and others favouring the Cause should dissuade 
the people from hearing the curates, but not to hurt them or 
break their houses, till they be found acting against the Cause 
of God by complaining to the great ones, and those who did so 
should be fallen upon. This they warranted from the Israelites 
destroying such of the Canaanites, as would not take peace, 
when offered. The breaking of Mr. Nasmith’s house was 
commended, saying he was an incendiary. 

Tuesday Welch came through Mayboll with 20 horse and kept 
a conventicle at Skeldon, and lodged that night near or in Ayr, 
where he preached against the takers of the Declaration. 
Wednesday morning he went and preached in the parish of 
Auchinleck. Some say he.then went straight for Edinburgh, 
others, towards the Borders. The regular incumbent at Girvan, 
not daring to stay in his house, lives with Ardmillan. This 
corner is in a perfect distraction and still worse and worse. 


Friday last by order of Council the heretors of Ayr and Renfrew 
met at Irving. Asked if they would suppress the disorders by the 
power they had from the King, they went into a Committee 
consisting of four from Renfrew and four out of each of the three 
jurisdictions of Ayr. (Names of the Committee.) The Earl of 
Loudoun was preses. Lord Cochrane refused to be of it. The 
Earl of Cassilis was not present. They resolved to petition the 
Privy Council for a General Indulgence, as the only means to 
settle that country, against which the lairds of Blair, Girvanmaines 
and Blackhall protested. They resolved on a junto, viz., Sir John 
Cochrane, Sesnock, Roallan and Dunlap, who conclude a 
supplication for an Indulgence, but differing on the terms, ony 
adjourned till Saturday. 
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Then the plurality was for the Indulgence, in all which Sir John 
was the great stickler and orator. 

Last week a great many swords were sold at a fair at Mayboll. 
Mr. Cunningham preached yesterday in the churchyard at 
Kirkmichael and resolves to preach in the church next Lord’s 
Day. The Lords sent to require the heretors to suppress the 
disorders were the Earls of Glencairn and Dundonald and Lord 
Rosse. Lord Rosse was exceedingly angry at the report of the 
heretors.

The substance of your letter 
I guess at by mine. Recommendation from me it needs none, 
and if it did, I could hardly persuade myself to give it any. All 
I shall say is, the family is noble and ancient, and the estate 
very considerable, but both, I am afraid, blemished by the present 
possessor. However, I am confident he can make a much better 
settlement than Lord Coloony, whose concerns are perfectl 
known to the bearer.

the first words signifying a copy, it beginning. ‘“ The Note 
verbatim thus.” , 

But Trabute desired the advice of Ravenscroft’s attorney, 
who was of the above opinion, but said that Trabute might show 
to the next justice, whereupon he carried it to Sir William Turner, 
who directed him to the Lord Mayor. As he was going through 
Pater Noster Row, he grew ill of the actual distemper he had, 
being then in a fit of fainting thro’ a consumption, so went home, 
it being then 8 or later, and desired his son-in-law, a painter 
under the chief master at Windsor, to go with Ravenscroft to 
the Lord Mayor, because Sir W. Turner had so ordered, and he 
doubted his delay might be ill taken, if he deferred it till morning, 
so the said two persons with one Hutchinson carried it to the Lord 
Mayor, who interrogated the French painter of the above matters. 
He seemed offended at the being so late at night, and bound 
them over to the Sessions and had bail. 

The said Trabute and his family have endeavoured to find out 
or bethink themselves how the said note came to be in his house 
and in the cards which he had used but three days before, and 
cannot imagine how it was. Mr. John Yates, a minister in Kent, 
and his wife had been invited by him and lodged in his house 
as friends, but he cannot think it was or might come from him, 
and hopes the note can have meant no ill.

He 
not only did so, but for his private occasions borrowed the King’s 
money from the tellers, and to repay it borrowed from other 
tellers. 3. When it were to be discovered, Sir Robert entered 
it, so that the Lord Treasurer might be led to think the money 
was in the Exchequer, when indeed it was not so. N.B. It’s 
a forfeiture of the teller’s office to lend the King’s money to any 
person, nay, if the servants of the teller lend it, though without 
the teller’s privity, the teller is to forfeit his place. The Auditor 
can assign which teller is to pay any money assigned by the 
Lord Treasurer. The Auditor is to give in a weekly state to the 
Lord Treasurer what money is remaining in the Exchequer 
in each teller’s hands, and this is his duty to do justly and truly. 
(Then follow at great length evidence and arguments in support 
of the above charges against Sir Robert. Among them is the 
following :—The contrivance to fill bags, &c. with lead, iron, &c., 
to make them pass as so much money remaining in Sir W. Doyley’s 
hands. Sir W. Doyley falling into a difficulty for wanting money 
that ought to be in his hand, Sir Robert sends for him to come 
to him to contrive how it should be done. A plumber was to be 
sent for, to cast pieces of lead of the size of half crowns, and to 
fill the bags with the lead and cover it with a little silver, &c., 
and being coinage money, which was not to be used, to show it 
would be enough.

playing nightly at cards here. And she either deceives me, 
as I doubt she will herself hereafter, or has a great aversion to 
them both, and also professes she has not set her affections on 
any other. I showed her Lord Coloony’s letters and your 
Lordship’s and your kindness to her still as the treaty proceeded, 
and she did not express any dislike of it, till after he came hither, 
nor now can she give any the least reason of exception against 
his person, humour or education, which is very winning upon 
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everybody, and he is so observant and makes such show of his 
liking and love that he becomes dejected with her coy behaviour, 
so that I think shortly he will be wearied, and what my troubles 
and difficulties will then ensue I dread to think of, for no con- 
sideration can make me like a son-in-law but one of English 
blood, and here to be averse to his father’s desires will bea hard task, 
for he will be very’ pressing and I know it is his concern to provide 
to pay for his late purchase,so that I am in a very great strait 
and have no one in the world to make my moan unto but you, 
and could be well content, were it God’s good pleasure, that she 
or I were in our graves. All this time the hurry of officers still 
in the house and charge of being an inn-keeper puts me much 
by my way. 

As to Lord Coloony’s estate I have made better enquiry than 
Mr. Jones. His Limerick land is new set by lease and improved 
more than double and, if this proceed, I shall not, I believe, 
be deceived in its value, but I may be in his ironworks, for I have 
been so in the Blomery at Lambegg, and should be content, 
if you so please, to surrender them to you, believing you may 
find a fitter man in Staffordshire to manage them than I have 
had and that the stock, buildings and utensils be valued and you 
will pay for them. I have thoughts to ease myself in my old age 
of the many businesses I am oppressed with, for the damage by 
Mrs. Aston’s suit and the charge I cannot avoid by living in this 
manner exhausts me, and Arthur’s allowance he expects. Though 
it be against my nature to beg or press on your great kindness, 
yet a few years more of Lambeg rents or the pay of your company 
would be seasonable helps to me. I must conclude this, but shall 
not the affairs of my daughter, but keep them in suspense and 
hold on one treaty, if I can prevail with her to keep off the other 
till I hear from you.

The master reports there was some rising 
about the North of Ireland of some discontented people against 
the bishops, and that 20 soldiers were drawn out of each garrison 
thereabouts to suppress them. 

The same day passed before this harbour the Nonsuch for 
the Canaries with some vessels under her convoy for the Straits. 

The 21st came in the Orion and the Margaret, of London, from 
Barbados. Both report that place is in a very good condition 
and all quiet, and that they had a good crop last season. There 
also came in the St. George, of London, from Lisbon, who says 
the report there was that Sir John Narbrough had taken six 
Algier men-of-war.

The King to the Earl of Rothes, Chancellor, Sir James 
Dalrymple of Stair, President, and the remanent Senators of 
the College of Justice. It having been represented to us by the 
Envoy Extraordinary of Sweden in behalf of his Master’s subjects, 
the owners of the Calmar, and by Samuel Sowton, owner of the 
goods on board her, that, on our remitting that affair to you by 
our letter of June last, they had applied to you by petition, and 


‘that you had ordered them to produce such evidence as they could 


that the said ship was employed in that voyage for our service, 
and it being likewise represented to us that she was instructed 
with a pass according to the formula agreed on by the treaty 
with Sweden in 1661, on showing whereof, as the ship ought to 
have been suffered to pass on her intended voyage without further 
enquiry according to article 18 of the treaty with Sweden in 
1665, so the ship and goods, being seized and brought up contrary 
to the express terms of the said article, ought to have been forth- 
with discharged, and the parties indemnified for their costs 
and charges occasioned by the capture ; we now as to her being 
employed in our service give you to understand that on the 
breaking out of the late war with the States General Henry 
Coventry, then Ambassador Extraordinary to Sweden, had 
order from us to treat with the said Sowton, then residing at 
Stockholm, to contract with the Tar Company there for such 
quantities of pitch and tar, as we should need from thence during 
the war for our stores, and that the said Ambassador accordingly 
treated with the said Sowson, who entered into a contract with the 
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said Tar Company, and in pursuance of his undertaking to supply 
our stores, laded several ships for England, all of which came 
safe, except the Calmar and another called the Stralsund, 
which were brought up to Scotland, and of which the latter was 
afterwards freed there. We likewise give you to understand that, 
when our said ambassador agreed with Sowton, Sowton was 
allowed by him to lade the pitch, tar, &c., in whatever ship 
he thought fit. We further declare that by our treaty with 
Sweden in 1665 all ships having such a pass should pass free, 
without being molested, searched or brought up by any of our 
subjects, and we are satisfied-this ship had such a pass. And, 
after we had resolved to have heard the whole matter here and to 
have given our definitive sentence as the proper judge of the 
meaning of our treaties, we remitted the same back to you. We 
now therefore expect you will ease us of any further trouble 
in an affair which has been so many years depending, and 
accordingly require you to proceed to a definitive sentence with 
all due respect to our service and agreeable to equity and justice.

to-day back to look for his anchors, and that the two small frigates 
and the yachts were at Sheerness to-night at 5. Where the Prince 
is, I cannot inform you, but we have the wind at E.N.E. now 
and since 4 this afternoon. What the yachts may do to-night 
being a light moon, I know not, nor have I had a word from 
any commander since their coming thither but for what we could 
serve them with. 

I hope therefore if a contrary relation by his Grace’s messengers 
has been delivered to him, before I could wait on him, I shall not 
be blamed. Therefore I rely wholly on your favour in 
acquainting his Majesty with the truth. 

Master Price was with me two hours since in his intended way 
to Canterbury. If there he miss his Highness, he intends to follow 
him to Margate or elsewhere. He begged me to let you know 
we drank your good health with as much reality as any of your 
most humble servants.

When the rules for granting passes were making 
it was considered: 1. That there is a very material difference 
in the laws relating to the trade of the Mediterranean and jarts 
adjacent and those relating to many other trades, for one side of it 

is wholly Africa, and the Navigation Act requires that all 
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goods of Africa be imported into England in English-built 
ships or foreign-built ships belonging to England, which 
are, as is conceived, foreign-built ships made free, and the 
trade of the Ottoman Empire and the trade of currants and 
the trade of bringing all sorts of goods of the Straits from 
the usual places of lading them, though the same be not 
of the very growth of the said places, is by the said Act tied 
up to English-built shipping only, and the trade from Italy 
and Portugal and the south-of France and Spain is mostly in 
commodities which by the said Act are to be imported in 
English-built shipping or foreign-built shipping belonging to 
England under a great-distinction of Custom, amounting 
in a manner toa prohibition. 2. That by reason of granting 
those passes to foreign-built ships not made free, the number 
of ships having such passes was grown so great and those 
passes so loosely granted to ships that were in truth of foreign 
propriety, that it was thought meet to stop granting passes 
to such ships till further order, to take away all pretences 
from the Turks of interrupting the English navigation. 
3. There is a very material difference between the treaties 
with the Turks authorizing passes and the treaties marine 
with all other states, for in all the latter a pass is absolutely 
required, so that refusing such passes is putting a ship out 
of his Majesty’s protection as to the benefit of those treaties, 
but a pass is not absolutely required in the treaties with 
the Turks, but, if a ship-have her master English and such 
a proportion of her men English, she is to be free, though 
she want a pass. As to the proclamation of 22 Dec., 1675, 
it was debated and thought meet that the same should be 
revoked, it being. more than his Majesty was obliged to by 
those treaties, and what was on experience found very 
prejudicial to his subjects, and that the Turks should forth- 
with be acquainted with his Majesty's mind in that matter 
and endeavours used to satisfy them therein. 4. The trade 
of those parts being, as before said, confined by the laws 
to English-built ships and foreign-built ships made free, 
there appeared little for foreign-built ships not made free to do 
there, unless to trade from port to port abroad, which would 
deprive the English-built ships and foreign-built ships made 
free of a great collateral benefit they now enjoy in that trade, 
and a way would be opened for great endeavours for colouring 
foreign-built ships, which are in truth of foreign propriety 
under English names, and so obtain passes for them to the 
prejudice of the true navigation of this kingdom. 


These were the principal reasons, as we remember, for making 


that rule. On the other hand it is now objected that the said 
proclamation is yet in force, and that thereupon the 
Turks take for granted that they may still and do de facto 
carry up all ships that have not such passes, and that the 
Turks’ men-of-war come out of the Straits since that 
proclamation in much greater numbers than at the time of 
making the said rules, and even come into these seas and 
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seize all English ships that have not such passes, which if 
so, and that the said proclamation be not forthwith vacated, 
no doubt there will be a necessity of taking that rule into 
consideration and altering it, which, we fear, will draw the 
consequences and inconveniences avoided by the said rule, 
by multiplying those passes as before was done, and depriving 
the English-built shipping and foreign-built shipping made 
free, of the great benefit before mentioned, which they now 
enjoy. 

We also present a paper given us relating to this ship in 
particular, but we do not see how this so distinguishes this 
case from that of all other foreign-built ships not made free, 
but that, if such a pass be granted this ship, all other foreign- 
built ships not made free may also demand the like passes.

Silas Taylor to Williamson. Saturday and Sunday last were 
very tempestuous, the wind E. About noon the last day one of 
our packet-boats arrived from the Brill in less than 14 hours. 
The master says the ships at Helvoetsluys are fitting out for the 
Straits and that Brackel commands them. He was informed 
that coaches attend at Gravesandt expecting the Prince of Orange. 
It was reported there that Sir John Narbrough had fought the 
admiral of the Algerines and forced him to put up a white flag, 
that thereupon Sir John sent, a boat of men to receive their 
submission, but the Turks slew. them, that Sir John, renewing the 
fight, took the ship and drowned the Turks. I very much doubt 
the story and wonder it should get into Holland, before it reached 
England. 

About midnight on Sunday the storm ceased and Monday 
morning the weather was altered, the sun shone and the wind 
got into the south, so that one of our packet-boats sailed about 
noon, being till then detained by the extraordinary bad weather. 

To-day the wind 
is got into her old corner, the East, but the weather holds fair.

But the 
matter cannot be found more than manslaughter, for what there 
is of malice prepense will appear on the aggressor’s part, who 
challenged him and employed Mr. Robert Forbes to call 
Mr. Coote out of this dining or drawing room, then in company 
with Lord Granard, his father. He is fled, being the colonel’s 
second, and so is Lieut. Hamvood, second to Mr. Coote, and it 
now appears McDonnell was to be second to Capt. Forbes, if that 
quarrel had not been prevented before it came to a duel. How 
these things will end, God knows, or when, feuds of Highlanders 
being often endless. In point of manhood Mr. Coote behaved 
with honour, and how unreasonable and ungenerous to interpose 
in this affair, so far gone as it was, especially by any that had 
formerly so slighted it, any man of honour or reason may judge, 
and you may guess how unquiet it has been to me and how trouble- 
some, and what a stir is still in this house and family. I think 
the body will be carried to its burial at Dunluce, where the Marquess 
is expected to come on Monday with his followers. As to your 
niece it happens most unfortunately to her, the words of offence 
between them being in her chamber, which she thought was 
reconciled, she requesting them it might be so before supper, 
and they supped at the table with Lord Granard and the officers 
here and presently after, without the least notice, they duelled 
about 9 in the moonshine. My opinion is, if you approve it, 
that she be sent out of the way into England, .as soon as weather 
and the season may advise it, but what you will direct, and where 
she should be I beseech you to pity me and advise me. The 
misfortune of my lady’s dying perhaps may make you think 
it not fit she came thither, but I hope you may appoint her some 
other place or company to be in, if you think it inconvenient she 
be at Ragley. I will be at any charge rather than be thus dealt 
withal. As soon as Mr. Coote is fit to travel, he is to be sent 
with a guard and an officer to Dublin to the Lord Chief Justice, 
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who will bail him of course. Also the two seconds will be tried 
at the King’s Bench, which will make such a stir all the kingdom 
over, that I desire she may be out of the way in England 
before then. They will need a pardon, though it be only man- 
slaughter, which perhaps Lord Coloony may desire your help for. 
What could have happened so untowardly to me and my child! 
She has no affection or liking, especially since these troubles, 
to either of them and says she will never have any for the captain, 
and professes she has no thoughts or inclinations for any man 
in the world ; and says her mind is to be disposed of by your 
lordship in England rather than here, or to live single. Lord 
Granard is still at Dublin, but may have heard of McDonnell’s 
death yesterday by the post.

I received your letter 
by Lanty and shall only answer that part wherein you say he is 
concerned with you, namely, the arrears of your troop which 
remain unsatisfied, for the payment of which I obtained the order 
of the late Commissioners of the Treasury whilst they were in being, 
that is, before Christmas, 1675, but never could obtain one penny 
satisfaction, though I was never without hopes nor am not yet, 
but that it-must be good and will be good money. To give an 
exact account why it has not been satisfied and yet that I should 
give hopes from time to time -of getting it, would require the 
greatest part of the history of Lord Ranelagh’s undertaking to 
explain, but I will set down such facts that from thence you may 
be able to judge of the matter. 


1. Bence and Stepney, how conscious soever of your favour 
and succour to the undertaking, were not to be induced to join 
in any order for the satisfaction of the remainder of your troop’s 
arrears, alleging principally that it would be hazardous so to do, 
for that the Earl of Essex, having called for an account of what 
arrears had been paid to the Army, would find your troop fully 
paid, and some other troops and companies paid little or nothing, 
which would render the undertakers highly impeachable 
for partiality, &c. Besides, they had some time before, I 
saw plainly, sank in their reverence to Lord Ranelagh, to 
whose account they always reckoned your fervour and kindness 
for the undertaking. 


2. The farmers at Michaelmas, 1675, putting a stop to all 
payments, so distressed them at the Treasury as to answering 
September pay, 1675, that towards making it up they were not 
only forced to borrow great sums from Sir John James and Co.

in the country, some of which had been issued 12 or 13 months 
before, and which were not then satisfied, and having such means 
stopped the exigency of September pay, 775. 


3. They fell next under the difficulties of the December pay, ’75, 
and, though Bence and Stepney, by that time seeing nothing before 
them wherewith to answer that December pay, resolved on the 
measures they had, I suppose, from Mr. Roberts to answer the 
same in defalcations and so make no further payment, yet 
Lord Ranelagh, holding it highly to concern him to have that 
December pay cleared, prevailed with the King to supply 24,0001. 
out of his new revenue in respect of over payments by his lordship 
and partners on the establishments from Christmas, 1670, to 
Christmas, 1675, and I believe the estimate was well enough 
within compass, but in the letter which came for the supply of 
this 24,0001. (how far opposed by the Earl of Essex, then on that 
side, I know not) there was a recital that my lord and partners 
with the help of this 24,000/. had undertaken to clear the 
December pay. The letter came over some time before the Earl, 
but, I think, had no order on it till he came, for he desired to know 
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once and again whether we that were here would undertake there- 
with to clear the December pay, pressing Lord Ranelagh’s engage- 
ment, in the letter mentioned, exceedingly on us, and we replying 
that we saw no means at hand to complete that payment but the 
moneys assuredly due from the farmers, but whether his lordship 
and partners on the other side, when they undertook to complete 
it, wholly depended on the farm rent we were not able to say. 
The Earl was no ways satisfied with so doubtful an answer and 
required us to answer directly, affirmatively or negatively, whether 
having this 24,000/. we would undertake therewith to complete 
the pay. We thereon prayed we might answer in writing, which 
was admitted, and we put it in accordingly. His lordship took 
it as a direct undertaking on our part it seems, and we were and 
are satisfied we undertook nothing, though afterwards we were 
charged with it, but our paper, of which I have a copy, was never 
produced. We pressed that the Farmers might be called on to 
pay so much as should complete that pay, but that would by no 
means be listened to, his lordship saying it was no good answer 
to the King to refer him to the Farmers, what if the Farmers would 
never pay, Lord Ranelagh; &c., were nevertheless obliged. In 
fine his lordship (though not without our consent, who were 
desirous to have the storm calmed, though but for the present) 
laid an embargo on ail the country collections requiring that no 
money should be paid to any use whatever other than December 
pay, till that pay was cleared. And in this posture the collections, 
for anything I ever saw, as well as the December pay have stood. 
And truly the Commissioners of the Treasury and those that 
succeeded, had they at last an entire and unanimous will to have 
paid these 300 odd pounds remainder of your troop, I could 
not have told where they might have raked it together at any 
time since Michaelmas, °75, the payments on the Farm rent 
being stopped to this day, the collections being obstructed and 
neglected and all people relating to the affair under great dis- 
couragement, of which every one complains except myself that 
peradventure have the greatest reason. There is one only 
blessing that Sir James [Shaen’s] coming over brought me, 
that I am since freed from the clamorous applications of so many 
for money as I was enured to before. But now you will ask 
why I gave such hopes? I did so, as they really were. I did 
hope the Farmers would within some reasonable time have been 
compelled by the Government or otherwise on that side to have 
paid their rents, of which they owe by a stated account above 
19,0007. ever since Christmas, 1675. I did hope the December 
pay would thereby be cleared. I did hope that, that being cleared, 
there would be time to inspect and mind the collections and, 
if so, I little doubted I should have been able to secure your 
money. I did hope and yet look for a juncture, when the partners 
shall be called on to account for the arrears, that they will be very 
glad to have your remaining debentures to place to account, 
and as many others as they can get, and, if once they pass into 
account to the King, you will have as good security for your money, 
as you can desire. I had not gotten so much as an order for 
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the payment of your remaining debentures, had it not been at 
that very time that we were here in fear of my Lord of Essex 
on his return falling heavy on us about the arrears, of which we 
had several admonitions from England and advices to get in 
what we could of debentures. -And indeed I did lastly and at all 
times hope that I should be able one time or another to nick 


an opportunity for doing this business. It will be too tedious 

to trouble you with an account herein of the several devolutions 

that have been of interests; change of persons’ hands and 

Pema or in this affair.

Resolutions on the complaint of Heer van Beuningen in Nov., 
1677, of some of the King’s captains having taken Englishmen 
out of Dutch men-of-war, even in the port of Malaga, and 
praying this practice might be abandoned, which was debated 
in the Admiralty before the King. 


1, That searching foreign ships of war for English subjects 
and taking them out is our right, and to be continued. This was 
ever directed to be done from 1635 at least in all the captains’ 
instructions, and is in a manner grounded on the article of the 
treaty with Holland, forbidding each party to shelter rebels or 
fugitives and such these are, being abroad against the King’s 
proclamation, so they are fugitives at least, but in the draft of 
a proclamation of 1575 for recalling mariners, those that shall 
not obey are declared rebels. 


2. To be forborne in foreign ports. 


3. As to demanding their wages, this is new, and indeed 
not useful to the King, as it would encourage such fugitive 
seamen. 


N.B.—The like demand was made by van Beuningen some time 
before but, being argued and insisted on the King’s part, 
he let it fall.

That for Gascony, French and other foreign rolls 
there be a distinct book for each with two calendars, one containing 
the names of persons the other those of places. 6. Requesting 
them to assist in the speedy providing of a house to be annexed 
to the Keepership of the Records according to Sir Algernon 
May’s petition, which was referred to the Earl of Northampton

Viscount Iveagh’s case submitted to Sir J. Williamson. Arthur 
Geoghegan had lands set out to him in the Court of Athlone 
in lieu of 2,000 acres in tail and 500 in fee. His grandson was 
restored to the 2,000 acres in the Court of Claims and postponed 
for the 500. Yet the Commissioners of the Court now sitting 
in Dublin for settling the transplanters confirmed to another 
Geoghegan, son of the said Arthur, between 600 and 700 acres, which 
was the full satisfaction obtained by the said Arthur for both 
estates in tail and fee, though he ought to be confirmed, if to any, 
to no more than the 100 acres for the 500 in fee he was not restored 
to, for he ought to retrench the satisfaction obtained for the 
estate restored according to the 8th qualification. 


Lord Slane is likewise restored to his full estate. His title 
to transplanted lands is only by a jointure of the old Lady Slane 
of her former husband, which was but an estate for life, and yet 
he is confirmed to an estate in fee. In this case a great 
irregularity was committed in the said Court of Athlone, for the 
said Lady Slane had the 8th qualification under the notion 
of the 7th, which was a great fraud, and can now manifestly 


appear. 

His Majesty being entitled to these lands of the Geoghegans 
and Lord Slane, they being restored to the estates in lieu whereof 
they were to them set out, granted them or part thereof in 1671 
to Lord Iveagh, who was at great expense in making out his 
Majesty’s title. On his petition that the said decree was passed 
against him a ‘reference was granted to the Earl of Essex, who 
sent it to the present Commissioners, who reported it as it occurred 
to them on the first hearing, Lord Iveagh not being heard. The 
said report is now before his Honour. The Geoghegans have 
lately by a surprising petition obtained the King’s letter 
(20 Oct., 1677) to pass patents of the said lands. 


All Lord Iveagh prays is a second reference to the now Lord 
Lieutenant to examine the whole matter without delay, and, 
if he finds not a title for the King, to permit all proceedings to go 
on, but, if he does, to make his report and that in the meantime 
there be no proceedings on the said letter obtained by the 
Geoghegans and nothing done against Lord Iveagh. [S.P. Ireland, 
Car.

The cause of my stay was that Lord Granard at the rendezvous 
unknown to me appointed another in my place in kindness to me, 
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though I should have been well pleased it had not been altered, 
and, just as I was going down, I received this intimation, on which 
I stayed day after day expecting Roger Jones’ landing, but I fear 
he is lost, for it is a week and more since he was seen to go aboard 
the Charity at Chester contrary to all advice, being an old rotten 
vessel. Nothing is heard of her yet, but a league off Howth 
have been seen the sides of a ship, trunks and bags floating, which 
are sad symptoms of poor Roger’s ruin. 

Lord Granard came to town yesterday, the Duke having sent 
for him. They are preparing for Scotland. The account of 
that I leave to Lord Granard, who intends to write to you to-day. 
Yesternight I was with him-after he came from the Duke, and 
had the honour to be alone with him, till he was ready to go to bed. 
Most of our discourse was of you, and indeed you are exceedingly 
obliged to him, for not only.to me, but to the best here, he is 
never better pleased than when he is speaking honourably of you 
and acknowledging his obligations to you. I find by him that his 
son is extremely in love with your niece, and that it has no ordinary 
bounds, for he has expressed to his father that he will lose his 
life rather than her, and begs of his father to set no limits to 
his affections, but let him take his own rules and measures, for his 
happiness is wholly in her, and I believe Lord Granard [is] no 
less in love with her, for he says she is of that modesty, discreet 
behaviour and goodness, that, he had rather have her for his son 
in her smock than any other alive with a fortune, and, what adds 
more flame to his desires, she,is your niece, which relation he sets 
the greatest value on. This I heard from himself, and thought 
it my duty to acquaint you with. I learn by all hands that 
everybody wishes Mr. Forbes had her, and all are against Mr. Coote, 
for he has disobliged all there by low and mean things, and the 
other has endeared all to him by a discreet and generous behaviour. 
This, I assure you, is the words of all that come from thence. 

Two packets came in to-night, and not one word of Scotland. 
Lord Granard desires you will favour him with a letter by the 
first ; he says he has writ four since he has received one. I can 
say nothing of poor Roger’s ‘safety, though I stayed concluding 
my letter till past the time. My Lord is very impatient to hear 
from you, and fail him not.

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as you and I have little reason to covet living in this corrupt 
age, where nothing but Machiavellian stratagems are practised, 
but there will be a time for reckoning with them by a Judge 
that it will not be possible for them to elude with all their devices. 
I would give more than I will now speak of for one hour’s discourse 
with you, that I might unmask or unriddle that letter to you 
wherein I signified my jealousies of what was intended, though 
I hoped they would have been at least so generous as to have 
ventured their own skins in the cause and not have gone this 
dishonourable way to work.

subjects, as well within his Majesty’s dominions as on the open 
seas, till full satisfaction be made of the said debt, interest and 
damages and such other charges as shall be hereafter expended 
touching the recovery thereof.

Secondly, since his Majesty, by his letters patent constituting 
me governor, has granted me all forfeitures there, by which 
I conceive this ship and goods now forfeited belong to me, 
I request that in whatever order his Majesty shall give concerning 
them consideration may be had of my right, and that they may 
not be taken out of my hands. I must not conclude without 
a word or two concerning the condition of that place as to defence 
and reminding you that, since the castle was blown up and laid 
all in ruins, nothing has been done towards the repairs, so that there 
is not any place left to keep one barrel of powder or any other 
stores even from the weather.

Sir Thomas Morgan to Williamson. Brooks, the privateer 
of Ostend, has made his escape by a rope over the walls of Mont 
Orgueil Castle. The Court of Justice has made strict search 
through the island in hopes to catch him again, but I believe 
he was provided with a [? boat] to make his escape. He endured 
imprisonment near a year and a half and was brought to no 
trial. It is very certain it was not he who took the Bristol ship, 
but one Pell of Flushing, and that he was 5 or 6 leagues off when 
Pell took her, but, Brooks being in consort with Pell for 8 days, 
they divided the goods betwixt them, and, when Brooks was 
seized, he restored all the goods he had to the Bristol merchants’ 
factors at St. Malo.

As to that affair which has fallen out so exceedingly trouble- 
some to me and from me to you, I think it necessary to inform 
you more particularly how it happened, since you seem to blame 
my conduct of it. The General and his son came here together 
five or six days before Mr. Coote, where I could not refuse to 
entertain them, the town being full with the officers of the whole 
brigade and no less than 15 companies besides part of the troops 
quartering six or seven days together in this parish and 
Magheragall and Derryaghy, till Lord Granard removed to 
Belfast and the soldiers to their standing quarters. How could 
I prevent this, or imagine any rivalry by one that so slighted 
and reproached your former kindness and mine, until after his 
father moved it and desired my leave to write to you? I told 
him I had proceeded far in a treaty with Lord Coloony and could 
not in honour or honesty allow it, and desired him not to think 
of it, till that was completed, and he told me he had spoken with 
Lord Coloony, who had acquainted him with all the particulars 
of the proposal, which, I said, I was glad of, for then he knew 
I had spoken truly that I was so engaged, and that I had not 
treated till a full year and a half after his son had refused the 
kindness you intended him, in such a manner also as I was loth 
to mention now to him. Much other discourse passed of his 
son’s importunities to him to move it and of his being smitten 
so since he saw her, that he could have no quiet, till he had spoken 
to me. But her fortune I may suspect the chief motive, though 
it be professed that your lordship’s alliance and the liking to her 
person is desired more than her portion. This passage may inform 
you otherwise than you believe of my indiscretion in discovering 
the bountiful provision intended for her, and also, finding the 
captain, after his father went to Dublin, came hither sometimes 
and had instruments of other officers that came to the table and 
by some of my own servants, I desired Sir Thomas Newcombe 
(Newcomen), his uncle,.to speak to him to forbear my house and 
her company and that 1 could not like any should disturb our 
peace in the family that should come into it to challenge one 
under my roof, so he never came into it since. 

Since this duel and Col. McDonnell’s death, occasioned by 
Mr. Robert Forbes, who brought the challenge to Mr. Coote after 
supper and called him out of his father’s company then in the 
drawing room, and that it has since appeared on examinations 
that the colonel came with the captain from Hillsborough after the 
funeral to this town at 10 at night to be his second, when he 
challenged Mr. Coote in my dining room privately, I last 
Tuesday morning, when Lord Granard desired to speak with 
me about your letter at his going away to Belfast, plainly 
acquainted him with my dissatisfaction with both of his sons 
and desired that they might forbear coming to the house, that 
I might have quietness under my roof, and that it was no time 
for amours, when the gentleman lay wounded here, and was to 
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undergo a great deal more trouble, that had come to me on so 
just and honourable an account, so they have not appeared here 
since and, I hear, are out of humour. 

Sir William Stewart is sometimes here and sometimes at Belfast 
and very discreetly demeans himself between his two brothers 
[-in-law] and inclines privately much to this here. Mr. Brookes’ 
skill and care have almost cured Mr. Coote, who hopes next week 
to return to his father at Moore Park, 7 miles beyond Drogheda, 
in that other road I sometimes take to Dublin, and, if the colonel 
had been dressed by as good a surgeon he might probably have 
recovered, for the wound was for 2 days after judged not mortal, 
but his body was consumptive and he had been blooded 5 times not 
long before. The Coroner’s inquest is Homicida se defendendo, the 
proofs being plain of the provocation and Mr. Coote’s unwillingness, 
having no quarrel to him, and not drawing his sword till the 
other made the assault, swearing God damn him, he would kill him 
in a trice &c. with other circumstances too long to write, but 
all, that speak indifferently, speak well of his behaviour like a 
gentleman and man of courage. Bail is taken of him and the 
two seconds, Mr. Forbes and Lieut. Harwood. Lord Coloony 
intends to remove the trial by certiorari to the King’s Bench, 
which cannot be sooner than Easter term for several reasons. 
As to your belief which I asked Lord Granard of, why he writ 
my daughter had a liking to his son, and which he did not give me 
any answer to but that he was so informed, my daughter absolutely 
denies having inclination or liking to either of them or any other 
in the world, or that Capt. Forbes ever moved it to her by himself 
or any one else, and, if she have learned the craft of women so 
soon and deceive me, I think I shall not easily forget her 
undutifulness. She pretends a desire to be absent, and, if you 
approve, to go into England, as I wrote in my last, and, when 
I know your pleasure, I think to get Lady Dungannon to take 
her into her protection and care at Dublin, till the weather be more 
fit for such a voyage, which I am confident she will not deny me. 
Arthur has been much wrought upon by the captain, who hunts 
with him and has given him a horse and a dog, which has gained 
him. I allow him to hunt more than I like, which he minds 
more than his book and other things fit for him to learn, so I 
am thinking of getting a man of learning to be with him and a 
French dancing-master is here already, that begins to put him 
into a better mien and posture and mend his fashion and dancing. 
He grows in stature and coughs butseldom. As to his maintenance 
and Lambeg lands, I gratefully acquiesce in your pleasure and 
acknowledge most gratefully your bounties to me and mine, and 
shall never forget how by God’s good providence first I became 
a servant in your family and ascribe what I am and have to His 
mercy in placing me in it and your particular kindness in raising 
me in the world from a low degree, which my ancestors had 
reduced my family to. I have now above 50 years faithfully 
discharged my trust and duty with much diligence and pains 
to the family, which by your means I have the honour to be 
accounted a part of. This digression has almost made me forget 
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the former subject, which I think is not seasonable yet to make 
any further steps in, and that my daughter’s absence may be a 
means thereto till this trouble be over, and then I begin to 
apprehend it may not be successful, so many cross currents have 
fallen out therein, but what will be next Idread. Truly these courses 
of designing and the former contempts two years since I cannot 
easily forget. Yet what hereafter may happen in this uncertain 
world I am more thoughtful for, which I think not fit to write 
of in hope of your coming hither at the spring. I never had a 
greater desire to see you, save when I heard of your being in 
prison at Ostend.

Notes about preparations. Present: his Royal Highness, the 
Lord Treasurer, the Duke of Monmouth, the two Secretaries, 
the Master-General of the Ordnance. In calculating the Navy 
charge in a war with France, you ought to reckon that even the 
biggest ships are to be out all the winter. It will be found as good 
husbandry to keep your ships manned all the winter as to pay 
them off at the end of the campaign, and reman them against 
the spring, reckoning bounty money which is 40s. per man, 
prest money, charges of vessels to fetch them to where the fleet 
fits, persons employed to solicit the presses when there is any 
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great fleet to be manned, the pay and victual to the seamen on 
board while the full complemént is getting, &c., &c., and above 
all the infinite prejudice by not being certainly able to come 
out earlier than the enemy or as early as the designs would require 
&c. Therefore it seems better to keep your ships manned all the 
winter, especially when it. is considered how few or rather no 
months there are in the winter, in which in a war with France you 
may not act on them by a force at sea, and they may attack, 
make descents on you &c. ; for in a war with France the case is 
not the same as in one with Holland: 1. The Holland’s is a 
shallow dangerous coast and our bigger ships cannot be safely 
out on it in the deep winter months, and they, being all frozen 
up, cannot form any design by naval force on us in those months, 
so that Nature makes a treaty between us in winter. With 
France it is otherwise. It is a bold shore never frozen, and 
lies in the way of all our winter trade, and is advantageously 
situated for descents to Spain, and to invade even in winter 
all our western coast, all Ireland &c. Therefore you must 
be on your guard equally in winter as in summer, at least 
you must have it in your power to be out at sea in any 
winter month with a considerable force, otherwise they will be 
sure to take that season to attempt on you. 2. All the ships 
to protect your trade in the Mediterranean must be out in winter 
as in summer. 3. So must also all your ships that are to guard 
the Narrow seas and Ireland &c. 4. Your ports to the west- 
ward are all good in wintér as in summer. It is not so in our 
northern ports, which are of most use in a Dutch war, so as in 
winter we are forced to lay up in a Dutch war. 

Naval force proposed as the least that can be :—lIn the 
Channel, 50 capital ships (half Dutch), 10 fireships (half Dutch), 
tenders. In the Mediterranean, 50 capital ships (half Dutch), 
10 fireships (half Dutch), tenders.

for them. Letter, 27 Dec.-6 Jan. 2. In the war of ’67, when 
France was as near over-running all (nay nearer at the attack 
of Dendermonde &c ) all Holland asked was the terms of the 
alternative, never proposed, though then flushed with a glorious 
peace on England, more than to save what remained, and to 
quit to France the conquests &c., and let it be remembered 
that Holland had not only sat down contented with the alterna- 
tive, but (quod N.B ) the King of France charges them to have 
owned and declared these conditions to be reasonable, to be 
what they could wish &c. (vide answer to the memorial of 
Beunigen, 9 March, 1668) ; and yet it is plain (quod quere) that 
the conditions now obtained for Flanders are better for it than 
those of ’67. It’s true the Franche Comté is gone, but that is 
not given by this peace, but is kept, having been taken in the 
war &c. 

The Parliament.—They object the peace is already made and 
kept secret only to get money. Speaker and adjournment. 
First try to get it laid aside in consideration of the other great 
business and how unhappy it should be that the Confederates, 
all Europe, who are now hoping for a happy agreement between 
the King and -his parliament for their deliverance should &c.

I take occasion from these 
new appearances between us and France to pray you early to look 
out to get, if possible, some way settled for having advices from 
those neighbouring ports of what shall be stirring of any kind 
among them. It would be of extreme use to the King’s service, 
if it could be compassed. I would take care to answer the 
allowance to any such correspondents, if they could be found 
and engaged. I beg you to try your best skill in this, and in the 
meantime to let us hear frequently and fully of all that occurs 
with you.

Notes by Williamson about Ireland. Dispatched to Lord of 
Ormonde. 1. What charged here by Ridér against &c. 2. To 
examine all on that side and see what they say to the objections 
made by Rider. 3. After this examination taken, one or more 
of them to be sent over hither to answer before the King. 
4. The Lord Lieutenant after this examination to send his 
opinion on the whole &c. and particularly whether the 20,0001, 
can be called for with safety from the farm. 5. To take care 
the payments be constantly and regularly so made into the 
receipt there as that as little may stand over in their hands as 
possible. 

The Farm of Ireland.—Let for 7 years from Christmas, ’75, at 
240,000/. rent yearly and payments to be made thus :—5,000l. 
1 Feb., 5,000/. 31 March, 10,000/. 30 April, so as the last of April 
they have received from 25 Dec. to 30 April ¢.e. 4 months’ rent 
and have paid only 20,000/. to the King &c. 

N.B. The last Farm was let at 219,000/., but only 204,000/. 
was paid, to which in this is added the casual revenue, which Lord 
Ranelagh made 6 or 7,0001. per annum. 

N.B. The last Farmers broke, but that was not the Farm 
but the Farmers, i.e. the Forths &c. and that for having engaged 
in too many things as ironworks &c., &c. Threw the scandal on 
the Farm, as if that had broke him. The said 4l. on tobacco, 
the new alterations in measures of liquors on some late judg- 
ment given in a certain case relating to the Excise &c., have 
increased the revenue of Ireland above 20,0001. per annum &c. 
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4 As to the security on these Farms, the King thinks he has 
4 60,0007. which was advanced as a security, but it is objected that 
| 20,000/. of this is-the King’s, as being by them received in Jan., 
q Feb. and March more than they paid the King in these months. 
Next, they have 30 days regularly and on forfeiture of 500/. may 
have 40 days respite every payment. Again, they take up 
money beforehand on the security of the succeeding months, 
so as, whenever they have a mind to break, they may run 
away with more than they. have advanced to the King &c. 
by 20,0001. 

Mr. Rider’s charge against. the present Farmers is under three 
heads:—1. False prospect, of the revenue and false measures 
given the King by them. 2. They do not report (?) the revenue 
in several counties and give extraordinary interest. 3. They 
remit considerable sums to England,—which are just grounds to 
alarm the King as to the safety of his revenue on the foot of this 
farm. That the Farmers have really more of the King’s money 
in their hands than ‘he has of theirs in his, by which means their 
pretended security given the King is none. 

N.B.—Therefore agreed by all that, in case of a war this farm 
must break, having no clause for defalcations, only a provision 
that they shall have it a year of peace after the war, which they 
are never able to stay for, and a respiting of the immediate 
payment of the rent, &c. 

Against resting on promises upon honour, words may be for- 
gotten, only writing is a remembrance and a proof of itself. .

2,500/. a year on his son, part in hand and for a jointure and 
the rest after his and his lady’s decease, and I have a particular 
of it, and his whole land is set clear rent so much above all quit 
rents, subsidies and country charges whatever, besides 200 and

still living and has four children. 

My old friend, Mr. Walker, parson of Kilmore, died lately a 
rich man (Dean William Smith has that great living now) and 
left a son rich, who came to me yesterday mighty desirous to live 
hereabouts in safety and I think I shall procure him the farm 
by Hill Hall, where he will build a better house, I believe, but 
I doubt it will hardly be so settled, unless I contribute your 10I. 
a year to it for the first or. perhaps two years and then that 10/.

bargain I think to venture on rather than put such a tenant of 
wealth from us, that will build and improve and is a right English- 
man. Mr. Mildmay shows me Mr. McCartney’s receipt of the 
contents of your two bills of 3241. and 216/. and says you are 
hardly dealt with by Mr. Price. You pay 8 per cent. and none of 
the others above 6. 

Lord Granard came kindly to dine with me to-day and saw 
the three foot companies here mustered and my troop and is 
returned to Belfast. Norie of his sons appeared with him in 
the house, nor did any word pass between us of his son’s amours. 
I think the Council in Scotland will not invite such guests to them 
as this brigade but agree rather amongst themselves.

By a letter of the 
16th from Scotland we received account that the Council at two 
meetings had great debates concerning bringing in the English and 
Irish forces for suppressing conventicles, which are many, and 
great numbers at them. The result was referred to the next 
meeting of the Council. Letters were sent from the Council to 
Lords Huntly, Atholl, Argyle and Seaforth to have their militia — 
in readiness. By all that can be learned from those coming 
from Scotland they apprehend: some disturbance will happen, 
though not immediately. My father last week was indifferent 
well, but about 8 last night was seized with a very sick fit, which 
continued two hours. (Pafticulars of his illness.) These 
frequent and violent fits shake an old man much, so that I mightily 
apprehend a sad Christmas to this family.

not put such a hardship on him. I hope Mr. Thynne will perform 
all that is necessary in it, which is to get some such thing perfected 
as may justify the King to say truly to his Parliament 
that an alliance is already made betwixt him and Holland for 
the preservation of Franders. The manner of doing this is 
difficult to us, because both the King and your Highness are 
greatly interested to have it secret, and we neither know whether 
your secret Committee can conclude such a treaty of alliance, nor, 
if it can, do we know whether you will suffer it to go to their know- 
ledge, so that, as you only are judge in this matter, the King 
has left it totally to your conduct, resolving to govern himself 
in it by your advice, and I hope Mr. Thynne is so thoroughly 
instructed in this, that he is able to let you know the King’s mind 
in most things that can be demanded on this occasion. You 
see we persevere as steadily as you could desire, and yet, I assure 
you, there is as much done of all kinds from France to shake it 
as is possible, and truly it has all the appearances imaginable of 
coming to an absolute war. 

We have yet no account from Mr. Montagu more than that 
he arrived at Paris late the 17-27 instant and went next day to 
St. Germains, but we know already by M. Barillon that the 
answer he will have is that they will agree a truce for Flanders 
or more general, if the King pleases, but can never consent to 
the proposals by Lord Feversham in the direct terms as they 
are there demanded and I find the great effort is to keep Tournay, 
unless they may have some considerable place in exchange. 
In the meantime we hear that Ypres or Dixmude is by this time 
invested, and, I perceive, they make no doubt of being master 
of both before they can be relieved. 

I think it were of importance, but I say this without any 
commission, that, as soon as might be, the ambassadors both of 
Spain and Holland present memorials to the King, taking notice 
of his good offices and endeavours for the peace and quiet of 
Christendom, and that, having so seasonably called the Parlia- 
ment, they hope he will do something which may contribute 
effectually to the safety of it, and particularly of the Spanish 
Netherlands, which are in so imminent danger, and I hope that 
particular care shall be taken to make Monsr. van Beuninghen 
declare to all his acquaintance of the Parliament the great 
satisfaction he receives in all things which concern the States 
and their allies. When I had writ thus far, I was called to the 
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King on the occasion of a courier newly arrived to the French 
Ambassador, which brought him powers to offer a general suspen- 
sion of arms for a year or 14 months, and he told the King that 
his master had given Mr. Montagu that answer, that he could 
not accept the propositions, but would give such a suspension 
if my master pleased, upon which the King replied that that 
was a matter to which he could not answer without first knowing 
the minds of the Confederates, but he would take it well if the 
King of France would forbear his arms in the Spanish Nether- 
lands for two months, in which time he could inform himself of their 
minds as to the general suspension, but the ambassador said 
that would only be to lose time, and the King replied that, without 
time to find new expedients, he could not depart from those he 
had offered, and the Ambassador has said he will write, and so 
the affair stands at present, but with all the firmness of resolution 
of the King’s part that he will not hear of the peace upon other 
terms, and I must do the Duke that justice as to assure you that 
nobody can carry themselves better than he does through this 
page matter.

The Duke of York to the Prince of Orange. “I would not 
let this bearer, Mr. Thynne, go without writing to you by him, 
whom his Majesty sends with powers and instructions to Mr. Hyde, 
to conclude what you have already approved of.

I performed my journey to 
Colchester in about 7 hours, but there the postmaster, not- 
withstanding the post warrant and the haste I told him I was in, 
so mounted myself and nmry servant that in three miles riding both 
our horses were so tired that I was forced to crawl to Manningtree, 
the next town, and, it being after midnight, I was forced amongst 
the inhabitants, partly by threats but chiefly by money, to procure 
two fresh horses, with which I came hither, but, the ways being 
so intolerably bad and the night very dark after the moon was 
down, I passed several hours with very little pleasure. The 
Postmaster of Colchester has the reputation of keeping the 
worst horses of any on the road, and but few days since others 
have been served by him as I was, so, if his Majesty will have 
any come in haste this way, that postmaster, who can so obey 
the warrants, must be removed. The yacht arrived not till about 
three hours since and the wind is now very contrary, so that I 
_ fear we shall be detained here some time. The captain tells 
me, if the weather continue fair, he will put to sea to-morrow 
morning. He had much rather have taken me in at Margate, where 
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we might have shifted better with this wind than we can here.

something may come ont, if they were once more employed, and 
others think they will hardly confide in such old friends, but 
conclude, if it should be, that there must be some great mutation 
in affairs and some considerable persons. ’*Tis also said the 
E{arl] of Sha[ftesbury] will be released again and great things 
will be done, and as if John Lambert should be employed again 
and a world of effects to follow, but few believe these discourses 
to be in earnest, as not consisting with the interest of some, but 
some conclude a necessity of some such things, if we at present 
differ with the French. In the meantime there are great com- 
plaints from the western parts of the very hard usage of our friends 
for meetings, how they imprison them and take their goods. 
One that had been down there lately publicly declared it at 
Mr. Griffith’s meeting the last* Lord’s day, and there are many 
doubts and fears about a precept that came lately to the Lord 
Mayor for suppressing of meetings. I can give you an account 
of some of the persons concerned in the premises when I 
see you.

Notes by Williamson headed “the War.” N.B. Unlucky that 
Messina is abandoned before Spain is tied to us. 1. Spain will 
give us worse terms. 2. will be harder to bring to a peace ; were 
much more in fear before than now. Happy, if it could have 
looked more as the effect of the terror we give France &c. 
The greatest advantage might have been made possible, if 
the two kings had agreed in it. De V[? icque]. N.B.—there- 
fore it’s plain there's no intelligence between the King and 
France &c. 

Werden—Sparre. Speaking to Sparre of the Duke. They knew 
he was a Papist and we shall never suffer him to be our King &c. 

The Army.—Why not the King of France pay the army? 
Furnish wherewithal. Why not under pretence of fear of the 
French raise forts, citadels, wherever the King would desire 
on all the coast &c.—Make hay while —— [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 
366, p. 425.] 


Informations. 22 Sept. Mr. Bridgeman. Count Wallenstein 
told A.B. that the King was a good prince and that there was 
easy access to him, but that the public ministers must still follow 
his ministers for their answers and that the whole ministry was 
French &c. 

A.B. is forced to decline their companies and meetings as not 
thinking it fit or safe to hear such indecent expressions as they give 
of the King. Count Wallenstein has told A.B. that they made 
no great account of the King’s mediation. They could, when 
they saw fit, lay aside the King as they had done the Swede, and 
of themselves make up a peace in the Empire, and Borgomaniero 
said as much on the part of Spain. Count Wallenstein told the 
Resident of Venice that he had sent to complain to the Emperor 
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of his ill treatment here in the style &c. of the answer to his 
memorial. Hamilton, now lately come from the Duke of Neuburg, 
told Gloxim(?) he came to engage the King’s offices in favour 
of the Duke, his master, to have some ease in the matter of con- 
tributions for France. He had spoke with his Majesty about it, 
but found him fort froid &c., adding that he found all French, or 
something to that effect. 

Van Beuningen told Mr. Brilidgeman] 20 Oct., that the 
Imperial and Spanish ministers gave out the return to our express 
now lately arrived confirmed what they had said of a likelihood in 
Spain to seize our merchants’ estates &c. This so alarmed 
Van Beuningen that he came to know the truth of me&ec. [S.P. 
Dom., Car. II. 366, p. 429.] 


Notes by Williamson. August, September. At the same time 
M. de Borgomaniero at London spreads and countenances reports 
as if Spain were taking a resolution to break with England, and 
that they would begin with seizing the merchants’ estates, the 
Spanish ambassador at Nimeguen laughs at it &c. to Sir L. Jenkins, 
so all Borgomaniero does is art and malice to raise murmurs and 
disorder here among the merchants &c. 

Our people, parliament &c. cry up the Triple League and call 
on the King for something to be now done like that for the saving 
of Flanders &c., and yet Spain are so little thankful for the Triple 
League, nay so incensed at the King for it, that Don Juan said 
in a secret conversation he* had with a certain person (the 
B[? aron] de V[? icque]) in September, that it was the ruin of the 
Spanish monarchy &c. 

And as to the Triple Alliance, N.B., that, when the Spanish 
Netherlands were as near lost as they could be, and indeed worse 
than ever they can be till they are wholly lost, that is, when the 
very heart and bowels of them were possessed by France in 
1667, all that Holland itself could be brought to, at least all they 
then thought their and our parts to do in favour of them was to 
make the Triple League, which was not to engage us to go into 
wars to beat the French out of what they had conquered, right or 
wrong, but only to tie the French King’s hands there, where 
matters were, that he should not go further. N.B.—This sort 
of help the King has offered from 1674 to Spain, crying out still 
to make peace, and even in that peace to have that of 1667 mended 
by a change of Charleroy, Aeth &c. But nothing will serve but 
for us to go forsooth into the war &c. And to carry all as far as 
the peace of the Pyrenees &c. 

As to the King’s proceedings against Salinas and Fonseca, 
whatever the ministers say of it, to gain a victory of the King 
and to foil, his dignity, the D[uke] d’Alva told the B[?aron] de 
V[? icque] that the King had done ill, he had not taken off their 
heads (letter of 26 Aug.) and the Duke told Sir W. Godolphin 
the same. When England and Holland were to save Denmark 
from the Swede in 1659 and 1660, did they enter into the war 
with Denmark to beat the Swede out of Blecking, Halland and 
Schonen &c. No such thing; only to tie matters where they 
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found them and that Sweden should not proceed to a total conquest: 
&c. This the King would have done for Flanders as early as 1674 
and every year since and would yet do. But nothing will be heard 
but to go as a party into the war. 


As to our necessary dependence on them in our trade.—They 
in some parts depend more on us, as in the Canaries, all that 
wine being solely brought into England, so that the Islanders 
would rebel, should Spain interdict the English that trade, or 
should the King of England, in case of such a war, strictly prohibit 
it to his subjects. They of Aragon had like to have killed 
Don Pedro d’Aragon, 1677, left commissioner at their States, 
for having prohibited their commerce with France. 


Mr. Bridgeman, 15 Oct.—ThatGl...... told him C[ount] Wallen- 
stein had said that the Lord Treasurer, Lord Arlington and 
J. W[illiamson] governed the King and that they were all French. 
That speaking of J.W. they even called him the Secretary that 
is pensioner to France. That Borgomaniero had said that the 
Prince of Orange ought to look to himself how he had any hand 
in making a peace, lest he be served in Holland as De Witt was. 
That he had said, Let the King have a care what he does, for that 
they in Spain had a ressort to play, if put to it, that would be 
able to set such a flame of war in England that it would not be 
easy de lesteindre &c. 

How little security in their promises, if we were in their alliance. 

Denmark and Brandenburg make a new treaty, 1677, without 
saying one word to Holland. Beverning to the Mediators 15 Oct. 
The Emperor, Elector of Cologne, Duke of Neuburg and Bishop 
of Miinster the same, and not a word said to Holland. 

24 Oct. C[ount] Hamilton, envoyé from the Duke of Neuburg, 
told me, a certain person (he desired not to name him) had said 
to him that for a certainty the Lady Mary was contracted to the 
Dauphin and that J. W[illiamson] was present for one at the 
passing the contract. He had before told me that C[ount] 
Wallenstein had plainly told him that he saw there was nothing 
to be hoped for here &c. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 366, p. 433.] 


Notes by Williamson. Spain—M. de Borgomaniero about 
29 or 30 Aug., when he had spread the alarm of that King’s 
seizing English merchants’ goods &c., would have had the Resident 
of Venice to have given out underhand to the King’s ministers, 
that M. de Borgomaniero was expecting a courier, which was 
to bring a resolution from Spain of great importance, meaning 
something of a declaration that, if the King would not &c., then 
the King of Spain would seize &c. But the Resident desired to 
be excused from being made the instrument of any such insinua- 
tions &c. This the Resident told Mr. Bridgeman to tell me 
privately. 

Their scandalous reports of Flanders raised upon the Prince of 
Orange, that he raised the siege of Charleroy by the persuasions 
of the Earl of Ossory, sent by the King on purpose to poison the 
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Prince’s counsels &c., was most barbarous. If to do this had been 
in the King a betraying the duty of a mediator, the false accusing 
his Majesty what is it? 

Was written to Vienna ; Vide Skelton’s letter and the enclosed 
copy in High Dutch, received about 9 or 10 Sept. Our English 
everywhere affronted in Flanders upon it, even those that went 
to serve in the Confederate troops, as Duke of Albemarle not 
received at all in his passage through Brussels by the 
Governor. . 

The Prince forward to justify himself and the Earl in a letter 
to the States (as said), but most certainly to Beverning. (Sir L. 
Jenkins’ of 6 Sept.) . 

All the while Wallenstein and Borgomaniero here press expressly 
the King to come into a war and declare it is an unhappy mistake 
the greatest part of the princes of Europe are in to think any 
conditions of peace could be advisable. 

The Imperial and Spanish ambassadors at Nimeguen treat of 
a peace, call with impatience for Sir W. Temple’s return to know 
the conditions of the peace, tax France to be backward and 
slow to a peace &c. 

The King notwithstanding all their ill usage, when Oran was 
feared to be in danger, ordered Sir J. Narbrough by an additional 
instruction sent down in great haste to him after he taken his 
leave, in the first place and before going to Argiers to stand over 
to Oran and to save the town &c. 

Objection. We are blind to gur own interest in suffering France 
to grow so great. 

Answer. The King sorry ‘for it. Foresaw it in May, ’74, 
warned the Prince of Orange of it, but he was obstinate, would 
hear of nothing less than the Peace of the Pyrenees. The King 
neither could nor would then go into that war and yet they 
pursued it against all sense. Must now the loss(?) lie at the King’s 
door. The King all along presses for a reasonable and sure peace. 
The Confederates hitherto have been more averse to a peace, 
even in the midst of their losses, than France can be proved to be 
in all its prosperity, never talking of less than the Peace of the 
Pyrenees. 

Were not Spain as blind to their interests that suffered us to 
be overcome by Holland and France in 1666 and ’67, they 
refusing to come in on any conditions to our help? - nay not 
then, when they were certainly told the storm was preparing 
against them in 1667, as it actually proved. The King saved 
Flanders in 1669 by the Triple Alliance and so he would now. 
But how was that? by judging what conditions of a peace were 
reasonable between the parties and obliging both to them; so 
he would do now possibly, but Spain will not let it come to that, 
will neither say what conditions are reasonable, nor suffer the 
King to determine what shall be such. The terms of the Peace 
of Aix, where even Holland itself was judge jointly with the 
King, were taken upon a reasonable measure of the state of things - 
and posture of the fortune (?) of France and Spain. Holland 
endeavouring all this spring and summer to buy Sweden off 
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from France, Beverning the instrument. Owns it to Sir L. 
Jenkins, vide letter of 6 Sept. 

The King saved Flanders by the peace of Aix, for which he yet 
never received thanks from Spain, nay, they reproached it often 
and often as a mortal offence and unkindness. N.B.—How 
will they judge of their own good! In our treaty of ’72 with 
France the King expressly confirmed the treaty of Aix. The 
King dissembled the Spaniard throwing men in’72 into Boisleduc, 
Breda and Bergen op Zoom, by which means alone those towns 
were saved, expressly contrary to our secret act of 1667 with 
Spain, as also their placing men at Dam, Sluys &c. for securing 
Zealand, in case the English had attacked it in ’72 and ’73. 

The King issued a proclamation forbidding his subjects to serve 
the rebels in Messina (calling them rebels), at which the French 
stormed extremely. Got the French King to send ambassadors, 
to the assembly, though the Emperor to this day will not requite 
the King in the matter of Prince William: Got the Duke of Lorraine 
his title in the passports. Suffered 8 or 10 months’ insolences of 
the Ostenders ’74, taking not less than 60 or 70 English ships ex- 
pressly against the treaty of °67. Suffered a second inroad of 
those insults &c. in °76. 

As to our merit from them in that peace of Aix.—The first 
proposition of it was from the King by Sir W. Temple passing 
disguisedly by the Hague. Holland would not sign that treaty 
till we bought it of them, i.e. till they made us release to them 
our right to have that scurvy marine treaty of 1667 at Breda 
mended and till we engaged to work it punctually. When 
Sweden was to be hired in by subsidies and they would not have 
anything to do with Spain or take them for their paymasters 
but would have us and Holland to answer for the subsidies and 
be their direct paymasters, the King frankly offered to pay his 
half of the Spaniards’ quota in money and take their obligation 
to be repaid when they could ; Holland would not pay the other 
moiety, unless Spain would give Geldre, Ruremonde and Venlo 
into their hands for caution. This the King thought a barbarous 
demand and wrought at last Holland from it &c. [S.P. Dom., 
Car. IT. 366, p. 437.] 


Narrative of the case of John Collins, who was first a clerk 
in the Kitchen, spent some time during the troubles in the 
Venetian wars, before the restoration was made accountant of 
excise and, presenting the King with important accounts relating 
thereto, was recommended for continuance in his employment, 
that after the fire, the excise office being burnt, the London farmers 
took the business into their hands, and dismissed the old officers, 
several of whom afterwards got half their salaries allowed, but 
that of Collins is in arrears 43 years, from Michaelmas 1672 to 
Midsummer 1677, being 237]. 10s. 0d. He was employed by the 
Commissioners at Brook House, but did not like their pressing 
things so far, and lost thereby, and can show many frauds com- 
mitted in the King’s affairs. He then served the Council 
of Plantations, became conversant with their business and made 
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collections thereon. His salary falling into arrears, he resigned, 
and Mr. Slingesby employed him till 1676 in delivering out farthings. 
With statement of his endeavours for relief by petitioning for 
arrears of salary; proposing to examine the accounts of 
Sir William Warren, who furnished Navy stores during the 
former Dutch war ; offering to write a treatise on Navigation for 
Christ’s hospital, or to teach Baron Bertie’s nephews mathematics, 
as a’means to obtain payment. He fears that his family will be 
ruined in consequence of his condition ; that the Royal Society, 
which elected him member, though a mean person, for his know- 
ledge in Mathematics, will be prejudiced, and that the King’s 
revenue will be damaged- more than he is willing to mention.

Case of Dr. Assheton. He was maintained 7 years at Oxford 
by his parents, but was then told, there being other children, 
he must shift for himself.

In 1672 he was received into the Duke of Ormonde’s family, 
where he was a year and half without any preferment, on which 
account and by taking his D.D. and by institution, first fruits, 
&c. he was compelled to borrow 300]. more. His preferments 
are the rectory of St. Antholin’s, a donative in Wales and 
a prebend in York, amounting to 136/. 6s. 8d. out of which 
he has to pay 42/. interest, so he has only 94/. 6s. 8d. to maintain 
himself, to get books and to pay 7001. debt.

John Jolliffe to Williamson. I was this morning to have waited 
on you, understanding you desired to speak with me, and finding 
you were lately gone to bed was loth to disturb you, but I 
acquainted Mr. Bridgeman that as to the Company’s concern 
no doubt Agent Hebden (sent to Russia in 1676, see last volume) 
has had as full an answer by this time as can be expected and 
therefore I could see no reason to detain him longer there, and 
as far as his message is granted or denied, the sooner his Majesty 
is acquainted with it, the better. No doubt by this time he has 
spent all or most of his money, therefore *twere fit he were dis- 
charged.

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Legal opinion that before the statute of 16 Car. I. c. 1 a pro- 
rogation of Parliament beyond a year would not have been 
lawful, because by 4 and 36 Edw.

Edward Lord Herbert, Baron of Cherbury and Castle Island, 
(died 1678) to the King. Petition for a pension for himself 
and his wife, the daughter of George, Lord Chandos, deceased

generations, has been a great sufferer for loyalty. His former 
request for a sum of money or a place as Commissioner of 
Customs was not granted; he sees others rewarded, and is 
unconscious of having ever offended his Majesty.

William Potter, cheesemonger, to the King. Petition for an 
order to Sir D. Gauden and others, Commissioners of pro- 
visions for the Navy, to pay him 2,273/. 15s. 2d., the balance 
due for butter and cheese supplied to the Navy since 1674, for 
part of which the said Commissioners gave bonds payable 21 
March and 21 May, 1677, which have not been paid. The 
petitioner is a poor tradesman unable to go to law with them.

Representation of the services and sufferings of Thomas Prise 
and his family. His grandfather, Thomas Prise, was one of 

the first in Herefordshire who opposed the proceedings of 
the Long Parliament and drew up the protestation sent up 
against them, for which he was ill used and imprisoned, 
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and had to compound, losing above 3,0001. Many of his 
family engaged in the war. His father, Col. John Prise, lost 
11,000]. in houses, timber, &c. at the siege and taking of 
Hereford, was exiled 16 years, and was only allowed 14l. 
a year out of his whole estate. The petitioner always 
endeavoured the restoration, and in every design for that 
end was imprisoned, especially in Sir George Booth’s. He 
raised a foot company and brought them to Sheppey when 
the Dutch fleet came into the river, and another in 1673 ; 
has behaved with all duty 16 years as member for Here- 
fordshire (elected March, 1661), and wants employment to 
evolve himself from his great debts. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 
398, No. 195 1.] 


John Proctor to the King. Petition for a pension and a 
warrant for the making of a baronet, being left unprovided for 
by the sudden death of his dear master the late Duke of New- 
castle (died 25 Dec., 1676),-and 50/. a year given him by the 
present duke is all he has to live upon, which is insufficient for 
his wife, two children and family.

Richard Berry, M.A., of Brasenose College, sometime chaplain 
on board the St. Andrew, to Secretary Williamson.

Thomas Tiffin of Silly Wrey, Cumberland, to Secretary

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[1677?] however mean, having suffered great hardships in prison, but, 
being now at liberty, having to seek his fortune in the world.

Robert Stockdale, late collector of Customs at Dover, to the 
Lord Treasurer. Petition for pity and to represent his case to 
his Majesty that he may be capable of that mercy which his 
present miserable condition pleads for. Having served as col- 
lector from 29 Sept., 1671, to 12 April, 1676, he was the end of 
March last charged with an arrear of about 3,000/. On Monday, 
16 April [1677], he paid over to the Commissioners of the 
Customs in London 460/. 10s. and desired time till the following 
Thursday, but on that day he was arrested and imprisoned by 
the Commissioners’ orders and an extent executed on his goods 
at Dover the following Monday and he himself turned out and his 
books of account delivered to the Commissioners’ order. He 
could have discharged whatever arrears were due, had not his 
reputation been ruined by this extraordinary proceeding. This 
arrear was not contracted by design, but whatsoever he is charged 
with arises from his own accounts, which he might have as easily 
contrived to his own advantage. Since 2 March last he remitted 
by bills to Mr. Mounteney, 3,134/. and had in his hands till the 
last of March 2,0001. in order to pay debentures for corn and has 

aid to the Commissioners since his coming 7651. He has not 
incurred this arrear by any prodigal expense or adventure, and 
before this hearing after 44 years employment was worse in his 
estate than when he first entered in it. Therefore whatever 
arrears may be found must principally arise only from some 
error in his account, most probably to his own wrong. He has 
been all along at very considerable expense, through all the 
adjacent ports of France and Flanders for intelligence relating 
to the Customs. He has raised the Customs from 18,2371. 4s. 74d. 
in the first year of his employment to 22,7791. 18s. 94d. in his 
last, and the whole charge for collecting 108,202/. 19s. 10d. has 
been only 3,215/. 11s. 3d., including salaries of 16 officers, inci- 
dents, and building a shallop. He has totally suppressed the 
transporting of wool and has settled the taking of herring, 
formerly taken and brought to Dover by the French only, 
whereas now our own people take annually no less than 300 last.

Lord O’Brien’s (0b. Sept., 1678) instructions for treating with the 
Earl of Thomond concerning Billing. To proceed no further if the 
rigour of the decree be demanded, by which the Earl of Thomond 
is to enjoy Billing free from all encumbrances and part of Lord 
O’Brien’s estate, settled on him at his marriage, is made liable 
to indemnify the Earl against them. These encumbrances are 
part of Lady Peterborough’s portion which her brother, the Earl, 
ought to have made good out of his estate in Ireland, had it not been 
charged on Billing, and Lady Cullen’s legacy left her by her father 
Earl Henry, the pretended grounds for this unjust decree being 
that during the treaty for Lord O’Brien’s marriage settlement 
the late Countess Dowager of Thomond (0b. April, 1675) said 
she thought Billing after her decease would come to her son, 
Thomond, who was thereby induced to give his son 500/. a year 
additional maintenance.

Perhaps 
they may have got some part of this intelligence and are about 
it and finding out arms and rebels, which if not prevented, it 
may easily be foreseen our condition here will be troublesome, 
and this country’s dance will be after their pipe, though Lord 
Granard hopes his influence on the ministers to be very much to 
prevent it. 
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As to my particular trouble about the amours to your niece, 
which my lord and his friends and dependents have caressed 
to incline her affections, I still suffer under it, so that I have been 
very ne with him to let him know I could not bear it, or permit 
any other pretender till the treaty in hand was fully ended one 
way or other.

I have yours of 18 Dec., and, as I wrote 
before I had it, I had resolved by her desire to delay any further 
progress as you advise and have her promise to observe it and 
not to admit any address further in any kind from any whatsoever, 
but am jealous of women’s promises in such matters.

town which he still keeps, when Sir Thomas has above 900/. in 
lands and houses besides a very fair stock and is a person who

because, when he received thése blanks which have since been 
signed and sealed as aforesaid, it was upwards of a twelvemonth 
after Lord Arlington was made Chamberlain, for proof of which 
I myself have seen some of fhem in the hands of one Petit, who 
then said he had them from Mr. Swinock and Mr. Milles, merchants, 
and I dare presume the said scrivener has written none since.

and no less the Duke, who is wholly disposed for going into the 
war, but the business will now be to adjust matters for the war, 
so as to keep us in the same good humour, and for that end the 
King does absolutely insist on having Ostend in his hands for 
recruit of his men, and sending provisions to them, insomuch that 
we have several times acquainted Marquis de Burgomaine (Borgo- 
maniero) with this demand of his Majesty, and he still answers 
that he must first know the mind of the Duc de Villa Hermosa, 
although he has had three weeks time to do it, and, till that 
be consented, the King will not begin to make levies of men, but, 
in that case, intends only a war by sea or in other places, but 
not in Flanders. For what will concern Holland, the principal 
business will be to have the naval preparations very considerable, 
viz., 70 capital ships at least, and in that particular his Majesty 
expects to be assured immediately on the part of the States. 
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The rest of the matters which will be necessary to be concerted 
in order to the war your Highness will find his Majesty désires 
that somebody may be sent hither to adjust as soon as may be, 
where the Ministers of the Emperor and of Spain will also be 
empowered to undertake for their masters. In my last I 
acquainted you that the French ambassador said he would write 
to his master for the respite of two months from war, while the 
King might send to all the Confederates to know their mind about 
a general suspension of arms for a year, and the answer to that 
has been that whatever the King of France shall take betwixt 
this time and 1 March shall be all restored, in case the general 
suspension shall be agreed on all hands before 1 March, but he will 
not agree to stand still two months, because he says that is to lose 
so much time and then not have the suspension accepted. This 
expedient the King does not approve, nor will he, I am confident, 
any other they can make, unless either the Parliament fail him or 
that Spain shall refuse him Ostend during the war and Port Mahon 
in the Mediterranean or that Holland shall not furnish a proportion- 
able number of ships with us. I desire your Highness will please 
not to take any notice of these propositions from France, but they 
have been received so very coldly here that I am confident the 
French King will thereupon take all his measures for a war with 
us, and, because his Majesty has also writ already to Mr. Montagu 
to desire the Duke of Monmouth’s regiment of horse may be 
immediately sent over hither under the pretence of some disorders 
in Scotland, Lord Dumbarton goes also to-morrow to bring 
away his regiment and orders will go in two or three days more 
for recalling the rest of his Majesty’s subjects in that service.

treaty is penned. I believe he intends to respite the sitting of the 
Parliament till the treaty is returned, because he thinks it would 
be rather of ill consequence than good that they should enter 
upon business before he can assure them of an alliance perfected 
betwixt England and Holland. I am sorry for this delay at this 
time, but I hope it will be nothing more, for I assure you we make 
all the preparations for a war that we are capable of without the 
assistance of a Parliament. M.de Burgomaine has this day desired 
the King to send 2,000 men to Ostend, saying that they have not 
500 men there, and therefore that his Majesty will be master of 
the place, but that (though he have power sufficient to give it) 
he dares not without special order; insomuch that I believe

from Monsr. Colbert directing them to be careful about their 
English effects, but of late their talk is all; Peace with the King 
of England. Those of St. Malo deal very rigorously with the 
English that have any trade with them and make them pay’ 
above 5 or 6 tons more than their real tonnage, and so they do 
in all ports in France. Several masters of ships have complained 
to me and tell me they must give over trading with them, and 
lately there was carried into St. Malo a great fly-boat laden with 
coals and other merchandize bound for London, consigned to 
Alderman Ford as I am informed. She, as I was told by some 
of the seamen that came here to get home, belongs wholly to 
Scotland and was sailed by all Scotchmen and the French 
barbarously abused them and stripped them. If a war should 
break out, our near neighbours of St. Malo are now so strong in 
shipping and many of considerable size that, if not curbed in time, 
they are like to be worse than ever the Dunkirkers or Ostenders 
were. In a word they deal very severely with the Englishmen 
and Jerseymen in their ports and at sea. [S.P. Channel Islands

Among them are 
several sea fights in the war between England and the 
States General during the Commonwealth, the King’s 
embarcation in Holland and landing at Dover in 1660, the 
battle in 1666 between the Duke of Albemarle and De Ruyter, 
the fight fought long since between the Swedes and Danes 
near Fehmern, of which he had made 4 pieces for Gen. 
Wrangel for making tapestry, the battle of Solebay, the fight 
between the English and French and the Dutch in 1673, 
her Royal Highness embarking at Calais, her crossing to 
Dover and her going by water to Whitehall, the King’s and 
the Duke of York’s voyage to Portsmouth (in 1675) with the 
town, and the Dutch and Danish ships lying before Danzig 
for its security. He has drawn besides above 100 of his 
Majesty’s ships, most of the Dutch ships and many French, 
Swedish and Danish ships. [Ibid. No. 107 1.] 


Nathaniel Osborne to Williamson. Last night the Providence 


Weymouth. of Southampton, Henry Wall master, came into our road, 


bound for Southampton. He came last Friday month from 
Lorotado (Orotava) in Teneriffe without any company, most 
of the ships there being come away above three weeks before. 
He left there the Nonsuch and seven merchantmen, one whereof 
was an Irishman and four were Londoners, for whom the convoy 
intended to stay a week longer. This morning a small barque 
of our town, Joseph Dudley commander, which came from the 
Canaries above a fortnight before Mr. Wall, is come into our road 
bound for London. Mr. Wall says he was driven to the westward 
of the Madeiras, having a cross wind, and had no fair wind till 
4 days ago. The wind has blown hard here these three nights past, 
though it has been something calm at day time and last Saturday 
night it thundered hard. The wind is now W. and by S., but for 
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two or three days past it has been sometimes W. and sometimes 
S. and by W. Dudley was driven 70 leagues to the westward 
of the Madeiras. [S.P. Dom., Car. IT. 400, No. 108.] 


Hugh Acland to Williamson. We have continued tempestuous 
weather with thunder, hail and rain. The wind is now very 
lofty at N.W. [Ibid. No. 109.] 


Francis Bellott to Williamson. The wind last week being 


Pendennis. W, and S.W. very few ships came in here, only three small 
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Liverpool vessels in ballast bound home. The prize I gave an 
account of in my last is still in harbour and the Dutch Surinam 
ships. We hear that the man-of-war with her other prize is at 
Plymouth. All this week it has been very stormy. The wind 
is at present S.W. [Jbid. No. 110.] 


John Man to Williamson. The stormy weather in these parts 
has continued very violent and last week a small vessel, the 
Providence of Padstow, sprang a leak near this and was lost, 
the men with much difficulty saved themselves in the boat. 
We hear another small vessel of St. Ives, bound from this place 
with coal, was cast away on the Cornish coast, the men saved. 
We are told a vessel of about 100 tons was last week put into 
Oxwich Bay, and has lain at anchor there 4 or 5 days, but, the 
storm being so violent, no coal could go out to her. It’s sup- 
posed she is some stranger to this channel. The storm this 
morning is somewhat abated, wind W., not very high. [Jbid. 
No. 111.] 


Notes by Williamson. Parliament.—As to the point of 
admitting any business to intervene after the King’s pleasure 
signified to adjourn presently. 

1. In ease it be found that the custom of Parliament has been 
universally otherwise, even the consequences of a change could 
not be foreseen. Yet it were not advisable to admit of any, 
especially matter of proceedings of Parliament relating to the 
prerogative of the King’s power and to the House of Commons’ 
rights, privileges, &c. 

2. It will oblige the King hereafter to prorogue and to lose 
all the business depending, which will bring odium on the Crown, 
&c., or else to let them sit and do what they please and as long 
as they please, as 4 Car. they held the Speaker in the chair till 
they drew the Remonstrance> __ 

3. Whenever the King sees it necessary that the Parliament 
part, as that does and will happen frequently, he must never 
trust them to adjourn themselves, in regard he cannot be sure 
they will do it, &c., so as it must in those cases be always 
prorogations, &c. 

4, Money being given for example, the King’s affairs may call 
for their parting before other public bills be ready, &c., as in this 
last case of January(?), would it not prove very odious in the King, 
that in such a case it must be a prorogation and so all the bi 
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lost? And as at our parting in 1675, when the great aim was 
on the Saturday to have sat and drawn a kind of remonstrance, 
foreseeing the adjournment (query, if it were an adjournment and 
not a prorogation) and argue from it accordingly. 

5. This necessity of the King’s proroguing the Parliament 
being once established, and the King coming, as he must on all 
occasions, to use it, when he sees cause to have the Parliament 
part, or let them sit as long as they will, &c. will not the con- 
sequence be, that the House will never finish and send up a money 
bill, but in conjunction with bills of grievance, &c., and so clog 
the one with the other, &c., and so the King must take both, 
or have the odium of taking money and doing no grace and 
relief to the people? 

Speaker.—Mutinous, to call on another to the chair or to speak 
of putting in another Speaker. 

1. The Speaker being dead, the chair being actually void, yet - 
we cannot fill it, we must have the King’s leave to choose 
another. 

2: As the case now is, the Speaker being out of the chair it 
was no longer a House, but the words spoken by Thomas, &c., 
are to be answered for every jot, as much as if spoken at Charing 
Cross. 

Whether the King having signified his pleasure to the House 
to adjourn forthwith or presently or immediately, the House 
may notwithstanding proceed on any motion of a member or 
otherwise to order, direct or dispose of any matter, how much 
soever of form or unquestioned it may appear. 

1. It is a question of right, which cannot be answered but 
by matter of fact, 7.e., the usage, and, as that is found to have 
been, such must be the resolution of this question. It must 
be as it has been universally or even generally, therefore ante 
omnia examine diligently how the usage of Parliament has been. 
1. See precedents. 2. Argue from them and what other topics 
may be found as messages = the Black Rod, messages from the 
Lords communicating the King’s pleasure to adjourn. 

2. In case upon diligent and thorough search it be found 
that hitherto the constant or even the general usage has been, 
that the House did not proceed to do any even the least business 
after such a signification of his Majesty’s pleasure, it would be 
most unadvisable, most dangerous for the House to admit a 
change in the point for the future.

I have been there five or 
six days tormented with gravel, so that I am very unfit and 
unable to write. Your cornet is going this morning towards 
Dublin, by whom I send this, and Mr. Farewell goes with him up 
to the term. Lord Granard is here, expecting Col. Jefferyes, 
who, he believes, is at the water side attending a passage, but 
the wind has been westerly and southerly many days, for his 
lordship is willing, I perceive, I should be with him when his 
letters come, also the post from Dublin will be here this morning. 
He still believes his influence on our Scots preachers here will 
prevail to keep peace in these parts, which I much doubt,

Sir Thomas Morgan to Williamson. Since my last several 
intelligible merchants of this isle came from St. Malo, who bring 
news the French make all the preparation they can for a war 
with England and that they have there ready fitted at least 
20 ships from 16 to 40 guns, and that they have an agent at 
Paris staying to bring them commissions and to take upon the 
English as soon as they have orders from Paris, and that they 
are there building a considerable number of double shallops to 
row with 12 oars and I believe these may be designed to attempt 
something on this island. I doubt they may come before I 
shall be in a condition to give them a rencontre, for I am very 
slenderly provided, if a war happen. I desire you will acquaint 
his Majesty with the contents of this and intercede with him 
that those recruits to fill the companies here may be hastened 
over and a troop of horse or dragoons and three or four foot 
companies more with ammunition and provision, for our stores 
of provision are all expended. All the English factors at St. 
Malo, as I am informed, make all the haste they can to ship their 
concerns for England. No part in his Majesty’s dominions is 
in more danger than this island, therefore I humbly desire he 
will set me in such a condition that I may be able to defend and 
secure his interest here, and that such recruits, ammunition, and 
provision may be hastened over with all convenient expedition, 
for I doubt the French will begin before we can be supplied. 

Postscript——When his Majesty sends any forces here, I desire 
his order to the magistrates here, that I may quarter them in the 
town of St. Hilary or any part of the island where I shall think 
fit. Without an order they will not give house room to one 
soldier, except I constrain them by force of arms. I doubt 
we shall be blocked by those of St. Malo before we can be 
supplied. [S.P. Channel Islands 9, No. 75.|

We expect every hour the 
arrival of the Flanders mail, the wind being this morning shifted 
to S.S.E. The fleet of merchantmen outward-bound is now 
sailing by this place, that have lain so long in the Downs for a 
wind. 

Yesterday morning between 2 and 3 happened a violent fire 
next door to the victualling office, but by the violence of the 
wind at S.W., that blew the flames backward from the victualling 
office and other houses adjoining, and the great help of seamen 
it was soon extinguished without doing further mischief than 
burning the back of the house and the outhouses. *Tis supposed 
it happened by the carelessness of some person that went into 
the stable, being a victualling house, to give a horse meat. The 
horse was burnt alive. The owner was the same day secured 
on suspicion of being a horse-stealer. He confesses he has sold 
several horses here, but can give no account where he had them, 
nor can we at present find out the marks of the horses. He says 
his name is William Smith, a tall man, his hair black and long, of 
a swarthy complexion, aged about 50. He says he lived lately 
at Bexley ? (Bexhill), about 5 miles from Hastings. I give you 
this notice that, if you think fit, he may be mentioned in 
the Gazette.

The Earl of Danby to the Prince of Orange. I had yours of 
15-25 Jan., the day after the arrival of the express from Holland 
with the treaty of alliance. You had an account yesterday that 
it was accepted without any alteration. This day Mr. Godolphin 
returned from the Duc de Villa Hermosa, who has treated him 
civilly, but (under the rose to your Highness) so very foolishly 
as to their own concerns in Flanders, that, unless some remedy 
can be given by your influence on him, I know not whether it 
may not change all our measures here or at least to the sending any 
force into Flanders. Although the Duke’s discourse has been 
mixed with great folly and greater ignorance (as particularly 
in his belief of the port at Nieuport, that it was capable of receiving 
a good ship, when the King’s yachts dare not go in there), yet the 
King is of opinion (and I said it to-day to the Marquis de 
Bourgomaine (Borgomaniero) before his Majesty) that the Duke 
is betrayed in his “‘ councells,” or else it were not possible to do 
many of the things we see done, nor to leave undone many of the 
things which are of such absolute necessity for their defence, and, 
in this particular of Ostend, it is most certain that they have now 
put arms into the hands of the burghers and seamen of the town, 
whose interest it is to be under France, and who have declared their 
willingness to be so, insomuch that I look upon it as a garrison 
kept for France, when they please to come to it. This has not only 
broke our measures as to Flanders but to the Parliament, who 
will not at first believe it possible that they have refused to let 
us put auxiliaries into Ostend and Nieuport, and will think we 
have some other design for those men and ships which were 
designed to have carried 3,500 men to those places, the men and 
ships being both ready. His Majesty was very glad to find that 
he had done that which you say in your letter would have been 
of more use now than 10,000 men a month hence and certainly 
none but madmen could have thought otherwise of it ; but, since 
they must be saved against their wills or not at all, I think it 
will be a principal step towards their salvation, if you can retrieve 
this false measure they have taken by sending some considerable 
messenger speedily to get their error amended in time, for I fear 
the King will defer the Parliament another week upon it and a 
little time now will lose the whole benefit of the campaign. The 
French ambassador now begins to think there is no further hopes 
of peace with England, and the French King has answered that 
as to the return of our troops the capitulations shall be kept, 
which are not to return till 30 days after the war declared betwixt 
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France and England, and in the meantime he has ordered the 
regiment of Douglas to march into Dauphiné. ’Tis said the King 
of France begins his march with his whole court towards Metz 
to-morrow, and that his designs are on Treves, Luxembourg or 
Charlemont, but every thing is so easy to him on this side, viz., 
Ypres, Dixmude, Nieuport and Ostend, that ’tis believed there 
will be men enough left to take some or most of those places at 
the same time. To that part of your letter which concerns Mistress 
Villiers, the King said it was a very ill time for him to give money, 
but he did not refuse it, only said he would consider of it and both 
in obedience to your commands and to show the great kindness 
I have for Monsr. Bentinck, I will not fail to improve the King’s 
good intentions as much as I can possibly.

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very great garrison, near 10,000 men, that are, as ’tis said, 
suddenly to march to the army and some new raised troops are 
expected in their room.

Sir George Rawdon to Viscount Conway. Col. Jefferyes and 
Sir Robert Hamilton with him landed yesterday from Scotland 
and by their relations the case seems to be suddenly much 
altered there for the better, and that, though somewhat was 
true of Douglas’ information, yet some was otherwise, and the 
Highland forces raised by their lords of their own vassals with 
such diligence are descended like a torrent, and were to rendezvous 
yesterday at Stirling, near 6,000, to the exceeding great terror 
of the Lowlanders. By their covenants and customs they. are 
bound to attend their lords so far on their own charge and after 
they are to live upon free quarters, which the Council have 
ordered them now to do and doubt not that by them and the 
standing forces, though not many, and with some of the militia 
that they confide in to quiet the kingdom and disarm the militia 
and the ill affected in the Western parts without the help of 
this brigade, as also by gentle compulsion to persuade the 
noblemen and gentlemen &c. to subscribe the like engagement, 
which those in Fife (where the Lord Chancellor’s estate is and 
he has a great influence) have begun, that neither they nor their 
wives, children, servants, vassals nor tenants shall meet at any 
conventicles, but, if any transgress, to render their persons to 
be amenable to the laws and to suffer such punishments and 
pay the fines imposed on such offences, &c. And more it is now 
hoped by the Council they will gain upon them, that they shall 
oblige to conform and to apprehend and secure all their fanatic 
preachers. 

The people generally are in such a consternation by this 
inundation of the Highlanders, that, if this design be hotly 
pursued, while they are in this humour, it will be effected, and 
doubtless the sending hither of this brigade so near them with 
such diligence was well timed to prevent their appearance in 
rebellion last October, which they intended, as is the general 
opinion from very pregnant circumstances, for thereupon their 
ministers all deserted their scabbed flocks and fled and absconded 


_ since, advising the people not to inquire of them, and that soon 
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return and advise them what was to be done. And, though 
no arms have been found where Douglas informed, though strict 
searches were made for them presently after Col. Jefferyes’ 
arrival at Edinburgh, yet his discovery has so awakened the 
diligence of the ministers of state and the loyal subjects there, 
that it is to be hoped a great mischief has in a great measure been 
timeously prevented. 

I received your letter of the 15th yesterday written by the 
Lord Treasurer’s direction and sent it immediately to Lord 
Granard, who thereupon came hither late last night and brought 
Col. Jefferyes and Sir R. Hamilton with him, who are in the 
house here, and they are going now towards Dublin, to account 
what they have seen in Scotland, but the post brought no account 
yesterday from thence of Douglas, but that his Grace and our 
Lord Chancellor had been examining him the most part of two 
days, which, I suppose, will be represented to his Majesty as soon 
as this and their judgement on his discoveries, but I perceive 
our Field Marshal’s informations of him from Scotland have 
lessened his lordship’s good opinion of him and of his merit in 
this service.

They have now ready to put to sea 3 or 4 and 20 frigates from 
16 guns to 40 and are building a great number of double shallops 
flat-bottomed, burden about 6 tons. These, I am confident, 
are designed to attempt something on this island. A French 
merchant has written to a merchant here, that, if he loved 
himself, he might send his best concerns to him and he would 
secure them. They bear a great malice to this island. Intercede 
as much as you can, to his Majesty that I be not left thus naked, 
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for I am persuaded we shall be speedily assaulted by St. Malo, 
Brittany and the upper part of Normandy, if war be once 
declared. I beg that ammunition and provision for the castles 
here may be hastened over with all expedition and a troop of 
horse or dragoons with six foot companies, which: is the least 


I can desire. The Trained Bands of this island are indifferent 
good firemen, but I do not know how they will stand before an 
enemy, except they have some of the standing forces to make 
way for them. I have informed myself, as much as I can, 
concerning the condition of St. Malo, that, if four of the third 
rate and fourth rate frigates were here with two fireships, we 
might burn all their shipping in their harbour, and, if I were 
in England, I could acquaint his Majesty of much more. The 
French are much afraid that the King of England will possess 
himself of Belle Isle. St. Malo has so many skulking frigates 
abroad, that I dare not send the great fly-boat hence without a 
convoy and a pilot to bring her to London, for I am certain, 
if they could take her, they would carry her to St. Malo, and 
plead their right for her there. Do what you can to hasten 
supplies to us, for there was never more need. The bearer, 
Mr. Carpenter, whom I send on purpose, will receive your 
commands.

Capt. Martin Beckman to Williamson. We are just now 
anchored in this road under the castle of Guernsey and I intend 
to go over this night with Sir Philip Carteret for Sark, and hope 
to be in England the end of next week, if wind and weather 
will favour.

The said Surrogates to the Committee for Trade. Giving their 
opinion :—1. That no prince in war can prohibit his friends 
and allies to trade with his enemies, but tis in his power 
to prohibit them to trade in such goods as are generally 
accounted contraband, and such other goods as are for the 
support of the war and encouragement of the enemies, and 
these he may prohibit under the penalty of confiscation, if 
there be no treaty providing for their freedom; 2. It is 
necessary that such prohibition be proclaimed or made public 
and that a convenient time be allowed for it to arrive to the 
knowledge of those it shall affect, and tt ts agreeable to the 
law and practice of nations that, where a neuter trades with 
a nation in war with another and carries thither or from 
thence goods not expressly contraband, but such as may 
be judged by the other nation in war to be advantageous to 
the enemy, to send over to expostulate the case of such trade 
and to give them notice to desist from carrying such goods 
under pain of confiscation. 3. We know of no such ordinance 
in France, and, if any such be, it cannot operate against 
his Majesty’s subjects so as to justify the capture and 
confiscation, for, if she were really bought and paid for, she 
cannot by the law of nations be condemned, though taken 
before she touched in an English port.

The rumours of a near rupture ’twixt England and France 
have been the entertainment of all persons, since I am 
here. All that signified no more but what you knew before, 
for which reason I thought it not worth imparting. But, 
hearing since from credible parties, that the Syndic of this 
town (‘tis as if one should say the mayor in England, though 
he has not so much authority), received last post letters from 
the agent of this commonalty or corporation in Paris, 
bidding him by Monsr. Colbert's order encourage the men 
of this town to fit out with all expedition as many vessels for war 
as they could, promising them all favour from Court, and, 
the said agent intimating the war ’twixt England and France 
to be indubitable, I thought it my duty to give you my 
information of it. The stirring of armateurs since confirms 
the truth of the news. It is thought that in a short time more 
than 50 or 60 privateers of considerable force, some from 
40 to 50 guns, will go out of this port. ’Tis also reported 
there ts a great number ready prepared in Dunkirk, expecting 
but orders, so they promise themselves a great harvest on 
English vessels. To thus much amounts the news from 
Paris, and, if those of London lessen the appearances 
of a rupture, *twill be a wonder. They are expected with 
greediness, having failed the last ordinary, which is imputed 
to foul weather, and so there is nothing yet known here of 
the transactions of the Parliament. Both English and 
French here are expecting the war, and, if peace should 
continue, it would be a surprisal.

and sat down at one of the tables and made strange discourses 
of several things and declared two or three times that he was 
a new cavalier. The deponent, sitting with other gentlemen 
at another table, asked them if they knew what was a new 
cavalier, who answered they knew not, and then this deponent 
told them he was an old cavalier and 35 years ago a lieutenant 
of horse for King Charles I at Arundel Castle and was there 
taken prisoner and had a council of war called for him by 
Sir W. Waller, who endeavoured to hang him, and he was 
there ordered to be laid neck and heels together and lay so at 
Arundel Church and was thence sent prisoner to Winchester 
House in Southwark. Sir Robert, overhearing the discourses, 
fell into a strange fury, and said, You old cavaliers were 
pitiful fellows and never fought nor knew how to fight. The 
deponent said, Say you so? I and those pitiful cavaliers 
you mention will fight for our King and country against 
the face of an enemy with the proudest of those new cavaliers 
you mention. Sir Robert then answered with horrible oaths 
and cursing, being as the deponent is since informed, almost 
drunk, Sirrah, then come out and fight with me, and offered 
to draw his sword, a very long rapier, and had done it, had 
he not been prevented, which sword the deponent was informed 
afterwards was a foot longer than other gentlemen use to 
wear. The deponent answered, He knew better than to 
fight in a coffee-house, and that he was towards the law and 
therefore did not wear a sword. Sir Robert's answer was 
a great curse, and You rogue, do you prate? and flew to 
him and struck him divers blows with a great cane and bruised 
his hand extremely and struck him on his head and gave 
him a blow on his side, whereby there arose a bunch thereon 
as big as an egg, and threw him so hard against the floor of 
the coffee-house that the deponent thought he had been killed. 
Then some of the gentlemen present took Sir Robert off the 
deponent, and, when he came to himself, he told him, he should 
answer this before the King and Council. Sir Robert 
answered with a curse, Sirrah, if you have not enough, you 
shall have enough, my name is Sir Robert Peyton, do what 
you dare do, and some of the gentlemen told the deponent 
he was a desperate fellow and advised him to withdraw, 
which he did, and the said Sir Robert threatened the-deponent 
to beat him again. The deponent goes in fear of his life 
or some bodily harm to be done him by the said Sir Robert, 
he being, as the deponent is informed by several persons, a 
very desperate and unruly man, who often gets drunk and 
beats those he meets with, though not provoked.

With these are joined about 1,000 or more of the militia of Lothian, 
Fife and those parts and the standing forces in pay, so they are 
esteemed 10,000. They are by order to live on free quarters 
and Lord Granard’s intelligence is that the work will be done 
and the inhabitants by this way reduced to obedience. The 
six troops of this brigade are ordered to march from hence to 
their former quarters, but the foot stay in these parts, but 
we hear of the strengthening of the garrisons in all the seaports 
here and of several Irish officers landed in the West and are in 
much ignorance, wanting three packets. A report was spread 
of the French surprising Ostend and another rumour after that 
the Earl of Ossory had possessed himself of it with two or three 
regiments out of Holland. Also it is said that they have begun 
in France and proclaimed war, which affrights all our small 
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merchants here that their goods and vessels may be seized. This 
makes me doubtful of- Tangier, a weak garrison, and the French 
strong in shipping in the Mediterranean. To-day I received 
orders from the Lord Lieutenant and Council to revive what 
has been so long dead, our militia in these two counties, who 
have lost all or most of their arms, I believe. Lord Granard is 
now in the house and goes to Dublin on Monday. There are some 
mistakes and no great kindness between his Grace and his lordship. 
The season looks black and troublesome @nd our conditions in this 
kingdom to be regretted, no ordnance mounted in any of our 
seaports or any place of strength, our Presbyterian party numerous. 
I am now informed that great Tory, Hanlan, absconds in 
Kilulta, and am sending out a party of horse and foot. [Conway 
papers. S.P. Ireland, Car. II. 338, No. 140.] 


Sir Thomas Morgan to Williamson. I have an intelligible 
person at St. Malo, who writes to me constantly, not putting his 
hand to his letters, lest they should be intercepted, that they 
are making the greatest preparation imaginable for a war, and 
they have now 24 private men-of-war ready to set forth to sea 
the very ‘day war is proclaimed, some of 20 guns, some of 30 
and some of 40 and well manned. I understand they will have 
40 set forth by the time the proclamation of war may be issued, 
and, being sensible of their present strength and expecting several 
privateers to come out of Dunkirk the same time, they promise 
themselves a great harvest of English vessels now abroad, for 
they will cover the Channel and, if his Majesty have not a squadron 
to curb them in the beginning, they will do a great deal more 
harm than all the rest of the seaports in France, for their 
encouragement is very great from Monsr. Colbert, now at Paris. 
I have informed myself as much as I can of the condition of 
St. Malo and have written in my former letters that with a little 
hazard we might with two or three fireships and four or five 
third and fourth rate frigates endanger the burning of all their 
ships in their harbour, if taken in time. I could propose much 
more which I dare not commit to paper. 

If a war breaks out, I think it will be very convenient to intimate 
to the Holland privateers in Ostend that they shall be welcome 
in Jersey and Guernsey, if it may stand with his Majesty’s pleasure, 
for, though the French have given over trading by long sea, they 
will here at home be trading from port to port constantly. [S.P. 
Channel Islands 9, No. 84.] 


Sir Thomas Morgan to Williamson. I humbly desire that 
provision and ammunition for the castles here be hastened over 
with what expedition may be, with a troop of horse and four 
or five more foot companies and 100 tents, for I intend to camp 
on the hills by the seaside to be ready to attend the motion of 
any enemy.

The Earl of Danby to the Prince of Orange. ‘‘ Since my letter 
of yesterday, when I thought Mr. Godolphin would have been 
dispatched the same day, I have reason to believe that the 
proposition about giving Charlemont or some other place for 
Tournay will be accepted in France, and I have not less reason to 
believe that the making of the peace on that proposition would 
be very fatal to the interests of the: King, my master, at home. 
I confess I cannot see but that the consequences must be ill to 
your Highness also, when the Confederacy shall be thereby 
broken, and we perhaps tied to such conditions as may leave us 
incapable of giving you those assistances we ought to do ; besides, 
the Parliament has now voted 26,000 foot and 4,000 horse and 
dragoons and 90 sail of men-of-war and, I am confident, will not 
stop there, in case his Majesty will go freely into the war, which 
yet they all doubt, and not without cause. I will have no reserve 
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to your Highness in this matter, and therefore you must know 
that Monsr. Ruvigny, who has been here about 14 days, goes on 
Monday to the French King with this proposition, and designs 
to return hither with an answer about the last of this month 
(our style), and till that time expects the King, my master, will 
make no declaration against him ; but his Majesty has promised 
that, only in case they shall attempt no sieges in the meantime ; 
so this may prove a happy expedient to hinder them so long from 
making any progress and may give both you and us so much 
more time to make our preparations, and at last, unless your 
Highness shall consent to this new proposal, the King will not be 
engaged to the French at all. From what I have now informed 
your Highness, and more that I am not at liberty to say, I hope 
your Highness will not consent to any alterations of the first 
propositions by Lord Feversham, but, if I may offer my advice, 
I would not desire the dispatch of Mr. Godolphin too soon, because 
the King should not think you reject any propositions of his 
without due consideration. On the other side, I cannot wish he 
should be detained above 4 or 5 days, because it will be of absolute 
necessity he should be back before the return of M. de Ruvigny. 
You see how entirely I trust myself in your hands, where I can 
no more doubt of my own safety than I-.can of your honour, 
especially since the design of all this is for the safety and honour 
both of my own master and your Highness.

to pass. The master reported that they daily bring in English 
and English-built vessels, of which last he says there may be 
about 20 now under their detention, and complains much of 
their ill usage. They abound with privateers of all nations, 
who desire the town should fall into the hands of the French. 
The chief owner of them is a brewer there, whom they call 
Cromwell, and he calls them his navy or fleet. The wind to-day 
N.W., Sunday and Monday S.W., the weather fair and warm.

Since he went 10 days since, nothing 
has come of particulars how the party of Highlanders and the 
Committee of Council in the West of Scotland have acted, but 
I suppose the Duke of Lauderdale gives account constantly of it. 
In the meantime the foot of this brigade remain here and the 
militia in all the counties are revived by order. I had this fair 
day 100 abroad and they are a good company and well armed 
of this town and yesterday I viewed our troop of Kilulta together, 
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where near 80 appeared, so I have chosen 50 out of them, but 
they have neither captain nor lieutenant, only Cornet Rickaby 
is living, but I think not fit to write for commissions till I have 
advice from you. Ned Harrison, our present sheriff, is fittest for 
captain, unless you advise Arthur be named, who is_ willing 
enough, but perhaps may be absent shortly, as you may intend 
him a captain at Charlemont. If he be captain here, young 
Spencer will, I believe, be lieutenant, but not under Ned Harrison, 
for they two think each of themselves the better man. I am 
necessitated to take pains to get the rest of the militia at Belfast 
and Carrickfergus better settled than else they will be. 

Lord Granard, while he was here, was an importunate suitor, 
as I may call him, and more a courtier than his son, whom he 
left behind him and who stays here. His lordship professes so 
great kindness for Mall, as it is needless to express, and he forced 
a present of a good diamond ring from his lady and put it on 
her finger, but she observes your advice and mine not to admit 
of any motions, till the treaty that has been be ended one way 
or other and your lordship come over, yet I begin to find her 
inclinations gained upon that way and her aversions greater to 
Mr. Coote. Lord Granard has insinuated so as many friends 
are about her here of his party. 

If we be attacked by a foreign invasion or an intestine rebellion, 
never could a kingdom be worse provided. I believe ten pieces 
of ordnance are not mounted in all Ireland nor any carriages 
and the stores of ammunition &c. very ill provided, no places 
fortified on our coasts, only the bodies of men and our small 
army are good soldiers. Lately several Irish officers out of France 
landed, put ashore in places in the night and dispersed into the’ 
country, and [I do not yet hear, if any of them have been 
examined at Dublin upon what errand they came. I sent Lord 
Granard a list of the names of 19 that landed in the night at 
Howth. 

Our last advice here from Westminster is that his Majesty 
took time to consider of an answer to that great word or brag, 
that he should not agree to any peace to leave the French King 
in better condition than he was by the Pyrenean treaty and 
that there are apprehensions a peace is concluding at Nimeguen, 
so perhaps to-morrow’s post may bring us other news.

fellows, were not longer able to endure it and made resistance, 
otherwise they had sunk or fired the packet-boat, in which the 
packet-master received a dangerous stab in his belly with a half 
pike. To discover this vessel and the captain is my next business, 
intending to send to-night messengers on purpose to Ostend and 
Dunkirk, for we suppose this vessel to have lain in wait on purpose 
for the officers that came over, from whom ’tis judged they took 
away in money 500 pistoles. By all circumstances this must be 
a privateer of Ostend. The packet-boat had above 40 passengers, 
most gentlemen of the Duke of Monmouth’s regiment, not a 
man of which escaped plundering as if they had been prisoners 
of war, the seamen themselves not escaping, and the vessel 
seemed more like a wreck than a packet-boat, their mainsail 
being fired, and they left them not so much as a compass. To-day 
arrived the Flanders letters from Deal by which we have advice 
that Ypres is besieged.

foreign ships. Messervy affirmed that what Monamy had 
alleged before the Council, viz., that he received those freedoms 
from a gentlewoman belonging to the Duchess of Portsmouth 
was false, and that Mr. Petit, a Frenchman, had for 16501. 
procured that gentlewoman to own the delivery of them and 
that the same would be proved by a Mrs. Bromhall. He 
further affirmed that Monamy had vended above 60 of those 
freedoms at 501.

We have four parties, part of the army and part of the country, 
constantly abroad after Hanlon, the great Tory in co. Armagh, 
and hope to have his head shortly, as his partner Fleming’s and 
eight more were brought in together last week. I am busied 
almost every day in modelling our militia in this county and 
in Down. Pray give me your opinion about officers here.

From Dunkirk 
and Calais we have advice that the King of France is with his 
army in Flanders near Ghent, intending to seize the stores of 
the Prince of Orange, which were sent thither for the service 
of this campaign. We are told his army consists of 40,000 men, 
others say 60,000. I have no advice from Dunkirk of the 
privateer that robbed the gentlemen in the packet-boat, but 
am satisfied he was an Ostender. His name is Mansvelt. The 
day before he robbed a vessel of this town and stripped the 
men, but by the Nieuport packet I doubt not but to have a 
particular account. [Jbid. No. 151.] 


Francis Bastinck to Williamson. Just now the Nieuport 
packet-boat is arrived without the mail save some letters from 
Bruges, Ostend and the neighbourhood, the French having seized 
the mail sent hence last Tuesday and stopped the mail that 
should have arrived at Nieuport last Thursday. The mail that 
went hence last night will be stopped at Nieuport till the Governor 
can procure a pass. 

Last Thursday a party of about 300 Spanish or Dutch horse 
and about 100 foot, got together out of the garrisons of Ostend, 
Nieuport, &c., went to gather in contributions at Vuerne. The 
French quitted the town, but they overtook a party of French 
of about 60 foot which after some resistance surrendered 
themselves prisoners and were on Friday brought with their captain 
into Nieuport. Six of the French were killed, of the Spaniards 
one horseman only wounded with a shot in the leg. I refer 
you to the enclosed from the postmaster at Nieuport. The 
packet-boat came out of Nieuport about 10 on Friday night.

The , Earl :of Northampton. acquainting. the. House that he 
brought the Earl of Shaftesbury, on the»motion for calling him 
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in, it was proposed that the words to be used to him should be 
made certain. They were penned and thereupon he was called in 
and kneeling at the bar, the Lord Chancellor bade him stand up 
and then declared to him what was in the said paper, viz., My 
Lord, the Lords have received a petition from you taking notice 
of the contempt, for which you are committed by this House, 
with your submission to the judgment of this House, and, while 
the Lords were taking into consideration that petition, some 
records of the King’s Bench were brought before this House, 
whereby it appeared that you endeavoured by Habeas Corpus 
to free yourself by the judgment of that inferior Court from the 
censure of this. I am to acquaint you that this House has 
resolved and declared that for any Lord committed by this 
House to bring a Habeas Corpus in any inferior Court to free 
himself from that commitment during the Session of Parliament 
is a breach of the privilege of this House, but withal their lord- 
ships have likewise resolved that it shall be permitted to your 
lordship to make your full defence notwithstanding the resolution 
and declaration aforesaid, and therefore I am commanded to 
ask your lordship what you are pleased to say for yourself on 
the whole matter. (Then follows the Earl’s speech printed in 
Christie, Life of Lord Shaftesbury, Vol. II., p. 258.) The Earl 
then withdrawing, on debate of the case and the words charged 
to be spoken by him in the King’s Bench, it was resolved to 
put two questions, the first whether the witnesses shall be called 
in and the other whether the submission he has made be satis- 
factory to the House. The first was put and resolved in the 
affirmative, and then, before the witnesses were admitted, it 
was proposed what to ask them and thereupon the Earl’s speech 
in the King’s Bench was offered, but it was resolved they should 
only be asked what discourse passed at the King’s Bench from 
the Earl, and thereupon Mr. Robert Blaney was called in and 
deposed that he could not well remember all that was said, but

Strode was admitted into the hall to inspect the poll for Sir J. 
Bankes and Col. Austin to inspect it for Mr. Draper. Col. 
Austin, finding the votes equal, offered his for Mr. Draper, which 
made Mr. Draper 7 votes. The Mayor refused his vote because 
he did not inhabit there and justifies it by the custom of the 
ports. On this Col. Strode moved that, if Mr. Austin’s vote 
should be good, two more freemen at the door would give their 
votes for Sir J. Bankes, one of whom knocked there, and as good 
votes as Col. Austin’s, but the Mayor refused because they were 
not resident. All this brings it but to an equality, and the 
Mayor by the custom of the ports ought to have a deciding vote.

[Feb. 25%] Case as to the election at Westbury. A writ was issued and 
a precept issued from the sheriff of the county to the Mayor 
ordering an election. Feb. 18 was the day of election, Henry 
Bertie and William Trenchard the competitors. Bertie was 
legally chosen by the majority of those who had rights to vote 
and had many more to have voted for him, which the Mayor 
refused to accept. The Mayor the same day, though he voted 
for Mr. Trenchard, returned Mr. Bertie and affixed the seal of 
his office to the indenture and delivered it to him. After this 
the Mayor was prevailed on to seal a return for Mr. Trenchard, 
which was delivered to him also. Neither of these returns was 
affixed to the precept nor were they fixed together, but were 
each given to the party concerned. Mr. Bertie, whose indenture 
was first sealed by the Mayor, came first to the sheriff and he 
affixed it to the writ and returned it to the Crown Office. The 
Clerk of the Crown made out his certificate thereon, in pursuance 
of which Bertie is admitted into the House. 

About four days after the election Mr. Trenchard produced 
to the Sheriff his indenture, and pretended he had more votes 
than Mr. Bertie and therefore desired him to fix his indenture 
to the writ also, which he denied, saying he had executed the 
power given him by the writ, and that the writ was out of his 
possession and that, having made one return and the person 
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returned being admitted to sit, he could do no more. Of this Mr. 
Trenchard complains by petition and the House refers it to the 


Committee of Privileges, who have appointed 25 Feb., 1677[-8], 


to hear the cause and the Sheriff is appointed to attend. 

The question will be whether Mr. Bertie be duly returned. 
Neither the Mayor nor the Sheriff have failed in their duty so 
as to invalidate such return. The Mayor failed not by returning 
Mr. Bertie, for he sealed his return and delivered: it first ; if any 
failure has been in him, it was in sealing Trenchard’s indenture 
afterwards, which was a misdemeanour, but not such as ought 
to impede Mr. Bertie’s sitting, for he has not made a double 
return, though he has sealed two indentures. Nothing can 
make it a double return but the Mayor’s affixing both indentures 
to the precept and returning them together, which if he had done, 
the Sheriff could not have severed them, but must have fixed 
both to the writ and sent them to the Crown Office, and in such 
case neither could have sat, till the merit of the election had been 
determined. 

But Mr. Bertie having his indenture first sealed and delivered 
by the Mayor and returned by the Sheriff into the Crown Office, 
Trenchard’s indenture signifies nothing, nor can the Sheriff 
affix it to the writ, nor the House properly take cognizance of it, 
till the merits of the election come to be determined ; then, 
if it appears Mr. Trenchard was duly elected by the majority 
of electors and without undue means, the House will no doubt 

ive him relief. In the meantime it appears not to them that 

r. Trenchard has any right, therefore they will not on a bare 
pretence of a right do a wrong by removing Mr. Bertie, who, 
for aught that can appear till the merits of the election come 
on, is duly chosen. 

The next point will be whether either return be such as the 
Sheriff ought to have accepted, as neither indenture was affixed 
to the precept. It is offered to consideration that, though it 
be absolutely necessary that the Mayor should have a precept, 
it is not essentially necessary for the sheriff to have a return 
of that precept with the indenture signifying the election before 
he fix the indenture to the writ and make his return to the Crown 
Office. The seal of the Mayor’s office to the indenture is his 
security that it is not forged, and, if two indentures be sealed, 
the Sheriff knew nothing of it. If one came to him first, and 
he return that with the writ, though it should afterwards prove 


that the person returned by it had no right, but he that was . 


returned by the second indenture was duly elected, yet the 
Sheriff does no wrong by returning the first, because he knew 
not of the second, nor can he be blamed, when he did know of the 
second, that he did not return it, because the writ to him was 
executed and the person returned sitting in the House, before 
he knew of the other indenture, wherefore it is humbly conceived 
that nothing can be done by the Committee, till the merits of 
the election be determined. 

If the Sheriff be called and appear not, offer that the Wiltshire

About noon he surveyed the town 
round both works and wharves, and after dinner was seen in 
the building yard viewing the two new ships on the stocks, and 
betwixt 4 and 5 that afternoon rode post through the town 
with a pipe of tobacco in his mouth, declaring to those he kept 
company with (tapsters &c.) he was to be back in London by 
8 on Monday morning. It is said he asked after soldiers, saying 
he was so well known to all officers in employment, that he would 
be concealed lest they might hinder his intended haste, not 
knowing none were here. He was observed by several here. 
His carriage has alarmed the town. Some will have him a 
Frenchman, though, as I hear, he spoke English naturally. Most 
judge him a spy, but his posture in riding out of town inclines me 
to judge him a man not much to be feared. 

Sunday the wind was mostly easterly, on Monday N.W. with 
cold weather, where it continues with a biting frost last night.

This account I have from the passengers, 
for the people of Calais are so partial that we cannot credit 
them. We think ourselves very unfortunate for want of our 
Nieuport mails, we having still the wind at' S.W.,.but we hope 
they at the other side may tee the wind more southerly to get out. 
Yesterday arrived .here from London a courier for Nieuport. 
Though he came time enough for his noon ’tide-as the seamen say, 
he stayed till 12 at night before he went. The French couriers 
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are more diligent, for at noon to-day arrived one here. He 
came so fast that he brought the post boy with the letters with 
him, which come not at other times at soonest till 6 or 7 at night. 
He did not stay a quarter of an hour before he embarked in a 
French shallop, which came here under pretence to buy oysters, 
but certainly waited for him. He had a fair wind and cannot 
be above four hours sailing to Calais. These persons come and 
go daily over here with great expedition.

The information of Roger L’Estrange, taken before Secretary 
Williamson. Anthony Lawrence told the deponent that Nathaniel 
Thompson had a private press in Lambeth, and that he knew the 
house, and further that Smith, a Nonconformist minister, was 
the principal agent for the Presbyterians in their trade of libels, 
being entrusted with their manuscripts and with getting them 
printed and with money to pay for print and paper, and that 
he himself received 171. from him on that account, the money being 
taken out of a bag which Smith told him was deposited in his 
hand for that purpose, and that one Eglinton, or some such name, 
and Cooper with some other Presbyterian ministers were 
confederate with Smith in the dispersing of the said libels. 

Lawrence told the deponent likewise that Smith showed him 
some of those libels concerning the nullity of this present 
parliament at their first coming out and read in his hearing part 
of a manuscript pamphlet in dialogue which on discourse he seemed 
to take for that libel, which personates a gentleman of Cornwall 
and his friend. 

Lawrence said moreover that Smith told him that the 
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Presbyterians had two private presses at work, and spoke to him 
to manage one of them for him, advising him to remove from the 
Savoy to the City and offering him money to set up with nearer 
his business, for they had a great deal of work ready, particularly 
mentioning :—The Case of the Lords in the Tower concerning the 
illegality of their commitment ; Two Speeches in the Lords’ House 
on their behalf ; Another Treatise to prove this Parliament dissolved, 
which were all ready for the Press, and he mentioned also another 
discourse reflecting on the Duke of York and the Lord Treasurer 
concerning a design to bring in Popery. 

On the deponent’s desire to have a sight of some of these 
pamphlets, Lawrence promised it, but never performed it, and 
being further questioned by the deponent about the authors of 
them, he said that Lord Wharton appeared most, but Lord 
Shaftesbury was in the bottom of it too by what he gathered from 
Smith. 

On the deponent’s pressing Lawrence to hasten the discovery 
and giving him 5/. in part of 50/. on his doing it in such a manner 
that the printing materials, and the libels with the authors and 
promoters of them, might be seized, he gave the deponent hopes, 
day after day, that now within two or three days he would make 
all sure, for he should be carried to the press and Mr. Smith had 
given him some sheets to fold. But in the conclusion, about a 
month or five weeks since, he told the deponent that 15 cwt. of 
Dutch letter were seized at the Custom House, which was brought 
over for Smith, since which time Lawrence never came to the 
deponent. With memorandum that this information dates from 
28 July or thereabouts. [2 pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 401, 
No. 225.]
